ROBEBT TO WnXIAM EdEZT. 

Kxtract 1 tf a Ix?tlcr from Governor Kden to his 
firotber, dated Annapolis, 28V April 1775. 

''Ttm mmt not ht angry mtb me &r (at tiiis Time) being 
apparently negligent in my Intelligaioe to Txvrd Dutaioiitl^ for 
it is impoonble to give any positive Intelligence or Infeniuitioii on 
Affiurs here. We are at this Time, as you will judge by the 
indosed, in a State of thorough Confusion. I had set apart 
Wednesday, yesterday, and this Bay (Friday) for writbg fully on 
the Affiurs <^ this Country, which I would not do sooner, from 
some well-grounded Hopes I had of seeing a total Change here, on 
what I remarked at our receiving the Intelligence of your preparing 
the Armament, against America ; which, if it did not immediately 
cause an Alteration among the Sentiments, did in the Avowals of 
our stannchest Patriots, and gave me great Room to hope we 
should return into a Channel of r^ular Submission to the Laws

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of Great Britain. When lo t on Wednesday at 1 P. M. the 
indoeed N? 1 appeared. I openly disavowed every Piobalnlitj of 
Thith in the Aoooante ; but the Alarm yoa may eaoly oonoeive 
not to be small beie. 

In the Aftenoon I was waited on by six Gentlemea of 
nspeetable CSbaiacter, requesting me, that as, in Oonaeqnenoe of 
this NewB^ they were under great Apprehensions of some Attempt 
being made by the Servants or Slaves for their liberty, they 
hoped I wonld oommit the Ciirtody of the Aims and Ammunition 
to the Freemen of the Ooontryi for that otherwise they would not 
answer for Oonsequeooes fiom an InsurreotioiL I expostulated with 
them — advised them— and tried to convinoe them they were only 
gomg to aoodeiate die Evil they dreaded fW>m their Servants and 
Slaves. In vain, however, altho' I agreed, by the Advioe of the 
Counol, to oommit the Care of the Arms to the Custody of such 
Gentlemen of the Militia (r^ularly ap|)ointed by myself) as they 
must place Confidence in. They expressed gr^t Satisfaction with 
this; but, the next Day (yesterday) applied to me, under the 
Militia Act of this Province, for Arms, for the Purposes above- 
mentioned : and, by Advice of the Council, then sitting at my 
House, I agreed to furnish four Counties (whose Colonels made a 
regular Application) with Arms &c. such as tliey are ; and 
perhaps each County (of those four) will get 100 Stand, which 
their Colonels give Receipts for, and are to share with the Counties 
that have not had Time to apply. I thought this a better motle 
of proceeding, than refusing, as the Event shews : For, altho, last 
Night, they took away the Powder (which has been here 20 years, 
and is useless) except five Barrels oi mine in ihe Mag^iziiie, they 
were, last Night, and this Muinuig, prohibited by Capt. Hyde's 
Company, belonging to this City, from taking the Arms ; who, 
to shew the strangeness of our Conduct, liad, on Wednesday, 
par:t<ied to assist them in taking them away, should I have refused 
to grant them ; a Dilemma this that puzzled them I And Hyde's 
Company have so far succeeded (the others cool and imconcemed 
Spectators, in Scarlet, lined with Buff) as to claim, and take, this 
AfV*rnoon, their Proportion of the Arms &c. except Powder. 
This m\x6tf X suppose^ mortity the Convention, some of whom 
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think that I hav(' png^ge<I to support that Company with the 
Friends 1 can rel^^ ou, aud witli whom I defeated some former 
Combinations. 

"You need be under no Uneasiness about me: I am well 
supported, aud not obnoxious to any unless it be to some of our 
infernal Independents, who are in Leas^ue with the Bostoniaus. 

"Writing in such a Huiiy, and so straitened for Time, I 
forgot to say that, about ten this morning, N? 2, or rather the 
Original of it, came to Town ; but I cannot, (tho* alarmed on 
hearing it with many ad l* d Circumstances) give Credit to it. It 
comes thro' an indepiiudeni Cliauuel, aud I rather think it intended 
to draw in the other Colonies, that they may share in tiie i'uniah- 
ment of the Bostonians, or, by being entitleil to it, mitigate it. 
In this Prf>\ iiK f , there are very many, I really Ix^lieve a Majority 
of Friends to Government ; and we have talked American Treason 
oj>enly in this Town for some Time. I will write more fully by 
a safe Conveyance, the Sophia, on Moiiday or Tuesday ; you must 
see I have not Time now. I hourly expect an u[)roar of some 
Sort or another, but am calm enough, oonsideriug I am not 
endowed with Patience. 

I will just add, on behalf of the Gentlemen from the several 
Counties, who instructed the others in the Application made to me, 
that thpir Behaviour wn'^ excee<lingly respectful : much more m 
than I exjtt rted c<3n9ideriiiL'" the Intelligence from the Northward 
they had rr( ( Ivecl and credited. 

I must trust to you for making proper Excuses to Lord 
Dartmouth for my not writing. I could not do it, without 
det^iining the mail, wiiicli would give an Alarm, enough of which 
we have already. You will please to communicate all, or as much 
of this as is necessary, with ]»roper Apologies, His Majesty has 
not a Governor on this Continent, who would more Irtily expose 
both his Fortune and his Life iii ]lis Service than I would. That 
is well known here, and contributes not a little to keep tlie dissolute 
in order : and I have a few faithful and resolute Adherents, whom 
I can trust to on an Emergency. 

You will probably hear fully (rom me by Uichardson's Ship, 
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before you get this. I will then write to Lord Dartmouth. Fleaae 
to preBcnt my mobt leepeotAtl Compliments to Lorddiip. 

Yon will have heard of Lord Dunmore's having removed the 
Powder from Williamaburg. We have no King's Ship here, 
should I have thought snch a Step to be expedient, had onr 
Powder been worth removing. I hear the Northmi Nedc Militia 
(Lord Fairlhx's) are on their Maroh, as Light Hois^ toWilliame- 
burg. Adieu, I hear Musquetiy, exercising only, I hope, for they 
fire regularly in Platoons.

Eden to Lord Dabtmouth. 

Annapolis 6 May 1775. 

M^Lofd 

I have the Honor of acknowledging the Receipt of your Lord<- 
ships drcolar Letter of the 3^ March, and the Parliamentavy 
Reaolvea and shall do all in my Power to promote in this Province 
the muoh to be desired End therein recommended to my Attention. 
Sony I am, my Lord, to see a oontiniianoe of this nnnatoral 
Dissension betwixt Great Britain and Her Coloniee, bat the Time 
is not far distant, I hope, when Peace and Harmony will be 
restored and Confidence re^tablished on a permanent fi^sis. Ihe 
Continental Congress is to meet on Wednesday next at Phila- 
delphia, I need not inform your Lordship how impoesiUe it wonld 
be for me to prevent Ddegatesfinm hence attending. The Attempt 
wonld have been vain, and only have sent them thither in fll 
Hnmoor. On the Contrar}% I think I can affirm that the 
Delegates of Maryland (or a veiy ^reat Majority of them) go from 
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benoe fully determioed to do all in their Power to bring about a 
Beoondliatton. The Proceedings of the Provincial Convention, 
which has been sitting these last ten Days and broke npyesterdayj 
have been conducted with great Temper and Moderation consider^ 
ing the general Spirit of the Times, and that, at the beginning of 
their Deliberations, they received the alarming Account from tiie 
Northward of a total Overthrow of His Majesty's Forces, whidi 
was genoally believed by them, and which I could no othorwiee 
contradict (not having received particulars) than by declaring l^t, 
to me, as a military Man of some Experience, the Accounts varied 
so^ and were all of them so replete with Absurdities, that, without 
taking the Improbability into Consideration, and &e torpid State 
ihey most presume the General and Admiral to be in, it could not 
but be in great part false, and I am happy tiiat it has turned out 
so, and hope that what has passed, and a Cessation of further 
HoetOities, may induce the Congress immediately to recommend it 
to the several Colonies, by their Delegates, to make proper Appli- 
cations respectively for the Redress of the Grievances they 
Complain of, after the mode pointed out in your Lordships Letter, 
and the Parliamentary Besolve. I shall have the Honor of 
inclosing the published Proceedings of the Convention here, and 
the Instruction given to the Delegates, as also our yesterdays, and 
a Philadelphia Paper, whidi contains the sam^ and some of the 
absurd Accounts diat has been received from the Northward. 

Being well assured that the Lower House would not proceed 
upon any Business before the Meeting at Philadelphia, the 
Assembly stands prorogued by Advice of the Council to the 5*^ of 
June, and when they meet, I ardently wish and hope to be enabled 
to transmit to your Lordship, such dutifuU Applications as His 
Majesty has been graciously pleased to declare his Readiness to 
accept, and agreeable to the Besolve of the House of Commons, 
and shall impatiently hope for, aud most sincerely rejoice at, theur 
happy Effect. 

I have made it my indii^Dsable duty to give the utmost 
Attention to preserve peace and good Order within this Govern- 
ment, in which it gives me pleasure to think I have not been 
nnsucoessfull. Smce my Return I have not slept twice out of this 
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City, whfre I found Disorder hud been rather too active during 
my short Absence. I cannot, in tlie least, Consistently with that 
Duty to His Majesty, whicli will ever gt)vem my Conduct, think, 
at this Time of Trouble and l>anger, of abandoning my Post on 
account of ray private Affairs in Enghuid, But, I ho|>e, when 
Tranquility is restored, His Majesty will not be displeased at my 
availing myself of the gracious Indulgence I had the Honor of 
soliciting on that Head when in England, and your Lordship may 
rely on my exerting myself to the utmost in promoting the 
Aooomplishment of Our Gracious Sovereigns ardent Wishes to see 
a Reconciliation of the unhappy Differences that have given His 
Majesty 80 much Concern. That, His Majesty may long continne 
to r^^ii in Peaoeand Tiaoquillity restored, is the heartfelt Wish of

Annapolis 124> Aug. 1775 

Gentlemen 

I was inforiiu^l in the Country, and in Town since my Return, 
that a very unhappy Outrage has Ik-cu lately committed by 
burning a Vessel in West River, within your District, and 
destroying, and plundering her Cargoe. 

I wish to have the best Information on this Matter, <fe therefore 
Apply to you as in your Department you may be able to pive it. 
Reports are 80 indistinct that T knt»w not what to di ix nd iij)on. 
I have heard the Affair wa^* taken up, <& examined by one of the 
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Committees, and that this Act of Violence was against their 
Sentimeuta, as well as against the general Opinion and Inclination. 

The Violence may be imputed to a general Jiisposition unless 
Suspicion be obviated by a just Representation, and I should be 
sorry that a eeueral Reproach and Censure should be the Conse- 
quence of an Outrage rommitted by a few Rash and lieeuiious 
Individuals. It will be expected from me that I should give a 
Circonistantial Account of this alarm ine^, irritating, violent 
Pn>eoedure ; it is expedient for the general interest & Welfare of 
the Country, that such dangerous Violations of Ordri, and 
Property be checked ; and I thiniv it my Duty, by iixing the 
Charge of Violence and Depredation on the real Perj)etnitors, to 
prevent undeserved Imputations on the Innocent, an<l tliciLfriro 
request that you will give me the fullest and best Information that 
you have received, and are able to obtain of the Circumstances of 
this Outrage, and of the Persons concerned In it. T shall thereby 
be enabled to Act as my Duty and Inclination direct, and am,

Calvebt aud Othebs to Eden. 

Annapolis 18*!> Ang. 1775 

Sir 

In answer to the Letter yonr Excellency was pleased to writs 
to us the 12*^ Instant, respecting the Sliip Totness Gapt. WarreOi 
which was lately destroyed about Twelve Miles below this Place: 
We can only leport to yonr Exoellenqy, from hearsay, that the 
Vessel being bound finun Liverpool to Baltimore wHk a Oargo of 
Salt and other Articles on Board, ran on Shore in the Ifight of 
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Hie 9*^ or 10*^ of last Month on a Shoal, near some lahnda cftU«d 
the three Sistere, where She lay several Days withoat the Mastor 
taking any Measoies to get off by lightening Her. The aeoond or 
third Day after she had remained in such Sitoation, some Gentle- 
men, who had been chosen by the Inhabitants of that part of iiie 
Province to see that the Association relative to the Non-Importa- 
tion of Goods from Great Britain should be strictly observed, went 
on Board, asked tlic Master some Questions about his Cargo, & 
Destination of his Vessel ; & being assured by him that it was not 
his Intention to land any of bis Cargo there, They did not 
interfere farther but consented to his proceeding to Baltimore if 
He should think iit to do so. The siiip contiuumg aground some 
Days after wai lis, & no Stejis being t^iken by the Ma.st<?r to get her 
off, many People at different times went on Board ik a Report was 
spread that there were many other Goods tlian the Master had 
acknowk'<lged to the Committee; & that He was uot soUicitous to 
get his Vessel off, or tu proceed to any other Place. It likewise 
became a Subject of Conversation tlmt this was the Third Ship 
which Mr Gililart, of Livcrpoole had sent thence loaded to this 
Province, after He luul b n apprized of the Association ; & that 
some Persons iVuin Liverpool had declared he avowed a Resolution 
to pay no Reg-ard to it. Such Discourses having made an Inipres- 
siou on a Numl>er ol young PtK)ple who live in the Neighborhood, 
They went on Board, and after advising the Master & Crew, to 
take out such things as were their own jaivate Property set Her 
on Fire ; but we have not yet been able to leani certainly who the 
Persons were that committed such Outrage, nor did the Master or 
any of the Crew come to, or pa.sp thro this Place, so as to give 
either of us an Opportunity nt a>ldng them any Questions. Had 
not the Vessel Ixjen un luckily run ashore the Master probably 
have been ordered back from Baltimore, \vilhout landing the 
Cargo ; l)ut we do not think any Attempt would have been made 
either there or in this PI ice to destroy Her, unless Goods had 
been landed; in which Case she would not, We apprehend have 
been in safety any where in thie^ or either of the Neighbouring 
Provinces.

Eden to Lord Dabthouth. 

Am»iK.lk 27f Aug- 1778 

My Lord, 

The Communication of Intelligence, of aii> s ni Indeed, from 
America to England, as must be weii known by your LortLship 
beJDg so diflficult I liope I bLind in need of no further Apology for 
not having wrote oftener, tliiin adciing that, till lately, I have had 
nothing material from this Province to communir^ite, which was 
not in common with what regarcied the proceedings of the Conti- 
nental CongreiNS, and what your Lordshif) would have the fullest 
Information of, in the Common Prints tV Genei*al Accounts from 
the Northward. Havino; now a safe Opportunity, by a Ship of 
my Brothers, (The Annajiolis Capt" Hanrick) I shall endeavour to 
lay before your Lordship two or three late Occurrences in this 
Province, which have given me great Uneasiness, but which I had 
no power to prevent, altho' I had Induenee enough to prevent the 
Excesses, at first proposed, being carried into Kxa'utiou, in some 
Instances, and more esjxicinlly with Regard to the Snow Adven- 
ture, Capt" Henzell, belonging to Mr Farness, in I/»nd(>n, that 
came to this City with nl^out seventy indented Servants, and the 
Captiiiu, it seems, had brought out 200 Dozen of Porter, several 
chaldron of Coals, & some C! of Cheese, under a Pretence, as 
alledged, of st-cpping at Madeira, and disposing of them there ; 
The Committee therefore, thinking such a proceeding a i)reniedi- 
tatod Infringement of the Association, ordered him to return to 
England, Servants and all. I contrived to have the I5arbarity of 
such a Measure, where it so greatly alTected the Servants and 
Paseengeia, represented ; and the Committee, on meeting again, 
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thought proper to allow the Servants to be landed, and the YeBfld 
to take in Water and Provisions for the passage home ; bat the 
Gaptain by being too long in availing himself of that Indolgenoe 
was in some Danger of the Conflagration that Mf Gildarts Ship 
(of Liverpoole) met with, for the particulars of which I must heg 
Leave in this place to refer your Lordship to the enclosed papers, 
N? 1, from me to the Officers of the Customs here, & N? 2, their 
Answer. 

I am next, My Lord, to mention the late proceedings of the 
Provincial Convention, held in this City, and for your Lordships 
fuller Information, enclose the whole j)riiit('(l Account thereoff, 
N? 3, by wiiich you may observe that the < 'ouncil of Safety, as 
they term themselves, are inve8te<l with an Autiu>rity, which, 
supposing their grand Favorite Montcs<]uieu, with Lotkc & 
Blackstone to be riglit, has most certainly ooustituteil a real & 
oppressive Tyranny in the very Heart of the province, in Opposition 
to wliat they call such, at 3000 Miles Distance ; For I presume 
they must allow that where the legislative, judicial, and executive 
Authorities and Powers are all lodged in tlie same persons, a 
Tyranny is erected. These Proceedings, I must remark, are 
dated from the day they met, but were not publitshed till the 17^ 
Inst, which shows their Lawyers to have the Conduct of the 
whole : and on the 19^, I had a Meeting of the Council, to take 
Advice how T ought to conduct myself, and what Steps I should 
take, in Op|Mj.>,ition to an Association directed to be carried about, 
and to be subscribed by all persons exceptiug my Household, 
without Regjird to His Majestys Ofheers of the Customs, the 
Councillors, & other Magistrates, their Oaths of Allegiance &c. 
The weakness of the Civil Government has so manifested it^^elf in 
most of the Colonies since these Commotinn-; began, that your 
Lordship will not be surprized at the timid declining: to express 
their Sentiments and the cautious or Cunning refusing to do it — 
or not choosing it. The Council being thin, I adjourned 'till 
Monday last, when eight Members exclusive of myself, being 
present, I again applied for thrir Advice; and, to be short. My 
Lord, after some Time, I propose<l publishing the enclosed Address, 
N? 4, hoping some good might ensue trom it. There was an even 
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Division of the Council on it, and at their general requost, I 
declined giviiig my Vote hoplnp: t!i<' t'our Ai>seut Conncill" woiiltl 
attend next Mectiiip, whic li the Wind and Weather had pr('\ cuted 
their doing at this Time. That Eveuiner and next M ining I 
found that a general Timidity had taken phice, even annm^r those 
also who were for ray measure, And the Council adj iunKHl till 
to morrow. I hnpc the Address I had proposed will meet witli 
the Approlration oi' His Majostv, nnd his Ministers, Tlie Necessity 
of the lenient Terms it was couched in, must be obvious on a 
Consideration of the violent Consequences tliat had immediately 
followed, in the otiior Colonies, the adopting of such Kxpressions, 
and Mode of Address, as my L#oyalty to my Sovereign, and 
Attachment to my Country, and the Constitution, would liave 
dictated, had I implicitly followo<l the Diotntes of my Heart. It 
has ever, My Lord, been my Endeavour, by the mo-t 'toothing 
Measures I could safely use, and yeilding to the btorm when I 
could not resist it, to preserve some hold of the Helm of Govern- 
ment, that I might steer, as long as should be possible, clear of those 
Shoals, which all here must sooner or later, I fear get shipwreck'd 
upon : I have found great Advaut;ige in this as yet; but when 
the Council of Safety, as they are called, meet, amongst whom, in 
the Convention proceedings your Lordship, I am sorry to say it, 
must see the Names of two of the Council of this Province ; viz. 
Bordly & Jenifer ; (but the former has declined acting ; the other 
is to act ; and has already subscribed the Association paper, and 
gives his Opinion that things are gone so far, people ought to risque 
everything ; and that he has accepted this Office only for the sake 
of bemg instrumental in preventing Disorder, & Violence. This 
I suppose isto jofltify him to Mf Harford's Guardians, from whom 
he has his CSbminisnon as Agent, <& Receiver General, but will, I 
doubt not, be taken Notice of;) When^ I said. My Lord, the 
Gbuncil of Safety meet, I am under the Apprehensions that the 
Authority I have hitherto supported, will cease to be of any great 
Avail. I have, however, great Satisfaction in hoping for His 
Majestys Approbation of my having done my Duty with Intq^ly 
to the best of my Abilities, in doing which I have more than once 
snppveased some daring Attempt at imminent Hasard of my Life.

An Assembly of" rash people .«(H)ri becomes a lawless and un^veni- 
able Mob; which, grown desperate from Necessity, arising from a 
total Neglect of their peaceable Trades & Occupations, and kept 
constantly heated by tlie iuceudiary Harangues of their Dernagogaes, 
are a formidable Enemy to cncoimtor with words only, founded on 
Reason & Arp-umcnts of Ar<nieration : We have neither Troops 
nor Ships ol W ur to bU|tpijrt those who would (and I can assure 
your Lordship them are many such) if they had such support to 
fly to, have long ago asserted the Rights of Great Britain, and their 
own Liberties — and are still ready, many of them, waiting only 
for such an Opportunity. Several of these have been compelled 
to muster, and sign As9<K«iations <fec. to preserve their Lives and 
property, without any further View, except perhaps learning the use 
of Arms s<> as to be on a Lt?vcl with those they are, at present, by 
Force connected with an<l ready to desert from. As my Life, and 
that of many of His Majesty's Subjects here, who are known 
to be attached to Government and ready to Support it, would 
immediately be sacrificed on the publication of this Letter, I have 
no occasion to add what your I^ordships prudence woud Naturally 
sugest, that I hope, this may be considered as a private I^etter. 
Those men among the Leaders of the Rebellion here whose sole 
Consequence depends on a general Convulsion, spare no pains or 
Expense to obtain Copies of all the I^etters sent home that can add 
to the Flame here and undoubtedly have their Agents in most of 
the Offioes at home for that infernal purpose. And they intercept 
all Letters they can here from Eoghiod which makes Caution as 
necessary in answering these Tjettera, as in writing them. I have 
entrusted this to the Care of Mf Lloyd Dulany, who is leaving a 
OMisiderable Estate here to escape with his Life from the pmeoiH 
tion he has long been under, for having withstood every insidioiis 
and violent Attempt to draw him into Connections with men whose 
Measures he abhors and has resolutely opposed from the very first. 
He is Brother to Dan. Dulany of Our Council, who was Author 
of the Considerations 4&c. after the Stamp Act, and was then a 
popular Man, but now persecuted also for being a friend to 
Qovemmt His 8on, on the same Account went home in the last 
paoquet> and piohably has been introduoed to Your Lordship

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INTBODUOTION OF THE BLACK BASS INTO THE 
OHIO AND THE FOTOMAa 

PHILIP T. TTBOH. 

In the sumtner of 1860 I ma in&tmed that the bfaok bass 
had been introdnoed into the Potomac river fxom the Ohio some 
years previously by Wm, M. Shriver, Esq., of Wheeling, and 
that they had multiplied so as to be taken in laige numbers in 
the viomity of Comberland. 

Feeling much interest in the snbjeoty I addressed a letter dated 
September 4thj 1860, to Mr. Shriver asking farther information. 
His reply was dated September 7th, 1860, In which my queries 
were answered, and much valuable infonnation given me on this 
mterestang subject* 

It seems that this disciple of Isaao Walton had long before 
desired to introduoe some varieties of the finest game fish'' of 
the Ohio into the Uifier Potmnao, but tibere were no satis&ctoty 
means for doing so, until af^er the completion of the Baltimore & 
Ohio Bailioad to Cumberland in 1853. 

Mr. Shriver placed the fish In a perforated tin bucket made to 
pass through the openings, or man-holes, of the water tanks 
which were constantly supplied with finesh water. Fish of small 
siz^ but fresh and active, were placed in the bucket, and accom- 
panying his predcns charges on each of several trips, Mr. Shriver 
placed them in fine order In the canal basin at Cumberland, from 
whence they could pass up or down the river. This privilege, it 
will appear, the fish of at least one species availed themselves of 
eztensivdy. 

Mr, ShrivOT with commendable peraeverance- transferred five 
kinds of fine game fish (about twelve of each kind) into die 
Potomac during the autumn of 1854, making six trips on the 
railroad. 

He sent me the following list of them : 
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1. Black, or green bass, which attain the weight of five pounds 

in the Ohio, 

2. Perch, attain the weight of 1 5 pounds. 

3. Salmon, attain the weight of 18 pounds. 

4. Jack Salmon, attain the weight of 3 pounds. 

5. Blue Catfish, atiaiu the weight of 20 pounds. 

It is stated that the above named fish aaoend the streams with 
Uie first rise of waters in the spring to spawn and remain until 
the autumn when they descend, and npon the appvoaeh of winter 
take up their quartm in deep water. 

Mr. Shriver adds that " these fish are to be found in all parta 
of the Ohio river and all the northern lakes west of Niagara 
Falls, bat we most extend the limits, at least of the black bass, 
farther east and south.'' 

Two memben of this Society took the bass with hook and line 
in Angoat last among the Thousand Isles in the St. Lawienoe^ 
and thej exist in Lake Champlain and Lake Geoige. They are 
also taken in several of the smaller lakes in the interior of New 
York, and from one of them tiiegr were introdnoed into Lake 
fikaneatelea some five or six years ago. 

The spedes of fish that most interesia us at this time is the 
first cm the Uat, tiie baas, aa it is that species only, so &r as we 
know, wbiiA has largely inoreased in the Potomac. 

This fish has many synonyms. The vulgar names are green 
and black bass. In the New York Natoral History Beports, 
Dr. Decay adopts (I think fiom Le Sear) the name OsnlrorefttM 
fatciaiM and givea aondxy synonyms. Agassis calls it Oryale§ 
M^neofNis. 

It is stated that the baas attains a weight of five pounds in the 
Ohio river, bat grows larger in some of the affluents of Lake 
Erie^ as Prof. Aokley took one in the Cuyahoga river weighing 
over eight pounds. 

The largest yet taken in the Potomaoi so fiur as I have heard, 
wdf^ied four and a half pounds, so that the bass does not seem 
to have degenerated in the waters of that river. They are taken 
in great numbers in the Potomac with hook and line, fiom near 
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Harper^s Ferry up to the vicinity of Piedmont, a range of more 
than 125 miles. They bite vigorously and one of large size not 
eanily dra\vn out of the water and secured. 

it appears that the l^as of northern New York aeldoiu exceed 
two pounds in weight. 

I have been unable to get any certain information in reference 
to the increase of the other four species of fish put into the Poto- 
mac by Mr. Shriver. Some seven or eight years since I learned 
tliat an unknown fish weighing about 15 pounds was taken near 
Williamsport, and recently that an unusually large catfish was 
taken in the Potomac above Cumberland. During a seoent tnp 
to that region I was infomKKl that the black bass were even more 
abundant in the south branch than in the north branch of the 
Potomac 

It can scarcely be doubted that they will range to Georgetown, 
and also to the head waters of both branches of the Potomac and 
np their affluents until arrested by mill dams. 

Mr. Shriver states that he "was ridiculed by some of the 
enlightened citizens of Cumberland for his pains, but now all 
are much pleas* d it having an abundance of fine fish within their 
reach, where formerly th^ were none of importance. 

There are many other streams into which these fish should be 
introduced, espeoiaUy as it can be done at so little trouble and 
expense. 

I would name the Patapsco and Gunpowder rivers above 
tidewater; the Little Falls of Gunpowder, the Patuzent (both 
branches), Winter's Run, Deer Creek, Octorora Creek, Little and 
Big £lk rivers and pwhaps others of less size. As mill dams 
exist on soDie of these streams, the fish should be placed in each 
of the largest dams* 

About thirty bass wore taken from the Potomao river some three 
years since by Edw. Stabler, Esq., of M<mtgOmery County, and 
placed in Swann Lake, which will eventually stock Jones' Falls. 

I have learned that the credit of introducing the bass into the 
Potomac has been claimed for another parfy, but there is abundant 
evidence that the merit of this important work belongs to Mr. 
Shriver alone. 
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TRANSPORTED CONVICT LABORERS IN MARYLAND 
DURING THB COLONUL PERIOD. 

Basil Soli 

When the charter for the tract of land comprised w^itlun the 
limits ol Maryland had received the Great Seal, but one tliiug was 
lacking to make it a valuable property to Ceeillus r'nivert. Let 
the land be taken up under the conditions ot planiation and the 
qnitrcnts, however moderate, paid and an amj)h> revenne would be 
the re'-nlt. When an adventurer had secured a patent for a quan- 
tity ot lan(i frr»m the Proprietary, there was one thing necessary 
before it could become a source of inrome, and that was an 
adequate supj)ly of labor to clear and cidtivate it. Thus a jihuit- 
er's ineomc wa8 not in proportion to the number of acres ownerl 
by him, but in proportion to the number and elficiency of tiie 
laborers he could obtain.' The servants for a term of years 
brought with them by settler?! of some means on their first arrivrd, 
and others brought over and sohl for the number of years indicated 
in their indentures, could, on the expir;\tii>n of tlieir term, readily 
obtain land, and uee<l oidy procuie lal)orors to become planters 
themselves. They could at any rate do better, or at least live 
more to their satisfaction, by cultivating their land by their own 
labor and by that of their children, or by hunting and fishing 
where game and fish were plentiful, than by hiring themselves to 
labor for others. Thus, while land continued easily obtainable, 
these servants either became laud-owners, or squatted on unpatented 
or unused land, and left a void in the labor supply which had 
oonstaDtly to be filled. 

'The Poll Tax which was in general me for local taxation was praclicall}* an 
iaeom» tax, u tlw ntunber of wmnU employed bj any planter, and for whom he 
pdd tlM tBi^ ms ntnally ptopoitioimte (o his wealth. 
2 
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We got an idea of the relative value of land and labor in 1642, 
from a eontract between LiMjnard Calvert, Esq., and John Skin- 
ner, mariner, in which the former ackno^vledges the sale to the 
latter of his three manors of Bt. Michael, !St. Grabriel, and Trinity 
with all the tenements and hereditaments, inelnding, I suppose, the 
right to hold court leet and court baron, and lurthcr contracts to 
finish the house at Pinie Neck with a stack ot brick chimneys and 
make other improvements, for the consideration of the delivery of 
fourteen negro men slaves and three women slaves between sixteen 
and twenty-six years old, able and sound in body and limbs at 
some time beibre the first of March oome twelve-month at Bt 
Maries.' 

In a word, capital, in the form of land, was plentiful and labor 
scarce. These conditions prevailed in greater or less degree 
throughout the colonial period, and in all the colonies in America, 
including the West Indies. Add to this that strength and endur- 
ance, mther than skill, were needed, or at least would serve, in the 
colonies having a staple product such as tobaccc) or sugar, and that 
in these crops there occur certain critical periods during which the 
absence of sufficient labor means the total loss of the cmp, and we 
have the explanation of facts and conditions of colonial life other- 
wise difBcult to account for. 

In England every Justice of the peace upon request might cause 
*^ all such artificers and other persons as be meet to labour, to work 
by the day in ITay-time and Tfarvest-time, for the savmg of com 
and hay,"' and upon refusal he might imprison them in the 
stocks " by the space of two days and one night.'* In the colonies 
there was no such resonroe. Even if the law had been operative, 
it would have been ineffective by reasons of lack of material to 
apply it to. A planter must therefore possess, before determining 
the extent of his crop, labor equal to the greatest demands upon it 
during the season. 

Under such oon<litions it is not surprising that the transporting 
of servants to America became a business of great magnitude.

£>r tnuQsportatioD to tbe oolonies in genend, will be neoeasaiy to 
enable ns to nndentand what will follow in relation to Maiyland 
in partiealar. 

We may dassify the emigration from England to America as 
voluntary and involuntary. Voluntary emigrants may be divided 
into those who were free when they arrived, and those who were 
hdd to serve a term of years in payment of their passage. These 
were known as indentured servants because they had bound them- 
sdves by indenture before leaving England to serve a certain term 
in place of paying passage money. Involuntary emigrants were 
those who were soit by authority of the government to eetve for 
a term as a punishment in place of more severe penalties to 
which they were liable Ibr offences committed. These involuntaiy 
emigrants indnded at different periods pniBoners taken in battle, 
rebels, traitors, offenders for conscience' sake, pirates, felons, 
rogtMS, Mid vagabonds. 

Those persons who were brought into die colonies and sold as 
indentured servants I have classed as voluntary emigrants, but 
this must not be taken to mean that, in all cases, th^ left England 
voluntarily, but merely that they were so classed and treated upon 
their arrival. In the third quarter of the seventeenth century, all 
that came or were brought to the masters of vessels engaged in 
the business of transporting servants, seem to have been received 
on board without question. ** Among those who repair to Bristol 
fiom all parts to be transported to his majesty's Plantations beyond 
seas," says in 1662 the Mayor of Bristol in a petition to the 
King askbg power to examine all masters of ships belonging to 
Bristol bound for the Plantations, ''some are husbands that have 
forsaken their wives, others wives who have abandoned their 
husbands, some are children and apprentices run away irom their 
parents and masters, oftentimes unwary and credulous persons 
have been tempted on board by men-stealers, and many that have 
been pursued by hue-and->ciy for robberies, burglaries or breaking 
prison, do thereby escape the prosecution of law and j ustice." ^ The

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Petition to the Xing in 1664 of merchants, planters and masters 
of ships trading to plantations^ prajing for r^g^istiy for emigraatSy 
states: There is a wicked castom to seduce or spirit avraj 
young people to go as servants to the plantations which petitions 
abominate the very thoughts of; this gives the opportunity to many 
evil-minded persons to enlist tliemselyes Yoluntarily to go the 
voyage^ and having rscetved money, ( Inthes, diet, ^o*, to pretend 
they were betrayed or carried away without their consent." ^ This 
last mentioned practice seems to me very unlikely to liavc been of 
frequent ooenrxenoe. The statement sounds much like a plea in 
defense. 

Sir Heneage Finch, to whom this petition was referred, rqN>rted 
ihat " he finds the mischtefe comphuued of very frequent^ there 
being scarce any voyage to the plantatiims bnt some are earned 
away against iheir wills, or pretend to be so after they have oon- 
tnieted with merchants, or run away." We read in affidavits in 
1671 of "a spirit who spirited to Barbadoes, Vufginia, Jamaica 
and other places five hundred a year for twdve years, of anothw 
who spirited in one year 840, and of an old spirit who hath no 
other way of livelihood." * The spirit was evidently the runner 
for securing servants fi>r the coloniee, fiiUen, in the eager pursuit 
of bounties oflSsred, into all manner of deceptive piacticee and 
finally into kidnapping. 

The demand for servants in the colonies being so great, it is 
not surprising that the King's pardon should be granted on condi- 
tion of transportation to many persons convicted of oflfenoes 
punishable with death. In the seventeenth century the transport 
tation of convicted persons seems to have been for the most part 
by order of the King in Council rather than by statute. 

From many transactions relating to transportation of convicts 
and others found in the Oalendars of State Papers, I select a few 
as illustrations. 

An order of tiie Coun<nl of State oi October 19, 1664, directs 
that certain English, Scotch, or Irish pirates, prisoners in Dor^ 
Chester gaol, be forthwith sent to Barbadoes, Bermudas, or some

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Other of the English plantations in America.' This sounds very 
much like sending coals to Newcastle. August 4, 1656, there is 
an Older of the Council of State oonoeming the apprehending of 
lewd or dangerous persons, rogues, vagrants and dhor idle 
persons, iriko have no way of livelihood, and refiise to work, and 
treating with merohantB and others for transporting them to the 
Englidi Plantations in America. In the Council for Tw&gp. 
Flantatioos, Jone 3, 1661, a committee is appointed to oonsider 
the best ways of encouraging and furnishing people for the planta" 
tions, and how felons condemned to death for small offmces, and 
single persons, men and women, found to be sturdy beggars, may 
he disposed of for that U8&' In 1664 a report was made entitled 
''oertam propositions for the better aooommodatmg the foreign 
FUntations with servante," ' in which are mentioned ways of obtain* 
ing them from felons condemned to death, sturdy be^ars, gipsies, 
and other incorrigible rogues, and poor and idle debauched persons. 
A circular letter from the King states in 1664 that "his majesty 
has granted license for five years to Sir James Modeford, to take 
all felons convicted in their circuits and at the Old Bailey and after- 
wards reprieved in order to transportation to Foreign Plantations, 
and to transmit them to Sir Thomas Modeford, Governor of 
Jamaica." * On March 7, 1G64'5, there itein^ several ships in the 
Thames bound for the plaaLations, tlie King, wisliing to repress 
the more than ordinary insolence of Quakers and other swtaries, 
ordered those condemned to transportation to he sent off in tliese 
ships/ iu IIjCo two reprieved prisoners who had been many years 
in pris<)n for want of money to ]iay their fees, beg for their dis- 
charge and that tlic Queen mother will send them to her Mary- 
land.* October 1o, 1666, we have warrant to the Sheriffs of 
London and Middlesex to deliver Sir John Towers, luu-onet, 
sentenced to death for high treason in counterfeiting the King's

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seal but reprieved, on board ship for hu eecuie tiansportatum to 

America.* 

It is not possible, from the Oalendftn of State Papers and other 
sources here aooessibl^ to make even an approadniaticNi of the 
number of persons transported in the seventeenth century, nor is it 
for the most part possible to ascertain the portionlar oolony to 
which a given lot was sent The Foreign Plantations op Colonies 
in America, are the terms generally used, and when a particular 
colony is mentioned, *'or other colony " or words to that effect, is 
often added. In addition to this, Virginia, New England and 
the West In^es are sometimes used witii a very broad, and 
sometimes with their present narrow significance, and it is 
difficult to make sure in a given case which is meant All 
that can be said with certainty is that some of this mass of 
criminal or tmfortunate persons were sent to Maryland; fw 
in 1676 the Legislature passed ''An Act a^inst the Importa- 
tion of Convicted persons into this Province," the preamble of 
which reads: ^'Foiasmudi as severall Masters of Shipps, 
Merchants Saflors or others have used and still doe use to 
import into this Province severall notorious ftlons and malefactors 
which in severall of his majesties courts have been convicted of 
crimes and fellonies as aforesaid and afterward procured by mas* 
ters of Shipps, Merchants Sailors and others out of the common 
Jayles to Import into this Province and here to sell and dispose of 
such fdons and male&etors as servants to the great prgudice and 
grievance of the good people of this Province.'* For the prevent- 
ing thereof for the future it is enacted that the derk at the port 
of entry ''shall administer an oath to every master of ship when 
he comes to enter that he shall declare whether any servants on 
board his shipp be felons convicts.'' "And if it sliall appear fay 
his oath that they are such, then the said officer shall take good 
security of the said master not to sell or suffer the same to be sold 
given or any otherways disposed of in this Province, but shall 
transport them and every of them out of this Province before he

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or his ahipp depart oat of the Provinoe or in his own shipp 
when the saroe departs this Provinoe*'' ^ 

And it is fiirther enacted ** That noe master of aShipp, Merabant> 
Saylor, or any otlier person whatsoever shall presume to import 
into this Province any snefa oonvicted felons or malefactors what- 
ever to sell give pay or any othonmyB or in any otiier manner to 
dispose of either unto their own Plantation (if any they have) or 
unto any Inhabitant of this Plantation whatever." 

This Act was to continue for three years, or to the end of the 
next Geneial Assembly whidi shall first happen. It was revived 
in 1678, 1681, 1682, 1684, 1686, and 1688. A new Act was 
passed in 1692, which differed from the Act of 1676 merely in the 
omission in the preamble of the words ''and still doe ose." This 
new Act was continued from tame to time, and ia in the Oatalogne 
of the Titles of Laws which are continued in force, appended to 
"An Act ascertaming the Laws of this Provmce" passed in 1699, 

July 1, 1697, James Vernon in behalf of the Lords Justices of 
ESngland wrote to the Cbnnoil of Ttade and Plantations : <' There 
are about fifty women convicts noW lying in Newgate for transpor- 
tation whii^ is at last fi>und necessary to be provided for at the 
King^s chaige. The Lords of the Treasniy have therefore directed 
the oommisstoners of Transport to agree for shipping to carry them 
to the West Indies. It still remains to be resolved how they 
should be disposed of there^ which the Lords Justices now refer 
to you, asking you to report to what places these women should 
be sent and what instructions it will be proper to send al<mg with 
them fi»r their bang received and di^Kwed ot," * William Popple^ 
for the Oonncil of Trade and Plantations, wrote^ July 2, to ihe 
agents of the different colonies desiring the opinion of each as to 
tii« transportation of these convicts to the colony he represented.' 

The Agent for Carolina wrote : ** I cannot yet arrange a meeting 
of the Lords Proprietors of Carolina to consider yonr letter con- 
ceming women convicts, but you may be assured that the Propri-

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etorn will acquiesce in the Lords Jusfic < s' pleasure, if they trans- 
port them to Carolina. What reception tliey will find there I 
caunot say, though it will he better than elsewhere, for the most 
of the West Indian settlements (if not all, to my certain knowledge) 
will not receive woman convicts. If you resolve to send them to 
Carolina, I have a ship bound thither that will carry them at the 
usual rate, <fec." * 

The Atrent for Massachusetts wrote : " As to the transportation 
ol women convicts, the Government and inhabitants of New Eng- 
land have from their f5r?t settlement earnestly desired to be 
excii-^ed from entertaininij oriminnls trans])orted to America. 
But it is well known that they will be willingly entertained in 
Virginia, Maryland, Barbadoes, Jamaica, or the Leeward Islands."* 

Micaiah Perry, agent for Virginia and Maryland, wrote : " As 
r^ards your letter of the ind, Virginia and Maryland being on 
the Continent and several governments joining on each other have 
found the eutertainment of Convicts to be prejudicial and have 
passed a law against the imp* liation of them. Tliere will thore- 
foie be no proper place but Jamaica and Barbadoi- who will bid 
them welcome as they most properly may being contined under 
one G()vemnu;nt and inclosed within the Island. If the Council 
wish to dispose of them, I can recoumieud one who would do 80 
to satisfaction.' 

The Agi'iit for Barbadoes answered : " Respecting the transpor- 
tation of fifty women convicts referred to us in your letter of the 
2"^ inst., it will be no (ionvenicnc m nor advantage to Barbadoes to 
have them sent thither for ua Kuglish women are put there to 
work in the fields, and the people will not be willing to take 
such as these into their houses, so that they will be altogether 
useless. But in places where white wometi work in the field, 
as Virginia and Carolina, such women as these maj be useful 
aud acceptable.* 

The Jamaican Merchants answeretl : "The fifty women convicts 
mentioned in Mr. Popple's letter of the 21 instant would be of no

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1188 to US in Jamaica, nay W8 woald not reoeiTe them 8Xoq>t on 
conditum of leorivkig one hnndved and fifty male ocmvicto with 
them. It is meo that we want, having snslained gxeat losses by 
the earth-qoake and the siokness that followed it, and partioalarly 
hy the meiwif-war having frightened away many of the men to 
other coloDies and turned fifteen times as many men as they 
pressed into pirates. The women would be only a burden to us 
and would oontribute nolihmg to our defence* ' 

The Agsnt for New York replied : "It will not be to the dis- 
advantage of New York that they be sent thither, if they are 
young, and fitted £bf labor, and provided that they be committed 
to some person who will take care for theur dothing and diet after 
arrival untQ they can be otherwise provided fi>r and who will dis- 
pose of them in service for some certain number of years not less 
than four nor ezoseding seven." * 

The Agent fat the Leeward Ishmds wrote : It may not be 
improper to send them to (he Leeward Islands. The best way 
wUl be to recommend them to the chief Qovemor to dispose of 
acoordmg to their conditions and ciicnmstances." ' 

The Council of Trade and Pbntations on July 26 replied to 
the Letter from the Lord Justices of July 1 : ** We have made 
inquiry of the Agents of the various colonies but find no colony 
icsdy to receive them except the Leeward Isknds. We recom- 
mend ther6fi>re that these women may be sent to the Leeward 
Islands, and that the €bvemor be directed to dispose of them 
there," * and the Lord Justices made an order in Council July 2 
thai the fifty women convicts be transported to the Leeward 
Ishnds and that the commissioners of trani^rtation give the 
necessaiy direction according,* 

We here lose sight of the fifty women, but the subject was 
revived in a letter of James Vernon to the Council of Trade and 
Flanlations, October 21, 1697. He wrote : The Lords Justices 
have bad ooearion to mqmre why some convicts ordered for trans- 
portatioa have not been sent away. They are told that the mer-

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ofaanto have greater difficulty in diqKwing of them than formerly 
by reason of laws made in some of the plantations against reoeiy- 
ing any such oonvicts. The Lords Justices are surprised to hear 
this, and wish to be informed where this has been enacted and in 
what numner." ^ 

The CSouncil of Trade and Plantations wrote to the Lords 
Justices October 27 : " In reply to Mr. Vernon's letter of the 
21 inst. we represented to you on 26 July last the objections then 
made by oertain persons against receiving convicts in the colonies. 
The Agents of Virginia and Maryland in partionlar alleged that 
these colonies had received sudi pr^udice by the enterlsinment of 
convicts that they now precluded themselves by law fimn receiv- 
ing them. We found no disposition to receive the ftft^ women 
convicts then in questioni except in the Leeward Islands^ and we 
accordmgly recommended that thc^ be sent thither. We can now 
add only that we know of no colonies except Virginia and Mary- 
land whidi have passed laws against the reoepdon of convicts 
(though Massachusetts has always desired to be excused fiom it), 
and we think the unwillingness to recdve convicts in other places 
is more or less according to the tame in respect to war and peace, 
and always according to the quality and circumstances of the 
convicts ^emselves.'" 

On the 4th of April^ 1700, the Governor and Council of Mary- 
land recorded the dissent of the King in Council to the Act con- 
cerning Religion, and to the Act ascertaining the laws of this 
Province (among which was the Act against the Importation of 
convicted persons), "which laws," says the documoit dated 
30 November, 1699, at the Court at Kensington, " having been 
perused by the Lords Commissioners of Trade and Plantations, 
and thereupon presented at this Board for his Majesty's deter- 
mination concerning the said laws, his Majesty in Council is 
pleased to signify his disapprobation and disallowance of the said 
Laws, and according to his Majesty's pleasure the said Laws are 
hoeby repealed and declared void and of none eflfeot" *

At a session of the Legislature held April, 1700, ''An Act for 
repealing certain Laws in this Province and confimiiiig others " 
was passed, and all the Acts named in the Catalogue of 1 697, 
including the Act against the importation of convicted felons, 
were in the list of Acts confirmed.' In May, 1701, the Upper 
House proposed a conference with the Lower House upon the 
present state and condition of the Laws sent home for England 
the last Assembly, " and now as we are informed by the Lords 
Commisnoners of Trade and Plantations lying before his Majesty's 
Attorney and SolUcitor Genemll not as yet certain what deter- 
mination tbey may fall upon." ' The difficulty was with the law 
repealing certain laws and confirming others because it was thought 
that the King could not give consent to any laws unless to all, 
nor disallow a single Act in the list of Acts confirmed, since they 
were all confirmed by the same Act. 

Between 1700 and 1717 there is laok of material for inves- 
tigating the sabject of tran^rtation since the Eiuglish Calendars 
as well as our own publications have not progressed much beyond 
the former date. We have the case of two convicts iu tlie Maiy- 
l^d Courts transported to the West Indies, one of tliom hy 
spf^cial act of the Legislatnre, and the transportation of liebel 
Priscmersto Maryland in 1716. The discussion of the latter I 
cmit^ as well as that of the Rebel servants who arrived in 1746, 
as not germane to my present subject, sinoe I nowh^ find these 
prisoners called convicts or felons. 

In 1717 the Parliament of Great Britain passed the Act 
(4 Geo. I, 0. 11) under the operation of which all the convicts 
of whom we can find any account on record as to number and 
charactw were transported. There had been earlier acts with the 
penalty of tranqiortation in spedal cases, but this was the fiirt 
gmeral Act It is entitled *'An Aot for fiirther preventing Bob- 
beiy, Buiglaiy, and other Fdonies^ and for the more dfeotual 
Tnuisportation of Fdons, and unlawful Exporters of Wool, and 
ht declaring the Law upon some points relating to Pirates." 
The preamble reads : Whereas it is finmd by experience, that 
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the Punishmenta inflicted by the Laws uow in force, against the 
offences of Kr)bbery, Larceny and other felon iou» Taking and 
St* a ling of Monev nnd (ioo<lc, have not proved effectual to deter 
witiked and evil-diftpustHl jxirf^ons from being guilty of tlie s;iid 
crimes, and whereas many offenders, to whom royal mercy hath 
been extended npon condiiion of transporting themselves t/> the 
West Indies, lirtve often neglectetl to peiit>im the stiid eonditioos, 
but returned to their former wicke<hip'^s, and been at last for 
new crimes brought to a shameful and iVamminious death : And 
whereas in many of Ids Majesty's col*>nies and plantations in 
America tliere is great want of servants, who by their labor and 
industry might be the menns of improving and making the said 
colonies and Plantations more useful to thi^ nation." Upon tliese 
grounds it is enacted that persons who before the 20th of January, 
1717, have been convicted of offences within the benefit of clei^, 
and also such as shall hereafter be convicted, excejtt receivers and 
buyers of stolen goods, shall be sent to the Plantations for seven 
years, that any persons who have been convicted or do now stand 
attainted of anv crimes whatever, for wliich death by law onght 
to be inflicted, or where any offenders shall hereafter be convicted 
of any crimes whatever, for which they are by law to be excluded 
the benefit of clergy, and who receive the royal mercy upon condi- 
tion of transportation to any part of America, and also persons 
convicted of re<'civiug or buying stolen goods knowing them to be 
stolen, shall be transported for fourteen years ; that the court before 
whom they have been convicted shall contract with any persons 
who will give security for their transportation and procure a 
certificate from the Governor where they are landed ; that the 
ooutractors shall have a property in their services, and that those 
returning before the expiration of their term shall be punished 
with death." The last clause provides that this act shall extend to 
all his majesty^s dommions in Amerioa, and sbaU be taken as a 
public Act. 

Under authoiitjr of this law consignments of convicta soon 
1)egan to arrive in Maryland and Virginia, and by 1723 the 
resulting evils were such as to bring about the pa^ge of a law 
on tbe subject b each of these colonies. The Maryland Act is 
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entitled '<An Act to piOTeot ilie gmt evils arisbg hj the 
jmportatloB ef CSonviots into the Ftovnioee and iat the better 
Dieooveiy of such when imported." ' The Viiginia act required 
that every pefeon who has the diepoeal of any oonviote "shall, 
before he be permitted to dispose of them, give security in the 
penalty of £100, for the good behavior of such convicts during 
the spaoe of two-months afier thr^ shall be disposed of to any 
mastsr, and that every person who shall purchase any of the said 
conyicts shall immediately give seeurity in the penalty of £10 
for the good behavior of snoh convicts during the whole time for 
which th^ are respectively tnuosportedi" which, aooording to an 
opinion on this act, given by an English law officer, amounted to 
a prohibition, smoe the contractors for trsnsportation represented 
that they could not get any masters of vessels who would give 
the security. For some similar cause probably tlie Maiyland 
Act received the dissent of the Propiietaiy, which was communi- 
cated to bodi houses October 36, 1725. 

The leoords of the Baltimore County Oonits fi>r August, 1723, 
contain the following entry : 

"Whereas the great number of convicts of late imported into 
this Province have not only committed divers murders, burglaries 
and other Monies, but debaodied sevml of its formerly innoomt 
and honest inhabitants, and whereas there are very great numbers 
of the said criminals in this eounty which enoouiages them to be 
more fieqiieiit in the perpetration of their vUlainies than in other 
places where tiiey are not so numerous, and expose several of the 
good people thereof to their insults and rapines, besides putting 
the country to a vaste expense in prosecuting them for their 
crimes, all which render it absolutely neoesBary to use all lawful 
means to protect the innocent from sudi abandoned wretches and 
to Ice^ the peace whidi cannot be done without obliging the said 
convids or tbdr masters to give security for their good bduvior, 
wherefore it is ordered that a warrant do issue under the seal

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(attested by the clerk) of this county directed to the sheriff 
oommandinp: liim to take into his custody the bodies of all the 
convicts tl : t ^hall be found in his balywick and them safe keq» 
until they shall give good aeemtity in a sum of fifteen pounds 
sterling each for keeping the peace and being of good behavior 
during the oontinnanoe of him or her in this coaaty/' 

At a meeting of the Provincial Oounoil, January 2, 1724/5, 
John Moale and Daniel Bueeell^ agents for Jonathan Forward 
of London, merchant contractor for the transportation of oon- 
vict^Ml persons and felons, presented a petition in which they 
complained that two ships having arrived with a certain number 
of oonvicta aaaigned to them and others at the Port of Annapolis, 
and reported to the Naval officer, they are in effect denied the 
pro[)€rty in the said convicts and greatly hindered by the corporap 
tiou of tilt' City of Annapolis, " by virtue of a law as some have 
said of ttieir own making/' in that instead of having liberty to 
dispose of ^m to such as think fit to purchase, they are obliged 
to take them on board again after they are disposed of. They 
give as im instance of this hindmnoe diat the sheriff of the city 
bad taken into custody two servants sold by them, and carried 
them before their court ''for oommitm^t without any offence by 
them oommitted here, but merely for being under the denomination 
of convicts, unless they themselves or some others for them would 
become bound to the penal sum of fifteen pounds for their good 
behavior ; they humbly conceive it is not any part of the contrac- 
tor's duly to enter into bonds and reoogniaanoes for the oonvief s 
good behavior in any part of his miyesty's colonies in America" ; 
they complain that they are ''veiy mnch hindered by being 
publicly threatened by a certain magistrate in this city that if one 
of your petitioners should land a number of them on shore in town 
that he the said magistrate would send both the convicts and your 
petitioners to prison;" they pray their honors to consider bow 
&r the law made by the corporation of Annapolis is consistent 
with the statute of England, " with the Lords Justices' dissent to 
a law of like nature in Virginia and also the Lord Baltimore's 
dissent to the late Act of Assembly ag^st their importation 
here," and conclude that on fiulure of relief tlwy have " only to 
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offer the late law of said corporation to excuse them to tbeir 
employe ibr not making such retoms as some of them heretofore 
in Virginia and other places have done." * 

The corporation of Annapolis, consisting of Th. Bordley, re- 
oorder, Amos Garrett, John Boalo, Benjamin Tasker, Vaohel 
Donton and Alexander Fraser, Aldermeni being summoned, made 
response : " We beg leave to assure your Honors that their allega- 
tion is entirely fidse, for we have made no such law nor have obliged 
them to take any of their servants on board ag^in after landed 
nor denied them the liberty of selling them nor done any action 
that the factors can justly deem prejudicial to their employ unless 
our l^al discharge of our duty of requiring security for the good 
behavior of persons of ill fiune be such, which we hope your 
Honors will not think us aooountable for either to Mr. Forward 
or his factors, nor oug^t we to neglect our duty tho Mr. 
Forward should lose money by his baigain or not get as much by 
it aa he expeofced, nor does it concern us if Mr. Forward should 
think proper for the advance of his sales to become surety for 
their good behavior, nor 'do we any ways hinder him from making 
the best of his bargain, nor ought he to hinder us from keep- 
ing the peace : we hope in this the Governor will protect us. 

" The accusation the factors make against one of the magistrates 
we believe is misrepresented ; it is afBrnied by one of us that he 
was told Mr. Moale said he would wead the convicts on shore and 
see who dar'd commit any of them ; on which the magistrate told 
Mr. Moale if he heard him dare any magistrate to do his duty he 
would oblige him and them too to give security, and if this be the 
instanoe the fiictors mean we hope it is evident to your Honors at 
what a pragmatioal height of imperious insolence they are raised 
by Mr, Finward's employ ; ihey are pleased to take upon them to 
advise your Honors in matters of State and without their sphere 
and yet pray remedy against us for acting according to law and 
our duly which if your Honors are not pleased to oblige them in 
they m eflfeot say ihey must tell their masters.

" May it please your Honors : 
If any magistrate has transgressed the law to the prejudice 
of the representors the law is open for their remedy and his 
punishment with which they had no need to have troabled your 
Honors there being an ordinary remedy. 

We hope the representations of these persons deserve no ^cour- 
agement from your Honor bat that you will always support us 
and eveiy other magistrate in the course of our duty against die

humble servants/' 

The Petitioners were required to attend the Ck)ttncil and support 
their petition and to offer what they had fbrther to say. The 
reoord continues : Upon considering the petition and the answer 
thereto which was read to the petitionersi and having heard the 
alI<>gations of both parties and for that it is alleged by the Magis* 
trates of the corporation in their answer that they did not take up 
or commit thoee persona (as convicts and consequently persons of 
evil fame) by any law of their own making but what they did 
was by virtue of their duty as magistrates and according to law : 

"There&re this Board are humbly of opinion that if they have 
acted contraiy tiiereto the petitioners have their proper remedy at 
law to which they are referred. 

Which is ordered to be wdorsed on the said petition and to 
be delivered to the &ctors of the said Forward." * 

In 1728 the legiaUtuie passed an Act entitled: "An Act 
to prevent the abuses of concealing convicted felons and other 
offenders, imported into this Province, and for the better discovery 
of them." * The preamble after quoting those parts of the British 
Statute relating to transportation of felonsi states that "masters of 
vessels importing f^ons and oflfenders have neglected to bring 
testimonials of the offences whereof the said felons and offenders

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have be€'u convicted, whereby it might appear whether they were 
obliged to serve seveu yeare or fourteeD, which hatli already 
occasioned disputes between the persons entitled to the service of 
the felons and the felons themselves oonoeming their terra of 
servitude ; and several other masters of ships have imported felons 
and made private contracts with them for less time of servitude 
than their sentence required, and then disposed of these felons as 
persons of good repute and not convicted of any crimes or offenc^ 
by which practices these felons and offenders, whose testimony 
ought not to be feoeived in any court of reoord, or before any 
magistrate, because not known as such, nwy be leoeived as 
witnesses to the miuufest danger of the laws, liberties and prop- 
ertiesy of his majesty's sabjeots of this Province." Providon is 
thereupon made that every master shall be obliged to bring an 
authentic testimonial of the offences of which each felon has been 
<XMivicted and the number of years he or she is required to serve. 
These testimonials were lo be lodged with the clerks of the 
respective county courts where the felons are sold. All persons 
bringing servants into the Province were required to declare upon 
oath whether any such servants have been convicted of any crime, 
and if any, of what crime. 

This Act was not dissented to, since it was to regulate and not 
to prohibit the importation of convicts. The words of the oath 
for detecting convicts were changed in 1729, so as not to include 
persons who may have been at some previous time convicted, but 
were not then under sentence of transportation on account of such 
conviction. 

In 1751 an Act was passed " to make the Testimony of con- 
victed persons ]^ggl a^nst convicted persons," ' the preamble of 
which states that murders, buigktries, and other felonies and 
offences, have been so firequent of late, that the lives and properties 
of his Majesty's subjects within this Province are become pre- 
oarioas : which offences have been generally committed by convicts 
imported into this Province, and such as they induce to join 
with them in their wicked practices ; and whidi crimes the said

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convicts arc encouraged to perpetrate, because they know that 
they are disabled from being witnesses against each other, as the 
law now stands." 

In an Act for liis Maje.sty's service passed in 1754 a tax of 20 
shillings is placed upon all servants imjwrted to serve for seven 
years or upwards towards raising the XGOOO appropriated " towards 
the defence of the colony of Virginia, then attacked by the French 
and Indians." This Act was promptly challenged by Mr. Steuart, 
Contractor for the Transportation of Convicts, as contrary to Act 
of Parliament and the tax was discontinued by the Act of 1756. 
The dispute was the occasion of some correspondence between 
Gbvemor Sharpe and Cecilius Calvert, secretary to the Lord Pro- 
prietary, which throws considerable light apon our subject^ Octo- 
ber 20, 1755, Govemor Shaipe wrote : " I am sorry Mr. Steuart 
thinks himself more aggrieved by the Act for gninting £6000 
than those who contract for the exportation of the convicts from 
the inland prisons. Mr. Steuart's and the other contractor's agents 
sell the convicts they import from £8 to £20 sterling eacb| which 
people here think a pretty good premiam for their passage, and 
hope Mr. Steuart would have no cause to complain of a hard bar- 
fgain tho he was to receive none of the bounty that is allowed by 
act of Parliament for transporting felons from England to these 
Flantationa. In Fennqrlmnia and some of the Islands they 
impose £5 per poll on them, and oblige the purchaser to give 
aecurity for their good behavior ; I shall be g^ad to hear therefore 
that Mr. Steuart is content to pay £1 for four or five years when 
the Act will eacpire, on conditi<m there be no additional duty 
Impoeed on them. In fact the 20 shillings of which Mr. Steuart 
complaina is paid by the purchaser to whom the oontiaeior'B ftotors 
sell the convicts accordingly ; but if it would be more agreeable 
I imagine the Lower House might be prevailed on to take the 
daty o£f the importer and lay it on the purchaser. It is the 
opinion of our lawyers as it was the intention of the Assembly 
that the Naval officers are obliged by their oatfa and the words of 
the Aot to demand the dnty of twenty sbillingiB on every oonviot

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that is importwl and sold as a servant for seven years, and if you 
plea.'^e to reoiir to the aeoouut of importation you will gee that 
from that duty will arise a great part of the monej^ that is to sink 
the £6000 that was granted by that Act." * 

December 23, 1765, Secretary Calvert wrote to Governor Sharpe: 
** To the affair of Mr. Steuart's upon convicts, Mr. Attorney 
General here expressed himself to me with much warmth against 
the Assembly in assuming to themselves to change Acta of Parlia- 
ment, that the duty of his oflBce obliged him to protect, and if my 
Lord did not dissent to that Mar>-land Act he would severely pro- 
ceed against it> His hint I understood was, he would move tbe 
House of Commons of a violation upon an Act of theirs by an 
Act of the Maryland Assembly and contrary to their charter. 
The consequence is easily concaved, that of a censure falling both 
upon the Proprietor and Houses of Assembly ; both which I have 
no other way to protect from harm, but denying a duty charged by 
any Act of Assembly ipso facto namM as ConviotSj and of which 
I would convince him by sending him the Act upon duties person- 
ally : He desired I would, which I did inclosed in a letter witli 
my observations thereon to your brother John who laid the same 
before him ; which letter with the Act satisfied him ipso facto as 
to Convicts ; no such name being mentioned therein ; therefore he 
said he would'nt as yet credit the duty IcvelPd. It gives me con- 
cern to understand by you, the Naval Officers have followed the 
opinion of the Provincial Lawyers in levelling the duty without 
a letter of the Act for it^ and of which most certainly will upon 
tryal here fall heavy npoo them, as within no intention of Uie 
Act, as also w ill the same upon such case, for judgment given by our 
Provincial Judges with regard to such intention : Such judge- 
ment here will be judge<l extra judicial, and of this Mr. Attorney 
has given me a hint, therefore it much Behooves all concend to 
have a Care : ^tis truly hard upon the Province that the Scum and 
Dregs of tbe People here sent, should be the Cause of Kuin to 
Honest men there, I will do what I can to keep quiet Mr.

Grovernor Sharpe wrote to Secretary Calvert, May 27, 1756 : 
** I am sorry to find that Mr. Stcuart still persists in his clamorB 
against the Act made in July, 1754, that imposes a duty on 
servants. I have writ to the Naval officers aud cautioned them 
against collecting or receiving any duties that are not imposed by 
Acts of Parliament or Assembly, but I doubt they will scarcely 
decline collecting the duty of 20 shillings per poll on every con- 
vict imported that shall be sold for seven years as they seem to 
think themselves obliged by oath to collect such duty. Had I 
forbid them in positive t«rms, to forbear collecting it, 't would 
have shown that I knew they had already dour so and I could 
not iiave recommended it to the Assembly to rej[)eal that part of 
the Act without discovering a consciousness of the duty's being 
imposed contraiy^ to Act of Parliament, besides I am thoroughly 
convinced that if I had desired it or seemed vastly anxious to 
have the clause repealed 'i would have given the Lower House 
some d^ree of satisfaction as tliey would have cx)ncluded that the 
Crovemment was distressed about it. However I have taken care 
to have it excepted in the bill that is now passed and hope that 
will be enough to satisfy Mr. Stewart .... but Mr. Stewart may 
be assured that the inhabitants will resent such conduct in him 
and I am jxjrbuaded he will in a few years have little reason to 
applaud himself for the vvarniLh he has shewn on this occasion.'* 

Mr. Steuart it appears was not satisfied, for April 7, 1757, 
Calvert writes: "Mr. Stewart has been again this year ^vith 
Complaint on the Duty he charges by the Naval officers that 
is collected by them on convicts," etc. 

In 176H file Maiyland Assembly passe<l **an Act to oblige 
infected siiips, and other vessels coming into this T^rovince to 
perform quarantine." ' The rea^son given for passing tills Act was 
that vessels coniinc/ into the Province with cf-rvants and German 
passengers communicated and spread dangerous and infectious

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(Kstf-mpers, " begun at first by niirabers of jx^ople being closely 
(Oil tine*! together for long times in a Bmall .space." The Act 
provided that the masters of vessels bringing over thirty pai-scngers 
or servants, together with two other credible persons, should make 
oath "That neither the small-pox, jail-fever, flux, or any such 
dangerous infectious distemper is, or hath been on board such 
ship or vessel, on her pa^ge, to the knowledge or belief of such 
captain or other person taking such oath r^pectively." In case 
the oath was not taken within forty-eight hours, the officer of the 
Port was r^uired to report the matter to the Governor, upon 
which he might oblige tiie vessel to make qmnntine, at sach 
place and during such time as he might direct* 

Messrs. Steuart and Sedgely, contractors for convicts, immedi- 
ately applied to the Proprietary for a dissent to this Act, and 
upon his refusal, petitioned the Commissionen of the Treasury in 
£iigland, and they referred it to the King in Council. The 
complaint of the Contractor for the Transportation of Convicts 
"of the obstruotions he has met with in the execution of his 
contract by the operation of a Law lately passed in the Province 
of Maryland for obliging infected ships and other vessels to 
perform quarantine/' was duly heard by the King in Cotmcil, with 
the result that Governor 8harpe was ordered in 1768 to trans- 
mit an authenticated transcript of the Law complained of, which 
he did aooordingly. This seems to have ended the matter since 
the law stood and was repeatedly revived, until some time after 
the Bevolution it was replaced by another Quarantine Act. The 
controversy between sevend writers to the Maryland QazdU^ and 
\hr comments of Governor Sharpe in his letters home, are worthy 
of being read in full, but I confine myself to some extracts more 
especially concerning convicts. 

A communication to the Maryland GaaUUe of July 9, 17G7, 
Bays : " The deplorable Havock lately made in the family of a 
widow lady on the Eastern Shore, by tbat horrid contagious 
distemper, commonly called the Jail-Fever, ought to give fresh 
warning to the Inhabitants of this Province, how they admit this 
baneful malady into their families.'' The writer describes this 
case^ and the case of Mr. Howard near Annapolis, who lost his 
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own Wd, and many of hU famOy, and concludes : '* It is to be 
wish'd diat the People may cheriah an Act^ 80 manifestly tending 
to the preaervation of their fives, their health, and (heir property, 
and that €bey will take efveiy measnre in their power to forward 
the exeeiition of It^ and to obviate every evasion which the Arts 
of interested men can devise to fimstrate its operation, and pre- 
vent the beneficial purpose of our Legislatare." To this one who 
B%ns himself A. B. responds at length on July 30. Omitting 
much of his argument I here give that which bean most directly 
upon our subject: **1 suppose/' says be, **fye these last thirty 
years, <»inmtMitbiis amiw, there has heean at least 600 convicts per 
year imported into this Ftovinoe^ and these probably have gone 
into 400 diffbrent finuiliea. The instances have been very rare 
that there has been any suspicion of these people's communicatiDg 
any &tal disorder to the fiimiHes into which they have been 
received ; perhaps not one a year, take the year's round, and very 
often the reports that have been spread about it, when examined, 
are found to be entirely groundless. This makes it at least 400 
to on^ tiiat they do no injury to the country in the way so much 
complained of; and the people^s continuing to buy and receive 
them so constantly shews plainly the general sense of the oountiy 
about the matter, notwithstaniHng a few gentlemen seem veiy 
angry that convicts are imported here at all, and would, if they 
could, by sprendiug this kind of tenor, prevent the People's 
buying them, and then of course they would not be brought in, 
I confess I am one of those who think a young ooontry cannot 
be settled, cultivated, and improved, without people of some sort, 
and that it is much better for the country to receive convicts than 
slaves ; and that we, who allow them to be brought in, and have 
provided proper laws to have their names recorded, so that tiiey 
cannot be admitted into courts, and restored to their credit, until 
tlieir crimes are purged away, by a completion of their term of 
servitude, are much l>cttcr off than those Provinces who don't 
permit them directly to come in ; yet they are put on them, as 
honeat people, uuder colour of indentures. 

"The wicked and bad of them that come into this Province, 
mostly run away to the northward, mix wiih oilier people, and 
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pMB for honest men ; whilat thoee, more ioaoccnt^ and who oome 
jfor very light offenaea, serve their time out here, behave wdl, 
and beoome neefol People." 

The GhueUe of August 20 oontains two replies to A. B., the one 
signed Philanthropes and the other G. D. 

^His view, whatever his pretences may he" says Philan- 
throposy "is dearly selfish : what mine is, I cheerfully submit to 
the pnUio ; nor do I think myself maeh affiseted by the oensure, 
when he ranks me among the 'few Gentlemen who are very 
angry that oooviots are imported here at all.' He pays mo a 
compliment where he intended a reflection ; but In confining it to 
a feWf and represoiting that the geaend sense of the people is in 
fiivonr of this vile importation, he is guilty of the most diamefnl 
misrepresentation and the grossest calumny upon the whole 
ftovince. What opinion most onr moth« ooimtry, and our 
sister colonies, entertmn of our Virtue, when they see it confi- 
dently asserted in the Maryland Gazette^ that we are fend of 
peopling our country with the most abandoned profligates in the 
universe ? Is this the way to purge ourselves from that fidse and 
bitter reproach, so commonly thrown in our Dish, that we are the 
descendants of Convicts ? As far as it has Iain in my way to be 
acquainted with the general sentiments of the people upon this 
subject, I solemnly declare that the most deserving and judicious 
amongst them, esteem it the greatest grievance imposed on us by 
our mother country. This is not only the general opinion here, 
but ot' the greatest writers in England, and the best Judges of 
the proper means of settliug a yuuug country."* 

C. D. writes : On this consideration, I say, the Doctor ought 
to excuse Mr. H. B. this Piccadillo," the accusation of using the 
\s rong remedy, viz., bleeding instciid of James' P*)\vder, " and 
pru|>o8e to this Gentleman tor their mutual advantage, that all 
merchants, factors, Physicians, <&c, <&c., should join in extolling

Uw •eon ot pwple, ssd the wicked condemned men to be the people with whom 

you plant ; and not only so, but it spoileth the PlanUilior, 'nr they will evt-r live 
like ro^]p5, nnd not fall to work, bot be ksj, and do mischief, and spend victuals, 
and be quickij w^iry.'* 
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ihe genoral ntfltiy of importing ngnee, filonBy and dbeases, from 
the long inftcted walls and deeply corrapted mansionB of New- 
gate, <&e., to mend tlie oonstitatiou and imiHrove the moials of 
the good people of this Province." 

Tiom Governor Sharpe's letter of July 27, 1767, I quote a 
few pertinent passages : ** That the Distempers the Importation 
and qjreading of which the Act is calculated to prevent have 
been frequently brought into this and many other places in the 
Province and that scores of People have been destroyed here by 
the Jail Fever first communicated by servants from on board 
crowded infectious Ships is notorious." " May there not be a 
continual Influx of People into the Province without bringing 
more in a vessel that she can well contain, or have m c no ser- 
vants imported in vessels that belong to other Mcrchauts than the 
two Contractors who have thought tit on this occasion to bestir 
themselves? The Truth is that many servants are imported 
annually from different partes of England, Scotland & Ireland 
but the Masters do not often receive more on board tliau can be 
conveniently accommodated, while those Contractors who have 
only a certiaa number of vessels in the Mar) lan(l Trade must it 
seems at particular times empty the jails and by that means it 
sometimes happens that they oblige the masters of their ships to 
receive on board twice the number they ought to bring, little 
anxious themselves of the cousequenec to the inhabitants here, nor 
very solicitous whether or no the crowding too great a number 
of tlie p«M)r wretches into small conijiiiss may not be the means of 
destroying f^inic of them." " The contractors may indeed say 
that if it is notorious such destructive distempers are fre<]Uently 
imported iu couvict ships, why do people hy purchasing encourage 
the importation of them, to which it might be answered that there 
are in all scx^ieties people that will run all risks for the sake of 
making profit, but it becomes the Legislature as far as can rejuson- 
alily be done to })revent otlii r ]>eople suffering by the proceedings 
ol people of such dispositions.'^ "Finding they could not imme- 
diately succeed in their application for a dissent, ]SJes.si>. SeiSgely 
& Co. iu lirisKjl liave I find furnished their ship with a ventilator 
which they may be ashamed of uot having doue long ago^ and 
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Messrs. Stewart Campbell have made theirs quite airj' by open- 
ing a range of jK)rts on ench side between decks, and by that 
means it seems that the ships were kept healthy tho in one of 
them were imported more than a hundred andfiftj persons besides 
the crew." ' 

September 4, 1767, the Governor wrote : "You will see by the 
enclosed Gazettes that a kind of paper war hatli been commenced 
here between Mr. Rin^old, consignee of the convicts from Bristol 
and some gentlemen who are friends to our quanuitiiie act in 
which I think the former makes a poor figure and I suppose 
b^fins to wish he had not so officiously beyond all the rest of the 
consignees and dealers in imported servauts stood forth as a 
champion in so bad a canse." ' 

In 1769 an additional supplementary Act to the Act entitled 
" An Act U) prevent the abuses of conoealing convict^ felons and 
other offenders imported into this province, and for the better 
discovery of them/' was passed, which, after stating that ''notwith- 
standing the provisions already made, convicted felons are often 
Imported into this province," and pass as persons of character, and 
many of them are received as witnessesy to the great vexation and 
prejodioe of the inhabitants of this province, made more stringent 
provisions concerning the bringing by the masters of vessels and 
the rea)rding by the county dei^s, of a fall transcript of the 
conviction of each convict transported. The record kept by the 
derk of Baltimore County under the provisions of this Act is 
now in the office of the Clerk of the Soperior Ckmrt of Baltimore 
City. I will refer to it later.' 

Having followed the oonrse of legislati<Hi, I shall try to ascer- 
tain^ as far as it may be ascertained from record, the number of 
convicts ttanspoited to Maiyland, and give the circQmstances 

' TWrrlption of a convirtV. situation on a ship belonging to the contractor, Mr. 
Steuart and bound for Maryland by a corresjX)ndent of Gmrpr Sclwyn : "I went

' Archwe* Marytandf ix. * Bacon's Laum Maryiand. 
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which make it certain that the number so ascertained is short of 
the number transported. I shall make no (atimates or gueeses, 
leaving that to each of my hearers to do f or himself. 

First, however, it will be well to see what odiers have to say 
on the subject. Scharf says : " The number of Convicts imported 
into i\IarvLinil before the Revolution of 1776 mu«t have amounted 
to at least twenty thousand. From the year 1760 to 1770 not 
less than four or five hundred were annnully brought into the 
Province." * He gives no reference to author! lie.s for thifl state- 
ment, but from the context it is evident that he had before him 
McMahon, who states that **at this period (about 1754) there 
were not less than three or four hundred annually transported to 
Maryland"' and g-ivesi Pitkiii'.s [^iuf>d /itates as reference. He 
quotes at length from the controversy in the Maryland Cfazette of 
1767, in which one writer, and he an agent for the contractors, 
places the number, without contradictiou by his adversaries, at 
600 per annum for thirty years. Pitkin says : " It was calculated 
that, about the year 1750 not less than from three to four hundr^ 
felons were annually brought into the Province of Maryland," and 
giv^ as his authority " Britii<h Emj>he in Amerim, Vol. 3, p. 23," 
which from an ^rlier reference I find named as " Entick's Ifi.^tory 
of the British Empire in America." Anxious to find the first 
authority for thi-s calculation, and if possible the grounds upon 
which it was based, I have diligently sought this work of Entick's 
in the libraries of Baltimore and the Congressional Library, but 
wiiliout 8UCWS8. However, three or four hundred annually about 
the year 1750 is too imletinite to give us the means of calculating 
the total number. The writer in the Gazrffe of 1767 gives 18,000 
before that date. If this be true, H( Imrf^s estimate of 20,000 
before 177G is conservative, for considerably inure than 2,000 are 
on record after 1767. It live hundred a year were bought in 
between 1750 and 1770, which comes to 10,000 in 20 years, an 
additional 10,000 must have come partly before 1750 and partly 
aikr 1770 to make Soharf's 20,000 before the fievoiutioD. All

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theae numbers, for ought I have been able to discover, are the 
result of " estimating," which, however valuable it may be to a 
fislierman in describing the weight and size of his catch, is not 
ooDRidered a reliable means of determining the figures of the 
census. 

We will now see what remains upon record : 

On the records of the Provincial CVmrt we find six consign nu ata 
of convicts to Maryland merchautii during 1719, 1720, and 1721, 
and one in 1725. These I have tabulated. In the three firnt 
mentioned years they amounted to 424, ot which 256 were mea 
and 158 women, 373 were sentenced to ser\'^e 7 years, and 51 to 
serve 14 y^ars. We have alrrndy seen that Uie latter were those 
who were excluded the benetit oi <1< rgy, and reprievefl from death 
by the King's jianlon. The consignment of 1725 briiiLr- the total 
to 568. These entries in the Court Records were nuide because 
of the s| if cial business relations between the consignor and ron- 
signees, and do not indicate that no other convicts were sent in 
these years, or in other years when no entries arc found. 

In the Treasury Series of the Calendars of English State 
Papers are recorded the jjayments to the Contractors for Trans- 
porting Convicts from Newgate and the gaols of the home coun- 
ties, as they arc called, viz., Hcrtf rd, Essex, Kent, Surrey, Sussex, 
and Bucks. Payments lor tninsportation from other counties are 
not found on these records. I have tabulated the«e entries, whioh 
extend from 1729 to 1745, with the following result: 

From 1729 to 1735 incluBive there were sent: 444 to Mary- 
land, 518 to Virginia, 163 to Maryland or Virginia, 613 to 
America, place not mentioned. 

From 1735 to 1745 inclusive there were sent: 792 to Mary- 
land, 763 to Virghiia, 737 to Maryland or Virginia, 676 to 
America, place not mentioned. 

The total number sent by the Contractors for Newgate and the 
home counties from 1729 to 1745, a period of seventeen years, wa.s 
4704, viz., 1236 to Maryland, 1281 to Virginia, 899 to Maryland 
or Virginia, and 1288 to America with no place named. 

Two Entry Ilooks for the Patuxent District, or Port of Anuap- 
olifliy the one in the Land Office, and the other in the Maryland 
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Historical Society's vault, give the numbers of those entered as 
convicts in this District for the thirty years from 1746 to 1775 
with the exception of a number, doubtless small, to be added where 
the word "convicts" in a few places is entered with no nnmher 
prefixed. It must not be forgotten that there were two or three 
other districts of which we have no books of entry. 

I have tabulated by years these Entry Books, not only as to 
Convicts but as to passengers, indentured servants and negroes, 
and added the results for each period of ten years, and for the 
entire thirty years. The total number of convicts entered as such 
in this district for the thirty years before the Revolution is 8846, or 
a little less than 300 per annum (more exact 295). In the same 
period there are entered 2142 German and Irish passengers, 9035 
Indentnied servants, 3324 negroes; a total immigration of 23,347 
at this port, of which 9 % were paaeeogerSy 39 ^ indentured ser- 
vants, 38^ oonvicts and 14 ^ ncGrroes. 

To snm up, we have between 1717 and 1729 seven consign- 
mentB which found their way to the Provindal Court reoordfl, 
amoonting to 5 5 s. 

From 1729 to 1745 we have 1236 sent opr^ly to ^f&ryland 
by the Contractors for Newgate and the home counties, plus some 
unknown portion of 899 sent to Maryland or Virginia, and of 
1288 sent to America; with no report from the other parts of 
England. From 1745 to 1776 we have entered in the Patuxent 
district, of which Annapolis was the principal port, 8846 oonvicts. 
This gives us 10,640 from that part of the records that remains 
and is aooessible to us.^ 

Our table of the entries at Annapolis gives for the period from 
1750 to 1 770, when according to Scharf not lees than foar or five 
hm^ied were annually imported, 310 p^ annum,

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"An Account of the Number of Souls in the Provinoe of Mary- 
laud in the year 1755," published in the Gentieman*8 Mttffemm 
for 1764, gives 1507 men and 386 women convicts, 67 boy and 
21 girl convicts, total 1981 convicts in a population of 153,564, of 
which about half were under 16 years of age, and 30^ were 
colored. The adult convicts were 3.6 fo of the total white adult 
population, and were about one-third as numerous as the inden- 
tured and hired atrvauts whu are classed toejcther. Of course 
this refers to convicts still serving tiieir term aud uot to such as 
Lad worked out their time. 

I have probably said sufficient to show that those transp<.)rted 
as convicts were convicted on criminal and not on political 
charges. From the record kept in Baltimore County in con- 
sequence of the law of 17G9, for the four years from 1770 to 
1773, I have made a list of olfences registered, viz. : 

Felony withm benefit of clergy, felony without l>enefit of clergy, 
larceny, petty larceny, gram 1 l irceny, stealing, horse-stealing, stc-al- 
ing a mare, sheep-stealing, stealing' a cow, steiiling a heifer, stejiling 
a lamb, receiving stolen goods kuowiug them to be such, house- 
breaking aud stealing, burglary, sliop-lifling, defrauding by false 
pretences, obtaining goods by false pretence's, being an iucorrigible 
rogue, burglary aad sacrilege, w iliul and corrupt perjury, robl>cry 
on the highway, rape, murder, bigamy, and being: at large before 
the expiration of a term for which he had been sentenced and 
ordered transpi i ted. Strange to say no less tlien seventy names of 
persons (onvicied of thefl and larceny, from Newgate and Middle- 
sex, who were made over to George Moore nf London, Merchant, 
contractor for transporting convicts to some of his majesty's col- 
onies and Plantations in America and assigned by him to George 
Salmon, are recorded in Baltimore County by Wiiiiam GibeoD, 
clerk, Deceml>er 31, 1783. 

The Congress of the United States, September 16, 1788, 
resolved : " That it be and u is hereby recommended to the several 
States to pass proper laws for preventing the t nins[u)rtntion of 
convicted malefactors from foreign countries into the United 
Stat<»." Virginia, in res])c>ns( to this resolntion, passed an Act 
November 13, 1788, which states that " it has been represented to 
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this Assembly by the United States ia Congress that a practice 
has prevailed for some time passed, for importing felons convict 
into this sUitc uiult r various pretences, which said felons convict 
so imported hu\ e been sold aud dispersed among the people of 
this State, whereby mudi injury hath been done to the morals as 
well as the health of our fellow citizens," and prohibits such impor- 
tation for the future under a penalty of three months' imprison- 
ment, and a ftnc of £oO for each convict imported. 

We have seen that after 1717 convicts were transported to the 
colonies in America by authority' of an Act of Parliament, that 
all efforts to put a stop to the practice in Maryland were resisted 
by the contractors wlio had a property interest in the services 
of the convicts, that all Acts passed to the detriment of this 
property interest, received the dissent of the Lord Proprietary 
under pressure from the law otiicers of the Crown, tliat these 
convicts were criminalf? under the law of England, whatever may 
br tliought of the severity of England's criminal law at that 
period, that in Maryland and the other colonies they were looked 
upon as criminal and dangerous persons, and by experience tliey 
were found to be such, that there is no necefisity to contound them 
with the politioil j ri ^uers who at certain periods were trans- 
ported as servants, since these are not mentioned on the records 
as convicts or felons, but as Rebel prisoners or ser\''ants. 

The trauspoiiation of convicts is a chapter in our economic 
history, and is connected with our social history only as furnishing 
a portion of the compulson.' hhnv which helped to produce the 
wealth and the eouseijueut freedom from personal toil which 
enabled those of the better sort to cultivate the grat-es nnd 
reliuemeuts which are not possible to men who, in an agricultural 
country, earn their bread by the sweat of their own brows. It is 
connected with our political liist^M-y only ns having, in the words 
of Franklin in 176H, " long been a great grievance to the planta- 
tions in general," and \n the words of John Dickinson as being 
"an insult and Indignity not to be thought of, much less borae 
without Indignation and Resentment," and, I may add, as being 
one of the injuries that loosened the bonds of affeotiou that bound 
us to the mother country. 
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It has beon asked, was Maryland a penal colony? All the 
British colonics in America t'qually liable, by Act of 

Parliament, to r^ive convicts, and if this makes them ho, all 
the colonies were penal. The convicts were actually sent to the 
colonies where the best price could be obtained for that property 
in their services which the statute vested in the contractors for 
their transportation.^ 

What became of the convicts at the expiration of their term 
cannot, from the nature of the case, be answer^ statistically. 
Etidis, writing in 1770, says: "Those who survive the term of 
servitude, seldom establish their nsidince in this country; the 
stamp of iulamy is too strong upon them to be easily erased : 
they either return to Euroj>e, and renew their former practices ; 
or, if they have fortunately imbibed habits of honesty and indus- 
try, thev remove to a distant situation, \\ here they may hope t-o 
remain unknown, and be enabled to ])ur.-ue with credit every pos- 
sible method ol becoming useful members of Society/' '

The desijrns in the three stained gUiss windows upon the central 
stairway, which confront the visitor to the now State Building at 
Annapolis, are »>ot only highly ornamental and decorative in 
effect, but are extremely interesting from an hiatorioal point of 
view. 

As the inscriptions upon the windows themselves indicate, the

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middle cnuSf with the equestrian figor^ lepieeentB the obverse or 
ftoat, of the Great Seal prescribed In 1648 by Ceciliiu, Lord 
Baltimore^ for nee in the Province of Bfaryland. 

ThB window to the left hand of the observer representB the 
reverse of that Seal, while Ihe one to the right reproduces the 
design of the present Oreat Seal of the State as restored hj resola- 
tion of the General Assembly in 1876. 

These windows were eonetrooted by the Txffiiny Favrile Com- 
pany under the direction of Messrs. Baldwin 4& Pennington, the 
architects of the bnilding, and correctly present in rieh and 
glowing color the heantifal armorial bearings of this State. 

The qiecial intoest attadiing to these demgns fiom an historical 
point of view arises chiefly from the &ot that Maiyland is the 
only one of the United States which possesses a coat of arms of 
purely heraldic design, and the further &ct that the Provincial 
Seal of 1648, cut in sflver, is stOl in existence, preserved in the 
Land Office. It is probably the oldest relic of the kmd hi this 
country. 

The Seal of 1648 was sent out by Cecilius Galvert, Lord Balti- 
more^ to replace one that had been lost or stolen during the Ingle 
rebellion of 1644/5, and is described in the letter of commission, 
dated August 12, 1648, which accompanied it, as "being some- 
what different (though but little) from our said former Great Seal 
of the Said Province." A change was of course necessary to 
prevent the firandulent use <^ the old Seal if still existtog, but in 
what the difference consisted it is impossible now to say, as no 
impressions of the earlier Great Seal have been found; but it is 
more than probable that on the new Seal the ''plowman and 
fisherman," indicative of Maryland's resources in agriculture and 
fisheries, were substituted as supporters for the leopards of Lord 
Baltimore's fiunily coat of arms. This theory is strengthened by 
the &ct that the Proprietary's lesser seal of anus (whidi is also 
preserved in the Land Office) has upon it the leopards 'as sup- 
porters. This is probably the oldest of the Maiyhind seals now 
existii^. 

The obverse of the Great Seal is described by the Ptoprietsiy 
as having engraven therson our Figure in Gompleat Armour on 
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Horse Back with our Sword drawn and our Helmett on and a 
Great Plume of Feathers affixed to it the Horsetrappings furniture 
and Caparisons being adom'd with the figure of our Paternal Coat 
of Arms and underneath the Horse a Sea Shoar engraven with 
Certain Flowers and Grass Growii^ npon it." The Ugeod upon 
the border was casciLius • abboly • dms • terr^ • mabi^ • et . 
▲VALOMIA • BARO • D£ • BALTEMORE • (Cecilius, absolute Lord of 
Maryland and Avalon, Baron of Baltimore). This inscription 
remained unchanged except that the nnmc Ccrciliw was altered to 
CarolttJi by recutting. Charles (third Baron) succeeded Cecilius 
in 1675, and in 1715 his grandson Charles, fifth Baron, succeeded 
to the title ufler it had been held but eight weeks by Benedict 
Leonard, fourth Baron. This second Charles lived nntil 1751, so 
Uiat for three-quarters of a century, with the exceptiom of a brief 
period of less than two months, Charles was the name of 

Pniprietaiy, 

The reverse of this old Seal contains in full the paternal coat of 
arms referred to as figored or displayed upon the caparisons of the 
horse. The arms are qnaiterly, indicating the alliance of two 
Dunilies by intermarriage, where the wife is an inheritor of landed 
estates. The first and fourth quarters represent the anns of the 
Calvert fiunil/i described in heraldic language as ''paly of six 
pieces or and sable (gold and black) a bend counterchanged.*' 
Hie second and third quarters show the arms of the Crossland 
&mily, which Oedlius Oilvert, Lord Baltimorsi derived from his 
grukdmother Alicia Crossland, who was an horess. This coat is 
qnarterly, argent and gales, (silver and red), a cross bottony 
ooonterchaDged. Above the shield appears an Earl's ooronefc 
indicative of the Palatinate rank of the Province, and above that 
a helmet placed fnll-fiiced, which position denotes sovereign 
authority. Snimoanting the helmet is the fiunily crest of the Gal- 
verts, two bannerets or pennons, the staves of which issue from a 
dncal coronet This coronet is not indicative of rank, bat its use 
as a part of a crest is an honorable distinction. Upon the border

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hast thou cro%viied us), being part of the last verse of the Fifth 
P^alm as it appears in the Vulgate.' 

The meaning or significance of heraldic devices is ofteu obscure. 
Derived, probably, in th<'ir simpler forms, from the usual methods 
of constructing, strengthening or adorning shields, they early came 
to be availed of as a means of identification on the field of battle, 
and. heralds exerciiBed their ingenuity in discovering or inventing 
meanings for the various figures. In the flist and fourth quarters 
of the shield will be easily reoc^nized a ocmstmatioii similar to 
that ordinarily used in making a gate in a board fence, — a trans- 
verse piece binding the vertical boards together. But in it the 
fiincy of the heralds discovered the pales forming a palUado, indi* 
eating a fortified place ; and in the diagonal piece, or bend, ihey 
discerned the likeness of a scaling ladder ; so that the design was 
deemed appropriate to one who had successfully assailed a fortified 
place. The second and third cjuarters, the figure of which farBoa 
a cross, was conceived to be a devioe apiMOpriate to a crusader, or 
other Christian warrior ; while the cross bottony, (JboiUonnie, or 
budding) was deemed proper to indicate the virtues of a youthful 
warrior, whereas a cross flory (flowered) the ends of which resem- 
bled an open lily or fleur-de-lis, would belong to one in his 
maturity. So nnioh for heraldic fancies and imagination. The 
whole design is in fact one of a beautiful and compound symmetry, 
each quarter bearing a figure oompoeed of the original colors of 
the field, or background, countcrclianged or transposed ; while the 
sombre effect of the gold * and black, is brilliantly contrasted by 
that of the silver and red ; and the diag(^na1 lines and acute angles 
of the one are ofiset by the rectangles and curves of the other. 

Upon this Seal the soxiounding mantle is represented as having

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the armH broidered upon it, their edges showinc: where the folds of 
the mantle disclose the exterior. The arms that have been de- 
scrihe<l rontinnod in n-r during the Colonial peri(xl upon the Seal 
of the Tjords Propriety r\', and except during the sway of the royal 
governors, from 1692 to 1715, the Seal upon which they were en- 
graved was the Great Seal for the Province. It was continued in 
use by the JState of Maryland (by a resolution adopted in 1776) 
until 1794, when it was superseded by a new Seal of verv- had 
design. Other seals followed, but in later years the interest 
attaching to the old colonial arms was recognized. In 1854 an 
unsuccessfiil attempt at this restoration was made, and in 1876, 
the centennial year of the American Republic, the Legislature of 
Maryland by joint resolution, ordered their complete recttonition 
upon the Great Seal of the State. 

The Colonial Seal was afiQzed to documents pendent, with 
obverse and reverse^ but from an early date it was the custom to 
attach the Seal reverted, so that what was intended as the under 
side became familiar as the arms of Maryland. In the resolution 
directing the restoration of the ancient arms, the device to be cut 
upon the Seal was fully and minutely specified, the description 
being taken from Ivord Baltimore's letter of commission which 
accompanied the Great Seal in 1648, and from tboae contained in 
books treating of family coats of arms. 

Nine years later, in 1885, the Colonial Seal itself was unexpect- 
edly discovered in a loft of the old Treasury building, standing in 
State House Circle, near the head of Maryland Avenue, which is 
supposed to be the oldest building in Annapolis. 

There the Seal had lain forgotten for nearly a century. Its 
discovfiiy makes it possIV)le to measure the accuracy with which 
the reverse side of the old Seal has been reproduced from 
description. The differences as shown in the two windows to the 
right and the left are chiefly such as result from the different 
treatment of the same subject by different artists. 

But in the crest, a very curious complexity of differences is to 
be oh>>erved, sufficient to justify commit and explanation. 

In the old Seal the pennons fly toward the right hand, i^ 
usual, but ooatniiy to established usage the blade pennon leads the 
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gold. The staTes ave of gold, and the dncd coronet iirom which 
tbej lemie, red. 

In the preeent Seal these conditioiiB are revened in every par- 
ticular. The pennons fly to the Idt hand, the gold leading, the 
atavee are red, aud the dncal oonmet gold. 

In the esemplifioatibn of arms iseaed to Sir George CU^ert' 
(afterwaida created Lord Baltimore) and dated Deoember 3, 1822, 
the crest Is described as follows: — <*tbe upper parte or hslues of 
two Launces the bandroll of ^ fint Sables and the second, or," 
whi^ standing in a dacal crown, gules, (red), is dechued to be 

the auntient Creast descended ynto him from his amicestofs" 
and is so "depicted in the muigiut'' of the document to which 
special reference is made. 

In the resolution of the Greneral Assembly adopted In 1876, the 
crest is described as follows : — " on a dncal coronet proper, two 
pennons, dexter or, the other sable ; staves gules." 

This description was taken from works on heraldry generally 
accepted as authentic/ and the curious transposition both of the 
colors, and the direction In which the pennons fly, can only be 
accountef] for upon tlie theory that some copyist, observing the 
unusual fact that the sable, or black ])enuou, preceded the gold, 
noted the fact of transjiORiliuu and hence inferred a general tmns- 
position of colors and direction throughout the descriptiiiii of the 
crest, an error which was adopted aud ibilowed by subsequent 
writers. 

To the restoration of these arms with the Earl's r^ronet, indica- 
tive of Palatinate authority, no political significance whatever is 
to be attached. It is merely a recognition of the past, and of a 
history, during the l ulonial period of the cominonwealtli, to which 
a special interest is attached on account of the p^uliar constitu- 
tion oi the Province. Its restoration means only, while it shows 
emphatically, " that whatever the changes by which its political

It may be irell to add that there was another Great Seal pre- 
pared far Haiyhmd during the colonial period which never went 
into uae and of which no impressions exist this was in 1668^ 
when Lord fialtimore confided to Joeias Fendall, whom he 
appointed Governor, a Seal to be used if he fiuled to recover 
the old Seal which was then in the possesion of the commissioners 
appointed by Parliament. But the old Seal was surrendered to 
him. It is probable that this provisional Seal of 1658 bora the 
motto OreaeUe d MuUypUoamm which was long current in the 
Province and the State and which appears upon the representation 
of the arms printed on the title page of Bacon's compilation of the 
laws of Maryland, published in 1765.* Thb conjecture is Justi- 
fied by the &ct that this motto appears upcm the coins which Lord 
fiahimora had strudk during the fbllowing year, (1659), in an 
attempt to provide a stable currency fi»r the Pkovince, and perhaps 
had its origin in the purpose, mentioned by Bosnian in his History 
of Maiyland, of the first Lord Baltimore^ to call the Province 

C^eecentia," subsequently changed to " Terra Mariae," or Mary- 
Land, in honor of Queen Henrietta Biariay wife of Charles I, 
King of England. 

On the present Great Seal, the second word of the motto fatti 
1CA8CHI, PABOLE FBHUTE (an andent Italian proverb, signifying 

Deeds are males, words are females ") is spelled ilaseftti. This 
ia the way it was spelled in Lord Baltimore's letter of commission, 
and in many publications, including the representatioti of Iheaims 
^ffn^^wiyl in Guillim's Du<})lay of HeraiUby, Upon the Oolonial 
Seal the Italian woid is more correctly spelled MiuohL

The Blakistoue family of Maryland descends from the Blaki»> 
tons of Newton Hall, a branch of the ancient family of Biakiston 
of Blakiston in the Palatinate of Durham. An elnHdrate pedigree, 
published in Surtees' Hidory of Durham (iii, 1G 2 11., 402), carries 
the line back to the year 1341, and from this pedigree the earlier 
portion of the following genealogy is derived. The arms and 
erost^ afl given by the same authority, are as follows : —

5. Col. Nehemiah Blakiston* (John,^ 3ranna<Iub' is 
named in his father's will, 1G49. The exact date of his 
arrival in Maryland is not recorded, but he probably came 
witli his uncle George Blakiston and his tamily in 1668, 
thong^ he did not enter his rights for land until some years 
later. 17 Oct 1674, "came Nehemiah Bhkiston of St 
Maiy's County and proved his right to 300 acres of land for 
transporting !iimself, John Focl)liss, John Snowden, John 
Sloeer, Edward 8miley, and Mary Gibbons" (Tjind OfBce, 
Lib. 18, fob 126). That this was not the date of his arrival 
is evident from the fact that hi.s marriage took place in May 
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1669. At March Term 1678/9, he brought an actUni for 
&l8e amrt against one Edwavd Hnabands in the Provincial 
Conrt of Maryland. In his plea he sets forth llie excellent 
lepntation he had always enjoyed in the Province and men- 

tion« s<^veral particular eircumstancep. On the 6 of May 
ItiGy, he states, he married Elizabeth daughter of Thomas 
Gerard, Efiq., with the consent of her 8aid father who, in 
consideratioa thereof, settled upon him and his licifa lands 
and tenements in St Mary's County of great value. The 
said Nehemiah Blakiston was moreover one of the attomies 
of the Provincial Court and of the Courts of St. Mary's and 
Cliarlcs Counties (Prov. Court, Lib. NN., fol. 784 ff). The 
father-in-law ol iS^ehemiah Blakiston was Thomas Gerard of 
St. Clement's Manor, who was I'ur a number of years a 
member ef the Ommdl of Maryland, but later namoved to 
Westmoreland Oounly, Virginia, and died there in 1673. 
The patent on the resurvey of St. Clement's Manor, 29 June 
1678, gives a list of the lands conveyed by Thomas Gerard, 
Es<j., in his lifetime. Among these lands wero two tracts, 
one onlled Tvongwortli's Point, tlie other calle<l ] 'are's Neck, 
coutaiumg respectively 300 and 100 acres, which were con- 
veyed to Nehemiah Blakiston and EUaabeth, his wife. (Land 
Office, Lib. 20, foL 16.) The records show that Nehemiah 
Blakiston was sworn one of the attornies of the Provincial 
Court, 27 March 1676 (Prov. Court, Lib. XN., fol. 308). 
In addition to the active practice of the legal profession, he 
filled tlie office of Clerk of the King's Customs for Wicco- 
comico and Potomac liiverti, by eommis^iou dated 26 Sept. 
1665 (Bid. Arob. v, 526). It would appear, however, from 
hb letter to the Commissioners of Customs, dated 20 April 
1665, complaining of interftgrence with himself and other 
officers of the Crown, that he must have hold an earlier com- 
mission (Md. Arch, v, 436-439). lu the revolution of 
1689, Nehemiah Blakiston played an important part, and for 
his good services at this time he receive a vote of thanks 
fnm the Assembly, 4 Sept 1669 (Md. Arch., xiii, 247). On 
the same date he was commissioned Captain of a troop of 
horse in the St, Marj''8 County militia (t^W., p 24 1). In a 
letter dated « Longworth Point 7^' the 17, 1690," he writes 
that he has been appointed President of the Committee for 
the Present Government of this Province (Md. Arch., viii, 
206-207). 21 April 1691 he was appointed Chief Justice 
of the Provincial Court of Maiybmd (tWd., 241-242), and 
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in ibe same year waa Speaker of the Aflsembly (/6u/., 250). 
On the 26 of August 1691 he was oommissioned a member 
of theOounctl of Maryland {ibid., 271) and, 8 April 1692, 

wfis rwoiTimissioned a Justice of tlif I'r.tvincial Court, Gov- 
t riior Copley being Chief Justice {ibid,y 307). His oommis- 
sioa as Ctilouel was probably dated 9 April 1692, since it is 
recorded that on the 8 of April " Capt. xS ehemiah Blakiston " 
aHended a Goimdl meeting, while on the fi>llowing day and 
always thereafter his name appears as ''Col. Ndiemiah 
Blakiston'' (Md. Arch., viii, 306-810. He was present at 
a meetinjj: of the Council 2o August (if)i<f., p. 555), and 

die<l not long afterwards. For on the 1 Itli of Dec. 1093, his 
widow, Madame Elizabeth Blakiston is cited to administer on 
the estate of her late husband Col. Nehemiah Blakiston (Test. 
Proo.) Lib. 15^ fol. 14). Mrs. Blakiston married secondly, 
about 1G96, Ralph Rymer, and thirdly Joshua Guibert of 
St Mary's County, but appears to have had issue by her first 
husband only. Her will, dated 1 o r>ec. 1715, was proved 
2 Oct. 1716. In it she beciueatlis Lougworth's Point to 
her sou, John Blakiston, and names her daughters Susanna 
Attaway, Bebeoca Walters, Mary Mason and Ann Blakiston 
— ^e latter being the wiio of her mm Jdm — and her grand- 
children, Nehemiah and Elizabetli P.l xkiston.

27 
December 1070, '* John iilackstone" of St. Mary's County 
proved rights for the transportation of tiie following persona 
in 16B8| viz: — himself, Sarah, Qeotge, Barbara, Robert, 
Hannah, and Justice Blacdciston, and others (Land Office, 
Lib. 16, fol. 70). A comparison with the will, cited alxjve, 
of John Blakiston the regicide jiidpfc leaves srnall doubt as to 
the identity of these persons. Sanih wa.s doubtless John 
Blakiston's wife, and George and Barbara were his parents. 
It has been ehoiro above that he administered in the estate of 
his fiither Geoigo Blakiston in 1669. Bobert BlakiBton does 
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not snbsequenily ap|)ear in the reooids, and probably died 
soon ailer his arrival. 18 March 1668/9, John Blakiston pur- 
chased from Richard Fo.ster ScQ., of Si. Maij's Comity, 100 
acres in St. Clement's Manor "now in the possession of J(phn 
Tennison " (Prov. Court, Lib. ¥¥., I'ol. 784). <J April 1 675, 
John Blakiston of St Mary's Couuiy proved his right to 100 
acres of land fur the transportation of John Waterhoofie, 
Biciiaid Selbj, and Charles Hayes (Land Office, Lib. 18, 
foL 279). The records do not show that any warrant or 
patent issued to John Blakiston, and he doubtless assigned 
the rights entered by him. 18 Januars'^ 1670'], John and 
Ebenezer Blakiston witnessed the will of Kobert Slye of 
Bushwood, St. Mary's County (Baldwin's Calendar i, 5J)), 
wboee wife Susanna ivas a dau^ter of Thomas Gerud and 
sister of Eliaabeth wife of Col. ^diemiah Blakiston. Between 
1675 and 1678 John Blakiston removed to Kent County. 
24 Sept. 1678, Ebenezer Blakiston of Cecil Co., Gent, and 
Elizabeth his wife, conveyed to " his brother " John l^lakis- 
ton of Kent Co. and Sarah hi< wii'v, a tract of 300 acres 
called Boxiey near Swan Creek in Kent County (Kent Co., 
Lib.

BUikiijton's estate he calls himself the brother of John Blakis- 
ton, and the fact that John and Ebenezer witnessed together

17 Ortulxr 1G71, "Ebenezer Blakiston" of Baltimore 
County proved iiis right to 50 acres of land for transporting 
himself into the Province (Land Office, lib.

The wife of Ebeuezer Blakiston was Elizabeth lister 
of John James, and they also had a daughter, Anna Blakiston, 
named in the will of her maternal gimidmoliher Mrs. Anna 
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Tolson (Baldwin's Calendar ^ i, 34, 188, 213 j Test. Proc, 
Lib. 10, fol. 185).

In reply to your inquiries as to the long hiatus in the Eden 
Oorrespondeooe, of which mention is made in my letter of Decem- 
ber 18, 1906 to our President (given below), I beg to say that I 
had hoped for some light from the mislaid Dartmouth paper 
referred to in the same letter; but I have recently discovered a 
copy of that paper among the Chalmers MS8. of the Lenox 
Library, and find it to contain nothiug but extracts from letters 
which the Eden CSorrespondence gives in th«r entirety. 

P^liaps we can get some light from another quarter. When 
the letters of the Colonial Governor^^, n lating to me disturbances 
in North America, were laid before Parliament on or about Janu- 
ary 20, 1775, they were found to include none from Maryland. 
In the Lords, the Earl of Chatham censured the delay of commu- 
nicating these papers and the continuance of the Ministry to delude 
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the Country with misrepresentatioiis of the state of the Colonies as 
an affair of Boston only. In the Commons, Mr. Burke observed 

the absence of letters from Iforyland, intimated that they were 
kept back for politioal reasons, aiul asked if these papers contained 

all the intelligence the Ministry had received from America. 
Lord North, in his reply, while pmfessing ignorance as to the 
Maryland letters, added that he would not pretend to say the 
papers contained all the intelligence from America. 

Now, tlie nevs of the Bfaryland distnrbanoes of October 1774 
had been published in the English journals as early as December 
1 5 of that year, and had prepared the Country to suspect that the 
state of the rolonies was not " an affair of Boston only," which 
suspicion the Ministry were, naturally, unwilling to contirm. By 
coupling Lord North's remarks with those of the Earl of Cbatiiam 
and BCr. Burke, may we not in^ that the Ministry kept baek tbe 
Maryland letters ? There is positive proof in onr Society's " P^ggy 
Stewart " papers that Governor fklen sent home a full acooont of 
that affair shortly after November 8, 1774, and the troubled 
political condition of tho times mn?t hfive dictated sundry other 
commuoic^itions fnnn the local to the home autliorities ; yet, with 
the exception ot a fragment (a copy — not an original) of a letter 
written by the (zOTemor on December 30, 1774 to bis brother 
William, the Eden Correspondence contains no advices of any kind 
ttom Annapolis to London between the summer of 1773 and the 
spring of 1775, a term of about twenty-one moutlis. 

I belicvp that the missintr Maryland letters were important 
enough U> .^uppref^s, but too important to destroy, and that they 
still exist in some unexplored recess of the British archives. With 
this view, I fed that a continuanoe of the search is not altogether 
hopeless.

The volume which I have pleasure to present, herewith, to our 
Society contains transcripts of all the correspondence of the Eden 
Administratioii of the Province of Maryland now ezistmg in the 
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British l^iihlic lleoortl Office and the British Dartmouth M8S. 
wiiL the exceptiou of oue mislaid paper of the latter coUectioo, 
which 18 not deemed of material importaoGe. I haye pioonred 
these tnnsoripts throu^ the intermediation of Messrs. B. F. 
Stevens & Brown of London, the well-known anthoritieB on 
Americana, whose letters appear en mite 

There are several breaks in this cfirres})ODden(^, notably oue 
running from August 1773 to May 17 75, of which further men- 
tion is made in the newspaper clippings hereto appended. Messrs. 
Stevens & Brown have diUgeotly, hnt ineffectnally, searched 
through various public British rc>|)ertorie8 for the missing papers 
of that period and of any other blank period between 1769 and 
1777. My own efforts to elicit something of the kind from the 
Eden family tliroii{j:h Rev. Robert A. Eden of T/ondon (who is a 
great-graodsou of the Governor), and from the desceudiints of Lord 
Geoi^ Germain (who succeeded Lord Dartmouth as Secretary of 
State for the Colonies) have fiuled of lesnlts, as will aj^iear from 
letters inserted in this volume. I have further inserted the reports 
of the Bureau of Historical Besearch of the Carnegie Institution 
of Washington, D. C, showing that its inquiries acro8s the water 
in my behalf have likewise proved unsuccessful. Thus, my pur- 
suit seems to have ooiue to a halt for the present, yet I still hope 
for some discoveries when the papers of the Lords of the Treasury 
shall have been calendared down to and through onr Revolution- 
ary War. 

While it has been no part of my plan to include this side of the 
ocean in my searches, it has come to my knowledge thnt there are 
many Maryland papers, both within and without the Eden terra, 
in the two Maryland volumes (1619-1812) and the one Nova 
Scotia volume (1746-1817) of the Chalmers M8S. now owned hy 
the Lenox Library of New York, and that there are a few Mary- 
land papers without that term, in the Maryland and Virginia 
volume (1 727-1 7G1) of the Chalmers MSS. now owned by Har- 
vard University Library. I have reason to believe that these four 
Chalmers volumes contain unj)ublished Marj'land matter of con- 
siderable historical value, and 1 avail myself of this occasion to 
suggest that a O>mniisaon be appointed for dieir careful exami- 
nation, with the view of procuring for our files transcripts of 
snch of their contents as we do not, yet ought to, posseas.

Dr. James Mercer Garnett presented the paper of the evening. 
The subject chosen was 'Moiin Francis Mercer, Governor of 
Maryland, 1801-03," and the writer presented his theme in an 
exceedingly interesting manner. 

lf(m<% if€eetf^| hM Januainf 14<&, 1907.—- The first meelmg 
of the NcEW Year was marked by a larger attendanoe of members 
than usual. Am<iiig the donatioiiB reported to the Society was one 
of exceptional interest, being a copy of the oorrespondenoe of 
Governor Eden, 1760^1777. The donor, Mr. Biohaid D. Fisher 
aooompanied his gifl with a letter which contained certain recom- 
mendadoiis of action to be taken by the Society, and a Committee 
waaanlhoxmed to be appointed to take action upon the suggestions. 

Among the correspondence read waa a letter firom the Superin- 
tendent of Education, Mr. M. Bates Stephens, asking that the 
Society make a suggestion or recommendation of a suitable topic 
for the Maiyland Day Celebration, and Vioe>Piesident Thompson 
and Dr. Bernard C. Steiner were selected as a Committee to confer 
and oo5perate with Mr. Stephens. 
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The thanks of the Society were voted to Mr. Richard D. Fisher 
for the vohime of Governor Eden's correflpcmdenoe, the presenta- 
tion of whioh has akeady be^n noted. 

Six new members of the Society were elected, namely : Dr.

The first number of the Maryland Historical Maga- 
zine appeared in March and wa.s followed with due regularitjr by 
three other numbers, thus completing the first volume. 

This undertaking has been the cause of much solicitude to the 
members of the Council and the result attained is due to the 
fiuthful and exacting labors of the Committee on Publication, and 
the careful discrimination and supervisioii of itB accomplished 
editor. Dr. William Hand Browne. It is gntifying to have had 
evidence that the work ha.s been fuvonibly recdved by the mem- 
bership of the Society and by the public. 

The activities of the Society have continued throoghoot the 
year in their usual channels. 

The Library has been open continuously and its use has been 
largdy availed of by members and visitors. 

The Gkdlery of Art was closed for a short interval in Mid- 
summer, but has been at other times always open to visitoia.

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The Tbust£EB of the Athen^um preseated a written report 
detailing the repairs whioh had been made to the building and 
fumitore during the year, as also certain farther repairs whioh are 
under eoosideration. The report also gave a complete list of the 
insunmce in foroe upon the building and propeitjr of the Society. 
The several policies showed an aggregate insurance upon the build- 
ing of $30,000, and upon the library and gallery of |33,000. 

The Committee on the Gallery almwed that there had been 
no acquisitions of pictures daring the year, but gave notice that a 
deposit of a portrait of Governor Paca had been arranged with one 
of his descendants, though the same had not yet been aotoally re- 
ceived. The Committee further reported the offer of a large 
priinting, being a family group of the children of the late Israel 
Griffith, which the Committee had been oblij^ to decline^ owing 
to its size. It was also announced that a new edition of the cata- 
logue of the gallery will soon be issued in which it would be found 
diat the paintings and ohjectvS of art in the gallery now number in 
excess of 500. The viaitors for the year to the gallery nambered

Work on a complete Calendar of Newspapen^ belonging to the 
Sodety is well advanoed. 

The ComaTTEB on PoBLiOATzoiiis reported : The most im- 
portant matter that this Committee has to rqiort is the suooessM 
estabtishment of the Maryland Historical Magaiine. In this 
poblicatioo, nnder the editorial management of Dr. William Hand 
Browne^ a nnmber of interesting and valuable historical papeis 
snd records have been printed, and the magazine has been most 
ftvorably received. 

It was recognised tiiat a publication of ihis sort would not be 
self-eostaining at the beginning, and therefore it was not under- 
taken until a guarantee fUnd had been secured sufficient to meet 
initial expenses.

Volume XXVI of the Archives, comprising Proceedings of the 
Assembly 1704-1706, was issued and distributed to members en- 
titled to receive copies in September last. 

Volume XXVII> bemg a oontinuaticoi of the Proceedings and 
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Acts of tlic Assembly, is now in course of preparation. It iias 
been the pnu tice alternately to produce volumes containing the 
Assembly and Council Proceedings; but in consequence of the 
long gups in the records of the latter during the period of the royal 
governors, Volume XXV of the xVrchives brought the Council 
Proceedings down to the year 1730, while Volurae XXVI con- 
tained the Assembly Frooeedings only down to the year 1706. 
Under these circumstances it was thought i>est to let the forth- 
ooming volume be a oontiiiuatioii of the Assembly Frooeedings, so 
as to make the two series more nearly contcmporaneons. 

The Committee further reported that under the modification 
adopted by the Society in regard to the furnishing of the Volumes 
of Arcliivcs supplied to members of the Societ)*, it has been found 
that the fl.OO per volume charged for Volume XXVI has been 
fully adequate to pay the amount properly payable to the State 
for the same, and that there has been no necessity to make any 
demand upon the publication fund of the Society to defray any 
portion of this cost. 

A full statement of the membership of the Society having been 
embodied in the report of the Council, the Committeb on Mbm- 
BEKSiiiP presented no separate report. 

The Committee on Geneai^y and Heralbby reported 
in substance as follows : 

During the Summer the Commit trc, hnvin[r discovered that the 
will of George Calvert, son of the First Lord Baltimore, was on 
record in England, called the attention of the Library Committee 
to the fiict, and recommended that a copy of the will be procured. 
This was done, and the will, probably the first will made in 
Maryland, has since been published in the Maryhnd IStUirieal 
MxEffOzine. 

In October the Committee recommended to the Council the 
formation of a collection of photographs of Maryland portnuts 
and of places of historic interest throughout the State. Various 
circomstanoes have for the time being, delayed ihe realisation of 
this pfoject, but it is hoped that In the near future steps may be 
taken to cany it into effect 

The Committee desires to call attention to the series of 
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genealogical articles, treating the Brooke and the Tilghman 
ffr"**'m of Maryland, that have appeared in the Magazvnt during 
the year, and also to Mr. T-^othrop Withington'a abstracts of 
wflk leooided in England relating to Maryland, of which the 
fint inatalment appeared in the Deoember number.

At (he oondodon of the presentation of the reports fiom the 
8e?eral CSommitteeSy the result of the bailot for offioevB as before 
given was annoonoed by the President of Ihe Society. Upon the 
oompietioo of this annonnoement, the President-elect, Mr. Mendes 
OoheB, addressed the Society as follows : 

'*It is with a high appreciation of the honor you have conferred 
upon me, but with a full consciousness of my many deficiendes^ 
that I accept, with its duties and responsibilities, the offi(% of 
President of this Society to which, tluougfa your kind oonddera- 
tion, I have just been re-elected. 

The occasion seems opportune to urge upon the attention of the 
members the great desirability, I ought to say the necessity, of in- 
ciriMiBing the resources of the Society. 
The permanent fund consists at present of the gift of 



the late Greorge Peabody - - - - $20,000 
The legacy of the late J. Henry Stickney - - 1 ,000 

And savings of the Sodety in earlier years, some - 4,500 



A total of about ... |2d,d00 
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aod yielding an annual income of about f 1,020. Of this amount, 
that derived from the gift of Mr. Peabody, say |800, is divided 
in equal parts to the uses of the Library and Publication Com- 
mitteesi leaving for the genenil pniposes of the Society only about 
the stun of $220. This with the yearly does of memben and a 
small amoimt at present received for the use of a portion of the 
basement floor, is all that the Socie^ has to depend on for the care 
and preservation of the building and furniture, for fuel, lights, 
salaries and oth^ general expenses. This is not sufficient for our 
needs. 

« Whenever exigencies of any sort have arisen requiring expendi* 
tnre of sums b^ond those of ordinary routine, we have been 
compelled to appeal to the liberality of our members for special 
oontribntions. Only recently, before concluding to undertake the 
long^urged publication of the Magazine, the Council, realizing the 
probable drain on the Society's resources to maintain the publica- 
tion at the outstart, deemed it necessary to appeal to the members 
to make up by subscription, a guarantee fund sufficient to insure 
its continuance for at least three year.*:, by which time it may be 
reasonably believed that the work should become self-sustaining* 

"At an earlier date, when the provision of a fire-proof room was 
made by the State a condition precedent to delivering to our pro^ 
teofcing care the remaining valuable Colonial Archives which had 
escaped the effects of time and neglect, to which they had been 
previously exposed, the members were called on to provide for the 
cost of its construction, which was beyond the means available to 
the Society. 

On another occasion, when through means of our correspon- 
dence, the fiiot was established that the papers of the Lords 
Baltimore, long lost to view and supposed to have been destroyed, 
were still in existence in England, at least in part, and might 
perhaps be obtained at a price, it was recogniaed that the only way 
to secure them was to send abroad a messenger competent to reoog- 
niae f^ir character, and if found genuine, to dose with the party 
who held tbem. To effect this was hopelessly beyond the Society's 
resonroes, and to the personally solicited contributions of individ- 
uals, not in eveiy case memberB of the Sooie^, we are indebted 
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ibr the mass of Oalveii Papen, which now foim so interestizig and 
valuable a portion of the possessions of the Society. 

V we recall what was done by the pioneers of the Soeietyj we 
may find some stimulus for an eflbrt to place ouiselyes in a more 
indqiendent podtion. 

**It is more than sixty years ago that about twenty gentlemen 
organised the Society and located its meeting rooms on the second 
floor of the then Post Office building, which stood on the north- 
east comer of North and BViyette Streets^ a site now occupied by 
the City Hall. They were soon joined by so large a number of 
culliTated people that the necessity for larger accommodations 
and a home of their own was at one realized. In connection with 
the Library Company of Baltimore, soon after mexged in this 
Society, such enetgetic and efifecdve measures were adopted that 
individual eubscriptions to the amount of about $45,000 were 
secured for the construction and Aimisbiug of the building we 
now occupy, which was placed in possession of the Society in less 
than five years from the date of its organization, as a free gift 
and free of debt. It has so remained, supported and maintained 
by the annual dues of the members, and may so continue for some 
time to come. But this building is now old. Improvements are 
necessary. Oidtnary expenses are increasingi whilst our small 
fixed income is diminishing through shrinkage in the rote of 
interest There should be a large increase in the number of 
mem! .srs, our roll instead of 450 ought to be increased largely. 
It does not seem unreasonable to look forward to an active list 
<^ 800 membera. 

** If sixty years ago a few energetic men were able to arouse 
such interest and raise fortv-five thousand dollars for the estab- 
lidiment of our home, we ought to be able, when the city has 
increased Bix-fold in population and still more in wealth, to 
treble our menbership, and should find it not impossible to secure 
an endowment, sufficient not only for present needs, but ample 
for at least another generation. 

" What we greatly need is a new location. When this building 
wa8 erected it was in the literary, and I might say the social 
centre of the city. If entertainnient.s, lectures or exhibitions 
were held here, aad they were of frequent occurrence, there was

no personal inconvenience involved in attendance upon them. 
Now by the growth and development of the city we are left so 
remote from the residential sections that atten<lance requires an 
effort which many are not willing to make, despite tlie attractive 
programme, which the Committee of Addresses so fre(juently 
presents. For this reason exhibitions and social gatherings 
se< in (juite beyond hope of^ucoesstul accomplishment and are 
consequently not attempted. 

"We sliould combine with our effort for iucreased membership 
a strong movement <iirK ifnl to the nnsintj^ of a sufBcient iund to 
replace the Athenajum with a Jin-piooJ structure in a location 
readily accessible, and with due reerard to the present and future 
literary centre of the city. In such a stnicture there slmnkl l->e 
adequate provision for securely displaying the nuilies in the 
Society's Collect iuns, which are now necessarily litiricd from sight 
in the depths of our fire-pnx)f \ ault, and no ttddom aeeo even by 
their custodian as to be almost Ibr^otten. 

" If our needs be made clearly known I feel sure than an 
ade(}uate response will not he wanting. In the past the Society 
has had the benefit of but two gifts to its fund. The first, that 
of Mr. Peabody, who made in his life-time as a tribute to a work 
in which many of his personal friends and fellow-citizena were 
Oonoerue<^l, nnd in which he himself took a lively interest. 

"The other was a bequest by the iat« J. Henry Stickney, long 
a valued member of the Society, who^p portrait hangs on our 
walls and whose memory will ever be ciierished among us. 

" May we not hope that our members will arouse a more 
extendetl interest on the part of our fellow-citizens in the work 
we have pursuc<l in the past, and which is still being faithfully 
followed, to make the records of the name and f;ime of Maryland 
as honorably conspicuous as that of anyone ot her sister States? 
And may we not bring a largely iucreased number of our 
fellow-citizens throughout the State to understand that our work 
deserves the assistance which their co-operation as active members 
would give, and that they can leave nowhere a more lasting 
memorial of their beneficence than in the form of a bequest to 
the Maryland Historical Sodetgr ? "

(private) Annapolis d*^ Sept.' 1775 

My liord^ 

I had the Honour of writing to your Lordship on the 27^ 
Vim hj Mr. Iiloycl I>u]any of this Pioyiooe, and intended a 
Dnplioate thereoff by this Opportunity — ^bnt Matters being so 
diQumstanoed in this CSountry as to make it veiy unsafe to keep 
the Ooples of Letters tliat have any Connection with publiok 
BusinesSi I found it neoessaiy to destroy that, and shall just 
mention the Contents, lutving no Doubts of ite getting safe to 
your Lordship's liandsy and I hope, proving satis&cAory with 
Bq;aid to my Conduct beie. 

That Letter mentioned the sending back a Snow of M![ Fur* 
nees's the Adventure, Capt. HenaelL The burning a Ship (at 
West River) beUniging to M^ Gfldart of Liverpoole ; and a Copy 
of my Letter to the Offioers of the Customs, with their Answer 
thereon. I inclosed also to your Lordship the proceedings of the 
Fkovinoial Convention, and the Appointment of Del^iates— with 
a Copy of the proceedings in Council, & my proposed Address to 
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the people : — ^die diflsuadye Answer of tiie ConnoQ thereon, wtB, 
I believe aeiit endoeed to W? Eden. 

I mentioned to yoor Lmdship the Motives that had indnoed 
me to panne a move lenient Conne than some of my neighbonr- 
iog Qovemonrs had done, and the Event has so ftr Justifyed me . 
that I continiie to preserve some Authority in my Qovennn! 
when many of them have heen necessitated to leave theiis-^I 
mean not by this, My Lord, in the least to throw any Censnre on 
others— only to observe that I had an Opportunity of availing 
myself of the Gonseqaenoes of the Measures pursued in the other 
ptovinoesi and of discovering the Turn of the peoples Mmd, 
which by Experienoe I have found easier to govern by little, and 
peifaaps unavoidable, Cbnoessions, than by total Opposition. 

Since my kst to your Lordship, the CouncQ of Safety met^ but 
did nothing. M^ Bordky declined acting M^ Jeni&r was chosen 
President. The Delegates from the several Provinces are now 
assonbled at Philadelphia, in Ckmgress, where, I hear, they intend 
to continue 'till some Betum fiom His Majesty to dieir last 
Address shall be received by them, or denied-Huid if the latter is 
the Osse, Manifestoes are to be sent to the sundry Powers in 
Europe, inviting them to trade with the free American Colonies 
— I heard this from Virginia — the Delegates of that pro^nnoe^ 
one or two excepted, are the next to the four Eastern Gov^ fot 
violent Measures, or Beport speaks very felsely of them, as do 
also their own Itinerants. 

The late violent proceedmgs have driven, and are driving many 
people of CiharBcter and property out of this Country-Hseveral of 
whom win have the Honour of waiting on your Lordship. W, 
Lloyd Dulany will probably have seen your Lordship. To M^ 
Christie a Meroh! of Baltimore of very good Character, who was 
exceedingly ill-used by the Convention hero, I ffLve a Letter to 
my Brother, desiring him to introduce that Gent? to your Lords^ 
when most couvoiient to you. This will be delivcored to your 
Lordship by my pardoolar Freind, the Bevl M^ Boucher, whom 
I took the Liberty of mentioning m the most fevourable Terms 
in my last— should that, by any Accident, which I scarce appre- 
hend, being in a very good l%ip, never arrive, Mt Boucher, flrom 
having loug been occasionally, a confidential Secretaiy to m^ as 
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well as from his own knowledge of American Affairs in ^ri neral 
and those of Viro^ & Mary'^ in particular, is exr* * (ling able to 
give your Lord-liiji the fuHcbt Information to any Questions you 
may pn>posc. And shouhl your L<urdjjhip have (^«^r«n-^ion to 
^ employ hira, you will find him a Man of Ability; and Milling to 
do His Majesty any Service. Leaving a eonifortable Estate, and 
a good (Living) to avoid }>ersecution here, I hoj>e that from the 
different Recommendations lie ciirries with him, he may procure 
at home some Church Preff rmeut equal to his Merit. 

I shall conclude with iuforuiiug your Lordship that T propose 
to continue here as long as I can l>e of tiie least Service to His 
Majesty, imless driven away or in danger of being seized 9j* an 
Hostage. Boucher can communicate some Inducements I IkkI to 
come away some time ago and my doubts thereon, which yet 
remain. To-niorrow is the last day of Our Ports remaming 
0|)en, So that exel bv n ffnv Ships yet to go, we shall liave few 
Opportunities of writing. Vour Lordshijis Dispatches by the 
June pacquet were opened before I reeeived them — and if they 
had contaified any thing, (besides the late Acts, witli the Letter 
on, and Order for Moum^ for the of Denmark) it was 
taken out.

Hy Lord 

When I ]a6t liad the Honour of writing to your Lordahipy I 
informed you of my having received your Lordahips Letter, with 
the Acts of Parliament relative to America, and the Orders for 
Mourning for the late Queen of Denmark, by the June Packet, 
which, I told your D>rdship had been opened before it got to this 
C^. The July Packet is since arrived, but broi^ht no Govern- 
ment Dispatches for this Province. 

I had the Honour, in my Letter, by tlie Ship Annapolis, to 
eneloee to your Lordship the proceedings of the late Conveatioii| 
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intii some Bemaiks theieon : and also an Addveas to the people 
of Maiyland oa the piopoaed AaBOoiatioii thetmn, wldch I viflhed 
muoh to publieh, but was diaeiiaded fipom it hj the ComiciL 
Fearing^ fiom the bad weather that Ship met with, canying away 
all her Masts, and being nearly lost herself at Sea, that my Let* 
ters may by the Water be damaged, if not totally defiuied, I 
Inclose to Yonr Lordship another Copy of the Oonventlon pro- 
ceedings, as also a duplicate of the proceedings in ConncQ on the 
29? Aug^ begging Leave at the same time to relier your Lordship 
to my infonnatioii by the CSioptank Frignto, once whose Sailing 
nothing extroozdmaiy has happened here, except that, in Ckmse- 
quence of a Pilot Boat belonging to this Gty having been seised, 
in haying Swivels on board, & other Gkuses, by the Eing- 
Fisher, about ten days ago, at the Gapes, some iem, but a veiy 
ftw, of the most violent here, made an Attempt, on Wednesday 
last, the 27*^ Ulfi to collect the people of the City together. In 
Order to drive^ or cart, out of the Town aU the Tories, as they 
term those who will not muster, nor ogn the Association. They 
were, I believe, partly incited to this by a Publication, that came 
down on Ttiesday Night, (the same Evening they recieved the 
Aooount of the Seiaore of Middletons Boat) in a Pennsylvania 
Paper, Braafforda Jmmud — ^which I have enclosed to Mf W? 
Eden ; who will send it to Tour Lordship, should you not have 
got it, and wi^ to see it, together with some other weekly papers. 
I must however do the Gentlemen of the Town, & the Citiaens, 
the Justice to say that, on my speaking to many of them, and 
desiiing iheir Attendance, they made a Point of being present at 
the meeting under lAeiiiy 2Vee, and with Spirit, Resolution and 
Threats of Force, totally overset a mad-headed Scheme, set on 
fiwt by only eight or nine very worthless idle Fellows, and I hope 
have put an End to any future internal Attempts of a nmilar 
Nature in dib City.— The Ptiblication, My Lord, in the Journal 
that I refer to, begins the 3^. Col. of the first page and rdates to 
the late violent proceedings at I^iiladeiphia respecting Mess? 
Hunt & Bearsley, of which your Lordship, doubtless has redeved 
a full Account: since that, and since the above ment? Publica- 
tion, I hear that above twenty Companies in Pliiladel[^iia have 
a ssocia t ed in Oppoation to that Tar & Feathering Committee^ 
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Which in all the Colonies will soon bo the ^^^e, for by this 
Suspension, as it were, of the Laws, All power' nf'^tting &at 
into the Hands of the very lowest of the People: '..'•'l*iiose who 
first encounged the Opposition to Government^ and s^^^.^ on 
this licentious Behaviour, will probably be amongst thel'ii«Bt to 
r^ent thereof. 

I understand from Philadelphia that the intercepted Lctljurs* 
from some Members of the Congress which have fallen i^to'J 
General Gage^s Hands, have made a disturbanoe there, and it 
Kiid that Adams's Letter has discovered the long suspected Viejro 
of the Eastern Colonies, which, with his Reflections on, and 
abase of, Mf Jn': Dickinson (the Farmer)'s Conduct, is likely to 
produce a Division in the Congress, but I beg leave to observe, 
My Lord, that I give not this as Matter of Fact : The Informa- 
tion came down in a private Letter from Phil* yesterday — and it 
is here the important Whisper of the Day ; and I only merely 
take the Liberty, in my private Correflpondoioe with your Lord- 
ship, of mentioning it, as a Matter that may, or may not, be true. 

I shall only have (me more Opportunity by Shipping Cmi^ 
veyano^ of writing to your Lordship afler the post comes in on 
Tuesday next, and I have before observed, the packet is a veiy 
unsafe Conveyance to America, and I can hardly suppose it 
otherwise from hence. I will, however, continue to give your 
Lordship such Information as may be in my Power for the good 
of His Majesty's Service, which it will ever be my £ndeavoar to 
promote to the utmost of my Abilities. 

I have only to add that receiving no Instractions from fiom^ 
and waitiiig for the same, and the breaking up of the Congress, I 
liave prorog:u(Hl tlie General Assembly of this Province to Tues- 
day, 7*^* Day of Nov! next

^•',**-3liem to your T^ordship as speedily as {>08siblc, and then t'orc st nd 
this Packet by Express to New York, in 1io|k?s that it ^^ ill arrive 
safely there, and be forwarded thence, tliere being uo ojjpoitiinity 
• of a conveyance by any Vessel froju iliis Provinee at present; 

tho I have some expectation of being able to seiul :i duplicate of 
this by a Brig for London, in the course of the ensuiiiuf month. 

The enclosed Declaration (Nl 3) I am int'urmud is to ha imme- 
diately published — so I have since heard are the Instructions 
(N° 2) but I know not if here, or at Philadelphia. 

I am convinced of the sincerity of the Councils Assurances 
conliiiiied in Uieir Addirss to me the 29^* day of August — a 
Copy of which 1 have had the Honour of transmitting to your 
Lordship, and again refer thereto among the inclosed (N° 4) and, 
I must, ray Lord, do the Members of the last Convention ;ts they 
call it, and tlie People of this Province the Justice to say, 1 am 
satisfied they are as far from desiring an Independency that if 
the Establishment of it were left to their Choice, they would 
reject it with Abhorrence, so incompatible would mcIi a State be 
with tlieir real undisscmbled .Vttachment to, and Affection for 
His Majesty, His Family, and the mother Coimtry : And I am 
confident tliey would esteem the full Restoration of Peace, and 
their former Intercourse with the Parent State, to be a most 
hajipy Event ; an Event which, 1 doubt not, might be effectually 
produced, if they were replaced in the same State with respect to 
the Acts of Parliament that they possessed at the Conclusion of 
the last War.

Negroes augmenting the ik ral Alarm, induced thera to pro]iil)it 
all Correspondence with Virginia by Laud or Water. A Fort- 
night bfforo that, the Post had been stopped in another Province, 
and L( ttris taken out, aud opened ; mine nmongst others ; and I 
have not the Honour of n et iving any Letters from your 
Lordships OtHce since your circular one of the 22*^ <& M' 
PownalPs of May the 27'!' 

You will observe, my Lord, by the enclosed P;ii>rr (y 5) 
that the Coq>oration of this City are willing to cooperate with 
me in preserving its Peace, should any of His Majesty's Ships of

Extract of a Tjettor from AT' Fddis to 
Govr Eden. New York 23^! July 1777. 

The temper of the leading men in Maryland, still oontiDoes to 
be guided by a Spirit of Rancour and Yiolence ; they appear 
confident of succeeding in their favorite Scheme of Independence, 
& of establishing their own Importance on the Ruins of the British 
Oonstitittion ; bat if CondusionB may be drawn £rom favorable 
Appearances, the Majority of the People are di^sted with the 
Conduct of thdr Rulers, and ardently wish for a Restoration of 
legal Government. 

In the late Election for Senators & Assembly men a striking 
Evidence appeared of the above Observation ; several who were 
chosen into the first Body declined serving, and when their 
Nomber was oompleated, the lower Honse waited several days^ 
nnaUe to proceed to Bnsiness, on aoconnt of the Absence of divers 
Senators, whom fear^ or Consciousness of thor Error, kept from 
the Scene of Action. 

The Assembly men were returned by a very inconsiderable 
nmnber of the People, a plain Indication that the Inhabitants in 
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^•neral were dis^isted with the Measures pursued. S. Chaoe <fe 
I. Briee were electe<l for ^Vjiuapolis by three Voters only, viz., 
Chaf Wallace Johu Ducket Sr Woodcock the Musician. Jere. 
Chaw and Jolm Smith W( re sent for the town of Baltimore by 
ahuut 60 Votes; ani not 100 Persons polled for the whole 
Couuty, notwithstaDding the Books were kept oiK>n ibr that pur- 
pose four Days. The other Counties proceeded in the same 
manner, & the Persons returned, were in general so very ub»oure, 
that even S. Chaf« observed that Six Gentiemenlike Persons could 
not be tt>und in the Catalogue. 

The Eastern Shore has for some time much susj>ected of the 
high Crime of Toryism, & in Februarj' last a Report prevailed 
that many Persons in Somerset & Worcester Counties were 
actually in Arms. General Smallw(K)d at the head of about 500 
men, with a Company of Artillery, crossed the Bay in ortier to 
reduce them to ()l>e<Iicncc, issued a Proclamation which I have 
inclos'd for your Excellency's Penisal. 

I'x lore M' Smallwood's arrival at the Place where an Opposi- 
tion was expected, tlie People were (lisjH i'sed, and on Inquiry it 
appeared that a Dispute between the Churchmen and the Dis- 
senters had given Rise to this Commotion. That altho' a Flag 
with (t. R. had been niisf d by the former, the Insurgents had 
been almost altogether unarmed, tt probably only meant to oppose 
the vindictive Republican Spirit of their Presbyterian Neigh- 
bours. It was however thouf?ht necessary to strike at the Root 
of any Attempts that might be f imetl to disturb the Elstablish- 
ment of their State. Accordingly many Persons were appre- 
hended, & F( lit lo Annapolis for Trial; Others who were sus- 
jiected were obiigcii to take Oaths of Allegiance, and, in Appear- 
ance, before their Troops left that part of tlie l*rovince, the 
dreaded insurrection was etFcctually suppressed. The Revi M' 
Bouic was banished soon after to Frederick (-ounty, but D"! Cheney 
was reservetl for a formal Trial, which he had not received while 
I remained in the Country. 

The Bill passed for Payment of Sterling Debts with Congress 
and Convention Money will be attende<l with the m distress- 
ing (.Joubet^ueuces to many Persons, especially lo Uie irieuds of 
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Chyvemmeiit, who luive laige bdids upon loan. Several of tbe 
fioiat^ whedier htm iVmo^fe or Ifderett, I know Dot, expressed, 
without Doon^ their highest Disapprobation of this Act, but only 
Ouol of Garolton had rssolntioii to oppoae it in the proper Flaoe. 
He anunadwted on the Injostioe tfaeieo^ A protested against 
the same being passed into a Law ; bnt his X)bJeQtions procured 
him no grsat Bepntatbn as it was generally beliflnred that he was 
not altogether aotoated hj Sentiment alone. 

The AsHO Bs me nt Bill whldi joat Exoeilenoy will observe to be 
ezoeedingly oppressive, with respect to the Mode of collecting, as 
well as the enormous Tax itself, has created the ntmost Discon- 
tent throughout the Ftovinoe, and I verily think will conduce in 
tiie ad to tlie CSoaMon of the Framers, and open the- Eyes of 
the miigoided Multitude to see^ A to pursue, their proper In- 
terest 

The Bill to prevent the Qrowth of Toryism in its original 
State was rigid to a violent degree ; but met with such Opposition 
in tiie Upper House, that, after being carried backwards A for- 
wazds several times^ it at leugth passed in the present form. Col, 
Plater^ Joseph Nioholsoo, and Tnrbot Wright were £»r admitting 
the Bill witiiout Altewtion. 

Yon know, Sir, it has kmg been popular m this CSountiy to 
ezcJaim against Administration on account of the nnmber of 
Oflloers, and the Salaries^ Fees Ac, granted for their Support; 
but meet true it is, that exclusive of Army A Navy Appomt** 
ments, the Persons now employed, greatly, very greatly exceed 
every former Establishment) and if their Paper can be supposed 
of any real Value, the present Bulers most amply reward the 
Labonren in their Vineyard. How the banter and the Farmer, 
who miBa eveiy degree of Want A Inconvenience horn this 
unnataral War, can submit so tamdy to the Bapadty of their 
despotic Leaders^ is an astonishing Befleotion ; but that ih^ have 
submitted in tiie most abject manner, tbe indoaed List of Arti- 
des, with thdr Prices, will snlBcietttiy evinoeu 

In fiaming Mf Johnson's Oouncil some DiflBculties arose. 
Divera Persons who were chosen declined the lumor intended 
tiiem, notiKthstsnding the AUowanee made ime their Services 
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greatly exceeded former Custom. The Gentlemen who at lengtli 
accepted are, Col. Lloyd, Major Sim, Tho. Sim Lee, John 
Rogers <t a M'[ Poke of the Eastern Shore. lu days of old the 
utmost lut^r^t was requisite to procure a very moderate Support, 
but in t}ies(i didintercsted times the greatest Offices of State are 
rejectetl by the majority of Persons to whom they have been 
offered. After Mf Holliday and Others had refused the Depart- 
ment of Chaucellor, Mr llich'.' Sprig was prevailed on to act in 
that Station, until a Gentleman could be found better (qualified 
to discharge the important Duties thereof. He accordingly, for 
some time before I left Maryland, signed and sealed all Civil <fe 
Military Commissions, issued in the Name of tJiat State, which, 
as it immediately succeeded the modelling of their Government, 
weiT very numerous. 

The Post of Attorney General has been offered to Jenings, 
but ill; liad not accepted when I quitted the i'rovince. He had, 
however, in his Capacity as Mayor, taken the Oaths required by 
the new Constitution. Whatever were his Motives, his Com- 
pliance gave Paiu to many of his friends. 

M' Johnson issued his Proclamation for the Assembly to meet 
on tiie IPI' June, and it was expected that much Business would 
be transacted during the Sitting. S. Chaoe, who continues inde- 
fatigable in the grand Cause of Sedition, had been employed 
previous to their Meeting in framing a Bill to aj^ply the Quit- 
Rents, and other Public Funds, to the Support, of Rebellion, and 
it was the general Opiniuu he would carry his Point with a high 
hand, and I make not the least doubt, unless they are intimidated 
by some Capital Success attending His Majesty^s ilrms, they will 
speedily proceed to the Confiscation of Estates and Property 
belonging to Absentees, ^ others, attached to the British Con- 
stitution. 

M' Dulany's Situation has ul times been exceedingly disagree- 
able. At Bahiiaore, Himself, his Lady and Daughter, wth 
several of his Friends, were very grossly insulted by the Whig 
Club, who ordered them to leave the Town immediately, and the 
Province witliin three days, or their Lives should answer for their 
Refusal. These Gentry, fur a Considerable time> took upon them- 
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selves to issue their Mandates, and to expel io a former Manuer 
any person or persons whose political Sentiments they were 
pleased to disapprove. Above three Months they supported their 
Authority without Opposition, banished divers Inhabitants of the 
Town, and it was with difficulty this formidable Leipon were at 
length reduc^l to Moderation^ by a vigorous Exertion of their 
legislative Authority. 

Annapolis has assunuti a very different Apjx'aranee sinee Your 
Excellency left it. They have iormed a Battery from M!^ Walter 
Dulauy's Lot round the ^^'^ater's Edge to the Granary adjoining 
your Garden; The Cannon are mcK5tly 18 Pounders, the Works 
appear strong, & 1 am told are so. From your Wharf to the Hill 
where Callihome lived, iliey have thrown u]) a iovercd way to 
commuiilcrite with that part of the '1 uwn uiljacent to the Dock. 
They have atiniher Fortitication on Hill's Point, it a Thii*d on 
Mr Ker's Laud, on the North Side of Severn, on a high Cliil' 
called Beaumont's Point. Three Companies of Artillery are sta- 
tioned at the respective Forts, and in spite of Ex]>erien('e they 
tall; couiidently of making a vigorous iiesistance in Case of an 
A I lack. 

At Baltimore they have fortified Whetstone's Point, of the 
Strength of which they boast much. They have sunk several 
Vessels in the Channel, and a Cliuin is placed across the Harbor. 
A Frigate, niuumiiig 'AO Guns, and ealled the Virginia, has been 
built at the said Place, the Command of which is given by Con- 
gress to Nicholson, aiid a Mf Cook, related to Johnson, is 
promoted into the Defence, besides the above Shijjs, they have 
fitted out several Galleys which make a formidable A})j)earance, 
but, I am well assured, can be of little Sen ice exee|)t in smooth 
Water at tlie Entrance of Rivers. A very great part of the 
Troops latclv raised in Mar}'land are Convicts and Servants, in 
coiL-eiiutacc an Act " tliat lY^rsons under Indentures and 
had only a limited Season to serve, were at liberty to enlist, their 
Masters being paid in Proportion to the Residue of their time." 
This plan though it ])rocured them many liccruits, greatly pre- 
judiced their Cause, numbers of tiie Men so raised seizing every 
Occasion to ^sert^ so tliat Orders have been issued to be par- 
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ticularly guarded how Persons under such Circumstances are 

re<K;ived into the American Service. 

The Mortality which has prevailed among the Provincial 
Troops is incredible. A vast Dumber of those raised in Maryland 
brouglit back with them the Camp Fever, & deed ]>i\Hiigiuusly 
fast. The Church Yard, the Back of the Poor House and a Piece 
of Land which is inclosed in the Folly, are crowded with melan- 
choly Proofs of Calamity. Medicines there are little or None in 
the Country, and every Aj)pe-anince seems plainly to indicate the 
most dreadful of all Punishments, War, Pestilence and Famine. 

Previously to tlic thi happy Affair at Trenton the general Dis- 
position of the Colonies tended towards a Reconciliation with 
Great Britain on almost any terms. In Maryland the Persons 
attilched to Government b^an to br«ithe with Freedom, and the 
j)recipitate Retreat of the Congress to Baltimore was universiilly 
expected to be succeeded by an inunediate Acquisition of Phila- 
delphia, but the Suq)rize of the Iies»ian Post, however trifling it 
might have been thought in a r^ular War, was attended with the 
most prejudicial Consequences to His Majesty's Arms. It gave 
Spirits to the Demagogues, recruited their Forces and enabled 
their Leaders to magnify in the most exaggerating terms, tlie 
amazing Advantages that would arise from this unexpected 
Incident 

The Congress soon after returned in a kind of Triumph to 
their usual Rendezvous. 

[This extract is enclosed by William Eden to EnoK, 
10 September 1777. folio. 5.] 
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THE BATTLE OF NORTH POINT. 
Fbedebicx M. Goubton. 

When Napoleon alxliaited on April 4th, 1814 (which ended 
England'b war wiih i- ranee) the British Govermneut determined 
upon a more vigorous prosecution of the wur with the United 
States. 

They decided to employ the seaBoued and victorious troops 
of Wellington which had gone through the campaigns ol' the 
Peninsula, and had marched to Bordeaux on their way through 
France. 

With this army, Wellington said that he oould " go anywhere 
and do anything.'* 

And after Waterloo, he said : " If I had the army which we 
broke up at Bordeaux, the battle would not have lasted for four 
hours." 

Four brigades were designated for this movement, of which 
three were sent to Canada, and one to a Southern campaign, 
which latter was plaeed under the command of General Sir Robert 
Rosa, a soldier of diatinctiou and high character, who had served 
in Holland, I^ypt and the Peninsula, where he \va> badly 
wounded in the battle of Orthes, and who was made a .Major- 
General after Vittoria. 

The object of this Southern campaign was stated by tlie Earl 
of Liverpool, Prime Minister, iu a despatch of September 27th, 
1814, to the Duke of Wellington, who was then at Paris, as 
follows : — 

My Dear Duke: — I have sent you the * Extraordinary 
Gssette ' of this day, with the veiy satisfactory account of the 
operations of oar army and navy upon the coasts of America, 
by the destruction of the American flotilla and die capture and 
ooonpatioii for a time of the oity of Washington. ... I n^oioe 
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ta my likewise that Sir A. A. Codinut, Gtenenl Bo6B und Ad- 
miral CSookbum are very sauguine about their future operations. 
They intend, on account of the aeason, to prooeed in the first 
instance to the northward and to ocenpj Rhode lakmd, where 
they propose renuduing and living upon the ooontry untU about 
the fizst of November. They will thai proceed again southward, 
destioy Baltimore, if they should find it pnwticable without too 
mudi risk, occupy several important points on the coast of 
Georgia and the Oazolinas, take possession of Mobile in the 
Floridas, and dose the campaign with an attack upon New 
Orleans." 

A London paper declared thiat "the truculent inhabitants of 
Baltimore must be tamed with the weapons which shook the 
wooden turrets of Copenhagen." 

Baltimore had been called " n nest of pirates," because the 
Baltimore privateers had inflicted much damage upon the British 
commerce, and hence the strong hostility against the city. 

General Koss sailed from Bordeaux on June Ist, and arrived 
at Bortnuda on July 24th. Thence he started on his campaign 
in the Chesapeake and the capture of Washington followed. 

The information that the enemy was ascending the Ray towards 
Baltimore was received on Saturday, September 10th, and the 
next morning the squadron, some 40 or 50 shij^, including trans- 
port^ was seen at the mouth of the Patapsco. But wamed by 
the example of Washington and animated by a proper spirit 
Baltimore had not been idle. On Sunday, August 27th, the 
citizens were called upon by a Committee of Vigilance and 
Safety to aid in the erection of works for the defense of the city, 
which was promptly responded to, and the works were began on 
that day. 

A single instance will show the spirit that prevailed : The late 
Mr. Samuel W. Smith, of Park Street, Baltimore, a nephew of 
Gen. Smith, and then a lad of 12 years of age, being missed from 
his home, a search was made for him, and he was found in the 
intrench men ts, witli a shovel, diligently engaged in the work. 

Major-Greneral Smith, a Kevolutionary officer, commanded the 
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forces, which were composed eutirely of miiiiiu, with the excep- 
tion of a s<|uadroD of U. S. Drasroons. 

The line of intrcnclinieuts cuuiJiieutcd or the harbor, west of 
the month of Harris' Creek, and was coutiuued thence in a 
slightly northwest direction to and od Ilampstead Hill to a point 
on wluit is now E:i?t Madison Street, a short distance east of the 
Johns Hopivins i^idspital and aLH)nt where St. Andrew's Catliolic 
Church now stands. Tlience the line went almo«t directly west 
to what is now Uroa^lway, where the huished line ended, bnt 
there was a detaeluHl work weft of Broadway and another one 
on McKim's Hill on the east side of the York Road (now Green- 
mniint Avenue) and just south of the present Cemetery; and 
a tiiither one abont where Broadway now crosses Gay Street. 
One ' ){' the principal redoubts, IxrHlixer??', is still visible in Patter- 
son Park, througii winch the line oi works jMssed. 

Anticipating the landing of the enemy, General Strieker, who 
had servetl with (Te<lit in flie TJevolntion {\9 a captain, with a 
fmrt of the Third Brigade was ordered by General Smith to march 
on Sunday evening? out the Philadelphia Road to T>nn<r-lo^ Lane 
(now the North Point Road) and at 8 p. m. he reached the ground 
CD which the battle was fought the next day, and on which the 
nigiit was passed. 

The pmnnd was well chosen, witlt the rinfht loiiug on Bear 
Cr€«k and the left near Bread and ( lu-es*- ( 'icek ; the first being 
an arm of the Patapsco and the second ol" liack River, — a total 
distance of about one mile. No intreuchments or defenses of any 
sun vs err tin own up. General Strieker reports that his force was 
composed of 5th. f5th, 27th, 30th and 51st Rcjximents. 

These regiments were not organized and tMjuippeil as regiments 
of the Militia, or National Guard, are now, bnt were ct)rapo8ed 
of separate companies (as was the cnstoni before the Civil War), 
some of which were uniformed and drilled, bnt others were merely 
enrolleil and appeared in their citizen's clothes, and some members 
even wore their silk hats in the field. 

One company each from York, Hauover and Marietta, Penna., 
and one from Ha^erstown, were incorporated in these raiments 
— all the rest were irom Baltimore. 
2 
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lu formiug the line Lieut. -C'ol. Henry Aniey of the 5l8t 
Regirin iit was {iire<'te<l to form his regiment on the extreme left 
at a right augh with the main line. This was in conformity 
with the topography ; hut in attemjitiiiLi that formation the regi- 
ment got into confusion, owing, it is .^itl, to the inaipaeity of 
the commanding officer. I'his was rectified by the exertions of 
the staff officers ; but it is likely ihuL the regiment became 
" rattled " at the exhibition of the incompetency of the command- 
ing officer, for it was this regiment which gave way when the 
attack was made. It is only a staunch regiment that will stand 
in line under fire when it has lost confidence in ita commanding 
officer. 

The line was composed of the 5th, 27th, 39th and olst Ju oi- 
ments, the 6th l>eing held in reserve on Perego's Hill *>n the 
North Point Road, about one mile in the rear of the iiiu of 
battle, which pr()vide<l for the contingency which called forth tiie 
withdrawal of the American forcea. 

General Strieker reports that his entire force was 3185 men ; 
but deducting the reserve and allowing for the defection of the 
5l8t Regiment aiui part of the 39th, the battle was fought by 
only about 1700 uvea. 

On Monday morning, the 12th, General Strieker got word 
about 7 a. m. that the enemy were landing at North Point and 
immediately made preparation to receive them. But as they did 
not appear, he sent out au advanced guard, ( in posed of three 
companies, about 22U men, with one four pouiuler, and tlie 
cavalry. It encountered the British advance unexpectedly, and a 
skirmirih followe<l. which became so lively that Gi-ueral Ko:sS rode 
forward to see Nsliat it meant, and received his mortal wound. 
The story that General Ross was shot by a man in a tree is a 
myth. It was current at the time, but a contemporary account 
states that as the advanced forces came unexpectedly into contact, 
there wa.s neither time nor motive for climbing trees. An account 
published in LSI 7 by a British kSergeant, who was Chief of 
Couriers at General Ross' headquarters, states that in the advance 
three men were discovered, one of whom was in a peach tree 
gathering the fruit ; lie jumped from the tree and all three fired 
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eimiiltaneously and General Koss was killed by tliat fire. The 
skirmish Hue of the British hred and the three men were all 
killed beneath the tree where thev were first discovered. It was 
found upon examination that the guns were loaded with buckshot 
and ball cartridrres. On August 1 1th, 1846, Mr. Henry li. 
"Wllwu, of Baltimore, was at an inn at the (iiants' Causeway, 
Ireland, and met a gentleman who told him that he was an aide- 
de-camp to General Koss at this battle and tliat tiir General was 
killed by a musket-ball and buckshot. Nor was he killed by 
Wells and ^IcOomas who were not in that advanced party. 

The British landed on the Patapsco Kiver a short distance 
north of North Point, and marched about 7 a. m. on a road 
leading from the shore to the Nortli Point Koad, where they took 
possesion of an untiuished line of works between Humphrey'? 
Creek and Back Kiver, which had been thrown up by our forces 
previous to the arrival of the British, but whi»"!i had not been 
occupied. This line was afterwards used by them to cover their 
embarkation. Here the euemy rested about an hour, and it was 
at this time that General Strieker, anxious fa develop their move- 
ment, sent out the advanrrd _ni:ird as nienuoned above, which, 
he says, was " to give evidence ot' my wif^h for a general engage- 
ment" The British column was compostKl of the 4th, 2l8t, 44th 
and 85th Regiments, 2nd and 3rd Battalions of the Royal 
Marines, the Marines from the squadron, detachments of the 
Royal A i t i lin y, and Royal Marine Artillery, a brigade of 
8<<inirn (>.rM) uvm) arm< d with small arms, and the colonial black 
marines, %vith 6 tield pieces and 2 howitzers. 

The American reporta state that between 7,000 and 9,000 
British tbrces were landed, but only about 4,000 were actually 
engfige^l in the battle of the 12th. 

General Ross was accompanied by Admiral Cockburu, who 
afterwards <^Tirried Xaj)oleon to St. Hi leua on the Xorthumberland. 

The British patixil brought in as prisoners three light horse- 
men, "young gentlemen belonging to a corps of volunteers, 
furnished by the t4)wn of Baltimore," who were questioned by 
Gienerjil Ross, and told him that 20,000 men were embodied for 
the defease of Baltimore. To this General Ross k reported to 
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have said that he did not " care if it rained militia." Gleig, in 
bis "Narrative," says that General Ross's adyanoe to Washington 
iras eloW} but rapid and cautious to Baltimore. G. R. Gleig was 
an officer in the 8-5tli Rcj^iment, who afterwards entered the 
ministry and became Clmplain-General to the British Army. He 
was a £tmiliar friend of the Duke of Wellington, his home 
being near Strathfieldsaye. He lived until 1888, being then 92 
years old. 

After their rest at Gorsuch^s farm, Gleig says, the column 
moved forward, and hearing the firing which told them thut their 
advanced guard was engaged, "the ranks were closed and the 
troops advanced at a brisk nit% and in profound silence. • . • 
We were now drawing near the scene of a<^ion, when another 
officer came at full speed towards us, with horror and dismay in 
his oountenanoe and calling loudly for a surgeon." The surgeon's 
services were needed for General Ross, who died before he ccmld 
be carried to the shore. Col. Brook, of the 44th Regiment, 
succeeded to the command. This officer had served in FlanderSf 
E^'pt and the Peninsula, where he commanded a brigpuie under 
Wellington. 

Col. Brook ordered the neoeseaiy dispositions for a general 
attack." The order of battle was arranged by Lieut. Evans, 
afterwardn Sir DeT^ ii y Evans, a very distinguished officer of the 
British Army. '< The light brigade consisting of the 85th Regi- 
ment and the light companies of the other corps, in extended 
order, threatened the whole &ont of the American Army. The 
2l8t remainetl in column upon the road ; the 4th moved off to 
the right and advanced through a thicket to turn the enemy's 
left, and the 44th, the seamen and marines, formed line in tear 
of the light brigade." 

Gleig says : " A dreadful discharge of grape and canister shot, 
old locks, pieces of broken muskets, and everything which they 
could cram into their guns, was now sent forth from the whole of 
the enemy's artilleiy ; and some loss on our side was experienced* 
Beardless of this, our men wait on without either quickening 
or retarding their pace, till they came within an hundred yards 
of the American line ; as yet not a musket had been fired, or a 
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woid spoken on dtber aide, hat the enemy, now nuaing a shont, 
fired a vollej from right to left, and then kept np a lapid and 
ceaselcgB discharge of musketij. Nor were our people baokwavd 
in replying to these salutes, far giving them back both thdr shout 
and their volley, we pushed on at a double quick, with the 
intention of bringing them to the charge. . . . Though they 
maintained themselves with great determination, and stood to 
iQoeive our fire tiU soaroely twenty yards divided us, the Ameii* 
cans would not hazard a diarge. On oar lefty indeed, wh«e the 
2l8t advanced in column, it was not without much difficulty and 
a severe loss, that any attempt to diarge could be made. . . . 
Towards the right however the day was quickly won." And 
" as soon as their left gave way, the whole American Army fell 
into confusion, nor do I recollect on any occasion to have wit- 
nessed a more complete rout." 

OoL Brook's report was dated ** on board H. M. S. Temumt, 
Chesapeake, Sept. 17th, 1814." After describing the topographi- 
cal features of the country, he reports his advance, and his arrange- 
ments for battle. This account does not differ from Gleig^s 
''Kanative," which is more in detaO and has been quoted above. 
He estimated the force opposed to him as about 6,000 men. 

He says, "In this order the signal bdng given, the whole of 
the troops advanced rapidly to the charge. In less than fifteen 
minutes, the enemy's force, bdng utterly broken and dispersed, 
fled in every direction over the country, leaving on the field two 
pieces of cannon, with a considerable number of killed, wonnded 
and prisoners. 

"The 4th Begiment under Major Faunce, by a detour through 
some hollow ways, g^ed unperoeived a lodgment close upon the 
enemy's left, and the enemy lost in this short but brilliant affair 
firom five to six hundred in killed and wounded, which at the 
most moderate computation he is at least one thousand hors dt 
combaL The 6th Regiment of militia, in particular, has been 
reptesented as nearly annihilated." 

But the total loss of General Strieker's Brigade was 24 killed^ 
139 wounded and 50 prisoners, a total of 213. 
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The British loss was 39 killed and 251 wounded. There were 
a considerable number of deserters from the British fbioes. 

The report of Col. Brook is noticeable for its exaggeraiioilB— 
5 to 600 killed and wounded and 1,000 Aora dn eombai turns oat 
to be 213 in all. 

Instead of about six thousand the Amrrioans had only 3,185, 
which was reduced to about fourteen hundred at the time of the 
British charge. 

Only one gun was lost. 

The 5th Regiment "nearly annihilated" lost 80 men out of 
650. The entire American force was less than 15,000, including 
all those in the different forts, batteries and gunboats, and not 
more than about 10,000 opposed to the British advance. 

General Strieker, after re])orting the precipitate retreat of the 
Slst B^meut, which only delivered one random fire, says : 

The eaemy's line advanced about 10 minutes before 3 o'clock, 
with a severe fire, which was well returned by the artillery, the 
whole 27th, the 5th, . . . and from the 1st battalion of the 
39th, indio maintained its gronnd in despite of the disgraoeibl 
example set by the intended -upport on the left. The fire was 
inoessant till about 15 minutes before 4 o'clock, when finding 
that mj Ime, now 1 400 strong, was insufficient to withstand the 
superior numbers of the enemy, and my lefl flank being exposed 
hj the desertion of the dlst, I was constrained to order a move- 
ment back to the reserve regiment, under Colonel McDonald, 
which was well posted to receive the retired line^ which mostly 
rallied well." 

No pursuit was made by the British. Col. Brook says : ''The 
day bcin^ now far advanced, and the troops (as is always the case 
on the first march after dbembarkation) miuh £itigued, we halted 
for the night on the ground of which the enemy had been dis- 
possessed.'' 

The position was not intm lrd to be the one on which the main 
battle was to be fought. It could have been easily flanked by an 
unmolested landing anywhere north of the month of Bear Creek, 
which is about five miles below Fort McHeniy. 

It was intaided to harass and deky the enemy and to show 
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liim that if he wanted to get Baltimoie, he would have to fight 
for it. 

It aooompliflhed more than was hoped for or expected. The 
retreat from it had been phinned. Bnt for the defection of the 
5l8t Regiment, the enemy woold have been more aerionaly 
pnniflhed and delayed, and the only "dieorderly rout'' was the 
retreat of that r^ment and a part of the line immediately adjoin- 
ii^ h. When the Slat and part of the 39tfa brolce lanks and 
fled, the remainder of the line stood firm nntil ordered to retreat. 

Any experienced soldier hnows that a retreat onder fire from 
one position to another, even nnder orders^ has the appearanoe of 
a ront 

After General Strieker had rallied his forces on his reserve at 
Pere|;o'a HiU, he formed his brigade and awaited another attaek, 
bnt the enemy did not pnrsaey and finding that his right flank 
ooold be tnmed, he retired to Wofthington Mill, where he spent 
the night of the 12di, and the next morning took poet on the left 
of the main line of defeooes as previonsly arranged. 

The British Army advanced at daylight on the 13th, and at 
ten o'dook arrived in htmt of the American line. The right 
extended as fiir as the Belair Bead, where it oroeses Herring Run, 
where they occupied Furley Adl (the reridenoe of William 
Bowly, now owned by the Corse estate) and also Snney, then 
ooonpied by Colonel Sterrett ; and in both of these honses the 
British officers helped themselves very freely to stores and wines 
left there, and carried off some of the negro slaves. 

IVom this movement it was thought that the enemy was 
disposed to attack by the Harford and York Beads; but the 
disposition of the American forces to meet this was prompt and 
effectnal. 

They ooonpied Judge KeQ's house as headquarters, which was 
on an eminenoe just north of flie Philadelphia Boad, near die 
present Oraogeville — and from an upper window the intreneh- 
m«ii8 on Hampstead Hill were plainly visible and inspected by 
the British officers, the distance being a short two mOes. 

Of this position Gldg says that certainly more sdence was 
displayed in die distribution of their forces along their principal 
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position. . . , , Here there were not only fortifications, bat 
fortillciitions constnictccl in a scientific manner, and troops drawn 
up in snch order as tliat, even without tlieir works, many cross 
fires would liave protected their front." And, "It now appeared 
that the corps whicli we had beaten yesterday was only a detach- 
ment, and not a Luge onCi irom the force collected for the defence 
of Bultiniore," 

Brook snvs : "During the evening, however, I received a 
communiciition from tlie Commander in Chief of the land forc^, 
by which I was intbrmed tliat in consequence of the entrance to 
the h:irb<)r being closed up by vessi'ls sunk for that purpose by 
tlie enemy, a naval co-operutiou againat the town and camp was 

found impracticable." 

But this was after the day^s bombardiuent of Fort MrHeury, 
and that, and not the sunken vessek, caused the impracticability 
of the eo-o})eratinn. 

He continues : "It was agreed between the Vice-Admind and 
myself that the c^i])ture of the town would not have been a 
sufJicient e(juivalent to the loss which might ]>robal)iy be su.s- 
tained in storming the heights. Having formed this resolution, 
after compelling the enemy to sink upwards of twent)' vessels in 
ditfercnt ))arts of the harbor, causing the citizens to remove 
almost the whole of their projKJrty to places of more security 
inland, obliging the Government to concentrate all the milit;uy 
force of the surrounding States, harassing the militia, and forcing 
them to collect from many remote districts, causing the enemy to 
burn a valuable rope walk, with other public buildings, in order 
to clear the glacis in i'vtmt of their redoubts, besides having 
])eaten and routed tliem in a genend action, 1 retired on the 14th, 
three miles from the ]x>sitiou which I had occupied^ where I 
halted during some hours." 

This is in the nature of an explanation, or excuse, and it is a 
meagre result in ])lace of various boasts and ex]x?ctations. 

The capture of Baltimore, which was announce<l as part of the 
programme of the British Army and Navy, hnd brf n confidently 
expected. Vice-AdminU Warren declared " It is a doomed 
town," and tiie Govemor-Geaeral of Canada proposed that the 
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paUte rejoidngs at Montreal becaoae of the captuve ci Wash- 
ington be postponed in order that the &U of Baltimore m^t be 
odebnted at the same time. 

8ome time after midnight of the 13th the ^tish commenced 
their retreat^ and le^embarlced on the morning of the 15th. 

General Winder, with a brigade, was sent in pursuit, but 
owing to the fatigue of the troops no serious molestation was 
undertaken. The 3id Brigade was not discharged iVom the 
service of the United States until November 18th, by a general 
order signed by "W. Scott^" which says: ''The Major-General 
in taking leave of this fine body of dtiseu-soldiers, who have 
done themselves and country so much honor, offiers to them the 
thanks of the United States for their distinguished services." 

Mudi nun fell during the days of the cauii)aign and the 
Am^can troc^ wore in the open and received their rations 
irregularly^ but the behavior of the men was good, and the 
unwonted exposure was dieeifhlly borne. 

Lossing says : ''The snooessful defense of Baltimore was hiuled 
with great ddight throughout the country, and trembling Phila- 
delphia and New York breathed freer." 

The effect of this &i]ure, with the almost dmultaneous one at 
Flatisbuig, on the minds of the English Ministry is shown by 
the fact that, upon receipt of the news, it was proposed to send 
the Duke of Wellington himself to take the command in America. 

The reports were received in London on October 17&, and on 
November 4th the Earl of Liverpool and Earl Bathurst both 
wrote to the Duke. The Earl of Idverpool says : " The other 
idea which has presented itself to our minds is, that you should 
be appointed to the chief command in America^" and presented 
arguments in ikvor of it Earl Bathurst wrote in the same terms. 

The reply of the Duke to the Earl of Liverpool, dated Paris, 
November 7tfa, is as follows : 

" My Dear Lord — T liave received your lettors ol" the 4th and 
you will have seen by that which I wrote to Lonl Batliurst on 
the same day that I feel no disinclination to undertake the 
American concern, but, to tell you the truth, X think that, under 
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cdsting circumstauce^i, you cannot at this moment allow me to 
quit Europe." 

On November 9th he wrote to the Earl as follows : 
I have already told you and Lord Bathont that I fed no 
objectioQ ta going to America^ though I do not promise to myaelf 
mnofa SQcoeBB there." 

On November 18th he wrote to the same : 
'* I have already told you that I have no objecdon to going to 
Amenca, and I will go whenever I am ofderod." 

On November 1 8th tlie Earl <»f Liverpool wrote to the Foreign 
Secretary, Visoouut Caatlereagh : 

« I aend yon a copy of my last letter to the Duke of Welling- 
ton. There has not been time to hear from him in reply, but I 
trust no further difficulty will occur respecting his leaving Parif^ 
and the knowledge that he is to have the command in America^ 
if tlic war continues, may be expected to produoe the most fitvor* 
able effects." 

The Earl wrote to BCr. Oannmg on December 28tfa, re&rring 
to communications which I had with the Bake of Wellington. 
He had agreed to take command of the army m the enaaing 
campaign if the war should continuci bat he was pardcuJarly 
solicitous for peace, being fully satisfied that there was no vulner- 
able point of importance belonging to the United States which 
we oould take and hold except New Orleans." 

The signing of the treaty of peace between England and the 
United States at Ghent on December 24th, 1814, of course pnt 
an end to the idea of the Duke's coming to the United States. 

The failuro of the British campaign at Baltimore, and at 
Plattsburg, had a decided effect upon tiie terms of the treaty of 
Ghent in favor of the United States. The Gomnuasioners wero 
in session when the news was received on October 17th, in Lon- 
don, and thero were yet two montha of n^tiation before the 
treaty was aigned. 

• Goulbora, one of the British Oommiasiouaa^ wrote to Earl 
BatihurBt on October 21 st: **We owed the acceptance of onr 
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article respecting the Indians to the ciiptiire of Wasliington, and 
if we had either burnt Baltimore or held Plattsburg, I believo 
wo sliould liave had peace on the terms you have sent to us in a 
month at latest. As things appear to be going on in America, 
the result of our negotiations may be very different.*' 

A comparison of the instructions which the American Commis- 
sioners received on June 25th, 1814, as to terms, and what they 
got in December, especially on impressment, will show that some 
influence was at work to bold ap their hands and increase their 
demands. 

It was not the battle of New Orleans, for that was fought afl;er 
the treaty was signed. 

A London paper of June 17th had said that the Naval and 
Military Commanders on the American Station carried with them 
"certain terms which will be offered to the American Govern^ 
ment at the point of the bayonet." 

Xo history of any part of the War of 1812 would be complete 
witliout considering the attitude of New England during that 
time and which greatly affected the conduct of the war. 

As early as in 1808, Sir James Craig, Governor-General of 
Canada, employed John Henry as a confidential agent to go to 
New England and report on the feeling there prevalent. In 
February he wrote that afler a few more months of the non-inter- 
course policy, the New England States would be ready to with- 
draw from the Confederation. In February, 1809, he wrote : 
''There is good ground at present to hope that the States of 
^lassachusetts, Rhode Island, Connecticut, New Hampshire and 
Vermont will resist every attempt of the French party to involve 
the United States in a war with Great Britain." Those who 
favored the war were called sometimes the French party because 
the opponents declared that a war with Great Britain neoesaarily 
involved an alliance with France. 

The Engli^ Ministi^ was of course kept advised of these 
sentiments. 

It is unnecessary to quote here all the actions of the Legisla- 
tores and people of New England which were promptly made 
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public in Englaod, bat IM1I7 to seootd the effect upon the attitude 
of Great Britain. 

There was a policy of differentiation in the oondact of the war 
between the Nordi and the South, 

A British Order in Council of October 26th, 1812, dearlj 
made a diffSsrenoe betwe^ the New England and the Southern 
States in &Tor of the former. President Madison noticed this 
and called it a policy ** having for its object to dissolve the ties 
of allegiance and the sentim^ts of loyalty in the adversaiy 
nation, and to seduce and separate its component parts, one from 
the other." In other words, to enooamge secession. 

On March 30th, 1813, the Prince Begent issued a public 
notification of the blockade of ports from New York to New 
Orleans, but no mention was msndm o£ New EngUmd ports. 

From the tenor of tlie British despatches of the time it 
seems likely that peace wonld have been proposed bdbre but 
for reliance upon tiiat hostOe spirit and the threatened secesnon 
of that section from the Union. 

Sir Henry Goulboum wrote to Earl Bathurst on October 21st, 
1814 (after referring to the operations at Baltimore and Platts- 
burg) : " Indeed if it were not fbr the want of fuel at Boston, I 
should be (|uito in despair.'' 

The Eail of Liverpool wrote to Viscount CSastkreagfa on 
December 23rd, 1814 : The disposition to s^rate <m tiie part 
of the Eastom States may likewise frighten Albdison, fbr if he 
should refuse to ratify the treaty, we must immediately propose 
to make a separate treaty with them, and we have good reason 
to bdieve that they would not be indisposed to listen to such a 
propceal.'* 

While ^e opposition of New England to the war wm on 
eoonomio grounds, the question which brought it to a head and 
led to the Hartfi>rd Convention was one of "States' Ri^ts." 
Mawwchnsetts reftased to put her troops under the command of a 
United States officer, and the Secretary of War then declined to 
pay those troops, wh^upon a Joint Committee of the Legislature 
of Massachusetts made a report on the subject and recommended 
a convention of delegates from iiympathizing States which met at 
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Haitford <m Beoember 16tli| 1814, and in whioli all the New 
En^and States were represented. 

Ko SDoih qneefcion was raued in Maiylandi beoanae Genetal 
'^Hnder, a United States offioVi held and exercised a oommand 
in this oanipa%pii. NUet? BiffitUr says : On the lOtfa of Septem- 
ber, Geni Winder was in Baltimore with all the forces of the 
10th MilHaiy District at his command." 

In conduflioo, the Battle of North Point saved Baltimore from 
a pre-determined fitte; it enconnged the rest of the conntiy; 
it, witii Plattsbnrg, cauaed the English Ministry to suggest that 
the Dnke of Wellington should take command in America and it 
influenced the terms of the treaty of Ghent in fiivor of the United 
States.

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THE PARISH SECO&DS OF MABYLAND. 
Henry F. Thompson. 

The Ptotestent Bevoltitkm of 1688^ whidi diaugcd the Govem- 
meiit of England, and placed William and Mary on the throne, 
extended tta intfuenoe over Maryland, and ended there by taking 
the GoYemment from the Lord Proprietary and handing it over 
to the King and Queen. 

The fiiat Bqyal Governor, liond Copley, called a meedi^ of 
lh,e General Aaaembly at Saint Mary's in June, 1692, and that 
Aasembly paaaed an ** Aot for the service of Almighty God and 
the ertabliahmoit ci the Protestant Religion in thw ^rovino^'* 
whidi Aot provided for the divinon of the Ck>unties into Pariahes^ 
the choomng of of the moat able m&k of ih» said respe c tive 
Parishes to be a vestry fi>r sm^ Parish/' the building of churches 
except where thoe were chnnhes already bnil^ and the levying 
of a Poll Tax for the support of the Establishment 

Oertain dianges were made at difoent times in this Act, bnt 
in the mun it was tl^ law of the Ptovince until the year 1776, 
when all e(mneotion between CShureh and State ceased, and the tax 
fijr the support of the Establidmient was abolished. 

Tliir^-one Parishes were laid out by "metes and bounds," and 
in them vestries were chosen, and churches bnilt with more or 
less promptness, so that the beginning of the Parish Records is in 
1692, or about one hundred and fifty years after Thomas Crom- 
well, Vicar-General of England, required that in all Parishes, 
Records should be kept not only of marriages, births and deaths, 
but of the proceedings of the vestries of the several Parish^. 

As these Kecords contain very ohcn more than the mere men- 
tion of the marriage or birth, etc., they throw much light on the 
life and manners of the times, and this makes them of great interest

to the student of history, while to the geDealogist they are of 
inestimable value, in the tracing of pedigrees. 

It is therefore a subject of great r^ret, that so many of them 
should have been lost, through the carelessness of those who had 
charge of them, whether that carelessness was owing to a want of 
recognition of their value, or during and after the Revolutionary 
War to the fact that they were remnants of an aristocratic 
establishment. 

Some of them are in books "with parchment leaves," and 
natorally these have stood the wear and tear of years, better 
tiian tbose which being on paper, have been worn and torn by 
£requent use. 

Entries are not made regularly and dates are very much mixed 
up, apparently because the entries were made from memory or 
from memoranda, at long intervals, and sometimes they are made 
after the death of the person mentioned, in order that a true record 
might be handed down of certain facts relating to the deceased, as 
the following extract from the Records of Saint Peter's Parish, 
Talbot County, June, 1811, shows, viz. : 

"Samuel Cliaml>erlain 3"! sou of Siimuol ClmiTil>erlain esquire, 
late of Saint Michaels Parish, Talbot County who was youugest 
son of T!inmas Chamherhiin of Sanghall near West Chester in 
Great Briuiin l)y his first wife, born 23 August 1742 — Baptised 
by iienrj' Nieols Rector of Michaels — Confirmed by liishup 
Clagett 2G May 1793, married 15 January 1772 to Henrietta 
Maria Holyday— -Died 30 May lail— Buried 1 June 1811.'* 

The first entries in these Beoords always b^in with the meeting 
of the Jnstioea of the Coanly, the fixing of the bounds of the Parish 
and the eleotion and oijpnisation of the Testry. The vestrymen 
afier taking an oath that they did not believe there was ''any 
tMnsnbstantiatioii in the Sacrament of the Lord's Supper or in the 
bread and wine at or after the consecration thereof/' and the oath 
of allegiance ''to William and Mary King and Queen of Great 
Britain/' proceeded to the transaction of the business of the 
Parish. 

Measures w«ee tsken for the building of a Ghuichy unless there 
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was one alruudy built, wheu it was rcjjaired and improved, and 
among otlior tilings the vestry weut " to view the clay" of which 
bricks were to he made, which proves, even with no other 
evidence on tlie subject, that in 1(>92, it was no new thing to miike 
bricks in tlie Province, and that the " Churches built of imported 
bricks" are lictions. 

S(jmetimes regular accounts of the receipts and expenditures 
are to be found, and the cost of buikling the church or rcjtaii ing 
the old one, the expense of clearing the grouiitl >uul caring for the 
chuixh, tolling the bell, etc., etc., are all stated, generally in 
tobacco, I It > ometimcs in pounds, chillings and pence, as in All 
Faiths Parish in ^int Mary's County, where was paid in 1^98 
"for Horses for bringing the Minister and his Lady from Saint 
Marys [about 2 j miles] .£1. 07/" and on the dame day for "bring- 
ing Ilia [the Rector's] goods from Saint Maiys^ 400 lbs of 
Tobacco." 

There was also paid for a " Ilecord Book and Register Book 
with parchment leaves, 500 lbs Tobacco " and for a " Chest for 
Keeping the books, 12/." 

It was not only tobacco and fxiunds, shillings and pence, which 
formed the currency used by tlic inhabitants of the Province; for 
the various kinds of money in circulation are shown by the returns 
of the collections taken up in the Kever.il i'arishes in compliance 
with a proclamation of the Governor of Maryland, calling for help 
for the sufferers by the fire in Boston in 17G0. 

In Saiut Michael's Parish in Talbot County, there were 
received 

72 i^uincas 

2 Duuble Livres 
3.\ Pistoles 
2 1 Johannes 
119 Pieces of eight 
Sterling silver and 
paper Cash 
18 Copper pieces 
4 Pistareens, 
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all valued at £195. 9/ 8| currency, equal to about £120. sterling, 
which was a generous contribution, but it must have taken some 
reflection to decide on the value of the many different pieces of 
money. Besides these coins, tliere were notes of several kinds to 
complicate still further the difficulties of keeping accounts in the 
days of the Province. 

In eveiy Church, a table of the degrees of relationship within 
which maniagc was forbidden, was set up, so that all the inhabi- 
tants of ihe Parish might have warning of the law on the subject, 
bat there are many entries like the following to be found, showing 
that people did not always obey the law. 

"John Giles appeared according to summons from the Vestry, 
for marrying Hannah Scott, sister to his late wife, deceased, and 
being admonidwd to put her away, has refused to do it— therefore 
the Yestiy hereby orders the Clerk to make presentment to the 
Grand Jniy against said Hannah Scott as having offended against 
Uie Act of Assembly in that case made and provided 

September 1762 S! Geoiges Fterish Bdt*" 

Although there are many persons cit>ed to appear before the 
(iittereiit vestries for marrying within the ])rohibitc'd degrees, there 
is not an instance of the infraction of the rule that "a man may 
not marry his Grand-mother." 

In these days, it is not customary for drunken men to frcfpient 
the ehnrch during service, but wo know that Abram Cord was 
guihy of so doing, lor he was fined live f>hilliugs lor being drunk 
in Siiint George's Church, Baltimore County, in Aj)ril, 1760, and 
the fine \va.s paid by him. There is no ehurge that he made any 
disturbanee or in any way interfered with tlie serviees, but we are 
left to iuler that Llie vestry Uiought hira wanting in respect for 
the ( liureii, when he sliowed himself there drunk. 

The case of Mr. Crook was ditlerent, for he was a vestryman 
(although not very attentive to his <luties, as he neglet ted to attend 
tile meetings of the vestrvnien), anil was eoneerned in a riot in 
Joppa, then the county town for Baltimore County, and a shipping 
port, but now abandoned and even the site hardly known. 
3 
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*'Beiiig in&nned that Joseph Crook a vestiynuui of this Faridi 
aided and abetted a oertain riot in the Town of Joppa on Eaater 
Monday last, and ivas not m CSinxoh Easter day or Eaater Mon- 
day, we are of the opinion that Bfr. Crook be no longer a Vestiy- 
man and give notice to the Parish to choose one in his room. 

8! Johns Parish Bait; May 1758." 

A more remarkable cafe — not found in the Parish Records, but 
in the Public Record Office, liondon— is that of the Rev. Pere- 
grine Coney. In a batch of chaiges against Got. Nicholson, 
oconra this: — 

His Chaplain, Mr. Fer^rine Coney, a pious and good man, 
the creditt of the deigy of this Province, happening one day to 
be, by the Governors meanes, a little disguised by drink, the 
Gov! simt for him to performe his duty of Divine Service, though 
he excused himselfe, and the Gov*:, very- sensible of the Condition 
he was in, yett commanded him to be brought and publickly 
exposed him to the Congregation, calling him Dogg, and then 
ordering him to be turned out of doors.'' 

In the entries of births, sometimes the day aiul lionr are given 
witli iiiuch care, as if some of tlie children named were to have 
their hor(M4t»pes takeu, as for instance ; 

"John Bullen the eldest and first son of Thomas Bulleo and 
Bachel his wife was born the 26 April on Saturday between the 
hoars of eleven and twelve odock in the forenoon A. D. 1740. 

S! Peters— Talbot County." 

" Hugh Merrikin son of Joshua Merrikin and IKana his wife 
was bom the 17 September about the hour of nine or ten odock 
on the Sabbath day at night m the year of our Lord 1721. 

8! Johns Bal t imo r e County." 

But uo idea of a horn>enpe dictated tlie following, which was 
iuspireil by tlie delight of the father in the fact that his son came 
into the world at a time of rejoicing : 

** Bom (just as the guns were firing, on account of the Birth of 
his Boyal Hi^ness the Prince of Wales), in Annapolis Fiederidc 
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BOH of Jonss Green and Anne Oatiierine Iub wife— and was 
Chnetened a few days after by tiie Bev. Mr. Malcolm, Dr. Alex- 
ander HamiltoQ and Mr. Samuel Middleton and liia wiie being 
ametiefi. 

Saint Anne Annapolia 20 Jany 1750/1." 

Sometimes strange, and now unknown names appear among the 
baptisms, and we find the following : 

"Bom 6 Sept. 1716 Marylandia daughter to his Excellency 
John Hart Governor of this Province and Anne bis wife and 
baptised 21 September 1716 

Saint Anues Annapolis," 

''Sabarent Dokny dau. of Mr. Bulany and Mary bis wife 
was bom 7 February one Thousand seven Hundred and thirty 
seven 

Saint Johns, Baltimore Ck>unty " 

The earliest notice of the baptism of a negro slave is in 1698, 
but after that date they are quite frequent. 

"Samuel Matthews a negro of Mr. Jaincs Samlers S|" was bap- 
tised the 22 January 169S/9 in the Parish of AU HaUows by Mr. 
Coalbatcb Minister 

Ann Amndell C V 

What reason Mr. Goldsmith had for wishing to place on record 
the following fact is not known to the writer, but it Was deemed of 
such importance that the Register made a special attestation to it : 

" W? Copeland Goldsmith son of Thomas Goldsmith and Lilly 
his wife was boru, aud his left ear growing more from liis head 
than the other, the Parents of the said child thouglit projjor to 
request tlie Clerk of the Register in the Parish ^\■hc^e the said 
child was born, to enter the same on the Register afore^^nid, he 
being born with his ear in the Form as above expressed. In con- 
firmation of the Truth of this entry, I have hereunto put my hand 
this 7 October 1757 

Signed John Roberts, Register 

Johub Baltimore County." 
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In days when distances were great and loads were bad, it was 
not remarkable that there should be some impuncttiality about the 
attendance at the meetings of the Vestiyj and at a meeting of the 
Vestry of Durham PaMf Charles County, 9 October, 1779, the 
following Besolntion was poseed : — ** That 12 o'clock be the hour 
of meeting, and to provide for pnoctoality that the IKal in the 
Church Yard Is to determine the time of day and in case it is 
cloudy, the majority of watches which their owners on their honour 
thmk right" 

Among the many duties of the Vestiy was the nominating of 
persons who inspected the tobacco, which was shipped from 
different points in the Province, and the following extract from 
the Becords of Durham show the indecision in the minds of some 
of those living in 1776, as to the Government of the Province : 

«To the Grovemor for the tame being, or the Convention, or the 
Conndl of Safety— The Vestry and Church Wardens have nomi- 
nated and recommended as Inspectors Ac. Ac." — 

AnotluT reminder of the war is to be luuud in the same iieoord, 
where it is written : 

" Invasion of the enemy prevented a meeting of the Parishioners 
to choose a Vestiy on Easter Monday 1781." 

We will give one more extxaet^ which recommends itself, as the 
fiunwell words of a good man, who was Bector of Saint Anne's, 
Annapolis. 

"John iruinj)hreys late Rector of this Parish was born in the 
City of Limerick in the province of Munster, Ireland and aged 
this year of grace 1739, 53 years, in which he d'wd. 

** His parents were persons of repute and figure, hia Father being 
a Practitioner in Physic, eminent for his skill and practice, born 
in Llui lujskire in England, married to a daughter of the N. family 
of Kopcr. 

" He lost his parents very early never having known liis Father 
nor had he at the age of 12 years one relation living in tht King- 
dom, nor has he seen one since, exccj^t one Iloddilow half-brother 
(9 his Father a good Citizen of Liondon by profession a Drysalter, 
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He died in this StniDge land among Friends who he hopes will 
say he did not displease themj nor offend by irregular or indeomt 
living daring sixteen years residence among them. 

" He prays this mny be recorded in the Church Register together 
with his Induction.'' 

The early Barishes have been divided and subdivided, and 
Barish Bcgisters are numerous, and kept with more system and 
legolarity than In the eaily days, but they are laddng in the 
entries made at the will of the deigyman or Gerk, which add so 
mndi interest to the old Parish Roisters, whenever found. 



NSW UGHT ON SOME MABYLANB LOYALISm

The newly organised Bureau of Archives of the Province of 
Ontario has published as the second report of its archivist^ Alex- 
ander Frasor, two volumes of the evidence in the Oanadian claims 
of the United Empire Loyalists given before Obi. Thomas Dnndas 
and Mr. Jeremy. Pemberton, two royal oommiesiimers who came 
to America shortly befi>re the close of the Bevolntion. Other 
loyalists appeared before commissioners in England. Thb inquiry 
into the losses and services of these exiles, in consequence of their 
loyalty, throws interesting light upon some Blaryland Tories. 
The work of the Commissioners began at Halifiix in Novemb^, 
1785, and there, on Deoonber 20, came Hugh Kelly,* who was a 
native of Irdand and went to Maryland in 1774, meaning "to 
settle on the back of the Allegany Mountains." He purchased 
land near die mouth of the Cheat River, and built a house on a 
clearing he made there, but dedared that he had been forced to flee 
in 1781 from Maryland where he then resided. He was made 
prisoner and had taken from him a horse valued at iS25, a watch 
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worth £7.1i*, and £133 Pennsylvania currency in cash. The 
value of tiie ariiclcs coufificatcd from his wife and himself after 
his escape, wan £117 Pennsylvania currency. Dnrintr the earlier 
years of the Revolution, he always paid tinpn as a non-juror and 
for not going out as a militia-man and durinij- these years "carried 
on a very beneficial business in the manufacturing of linen and 
woolen goods." At his flight, he went to New York City and 
remained there, until it was evacuated, when he came to I^ova 
Scotia. 

At Shelbnrne, on June 20, 1786, Charles Oliver Bniir^ swore 
that he was born in Talbot Countv, but resided in New York in 
1775, as a silversmith. Three days later, Joseph 11. Bartuii 
testified for Joseph Hill * that he liad known him many years and 
had frequently been on his j>lace in Worcester County, where Hill 
kept a large store of wet and dry goods and had above 100 acres 
of cleared land. " He was reputed to be a man of large property 
and was a mn^ristrate in Maryland.^' Hia sons continued "to 
live in the States.'* 

At Halifax, on July 20, Hugh Dean ^ testified that, a native of 
Scotland, he went to America in 1770 and in 1775 was settled 
on the Eastern Shore of Maryland as a trader." From the heo;iu- 
ning of the troubles, he declared his attachment to (ireat Britain 
and was, in consequence, molested and prevented from carrying 
on business." Ho engaged in the uprising of December, 177G, 
was wounded in the thigh and Uikfn by the patriots ausl was then 
kept in jail for 1 1 months. During that time he made three 
attt'mj)ts to escape, of which the last was successful, so that he got 
on board the Richmond frigate and went to New York, liemain- 
ing there until the j)eace, he then went to the Bahamas, where he 
resided in 1780. Henry Kelly and Anthony Stewart, formerly 
of AnnajMiUs, testified in his behalf and Drs. Mathews and Steven- 
son sent certificates as to his loyalty. Dean statc<l that he had 
bougl)t from Levin Grale in 1773, 600 acres of land iu Somerset 
County, witii buildings and improvements, paying 405. sterling 
per acre ibr the property^ on which he made improvements

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arnonnting to about £-')0. He had about 50 acres cleared corn 
land and the rest was chiefly woodland, valuable for Inmber. 
All Lhl.^ land was confiscated, with stock and utensils valued at 
jCIOO stg., as well as 3 negro men and 1 negro w uuiaa, tiieli worth 
about £40 currency. He did not owe a shilling, but left debts 
due him amounting to X2,.'3()0 currency. 

Lt.-Col. Conolly,' who was taken prisoner in Frederick County 
in 1775, appeared before the Commissioners in London on Feb- 
ruary 2, 1784, but his cxaiiiiuaiion yielded nothing of iuterest 
to students of Maryland history. Lt.-Col. James Chalmers* 
appLurc ! on February 11, 1784, in London and testified that he 
was a native of Scotland and went to the West Indies when about 
13 years of age. About 1760, he removed to Pennsylvania and 
later to Maryland, where he had a lai^ plantation. At the com- 
mencement of the war " he was offerwl a regim(>nt in the Rebel 
army," but, as he ojntinucd loyal, lie had to retire to New York 
in 1777, leaving his land and negnx's behind him. He served 
throughout the war in the Loyalist regiments, while his wife 
remained on his property in the endeavor to preserve it. Rev. 
John Patterson, formerly his j)afitor in Kent County, and Ricliard 
Smyth, a native of Maiy iand, gave evidence a.s to his loyalty. 

Thomas Rogers,^ a native of Ircdand, came to Maryland in 1772, 
bat left the Province for South Carolina in 1774. 

T>r. Alexander Stenhouse,* appeared before the Commissioners 
on March 6, 1784, in London. He was a Scotchman who came 
to America in 1756 and settled in Baltimore County in 1759. 
Thence lie removwl lo Baltimore Town in 1764 and remained 
theic until 1776 in the })ractice of physic. While he was a loy- 
alist, he could not take "active part, being so much engaged in 
business. He was called upon by the Rebels to take arms and 
desired by his customers to take part, but constantly refused, by 
which conduct he was deprived of the exercise of his profession 
and treated with contempt by his former friends." In April, 
1776, he left Baltimore and went to Philadelphia, whence he came 
in a vessel to Lisbon and lauded in England in July, 1776. He

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left bebind him a bouse and lot in Baltimore worth £1,000 cur- 
rency and debts due him amounting to about £3,000 sterling. In 
1775, he made by his practice £707.10.6 sterling and £274 Bter- 
ling by two brauchefl of business. George Cbalmers and James 
Christie testified in hi^ hhixlf : the latter regarded Stenhonse's 
practice as the second in Baltimore. 

Bev. William Edmondston,* a native of England who was 
leotor of the parish of St. Thomas, Maryland, " prior to the 
troubles/' testified in London on Mardi 17, 1784. When sub- 
scriptions were made for collecting arms and ammnnition early in 
1774, he exhorted his parishioners "to continue their allegianoe 
to the British government and circulated pamphlets among them " 
to dissuade them from resistance. In December, 1774, ** he was 
brought before the Committee and requii*ed to sign a recantation 
of all he had said, which he refused to do, but the ** paper having 
been altered by some of his friends," he "prevented any ill usage 
by signing it in 1775." Being told l)y a friend when the "Associa- 
tion paper was going about," that, if he did not sign it " his house 
would be pulled down," he left for England with wife and family 
in November, 1775. He left 500 or 600 acres in County, 
250 acres of which were cleared. The property was devised him 
by his father in 1753 and was valued at £1,600 sterling. He 
also had 550 acres in Baltimore County valued at £1,100. By 
act of Assembly in 1782, the Baltimore property, which he bought 
in 1772 for £1,500 currency and on which he had put improve- 
ments valued at £600 or £700 currency, was given his daughter 
and the Cecil plantation to his wife. " His negroes and other 
mattera" were likewise given his wife and daughter by this act 
and he cannot return to America. His living was worth, on an 
average, £300 sterling, exclusive of ''surplice fees which were 
X7o per annum " and " were always increasing." George Chal- 
mers testified in his behalf and s;iid he believed Edmondston 
"went so far as to have refused administering the sacrament to 
many who had taken part against us." Robert Alexander, a 
member of the Committee who examined Edmondston in 1774, 
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f^jKikc highly of his respectability and liis loyalty and Dr. Sten- 
house bore witness to his loyal sermons. 

In the third re}>ort of the Bureau arefmind applications for laud 
in Upper Canada from Valentine and Jacnh Oiler, — Oyler, Eyler, 
or Euler/ formerly residinp in Fredcriclc County. Valentino 
Eyler produced a certificate, drawn up in Frederick County ou 
October 20, 17H8, and sig:ned by Joel Wright and 15 others, 
neigliliors of Eyler, stating that his "general character" had not, 
"that we kiiuw of, been chained with anything unfavourable, 
except his Attachment to the British Interest in the late war, for 
which he suffered imprisonment and had hi& estate coutisciUed." 



BATE OF FRANCIS SCOTT KEY'S BIKTH.

1. Francis Scott Key ditnl at the residence of his eldest child, 
Mrs. Elizabeth Phoebe (Key) Howard, wife of Charles Howard, 
at the northeast corner of Mount Vernon Place and Wasliin;i.lou 
Place, (where the Methodist Church now stand';), Baltimore, on 
11th January, 1843. In an editorial notice of his death in the 
Baltimore Sun of 13th Jnnuarv, 1843, it is stated that "Mr. Kev 
was born on the 1st of August, 1779, at Terra ]^t]!>ra, his patri- 
monial estate in Carroll County, but which tit that time fonnc<l a 
portion of Frederick County. At the time of his death he was 
in his sixty-fonrtli year." In all prolmbility this iufomiatioii was 
obtained by ttie editor from Mrs, or Mr. Howard. 

2. Mr. Charles Howard wn^ making a Lloyd fiiniily book 
between about 1858 and his death in 1801) — Mrs. Howard being 
still living — and in the book, now in my possession, he states 
that " Francis Scott ICey " (whose wife was a Lloyd) " was born 
1st August, 1779, at the rtsjidence of his father, John Ross Key, 
near Pipe Creek, in Frederiok County, Maryland. Mr. Key died 
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in Baltimore whilst on a visit to his eldest daughter, Mrs. How- 
ard, on the 11th Janiian'', 1843, in the G4th yn\r oi his age." 

3. From a mass of rough notes of the late Major Frank Marx 
Ettinj]^, U. S. A., who died some 12 or 15 years ago, I made 
some copies about 10 yenrs ago which I still have. Major Etdng 
had married a granddaughter of Chief Justice Taney and his 
wife wlio wasi the ordy sister of Francis Scott Key, and he had 
been very industrious and mucli interested in hunting up and 
compiling information about his wife's family, and j^rticularly 
the Key branch. T knew at the time that he was visiting many 
localities and examining records and making enquiries of mem- 
bers of the family and others. I find in these notes, Fran* 
S. K. b. at Terra Rubra in Frederick Aug. 1st, 1779, & X bd. 
by Rev. Mr. Henopc," and in another pjlaoe, " Fran" Scott Key 
b. Pipe Creek Fre<l. Co., Aug. 1st, 1779," and in another, 

P'rancis Scott Key born at Pipe Creek (Aug. 1 (2?) 1779, 
christenetl by the Rev. Afr. Henope," and iu auotlier, " Francis 
Scott Key b. Pipe Creek Fredk. Co., i Aug.^ 1779, christened 
by Rev. Mr. Henope." 

Now I learn from ScharPs Hi^ry of WeMern Maryland, 
Vol. 1, page 508, that the Rev. Frederick L. Henope was pastor 
of the Evangelical Reformed Church in Frederick County from 
17G8 to 1782. But I do not find in the records of that Church, 
now at the Maryland Historical Society, any entry of such 
baptism. The Key family was Protestant Episcopalian and a 
baptism by this Minister may have been because of illness or on 
some otlier emergency and so not recorded in this Church's 
register. And yet Major Etting must have got this precise infor- 
mation cither from some church rci oiil ur frora a family Bible, 
mo t 111 ely Key or Taney. I do not know where such a Bible 
may now be found, but I feel almost sure that Fraocis Soott Key 
did have one. 

4. Tlie entry of Fi'ancis Soott Key's matriculation at St. John's 
College at Anna])olis, is a.s follows: — 

"Francis S. Key, 10 years, entered Xov. 11th, 1789." All 
the authoriti^ agreeing that he was born in August, this would 
make the year of his birth 1779 and not 1780. 
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5. On the other band, the monnment erected in Frederick in 
1898 gives the date of his birth as 9th August, 17B0. No doubt 
this was simply taken from the headstone at his grave whicli liad 
the brief inscriptioD (copied by me in 1896), " Francis Seott 
K^, bom Aug. 9th, 1780, died Jan'y 11th, 1843." When his 
remains were removed from this grave to the site, in the same 
Cemetery, where the monument was about to be erected, I wrote 
to Frederick, stating the doubt uuJ probable mistake about the 
date, and asking that the ooffin-phite be examined, but I have 
never heard that this was done. 

When he died in 1843 his body was placed in the Howard 
vault in St. Paul's burial ground, Lombard, Greene and Fremont 
Streets, Baltimore, and there it lemained, without a tombstone, of 
oonrse, until 1S66. In that year his daiigthcrs, Mrs. Howard 
and Mrs. Alice Key Pendleton, wife of George H. Pendleton, 
aeleoted a lot in Mount Olivet Cemetery, Frederick, and had liis 
femains removed from the Howard vault to it. I have the 
correspondrace about the removal. And X suppose the head- 
stone, with the date August 9th, 1780, xnm put there by them 
then or shortly aflU rwards. If my mother, Mrs. Howard, who 
lived until 1897, had had any part in putting it there much later 
than 1S70, 1 think I would have known of it. Mrs. Pendleton 
naj luive done so alone before her death in 1886. 

Now I Biippose that this inscription, August 9th, 1780, on the 
tombstone at least 23 years after his death, cnmo to be made in 
this way : In the Bible of his second child, Mrs. Maria (Key) 
Steele, of Annapolis, there is an entry in her handwriting, " F. S. 
Key bom August. 9th, 1780," and I think it probable that 
whoever had the bedstone placed at Uie grave took the date from 
that entry. Mrs. Pendleton was a much younger child, under 
20 at her father's death, and may well have applied to her older 
sister, Mrs. Steele, for the ioformatiun. And even my mother, 
the eldest^ in her older age, ui 1866 or afterwards, so long after 
her fibber's death, may have forgotten or distrusted her memory 
of the date and would probably have accepted the eotxy written 
in the Bible of her next oldest sister. 
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At any rate, only in Mrn. Steele's Bible and on the tombstone, 
placed at his grave for the first time at least 23 years after his 
death, is the date of birth given as August 9th, 1780. 

I conclude from the statement in tlic Sun at tlie time of his 
death, my father's entry in the Lloyd family book, Major Etting's 
notes with their precise account of baptism, and the entry on 
St. Jolin's College register, that Francis Scott Key was bom in 
1779 and not in 1780, and from the above other than the Oollegie 
register, that it was on the 1st and not the 9th of Aiigoat— all 
the other authorities making Angost to be the month. 

It is more important, if a statue is to be erected, to know 
what original portraits there are of him. I know of but two* 

1, My mother often spoke of one which was In the possession 
of her cousin, Mary Shaaff, (of Alexandria, Va., I think), who, 
she said, had promised to give, or at her death, to leave it 
to her. And it came, to her great gratification, aboat 1880 as 
near as I can recollect the date. 8h(; had it ibr several years and 
parted with it to her sister, Mrs. Pendleton, at whose death in 
1886 it passed to her son, Frank Key Pendleton, now a lawyer 
in New York City, who still has it. It is a veiy good painting^ 
either by Peale or some other leading artist at the time, and rqae- 
sents him as a very young man, probably not over 20. 

2. John Kandolph of Roanoke and Francis Scott Key had 
their portraits painted at the same time for exchange — as I have 
often heard my mother tell. Bot Kandolph did not like Key's 
portrait and gave it to my mother. Neither did she like it much, 
and I have heard her say that a piu scratch across the iaoe was 
made by her. Since her de:ith it has belonged to my brother, 
James Howard. It was painted by a man named Wood, in 
Washington I suppose. It is not a good work < f nrt, but is 
vahiable as the only picture of him (that I know of), in later life. 
I should say it was painted when he was somewhere about 40. 
Being only 4 years old when he died, my own recollection of him 
is not distinct enough to enable me to say how good a likeness

George Galvert, son of Leonard, gnndBou of John, Knight^ 
Chief Secretary' and Privy Oonncillor to the invincible James 
King of Great Britain, France, and Ireland, Pious, Fortunate, 
and always August, with whom [sc. George Calvert] she lived

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A VISIT TO BOHEMIA MANOR.

Daring the veoeiit smniner, I Waited with Bev. Mr. Shoulery 
of Elkton, and Mr. Johneon, author of a Hutorjr of Cecil County, 
tile site of the Labadisl eettkvient on Bohemia Manor. We 
started from £lkton on July 17th, 1882, passed through Chesa- 
peake Citjr, and soon reached the place of our destination. The 
Labadist lot consisted of 4000 acres bought from Augustine 
Herman, who received his grant from Lord Baltimore, in 1660, 
principally in consideration of a valuable map of Maryland made 
by Herman, and now in the possession of our Society. 

Jean lAbadiey the founder of the Labadtst sect, was bom in 
France 1610. He deso^ed the Jesuit^ and moving into Holland, 
Denmark and other places, established a communistic sect, which 
numbered several distinguished persons. He died in 1674, 
and his successor attmpted to establish a colony in Siuinam on 
the surrender of New York by the Dutdi to the English, but the 
dimate of Surinam being unsuitable, his disciples, Sluyter and 
Hankers, were sent to find a place for another colony, and this 
they Ibund on Bohemia Manor, and purchased in 1684. The 
colonists left Wieweidy Friesland, April 12tb, 1683, and reached 
this country on July 12th. This settlement continued until 
about 1722, when it expired, leaving as a relic one original 
building. 

The wonderful fertility of the soil with vast crops of com and 
orchards of peaches, still amply justify the choice of the Labadist 
selectioD, " a noble piece of land.'' The ground extends to the 
Bohemia Biver fi>r a long distance, allowing easy exj[)ortation of 
grain and importation of building and other material, besides 
ibmiahiDg an ample supply of fish and fowl. The distance is 
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some seven miles from Elkton. We were cordially welcomed 
at the house oi' Mr. Hanson, whose wife was a Miss iiiddle, a 
family connected with the early hist^>i v of Cecil County. Her- 
man directed that a stone monumcut shonld be erected ^ver liis 
grave, and this still exists in the yard of Mr. Hausou'.- house. 
It unfortunately is broken into three pieces, which can easily be 
cemented. It is a marble slab of oolite, the same as the stones 
which mark Mason and Dixon'e line, 2^ feet wide, 6J feet long 
and 3 inches thick, and has on it this inscription : 

AVOUSHNB HEBMAlfr, FZB8T FOUNDZB 
AS1> 8SATEB OF BOHEMIA MANOB, 1661." 

Thi.< was two years aflcr Baltimore County was establislied, and 
thirteen before tlie establisliment of Cecil, a Court of Biiltimore 
County being held in 1664, at the house of Francis Wright (Clay 
Fall). 

I tliink tliat tliis stone could easily be procured, and it cer- 
t^iinly is wortliy of preservation against future breakage, Herman 
being one of the most important men in the early history of 
Maryland, wlio.se descendants are the Shippens, IIynsi»ii^, Fri'^- 
bie.^, IJordleys, Brices, Dulanys, Chestons, Galloways, Jeumngji, 
and Randolphs. 

It is a curious fact, that as late as 1G87, this part of Maryland 
was dis[)uted territory, William Pcun, at that time warning 
James Frisbie not to pay taxes to Lord Baltimore. 

After leaving the house of Mr. Hanson, beautifully situated on 
]>uliemia l\iver, we went fii'st to the family vault, a few hundred 
feel southwest of the house. 

Peter iiayard, nephew of Governor Stuyvesant, was one of the 
original L«l)a(list trustees, to whom Herman deeded the land. 
He was the ancestor of the Bayard family, including Col. John 
Ikyanl, born on Bolicnua Manor in 1738, who was at the battle 
of Trenton, and James A. Bayard, commissioner at the treaty of 
Ghent; James A. Bayard, sou of the former, United States Sena- 
tor, father of Senator Thomas F. Bayard. The inanor iiouse of 
Herman came Into the possession of Richard Bassett, Governor 
of Delaware, through Peter Lawson. Governor Bassett con- 
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struoted tlio vault over whicli was placed ori>riiiallv ihv rrnn- 
niemonitive slab of Herman al)Ove luentioued, and wlierc the 
Governor himself was buried, and also Janie? A, Bayard, oom- 
missionef; with Ann Bnssctt, hi- wit'c, and two chihlren. 

The property sul)se<[iK'ntly debcenUed to Richard Kassett 
Bayard, whose widow lives in this city, a descendant of Col. 
Howard. Before dying Mr. Bayanl had the memorinl stone 
removed, and the bodies transferi-ed to a cemetery in Wilming- 
ton, Hence there is no relic of this vault, but a larjje chasm 
fdle<I with dock and other weeds as though wishing to hide the 
ruiii beneath. 

Tlic original nmtvir house built by Herman, has been dcstroyr<l, 
and in iu place tarther from the river, was built, probably by 
Grovernor R'i.s.>^ctt, the present residence of Mr. Hanson. It i.s 
easy to define the site of the ancient mansion from the <i;rowth of 
weeds and from the mnnerous old bricks, one of which 1 brought 
with me. The facts in reference to the family vault of Governor 
Bassett, were kindly fnrnishe<l me by the Hon. Thomas F. Bayard. 

It is remarkable that while the memorial slab of Herman is in 
the yard of Mr. Hanson's house, the actual ])lacp of interment is 
entirely unknown, though tradition places it under a large walnut 
trtHJ a short distince from the vault. A sad commentary on human 
greatness; Herman, the posses.sor of 20,000 acres of the finest 
land, and the place of his burial is forgotten. There is in front 
of the present house, a large area ^\ ith fences raised ou mounds 
of earth, supposed to have been a park for deer. 

We then went higher uj) the Bohemia River to inspect the 
original Labadist house. This is now octnipietl by an Irish I'amily, 
the matron of which, perhaps su.spicious of our visit and curing 
very little tor hi.storical research, did not give us a hearty wel- 
coiue. We supposed, however, from the window.s and the brick, 
that this was of Labadist use and construction. Along this river 
with a portage of only six miles to the Ajx»guirnrinik Creek, a 
great trade iu those early days was carried on between the Chesa- 
peake and Delaware canals. 

We then went to the site of a mill btiilt by the Vanbibber 
family in 1703, and sabseqoently purchased by Sluyter, one of 
4 
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the lAbadist colonists. Here agjsin the foliage of bushes and 
rashes is so thick that you oannot define fhe ibandation of the 
onoe hosy mill. We ibiind, however, a miUstone through which 
a oondderable tree was growing. The miller^s house shared a 
similar min, and as we left we thought of Goldsmith's Deserted 
Village : 

No more thy glassy brook reflects the day 
Bat choked with sedges works ita W«U7 waj ; 
Along thy gimdes a solitary guest 
The hoUowHKNinding fcittem guards Its nest 

We then visited St. Augustine's Churcli, built in 1703, but 
hero too has* beeu devastation. The originid building, coustrueted 
riolidly of brick, has (Mitirely disappeared, the bricks taken away 
to build ehimneys, and in its place a pine board structure, which 
does little credit to the architect, and what is worse, through the 
neglect of vestries the records and documeats for a century have 
been entirely lost. 



MARYLAND'S PART IN THE EXPEDITION AGAINST 

OAETHAGENA. 

CLAYTON a HALL. 



The expedition against Carthagena, a stronghold of Spain on 
the north coast of South America, is mentioned in most of the 
histories wliich tell of England, or of the American Colonies, 
during the eighteenth century, but the reference is usually brief 
as to one of the minor incidents of the wars between European 
powers which followed one another at brief intervals during that 
century. To the student, however, of American history, or of the 
colonial policy of England, this expedition cannot fail to be of 
sjiecial and significant interest, in that it was the first occasion 
upon which American troops served outside the North American 
Continent in a "war waged by the British Crown against one of the 
JBuropean Coutiuental powers. 
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In several histories mention is made of the presence of Ameri- 
can troops in the expedition against Carthagenu; but generally no 
acxjurate indication is given as to the Colonies from which they 
came, their number, or the part they played in the military 
operations. 

Smollett, bejit known as a writer of fiction, was also a gradmite 
in medicine, and served in this expedition as assistant to one of 
the ship sur^x)us. In his " Account of the Expedition against 
Carthagena" there is to be found the narrative of an actual 
participant in the adventure, many of the incidents of which 
were also woven into the Btory of Rodcrii k Itiindom. While in the 
latter work it is impossible to distinguish with certainty between 
slatements of historical fact and the fancy of the novelist, it is 
believed that much that is set down in the novel was derived 
from the personal experience and observation of the writer, 
Smollett*9 narratives have at least the merit of being written by 
one who was present upon the scene and who, a witness of the 
actual occurrences, wrote at first hand. 

For the jiart taken l)y the Province of Maryland, reference 
must be made to the archives of this State. Much of the account 
is to be fonnd only in manuscript records, contained in somewhat 
bulky volumes, which are wholly w ithout index. It is therefore 
quite possible that even niler careful examination some matters of 
interest may have been overlooked. 

As to the circumstances under which the expeiiifion was under- 
taken : — War wtis declareil against Spain, by the King oi Eng- 
land, on October 19, 1739, and according to the usage of the 
times it was prorlairaed by heralds at the places appointed for 
this formality. For this war, which was forced upon Sir Robert 
Walpole's administration, mnv\\ against his will and judgment, by 
atiejiiigoes of tliat time, P^ngland was ill prepared. It was, how- 
ever, determined, in order to assail the Spanish power in its 
colonial possessions in the New World, to send two expe<litions, — 
one under Comnu)dorc Anson to proceed by way of Cape Horn, 
and attack the coasts of Peru ; autl the otlier, the command of 
which was given to Admiral N'ernon, to wage war upon the 
Spanish Colonies in the West Indies. So hard pressed was £ng- 
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laod for troops, tbat to help fit out the first of these expeditions, 
Chelfsf^a Hospital Imf] tn he drawn upon for 500 invalids — out 
pensioners — old soldiers already worn out in service, a lai^ num- 
ber of whom, — Lord Mahon says all who liad 8treng;th and limbs 
to walk out of Portsmouth, — deserted before tiiey could be got on 
board the ships, while of the remainder, nunilx riiiLr 259, who 
embarked, every one ])tri--ln 1 from hardship or dis* :isr h< fore the 
fleet, after having be<!n scattered by the storms encountered in 
weathering Cape Horn, arrived at the rendezvous at tlie Island of 
Juan Fernandez, 

For the expeditioa destined for the West Incliia, requisition 
was made upon the more southern of the English Colonies of 
America for one rcgiiueut of troops. The New Ene^land Oolonies 
were not called upuu at this time, though they were tor a subsequent 
campaic^n. Smollett says that the suggestion for raising troops 
ill AiiKTira came from Governor Spotswood of Vil^;iniaf to whom 
the command of the regiment was to be given. 

In Bancroft's History (Vol. TIT, p. 440) it is stated thnt the 
Colonies north of Carolina were summoned to contrilairr four 
battalions to the armament, and that no Colony refuse<i its quota. 
Even Pennsylvania, the historian adds, volt l u contribution of 
money, and thus enabled its Governor to eulist troops for the 
occasion. 

In Graham's History (Vol. Ill, p. 212) i( is said that an 
application was made to Virginia and North Carolina for a levy 
of troops, and th;U botii Colonies eagerly obeyed the summons, so 
that a considerable force, to which North Carolina coutrihut* d 400 
men, was embodietl and embarked in Admiral Vernon's Si|uadron. 

In i>urke*8 Hidory of Vliyjiiiia, it is mentioued merely that the 
Colonies voluntarily furnisluxl tlieir quotas under the command 
of the Governor of Virginia. 

Maryland's contribution to the expedition seems to hnve be#>a 
generally overlooked or ignored by the historians of that jh rinl, 
and in Scharf 's Hmhry of MaryUmd the expedition itself is not 
BO much as mentionei}. 

Maryland, however, was not overlooked when the demand for 
troops was made, and the ready response on the part of the 
Province was not lacking. 
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The fact of the declaratioii of war against Spain was commnni- 
cated directly to Samuel Ogle, Governor of Maryland, in a letter 
dated October 29, 1739, Uie Duke of Newcastle, one of 
his Majesty's principal Secretaries of State, with which a copy of 
the declaration of war was sent This letter was laid before the 
Council by Governor Ogle on April 11, 1740, together with a 
second letter from the Duke of Newcastle, dated January 5, 
1739/40, informing the Governor of the proposed attack upon the 
Spanish Settlements in the West Indies, and notifying him of the 
King's desire that he should raise for this expedition as many 
men as possible in his Government. It was also stated that the 
American troops would be under the immediate command of Col. 
Spotswood, Grovemor of Virginia. In order to encourage enlist- 
ments, it was declared to be the King's intention for the new 
levies to be supplied with arms and proper clothing, and taken 
into his Majesty's pay, and that they should come in for their 
share of booty, and be returned to their respective homes when the 
service for which they were to be enlisted was over. These terms 
of enlistment and servioe aie entered in full upon the Gounoil 
records. 

A proclamation was immediately issued making public the 
communication from the Crown, and calling in urgent terms upon 
his Majesty's faithful and loyal subjects within this Province 
cheerfully to enlist to serve in this glorious enteqirisc. And the 
General Assembly was forthwitli convened to provide the neces- 
sary funds for carrying into effect measures for enlisting recruits. 
Ou April 30, 1740, a bill was passed by the Lower House appro- 
priating the sum of £2636 : 1 6 : 3 current money, to be paid out 
of the office of the Commissioners or Trustees for emitting bills 
of credit, for the encouragement of voluntary' enlistments. The 
bill, however, contained many provisions and omissions that were 
objected to by the Upjx»r House, between which and the popular 
branch of the Legislature much jealousy and antagonism existed, 
and many weeks elapsed before a bill was filmed upon which the 
two Houses could agree. 

Meanwhile, according to tho fashion of the time, much cor- 
xeepondenoe ensued between the two Houses through their respeo- 
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tive conferees, all of which is spread at length upon the journals, 
each House charging the other with being much more r^dy with 
prufe&sions of loyalty and zeal than with a disposition to prove 
their sincerity by their acts. 

It was not until June 2Dd that a bill wab fuuilly passed. In 
this the appropriation was fixed at £2562 : 10, and provision was 
made for replacing the amount by taxes levied for the purpose, a 
provision iij>on which the Upper House had insisted. The number 
of enlistme nts contemplated was five hundred. 

Other puiuLs ui^ed by the Upjxir House were in relation to 
exemptions that should be given to enlisted men from public 
chai^^ and arrest for debt. In one of its commuBic;ktious the 
Upper House, frr>m which, sitting as the Gon ernor's Council, the 
proclamation alre^tdy referred to had emanated, said, " You must 
be sufficiently apprised of the dispositions of our inhabitants, that 
very few people who are clear of debt, au<l live with any tolerable 
ease here, will be induced by any motive even of honor and rich^ 
to be influenced by this expedition in the station of common 
soldiers." Tlie appeal to " loyal subjects " to embark in this 
"glorious enterprise," had evidently been found insufficient. 

The matter of exemptions was finally compromised, allowing 
seven years' exemption to a returned soldier from public charges 
and work upon the roads, and as to debt, it was provided that an 
enlisted man was not to be exempt from arrest for this cause 
unless all the debts proved against him by a specified date should 
be less than the amount of the bounty ; and to avoid the tempta- 
tion to desertion, no bounty should be paid until the soldier was 
"secured" by which was apparently meant mustered in and placed 
under military discipline. 

The exemption of soldiers from arrest for debt does not seem 
to have been altogether popular. Among the proceedings of the 
Council on May 6, 1710, it is notetl that Robert Conant, Sheriff 
of Anne Arundel County, having proceede<i to anest an euliste<l 
man for debt, the delinquent debtor declined to be arrested on the 
ground tliat he was his Majesty's soldier. The Sheriff', as the 
record tells, in an impudent and arrogant manner, cursed his 
Majes^i King Georgej in these words, " God damn King George 
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and all hb scddiera/' and spoke several other disrespeotfiil words. 
A wammt was promptly issued for the arrest of the Sheriff guilty 
of this tiessoaable laoguage. 

At A meetiog of the Council on June 30th, the Governor sob- 
mitted a letter firom the Bake of Newcastle, dated April 5th, 
giving further directions in respeet to the disposition and embarka- 
tion of troops, together mnth instractions from the King dated 
April 2nd. In these instructions, Enghmd's great need of troops 
was clearly manifested. The Governor was told that it had not 
been thought fit to fix any quota for Maryland, as the King 
" would not set bounds to their seal;'' but referring to the great 
increase in the population of the Province, it was urged that they 
should exert themselves upon this occasion^ as they could not 
render a more acceptable service to the Crown and to the mother 
country. Partionlars as to the oiganiation of the troops were 
also given. They woe to be formed into companies of one hun- 
dred men each, including fiiur sergeants, four corporals, and two 
drummers, and besides their commanding officers, which should 
be one captain, two lieutoiants and one ensign for each company. 
The nomination of field and staff officers was reserved to the 
Crown, as weU as the appointment of one of the two lientenants 
fi>r each company, who would be a man of experience in service 
and sent from home to meet the troq» at the general rendeavooa 
in the West Indies. One sergeant for each company was to be 
supplied by draught of old soldiers from the four independent 
oompanies at New York. Blank eommissioiis were to be sent for 
die officers to be appointed by the Governor, and the commis- 
sions, it was charged, were to be filled out and issued without fee, 
gratuity or reward. The soldiers were to have the same rank and 
pay as the British regulars ; the pay of non-commissioned officers 
to begin from date of enlistment ; that of ofiicers from the date of 
their oommissiims, though their order in seniority would be fixed 
by the date of the completion of the levies. Transportation to 
the rendesvous in the West Indies was to be furnished by the 
Provuioe. 

The General Assembly was again convened to meet on July 
7tfa, to make the necessary appropriation fiir meeting the expense 
of trsnsportation. 
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On July 'j-ijUi, and a^ain on August 12th, proclamations were 
issued ordering all enlisted men to assemble at Annapolis, to be 
mustered in and instrnoted and exercised in military discipline. 

V[n>ii tlu- latter date there was laid before the Council a letter 
from William Gooch, Governor of Virginia, to whom after the 
death of Col. Sjxitswood, the command of the American iwcgimcnt 
w:is given, inclosing blank commiisiims for the officers for three 
companio, and asking tiiat the Maryland contingent be ready 
within the Capes of Virginia before the middle of September. 

The Council thereupon communicated with the Honorable 
Benjamin 1 asker, (UA. liuhert King and Dr. Charles Carrol, a 
Committee appointed by the General Assembly for the purpose, 
and requested them to provide transports, vi( tiui]> and other 
necessaries, and have them ready ut the Port of Annapolis. 

Commissions issued to the officers of the three companies raised 
in Afaryland for this service are recorded as follows : — 

Ou August 20th, to Tii(mias Addison, Esq., C:i|it:iin of a Com- 
pany of Foot raised by him ; Thomas Crabb, geut., Lieutenant, 
and Wm. Chandler, gent., Ensign. 

On August 26th, to John Lloyd, Es<^},, Captain of a Company 
of Foot niised by him ; Thomas Lynn, geut., Lieuicuaut, and John 
Swords, gent., Ensign. 

On September 6th, to John Milbnrn, Esq., Captiiiii ol' a Com- 
pany of Foot raised by him ; John ^\ aLkius, geut., Lieutenant, 
and Andrew McKittrick, gent.. Ensign. 

On September 18th a preclamation was issued for the ajipie- 
Ik hsIou and arrest of four deserters from CupUiu ^lilbuin's 
Coiapauy, and seven from Captain Addison's Company. These 
deserters are described with some particularity, Ijy name, age, 
physical characteristics, etc., and it appeiirs that one of the 
deserters from Captain Milburn's Company was a black man, 
Wm. BurgCfts by name ; aud one from Captain Addison's, named 
John Obryan, is dcscribotl as a lusty well-made man, Irish, " but 
speaks pretty gmxl English." 

This narrative, di iw n from the records of the proceedings of 
the Council, and the rlournals of tlie Upper aud Lower Houses of 
the General Assembly, brings the account of Maryland s part in 
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thU expedition down to the time of the embarkatioQ of the troope. 
It ahows tliat Maryland's contribution of men comprised three 
oompanies, and from the directions already quoted as to their 
organization, it may be concluded that they numbered about three 
hundred men. 

From this point the story of the American Regiment, of which 
the three Maryland Companies formed a part, becomes merged in 
that of the ill-fatal cx|)edition in whicli they were embarked and 
the history of the attempts made upon the Spanish possessions in 
the West Indies. 

After many delays the fleet intended to augment the forces 
already in the West Indies, set sail from England on October 
26, 1740, a little more than one year after war had been 
declared. The troops were commanded by Lord Cathcart, and 
tfje fleet by Sir Chaloner O^^lc. Tlii? fleet arrived at Dominica 
on December 19th, and the very next day suffered an irreparable 
loss in the death of I^ord Cathcart, who succumbed to the effects 
of the climate. He was succeeded in command by General W^ent- 
worth, who seems to have been a man of personal bravery, but 
irresolute and much lacking in self-oonfidence. On January 19, 
1740/1, the fleet arrived at Jamaica, the appoint^ place of rendez- 
vous, where the American troops had already joined Admiral 
Vernon's command. The force now assembled at -luiiKiica was 
by far the most powerful armament ever seen iu West Indian waters, 
amountmg to no less tlian 1 15 ships, oi whicli over 30 were of the 
line, with 15,000 sailors and 12,000 soldiers on board. Upon 
the uniting of the forces the supreme command of the fleet was 
assumed by Admiral Vernon, to whom it had been assigned by 
Sir Robert Walpole. Admiral Vernon was an ardent advocate 
of the war, and had been in Parliament a bitter opponent of the 
pacific policy of Sir Robert Walpole's aduiiuistration, and the 
idol of the opposition. He is described as a man of violent 
temper, haughty and imperious in his bearing, of inordinate 
vanity, im^jatient alike of advice and control, headstrong in coun- 
cil, and jealous of his associates. It was hardly possible that 
matters could go smoothly with authority divided between two 
such men as Admiral Vernon and General Wentworth. It should 
5 
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be said, however, of the Admiral, that he so far won the regard 
of La\s reuce Washington, who scrv^i in this expedition, that the 
latter bestowed the name of his chief upon the estate which he 
owned on the bauks of the Pototnuc and which afterwards became 
the home and burial place of his illustrious brother, General 
George Washington. 

The plan of campaign was left to be determined by a Council 
of War to be held in the West Indies. Some advocated an attack 
upon Havana, which wduU ajiparently have been at that time an 
easy conquest. In fact, a little more than twenty years later, 
on July 30, 1762, during the Seven Years' War, Havana was 
actually captured by the English after an obstinate defense, but 
the foUowiiig year, under the terms of the Treaty of Paris, it was 
restored to Spain. Admiral Vernon impetuously urged the selec- 
tion of Carthagena as the point of attack, although it was by far 
the most strongly fortified place of Spauish Americ^i. So obsti- 
nately was he determined uj)on making the attack at that point 
that he was guilty of the singular iiupiudenee of iuiuriiiing the 
French Admiral at San Domingo of his purpose, an imprudence 
which scrvci.1 to give the Spaniards ample notice of his ])lans. 

The tow^n of Carthagena is situated (^u tlie coast of wliat is now 
the Republic of Colombia, about IV-j uiiles north-east of the Gulf 
of Darien, and 300 miles from Panama. The harbor, wliich is 
nearly land-locked, is scveu miles in length, and alfords excellent 
anchorage. It has now two entrance?, Boca (iraude and Boca 
Chi(m. The latter, the "Little Mouth," which several miles 
south from the town, appears to have been the only one available 
160 years ago. The plac« is still strongly fortified, though its 
importance has greatly waned, and the population is uow only 
about 9000. The climate is described as excessively hot and 
unsalubrious, while leprosy is common and yellow fever often 
makes fearful ravages. 

Admiral Vernon's iusistence in making this place the point of 
attack has been severely criticiseil ; it is but fair to say, liowever, 
tliat an assault upon this place had been contemplated befoi-e the 
fleet had left England, as it was thought, on account of its prox- 
imity to the Isthmus of Panama, oo-operation m^ht be secured 
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widi the o&eit expedition under Commodore Anson, which had 
been sent to attack the coasts of Pern. At all events the Admi- 
lal's infinence prevailed, and on March 4, 1740/1, the British 
fleet appeared before Gurthagena. Upon the tongue of land or 
bar which serves to endoee the spacions harbor, were sevend fbrta ^ 
and batteries, by which the entrance caUed Boca Ghica was well 
defended. Upon a peninsula within the haibor stood a fort called 
Oastello Grande, whidi commanded the approach to the eity, and 
the channel had been made almost impassable by means of sunken 
ships. The ramparts of the town were mounted with 300 cannon, 
and the garrison numbered 4000 men under ihe command of an 
experienced general* 

On the morning of the 9th two small forts, St Jago and San 
Philipo, were bombarded and captured. The next day troops 
were put ashore^ and on the Ilth, supplies and tents having been 
landed, operations were begun for the reduction of the fort at 
Boca Chica and Fort St. Joseph on the opposite side of the 
entrance to the harbor. An effective battery was constructed, 
though the work was slow on account of the exhanstbg effect of 
the tropical heat upon the unacclimated soldiers, while the oegroes 
which had been brought from Jamaica as laborers were too modi 
terrified by the unaccustomed noise of the cannon which were 
Gontinually fired from the forts, to be relied upon for effective 
work. On the 22nd, the battery being completed, fire was opened 
upon the ibrt. Several ships of the fleet assisted in the bombard- 
ment, but their fire was less effective than that from the land 
battery. On the 25th, a breech having been effected, a night 
assanlt was made upon Fort Boca Chica, and it was captured after 
a brief struggle, tqgether with the other outlying fortifications 
induding Fort St. Joseph. A boom, consisting of cable chains 
and beams of wood, which had been constructed across the mouth 
of the harbor was then destroyed, and the fleet was 
to effect an entrance to the outer harbor. Upon the capture of 
Boca Chica the Spanish withdrew to fi)rtifications nearer the cily. 
Admiral Vernon in great exultation immediately sent home a 
ship to announce the approaching victory. It was evoi said that 
a medal was struck in London in anticipation of the capture of 
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Oarthagenai bearing on one side the head of Vernon with an 
inscription as The Avenger of his Country.^' 

It wss not until March 30th that it was determined at a Ooon- 
oil of War to hmd soldien^ artillery and stores at a plaoe oaUed 
La Qninta, In the inner harbor and on the land side of Oartha- 
geoa. The object of this move was to cut off all oommunioation 
between the town and the country back of % and to lay si^ to 
Gbsde Grande and Fort San Laaux), of whidi the former com- 
manded the mouth of the harbor^ and the latter, eitoated upon a 
hill, commanded the town. It was expected that the Admiral 
would co-operate with the land forces by sending some of the 
largest ships to batter Ihe town. OasUe Grande was evacuated by 
the Spaniards without an attempt at defence. On April 6th a 
landing was made for the porpose of attacking La QiUnta. 
Brigadier Blakeney advanced with the first division of 1400 men, 
besides 200 Americans who acted as pioneers. These latter were 
detadied to deploy through some woods and dislodge any small 
parties that mig^t be concealed in ambush. Meanwhiie the grena- 
diers advanced through a narrow defile, and it is interesting to 
note that their mode of attack was precisely what is now used in 
street firing, or where troops are employed against mobs. The for- 
mation being in column of platoons, the first platoon fired, and 
immediately wheeling right and left uncovered the second platoon 
which advanced to the front and fired, repeating the manoeuvre^ 
and so on throughout the column. The Spanish outposts fled 
toward the city, but it was not deemed prudent to pursue them. 

The next day a party of Americans and West Indian negroes 
were set to work to dear the ground for an encampment. And 
on the 7th it was determined, under the advice of the engmeer 
officers, to construct a battery from which to attack Fort San 
Lassro. This plan Admiral Vernon regarded with contempt^ and 
sent evasive answers to a request from the General that the fort 
should be bombarded by one of the large ships which were lying 
inactive. Meanwhile die Spaniards were busy streugthening the 
defenses of the fiurt, and the rainy season having set in, sickness 
wrought great havoo among the nnaoclimated assailants, who 
dropped down so fi»t that there were scarce sufiBdent men on duty 
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to maintaia ihe proper guards of the camp, mnch leas to fell wood 
and construct a battery. At last General Wentworth, urged on 
it is said by Admiral Vernon who taunted him with delay, 
determined to attempt to carry the fort by assault. This attack 
was made before dawn on the morning of April 8th. The divi- 
sion which was ordered to attack on the right was, either through 
the mistake or treachery of the guide, led to the centre where the 
tacent was much more difficult and the troops exposed to a mur- 
derous fire. The scaling ladders wliich had been provided were 
found too short to be of service at this point, and the Americans 
who were carrying them threw them down, and snatching up 
firelocks which had dropped from the hands of grenadiers who 
had fallen in the attack, miogled with the British troops and 
fought with bravery. But in spite of gallant fighting, and the 
sacrifice of many lives, the assault was found impracticable and 
the General reluctantly ordered a retreat. During a cessation of 
arms which vms agreed upon, the dead were buried, and the sick 
and wounded were placed on tranaports and vessels used as hoepi* 
tal ships. 

Acrimonious messages passed between the two chiefs, the 
Admiral accusing the General of dilatoriness, and the General 
demanding of the Admiral support from the fleet, which was not 
afforded, until finally, at a Council of War held on the flag ship 
on April 1 4th, it was agreed to abandon the siege. The Admiral 
had contended that there was not depth of water in the harbor 
for the large ships ; but the evidcnee was plain even then that 
there was water sufficient for the draught of the laigest ships 
even close up to the wails of the town. 

The fortifications that had been captur^ were demolished, and 
on April 16, 1741, all troops having been embarked, the fleet set sail 
for Jamaica, and it is worth noting that the last tents to be strack 
were five belonging to the American troops. Thus ended in loss, 
fiulure and ignominy, the attack upon Carthagena, undertaken 
with an armament estimated to have been sufiicient, if its efficiency 
had not been destroyed by dissensions between the commanders, 
to have reduced the entire West Indies under the dominion of 
Great Britain. 
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The suffering and loss of life from sickness were appalling. 
Huudmls foil before the guus of tlie Sjjjiuiards, but thousands 
perished from disease. General W'eiitwortli declared that his 
eflTective force was reduced in two davs from (1600 Dieu to 3200 : and 
the account of the horrors of the hospital sliips, as giveu by Smollett 
who was an eye witness, is awful in its ghastly details. He tells 
of the tropical heat ; of the sick, wuauded and dying cooped between 
dec^ks where the headway Avas so low that even sitting upright 
wa* impossible ; of the utter lack of surgicid aUtudanoe, nursing 
and proper food ; of filth and misery and de^ipair ; of the dead 
unburied, flung unweighted into the jsea, there to float on the 
8urfa(« of the water witliin view of the dying, a prey to sharks 
and vultures. His descriptiou of the so-tsilled hu^pitul ships 
closes with these words : " This picture cannot fail to be shocking 
to the humane reader, ciipecially wheu he is informed that while 
those miserable objecti? cried in vain for assistance uud actually 
perished from want of proper attendance, every ship of war in the 
fleet could have spared a couple of burgeons for their relief, and 
many young geutlemeu of that profession solicited their captains 
in vaiu for leave to go and administer help to the sick and 
wounded. The ne<'cssities of the poor people were well known; 
the remedy wub easy and aj)parent, but the discord between the 
chiefs ^vas inflamed to such a degree of diabolical raueor that the 
one chose rather to s(h' his men peririh thau ask help of tlie other, 
who disdained to oiler assistance unasked, though it might have 
saved the lives of his fellow subjects." Smollett describes the 
malady from which the troops and sailors suffered and ]>erishcd in 
such numbers as " a bilious fever attended with such a jiutrefao- 
tiou of the juices, that the color of tlie skin, which at first is 
yellow, adopts a sooty hue in the progress of tlie disease, and the 
patient generally dies about tlie third day." These symptoms have 
been prunouncod by medical men to be those ol yellow fever. 

Of the number of the Maryland troops who survive<l to return 
to their homes no record has been found. Of the New England 
troops who served in the West Indian camj)aign of the ensuing 
year, it is said that but one out of ten survived the terrible effects 
Qf the climate.

It has alieady been remarked that the expedition against 
CSartliagena was the first occasion upon which American troops 
were called upon ISy the British Govenunent to senre outside the 
North American Continent. It was England's first call upon her 
Colonies as a part of what is now termed the British Empire. 

In 1878, less than thirty years ago, during the Turoo-Bosnan 
War, Lord Beaconsfield made tlie somewhat dnunatic stroke of 
moving an Indian Bcgim^t from Hindostan into pwrison at die 
Island of Malta. It was a hint to Russia that where British 
interests were concerned, there was an Asiatic as well as a 
European power to be reckoned with. 

Tesa years ago, in 1897, upon the occasion of the celebration of 
the Queen's Jubilee in London, the sixtieth annivosary of the 
coronation of Queen Victoria, the pageant was swelled by the 
presence of troops or constabulary from Canada, from Indiai from 
Australia and from South Africa ; an object lesson to the world 
of the widenspread dominion .of the British Crown. And later 
still, in the war in South Africa against the Boers, both Canadian 
and Australian troops were engaged in active service on the field 
of battle. 

In the service of American troops in a war against l^ain more 
than one hundred and sixty years ago, may perhaps be recogniied 
the first step toward the developmeot of an imperial policy, a 
development which was arrested and dekyed for fUlIy a century 
by the sucoeesM revolt and independence achieved by the Ameri* 
can Colonies^ — a revolt and independence which taught to Ens^iah 
statesmen this great lesson in statecraft If the integrity of the 
Empire as a body were to be preserved, it would not be by 
cramping the members, but by aUowmg to eadi the largest 
measure of liberty and of autonomy.

After- 
wards Cloherrjr and Company sent in the J^tnae, of liondon, 
goods ete, amounting to £170.16.1; and again in the ship 
Janutf of London, goods valued at £1136.8.8, and 60 men- 
servants; and in the Meoenge, goods valued at £311.6.0, and 
7 menHBervants. 

When Evelyn went out, doberry and Company sent to him 
in the Mm and Barbara, and the Sara and JEfkabeth, goods 
valued at £2000, and 18 men«servants.

MAEYLAND AT THE END OF THE 
SEVENTEENTH CENTUEY. 

HENRY F. THOMPSON. 



The Kcvolutiou in Englund wliich placed William and Mary on 
the throne, was followed by the "Protestant Revolution" in 
Maryland, with a like result, for the frnvomment of Lord Balti- 
more was swept away, nnd Maryland l)«"ame a Royal Province 
whose Governor, Council and other officers were appointed by the 
Crown, so that Charles Lonl Baltimore was still a laige landholder 
but no longer a Count Palatine. 

And so, at the end of the Seventeenth Century, Maryland had 
been under the Crown for nearly ten years, during which time, ail 
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the lu ]» 1 tvS and letters from the Province were sent to the "Lords 
Commissioners for Trade and Foreign Plantations," or as that 
body was generally called the " Board of Trade," who had charge 
of the affairs of the Colonies. 

The papers of the "Board of Trade" are preserved in the 
Public Record Office in London, as well as manv other documents 
relating to the Colonies, and there are also many letters and reports 
to be found among the Mas. at Fulham Palace the residence of the 
Bishop of London, for in coiiFcqiiunce of the establishment of the 
Church of England in Maryland, the ronnt ( lion between Church 
and State was very close, and many tilings relating to both, arc to 
be found among the letters and reports to the Bishop of London in 
whose Diocese the Colonies were included. 

The stateracnts, which are embodied in this paper, are derived 
from documents to be found in the two repositories which have 
been named, and refer to the state of the Province some sixty-five 
year?? after the landing of I^eonard Calvert and the small band of 
Colonists who accompanie<l him. 

In those years the Colony had " increased and multiplied " so 
that the populntion had reached the respectable number of 30,000 
and the scttknients had spread over both sides of the Chesapeake 
Bay and the many rivers that flow into it. There were but few 
habitations far from the water, except in that part of the Province 
which lay south of the present line of the Kaliiniure nnd Ohio 
Railroad to Washington, where nearly all the land was taken up 
and more or less inhabitc<l. 

Roads were few and liiosc little better than tracks or paths 
through the woods, which heading the rivers, crasseil them where 
they were shallow, or leading from river to river, where ferries 
were establishtHi for the convenience of travellers, or otliers who 
might wish to cross the rivers. Very often near to these ferries were 
establishffl hnnses where the way-farer might find food and drink, 
and a liod, slinuld he wish to stop over night. Thp rooms were 
, and many beds were put into the same room, so that there 
^vire many noisy peoy)le crowded together and these j>laccs were 
not always " haveus of rest," however weary the traveller might be. 
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The most common highway was the water^ wliioii fiumlBhed at 
nnrlj all times an ea^ means of commnnioation fair those who 
wuhed to go from one part of the Province to another, whether 
their object was pleasure^ or whether they wished to send their 
tobaooo to the vesselsy whidi lay in the riven until their caigoes 
were completed, and seveial vessels were ready to sail for England. 

The inhabitants of the Western Shore were more nnmerons than 
those on the Eastern Shore^ and abont three-fifths of the population 
were west of the Chesapeake Bay, while if we divide the Province 
by a line mnning east and west through the Fiatapsoo and Chester 
rivers, we find four-fifths of the population are south of that line. 

Of the population, there were about three thousand Quakersi a 
smaller number of Roman Oatholics, about three thousand n^iroes, 
and nearly all the rest were of the Church of England. 

The greater part of the negroes came from Africa, although 
some had been bom in Maryland and some came from Barbadoes 
and a few from Yiiginia. 

In a letter dated tlie 20 August, 1698, Governor Nicholson 
apeaks of the number of negroes which were bemg brought into 
the Province and says : 

** There hath been imported this summer about four hundred 
and seventy odd negroes via. 396 in one ship directly from Guiny, 
50 from Virginy, 20 from Poinsylvania, which came thither firom 
Baibadoes : a fow others fkom other places .... tlieir common 
piaotioe is on Saturday n^ts and Sundays, and on 2 or 3 days in 
CSiriBtraaB, Easter & "Whitsuntade u to go and see one another 
tho' at 30 or 40 miles distance I hav^ several times both in 
Virjg^y and here met n^ros, both single and 6 or 7 in Company 
in the night time. The miyor part of the negrros speak English, 
and most people have some of them as their domestic servants A 
the better sort have 6 or 7 in those circumstances, and may be not 
above ooe English. And they send the Negro men and boys 
about the Country where they have business : and they commoidy 
wait on them to all publick places, so that by these means they 
know not only the public but private roads of the country and 
drcumstances thereof.'' 
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The Goveruor thought that there was dauger to the welfare of 
the Province in the iucreasinii!; number of ne^^roes, as he feared that 
a people who had so littli' in common with the white man, and 
many of wliora spoke no Eriglish, might conspire among themselves 
and with the Indians to work some grievous liui mi. Their intimate 
knowledge of the country aud of the habits of their masters and 
their families added greatly in his opinion to their j)ower for harm 
doing, should they Ikj led away by the induius or de^iigning 
persons. 

Th(iy continued to arrive, however, and in the ten yeiirs from 
1GI)9 to 1708, twenty vessels arrivid Ijringing 293S negroes, all 
of whom came from Africa, except 126 who came from Barbudocs 
in two vessels. The largest number, which came in one vessel, 
was '.V20, who were brouglit in tlie Hnirij Manday which arrived 
in 1700, but with one exception, none of the others brought over 
200. 

.Efforts were made to teach them the truths of Christianity, and 
thai some were baptised is shown by entries m the Parish Records, 
copi OS of which arc in tlie po.sse8siou of the Maryland Historical 
Soci<'ty. 

Btforc 1091 there were four clergymen of the Church of 
Enghuid residing in Maryland, supported, as the Churches were 
built, by vfUuutaiy contributions, but the Act which was passed in 
JB92, j)rovided fur tlie division of the counties into parishes aud 
laid a tax for the support of the clergy, so that a certainty of 
support was offered to them, with the result that through the efforts 
of the Bishop of London and Dr. Bray, his Commissary for Mary- 
laud, bcf( re the end of the century more than twenty parishes 
were .-uppiicd with clergymen. 

Governor Nicholson was ver)- zealous in the cause of the Church 
and of educntion, and one of the charges made against him was 
his great exiravagance in building churches and schools. He 
wrote in March 1697 : When 1 came hither (1694) I found very 
few of the Chu relics built according to the former Act of Assembly; 
but I hope in lod that they will be all finislicd this year & then 
we shaii want Clergymen and a Commissary to inspect the Church 
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AfBiirs for whose maintenance an Act is passed and now sent to 
your Lordships. My Lord Bishop of liondon hath promised to 
Bend an able Commissary and some good Clergymen as also school 
Masters for the Free schools for establishing of which there was 
an act paaaed .... It is some charge to his Majesty to supply 
these parts with ministeiB, and schoolmasterBi His Majesty being 
graciously pleased to allow twenty pen nds to each of them for 
their Transport^ition, without which, H. M. bounty, I suppose 
very few of them would be able to transport themselves. 

" There is often very great want and now especially of good 
CSeigymen and Schoolmasters in these parts of the world^ and I 
will not venture to answer for some of their lives and oonversa- 
tions, 

^1 hope (God Willing) to be able by the next Fleet to give 
your Lordships an account of a pretty good Church and School 
being nigh finished in this place. 

''The chief Place of residence of Jesuits and Priests is within 
two miles of Marys, where they have a good brick Cfaappell, 
and about 5 or 6 wooden ones in otfier places in the Country. Of 
Priests and Jesuits there is commonly six or seven in die Countiy, 
and they have sevnall good plantations to live upon ; but I 
suppose they have allowances from England and other places, and 
from the people of their persuasion in this country.'* 

The churoh in Annapolis was not finished for several years, and 
then it was not so large or Imnrlsomc as had been intcridcd by our 
worthy Governor who wished it to be the church of the Province, 
and had subscriptions for the building of it, taken up in all the 
parishes. He said that as many persons from all part." of the 
Province official and others, were in Annapolis, the whole Province 
was interested in this church and ought to subscribe to it. He 
contributed much to the building of churches and schools, as well 
in money, as by his unceasing efforts to aioourage those concerned 
in the work. 

The Bishop of London had appointed as his Commissary, 
Th" Bray, (whose name is so well known in coune< tion with the 
oi]^niaation of the Society for the Propagation of the Goepel), 
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and before coming to Maryhad, die CtomminMiy intereBted himaelf 
in proeoring libraries for the dilfevent pariahea thinking ihat in a 
new and apanelx settled country it would be difficolt or imposaiblei 
for the clergymen to have aooess to books. 

The parishes were more or less wdl endowed — ** Christ Church " 
in Calvert County having the largest income vis: 21,480 fta of 
tobacco and S! John's in Baltimore County the smallest^ vis : 6,120 
9)8. 8( John's Flsrish included the Gunpowder Biver and in it was 
the Conrt Honse of the county. There was no rector yet of any 
parish in Baltimore County and the largest ''Bitapsoo," or ''Saint 
Ftol V — ^frfaich included both mdes of the Patapsoo river as wdl 
as Back river and part of Middle riva>— only yidded an inoiHne 
of 8720 9>8 of tobacco^ so that it was united with "Broad Neck" 
Parish in Ann Amndell Connly under one rector, the Reverend 
Edward Top. Broad Neck Parish imdnded that part of Ann 
Amndell County which was north of the Severn Biver, and its 
income was 8920 lbs, so that the two parishes had not more than 
many suigle parishes in the more southern part of the Province^ 
It was not until 1702, that Saint Paul's had its own rector, Mr. 
Tibbs, and at that time Df Bray had received subscriptions in 
England to the amount of £50 per annum for the support of a 
clergyman for Saint Paul's Parish. 

So inconsiderable were the settlements on the Patapsoo, that 
according to a return made in 1698, only three shallops were 
owned in Baltimore County, and no vessels of any kind had been 
built ''Shalbps" were small vessels used for the navigation of 
the Bay and rivers and carried from 12 to 18 hhds each, and 
the whole number owned in the Province was fifby-four. The 
pungy is not mentioned, and it is probable that that vessel, which 
belongs so peculiarly to the Chesapeake Bay, had not then been 
evolved. Of bay craft larger than ** shallops " there were ** sloops," 
which carried from 18 to 50 hhds each and of which there were 
sixly*one, so that in addition to canoes and small boats» there were 
one hundred and fifteen small vessels engaged in the tmde of the 
Chesapeake. There wereberides seagoing vessels, "pinks" and 
"brigantmes" numbering fourteen of from 50 to 120 tons each, 
and diree ships of about 300 tons each.

If BdtimoK was unknown, and no diip boilding was going on 
on tiie sfaoceB of the Patapsco, Maryland-built vessels were known 
and ap]n!eciated m England, for wiihin ten yean two ships and 
one brigantine had been built for English owners. One of the 
ships belonged to Liverpool and was built by Miajor John Lowe 
of Si Maiy's Oounty ; and the other The Tmingion Loyalty, 
was built by John OUiver of Kent County, and belonged to 
Torrington in Devon. 8be was loaded at Annapolis and carried 
200 hhds of tobacco. 

In 1698, there were on the stocks three ships for Maryland 
owners, and one of 460 tons for English owners, whOe of smaller 
vessels, there were 1 brigantine and S sloops in course of construc- 
tion. Among the commanders were Cap* Richf Hill Jr., Henry 
Hill and Th? Francis and among the apprentices were Benjamin 
and Charles sons of Co! W? Burgees and Joshua and Samuel sons 
of Mijor Edward Dorsey and Edward son of Captain John Dorsey 
all of Ann Arundel County. 

It is well known that the relations between the Maxy landers and 
the Indians were friendly, but "Bangers" were continually on 
guard in the exposed parts of the Province, to watch the move- 
ments of the savages. In a letter &om Co! John Addison of 
Prinoe Geoige County, there is a statement in regard to the 
rangers, whidi may be interestiug in the absence of any knowledge 
of the movements <^ those of Baltimore County. Ihe letter is 
dated 19 May, 1698. 

"The Rangers that is Co! Beale, Th? Orbon, J«" Taylor, J* 
Walker, James Draine and J? Teares assembled at the head of the 
Eastern Bnmoh. Cap! Bi. Owen, Wf Smith, Morgan Faibell, 
J? Biggs, Th? Fletcher, and W? Marshall at the plantation where 
J*f Lish was killed at the mouth of Goose Creek. And they 
rang'd out there, of each company, every week their turns. Cap| 
Owen hath been up at the Sugar-Loaf-Mountain on this side, his 
last time out: but met with no Indians; uuly the woods they 
were newly burned. Co! Beale and his party last week nmg'd up 
the Eastern branch, and so to Mr. Snowdens Quarter, and headed 
Bock Creek and so down Potomoke, but discovered nothing." 
6 
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He says at the end of his letter ** All my famUy and my neigh- 
bouie lemain very stokly/' and from the reputation of the country 
on the Potomac River hdow Washington in these days, we may 
well imagine that "Fever and Ague'* held sway m those parts 
200 years ago before any suspicion had fiiUen on die fiunOiar 
mosquito. 

The reputation of Co! John Addison is well known to students 
of Maryland history as that of a man universally respected and 
esteemed, and it may be well to give the report of Sir Thomas 
Lawrence, Secretary of the Province, in n^rd to some of his 
contemporaries, who were proposed for the Gboncil. He says: 
" Bobert Quarry is an honest gentleman but engaged in the service 
of Pennsylvania. 

" Henry Lowe — is now Sheriff of Saint Mary's County and is 
a gentleman of good sence and fortune, he maryed a Bektion of 
my Lord Baltimore who is a strict Papist 

"John Hammond — ^is an elderly man grave and serious, of a 
good Estate, he hath been one of the Provincial Jnstloes and lives 
within three miles of Annapolis. 

" Thomas Tasker— is a Hantor and Merchant of good substance 
and esteem, he lives twenty miles from Annapolis, on this side of 
Patuzent Biver. 

" Edward Dorsey — lives near Annapolis and builds houses there^ 
those who have dealioj^ with hun say his honesty oftner fiuls him 
than his wit. 

"Francis Jenkins — ^is a man of the best sence and Estate Ac in 
Somerset County, who hath bom all offices there and h proposed 
in the room of David Brown deceased. 

"William Hatton— lives in Charles County, is reputed an 
honest man and of good substance* 

" Df Thomas Bray — Commissary to my Lord Bishop of London 
who hath teken great care in the choice of neer twenty Ministers 
sent over within these three years, and of procurmg sixteen 
parodiial Libraries sent thither in which he is out of Pocket him- 
self between two and three hundred pounds.*' 

DT Biay never became a member of the Council, but his name 
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must ever be had in honour in Maryland, for Mb inftuenoe on her 
intare was very great. His great objects were the establishing of 
Libraries — ^not only in Maryland but in other colonies — and the 
oonversation and civilising of the negroes, and these he pursued 
sealoualj, even after he retumed to England. Among the mss. in 
the Bodleian Library at Oxford there is one rehiting to Df Bray, 
from whioh the following is token : 

"The Secretary, Sir Thf Lawrence, with Df Bray did in behalf 
of tiie Province of Maryland wait upon the then Princess of 
Daimark, her late Majesty, humbly to request tlie gracious accep- 
tance of the Governors and Count lys dutiM action in having 
denominated the Metropolis of their Province then but lately built, 
from her Royal Highness name Annopolis (sic) and soon after, he 
being iavonred with a noble benefaction from the same Royal Hand 
towards his Libraries in America, he dedicated the premier Library 
in those parts, fixed at Annapolis and which has books of the 
choicest kind belonging to it, to the valued of near iE400, to her 
glorious memor}' by the Title of the Annapolitan Library; whioh 
words are inscribed upon the several Books, as well in gratitude to 
her late Majesty, as for there better preservation from loss or 
embenlemoAt." 

This premier library contained 1,095 books and in addition a 
libraiy was estaUished in each parish under the care of the rector. 
The number of books in each parish varied, but the whole number 
was 1466, and the bhabitauts of each parish thus had the use of 
books, whioh it would have been impossible for them to buy for 
themselves, but which must have been much wanted by many of 
those who lived in the sparsely settled country.

The rarignation was read and aooepted of Mrs. Theodore H. 
1311s ; and the deaths during the month, were announced of Rer* 
W. F. Brand, a corresponding, and Mr. Edward memann, an 
active member. 

Four new members were elected • vis. : Ifiss H. Abell, 
Miss Maiy F. Day and Mr. James U. Dennis, active, and Besr- 
Admiral Theodore F. Jewell, associate. 

Among the donations reported were an autograph letter of 
Hon. W. Lw Marcj and the Elbert fiunily chart, the latter of 
speoial interest to the genealogists. 

The paper for the evening was read by Dr. Edward fi. Bfiat- 
tfaews on the Masai and Dixon Line, detailing the events whush 
led np to the establishment of this boundary, the actual mnning 
of the Une^ and the resurv^ of it recently made. 

Meeting of April Stk, — An unusually lai^ attraidance was the 
feature of the April meeting, and those who were there had the 
pleasure of seeing the collection of photogmplis which had been 
made to form a portion of the Maiyland Exhibit at the James- 
town celeb mtion. 

In additi<m to these there was a collection of six large phot<^ 
grapha fiom portraits of the several Lords Baltimore. These had 
been prepared by Mr. H. Msaon Baborg of New York, and were 
also for exhibition at Jamestown, after which they are to be 
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returned to and belong to the Society. A vote of thanks was 
given to Mr. Raborg. 

The new members elected were Mitfs Grace Winchester Fisher, 
and Messrs. James £. Hancock, Clinton L. Kiggs and Charles 
£. Bioidan. 

The most important of the contribntions to the ooUeotions was 
that from Mr. Oswald Tflghman, of a print from a plate made 
about seventy-five years ago of the State House at Annapolis.

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JOHN FEANCIS MEBCEB, 

GOVERNOR OF MARYLAND, 1801 TO 1803. 
JAJfBB UBBCBB GABKETT. 



As preliminary to a sketch of the life of John Fnmeis Mercer, 
Governor of Maryland from 1801 to 1803, a brief acooant of his 
parentage and ftmilj may be giveui as mistakes have been made 

in respect to them. 

John Francis Mercer was the son of John Mercer, of Marl- 
borough (the name of his estate), Stafford County, Virginia, by 
his second marriage with Ann Boy, daughter of Dr. Boy, of 
Essex County, Yiiginia. 

John Mercer was the son of John Mercer, of Dublin, IreUnd, 
and his wife^ Grace Fenton, grandson of Robert Mercer, and 
great-grandson of Noel Mercer, of Chester, £ngland, which is as 
far back as the reoords in my {K>sses8ion extend. Family 
tradition, however, connects this English family of Meroets with 
tile Meroers of Aldie, Perthshire, Scotland. John ]S[en>er came to 
Virginia in 1720 at the age of sixteen, and in 1725, at the age of 
twenty-one, married his first wife, Catherine Mason, daughter of 
Col. George Mason (2nd), of Stafford County, Virginia, sister of 
Col. George Mason (3rd), and aunt of George Mason (4th), of 
Gunston, Fairfax County, Va., who drew the Bill of Rights, and 
assisted in framing the first Constitution of Virginia in 1776.

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The sons of this numriai^ were Qear^, John Fentoii and James. 
John Foiton was Keateoant and oaptain in the French and 
Indian War, and was killed by the Indians on the Warm Springs 
Mountain, Vii^ia, near Edwards's Fort, in 1756. (korge and 
James were both educated at William and Mary College, the 
former, G«oige, saving as lieutenant and c^iptaiu in Col. Oi'orge 
Washington's regiment in the French and Indian War, and later 
as lieutenant^lond and aide-de-camp to Col. Washinpfton, and 
with him representing Frederick County, Virginia, in the House 
of Burgesses, from 1761 to 1765. The latter, James, served as 
captain in the French and Indian War, commanding at Fort 
Loudoun, Winchester, Ytx., In 1756, represented Hampshire 
CSounty, Virginia, in the House of Bur^cssc.«, 1763 to 1776, was 
a member of the Virginia Conventions of 1774, 1775 and 1776, 
of the Committee of Safety, 1775 to 1776, of the Continental 
Congress, 1779 to 1780, Judge of the General Court, 1780 to 
1789, and of the Court of Appeals of five judges from 1789 until 
his death in 1793. The fiither of these three sons, John Mercer, 
of Marlborough, was a prominent lawyer, was Secretary of the 
Ohio Company, and author of Mercer's A(/n<f(pnent of the Laws of 
llr^^ma. He is said to have written the first tract published in 
Virginia i^inst the Stamp Act, but no known copy of it is in 
existence. His eldest child by his second marriage with Ann 
Roy, Grace Fenton, eldest sister of John Francis Mercer, married 
Muscoe Garnett, of Essex County, Virginia, in 1767. 

It has been thought by some that this Virginia family of 
Mercers was the same as that of Doctor, later General, Hugh 
Mercer, of Fredericksburg, Va., but the only connection is that 
Dr. Mercer's sister, Isabel Mercer, was the first wife of Col. 
George Mercer, above-mentioned, as stated in Judge John T. 
Goolrick's recent "Life of Gen. Hugh Mercer." Dr. Mercer 
came to this conntry from Scotland about 1715, and settled first 
in Pennsylvania and afterwards at Fredericksburg, Va., and was 
physician to the family of John Mercer oi' Marlborough. 

The subject of this sketch, John Francis Mercer, was bora 
May I7th, 1759, at ^rarlborongli, Stafi'oi-d County, Va. He 
was educate ji^ William aiid Mar^' College, as were his elder 
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brothers, that being the most convenient and accessible college 
for yonng Viiginians, and he graduated there in 1775 at the 
early age of sixteen. But the war between Great Britun and 
her ooloniea had bcgtin^ and it waa not long before we find him in 
the miUtaiy service. We learn from Force's Ammean ArMteg 
(Fifth Series, Vol. 1776), tiiat he was First Lieutenant in 
Oaptain Wm. Washington's oompany of the third Viiginia 
Begunent, the field-officers of which were Golond Hugh Mercer, 
Lieatenant-CTolond George Weedon, and Major Th<»naB MarshuU^ 
&lher of John Manhnll, Chief Justice of the U. S. Supreme 
Court The commlsstons of the field-officers of this regiment 
were dated Fdmiaiy 13, 1776, and that of First Ldentenant 
John Francis Meroer, February 26, 1776, before he had com- 
pleted his seventeenth year. It does not appear that there was 
at that time any objection to enlisting young men under dghteen 
years of age, as waa the case in this country some eiglity-five 
years later. Fl!om a field return of the third Virginia Kcgimeut, 
then commanded by CoL George Weedon, dated November 6, 
1776, we find Uentenant Mercer « appointed Captain to the 
Geaenl's guard," which is always regarded as a responsible 
position. 

The only aooonnt that we possess of John Francis Mercer's 
services during the Bevolntionary War is found in a letter of his 
to Colonel Simms, without date, but from a reference to President 
Madison, it most have been written between 1817 and 1821, the 
date of Gov. Meroer^s death. This letter is in the possession of 
his great-grandson, Major Carroll Meroer, of Washington, D. C, 
and it has been printed in Gaillard Hnnf s Fraffmenta of Seooitt- 
Homrif HiMary, published by the Historical Printing Club of 
BrooUyn, N. Y., in 1892. Thb being the principal anthorify 
that we have I shall quote freely from this letter, although it 
relates chieSy to the Yorktown campaign. He says : ''I became 
a captain in the Third regiment of the Yiiginia line from the 
battle of Brandy wme, my oommission bearing date from that day," 
that is, September 11th, 1777 ; Heitman's Hitiorieal lUgktgr 
says, **to rank from 27th June, 1777." It may be added here 
that he was wounded in that battle, and doubtless was out of 
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service for several months. He oontaiiQes : In March, 1778> I 
was appointed in general orders at Valley Forge Aide-de-oamp 
to Maj.-(3eii'I Lee with the lank o£ Major/ says Heitman], 
and in that capadly served at the action of Monmouth Court- 
house [June 28th, 1778], and afterwards gave my evidence in his 
trial, which will be found entirely exculpatory of his conduct in 
Uiat mudi misunderstood and misrepresented affair. After the 
sentence of the Court Marshal [jnc], suspending Gen. Lee -firom 
all command for one twelve-month, was confirmed by Congress, 
I deteriiuned to quit the army and study law, and in the Fall of 
1779 I fixed myself for this purpose at Williamsburg, under the 
auspices and direction of Mr. JefiersoUi then lately appointed 
GovornMr of Virginia." 

In the fall of the following year, 1780, General Robert 
Lawson, on the invasion of Virginia by General Leslie, received 
authority to mise a legionary corps of volunteer militia to be 
commanded by officers of his own selection and appointment. 
"It was in virtue of this authority," says Col. Mercer, "that I 
received my first appointment of Lieutenant-Colonel from General 
Lawson, dated the 24th of October [17iiO]| in one of the 
r^ments of foot of which the command was given to Colonel 
James Monroe in n similar manner." This force joined the 
command of Gen. Muhlenberg near Smithficld, Isle of Wight 
County, Va., in November, but about November 20th, Gen. 
Leslie eraliarked his troops and proceeded to join Lord Comwallis 
by water. The camp of Gen. Muhlenberg broke np, and the 
Ic^onaiy corps " were perhaps too precipitately disbanded," says 
Ool. Mercer. After the disbanding of Lawpon's corps Col. iNferocr 
commenced the practire of the law at F'redericksburg, Va., and 
was residing there in the bct^inuing of May, 1781. Gen. 
Weedon had taken command of the troops near Fredericksbnrg, 
and "it was here," says Col. Aferrer, "that (ien'l. Weedon 
communicated to mc a letter from the Marquis de la Fayette 
stating his total want of, and great distress for, cavalrv-, and 
conveviug a request that I would exert myself to raise a volunteer 
corps of horse. With the af«istance of Mr. Washington, the 
present judge [that is, Judge Bushrod Washington], then a youth 
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of twenty, ^fr. Liulwell Leo, tlie ^fr. Brents. :\nd otlier young 
gentlemen, a eorps was ciillected, arme<l, and inarehed in less than 
a week. At first it did not exceed tliirty ; it gradually, however, 
p:rew in !nnui)ers and reputiitiou, but never exceeded tifty on duty 
at any one time ; they furnished their horses and arms themselves, 
and paid their own expenses until all tlieir resources were 
exhausted, without recurring to the distressing modes which the 
decline of pnper money had renderc<l almost indispensable and 
universal, re(|uisition, impressment and payment in eertififjites. 
This troop joined the Marquis in Hanover County, at the uionieiil 
that Col. Tarleton had made his tieiuoutftration, whilst the 
Arneneiin ironps were drawn up expeeting an inunwiiate attaek, 
and was iusti unn-ntal in ase'-rtaiiiintz; that the enemy iu view were 
only a reconnoitring party. The moment they disappeared the 
Marquis abandoned the road to Frederieksburg, and leaving that 
position to its fate, direeted his march thrt)ugh the upper part of 
Spotsylvania [county] aud crossed the head waters of Mattapony 
in the route to Orange C. H., with a view of forming a junction 
with Wayne and gaining tlie upper country through which Wayne 
was then marehiug." .... " From the time that my volunteer 
corps had joined the Marquis their activity and good conduct had 
distinguished them in the array, where such coqxs had l^efore 
&llen into disrepute ; the duty they had performed would have 
destroyed the same number of any regular troops; their youth, 
their spirit, and the honourable pride iin id* nt to their .^laLiou in 
life, encourage<l them to attempt anything, and, aceustt)med to ride 
in the woods, thvlv fine hrtrses extricated them when surrounded 
by the numerous adverse cavalry ; they lived on the Hanks and 
rear of the enemy, and although few days passed without some of 
them, and oft^ri the whole corps, being pursued by parties greatly 
superior iu number, yet they sustained no loss themselves ; on the 
contrary, the day Tarleton made the movement against Muhlen- 
berg, they proceeded to Richmond, alarmed the Pickett on 
Shockhoe hill, fell into Tarleton's rear, carried off his FaroUe 
[i. e., his rear-guard], and conducted them safe throi^h tihe woods 
to the AmericaQ camp, altho' the whole foroe of Tarieton was then 
in motion between. These were the only prisoners made hy anj 
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part of the army during the .summer campaign that I recollect; 
certainly tliey were the only horsemen that were taken." 

Col. Mercer came near being captured on a reconnoitring 
expedition to Willianosbuig, July 6tb, 1781| but he escaped and 
rejoined his troop. 

Cornwallis was encauij>cd at ^\ iliiarasburg, and Lafayette, 
having information that lie nvus on the eve of crossing James 
River, directed Col. Mtretir's corps to obtain the esirliest intelli- 
j;onc<- of tlie movement. For this purpose they made a circuit 
oi' tNvenlv mile5! and halted back of the I'alace, and were at Lord 
Coruwallis'ri litadijuarters, — which were at President Madison's 
house at William and Mary College, the Reverend .lames Madi- 
son, afterwards Bishop of Virjj^inia, being then Presideut of the 
College, — very short time after Curnwallis left them, and they 
informed the Marquis in time for him to put his troops in motion 
that evening. He continues : " The American army halted that 
night about eight or ten miles from the enemy, and early in the 
morning of the 6th of July I rode up to Green Spring honse 
[near Williamsburg] , and was informed by a black with a knap- 
sack at his back standing at the door, that it was the quarters of 
CoL Tarkton, who Siid) was then in a ^ring-house a few 
yards distant During the oonveisation mjedf and three or fyat 
young gentlemen with me found ourselves soddenlj surrounded 
in a decayed yard formed of brick walls, bat the enemy, by 
pushing to eut off onr retreat, enabled us to escape in a oontraiy 
directiooi and outriding them in die wood, I was enabled to gain 
mj troop which I had pUioed in cover on the road. The manner 
in which I had ^ined this intelligence, whuih was so abrupt as 
to admit of no deception, and what I saw of the enemy's force, 
ftatisfied me that their main bod7 had not crossed and was not 
crossing, and I gave this as my decided opinion to the Marquu 
at 1 1 o'clock whilst advancing with his troops." 

This incident is followed hy an aoootmt of the battle of Green 
Spring, near Williamsburg, in which Lafayette and Wayne were 
defeated hy the British. From the account given the defeat seems 
to have been due to a lack of ^cient reoonnoissanc^ and hence 
an ignorance of the numbers of the British. This action does not 
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loom np large in the baHles of the Bevolntion, but I have notioed 
that the losing side, in its histories, does not lay much emphasis 
on defeats. 

Col. Meroer says: ''Major McPherson and the head of 
Armand's horae led the oolnmn; I followed with my troops; 
then at a considerable interval the Continental light in&ntry 
were followed by Gm. Wayne's br^^e, the whole amounting to 
2200 effectiTe men, a forae rather unequal to 8000, the flower of 
the British army, posted with every advantage not now more 
than a mfle in front" 

Major McPherson was ordered to take command of 150 rifle- 
men on the left, and Lieut-Ool. Meroer of a similar number on the 
right The latter attacked a picket of 100 or 160 men near a 
house, drove them off, and gained possession of the house. At 
this moment his troop was sent to him, and thou|^ they ** could 
be of no posnble use, to encourage the riflemen and give them 
confidence,'' he drew up the troop in a lane whidi led towards 
the main road and the enemy. The enemy <^ened with three 
pieces of artiUeiy at frcmi 300 to 400 yards. Almost at the first 
discharge Cbl. Mercer's hone recmved a cannon-ball in his body, 
which carried away his rider's stirrapfi and braised his foot, 
several of his troop were dismounted, and the riflemen fled. He 
mounted anodier hors^ but it was impossible to raUy those who 
had fled, and the whole fipont line of the enemy advanced wil^ 
shouts. Two pieces of artillery now arrived, but Col. Meroer 
advised the Captain to withdraw (hem, " which edvice he followed 
with reluctance and saved his pieces. This advanced corps was 
entirely dispersed, and the wounded were retaken by the enemy." 
Col. Meroer continues : " I fell back with a &w of my troops, 
having ordered on the others to join a party who acted as body- 
guard to the Marquis. At the distance of about 300 yards in 
the rear of where we had been engaged, I found Gen. Wayne's 
brigade drawn up across the road and through the wnod to the 
right I staid with them until they were defeated. We had just 
begun to assume the stiff German tactics, as the British acquired 
the good sense, from experience in our woody country, to lay it 
aside. Wayne's brigade was drawn up in dose order, while the 
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Britiflh advanced in open order, keeping up a deadly five, and the 
deatraekion among AVayne'a troops was veiy great. In less than 
thirty minntes from the retreat of the advanced corps, the vont 
vas total, and our flying and dispersed soldiws escaped along the 
causeway and througli the morass." Forfcnnately the British 
horse, who never made an effort during the action/' did not 
advance, for, if they had done so, " had chaiged down the road 
and takw possession of Green Spring," Col. Merobr thinks that 
few of the Continoital troops oonld have escaped, the Mar- 
9018*8 army would have been broken and dispersed, and Lord 
Gomwallis would have escaped the catastrophe at York. 

The editor has a note on this battle, stating that this account is 
at variance with the printed accounts, and he refers to Johnston's 
The YorbUmn Qmpaign and ih€ Surrender of ObmiiKUUe, and to 
Marshall's X(f« o/ WaMigton, but as it is the account of an eye- 
witness and participant in the wgagement, who ai^owle^ies a 
disastrous defeat, it deserves the greater (a«dit. 

Col. Mercer continues : As it was, the troops collected that 
night a Ifow miles beyond Green Spring, and the next day being 
not pursued and being joined by an excellent corps of horse from 
Baltimore commanded by Captain More, and having preswed all 
their baggage, they soon forgot the disaster of this day. 

The British were, therefore, perfectly right when they speak 
of defeating the militia in the commencement of this action ; they 
defeated tho-^o I commanded, who, being reinforced by the corps 
of Gal van and Willis, tlie oorps of volunteer horse and two pieces 
of artillery, made no doubt a very formidable appearance, although 
none of them did any mischief except the Riflmen and Gal van's, 
and the latter not much. When our accounts speak nothing of 
the engagement of the advanced militia, it only shows that such 
confusion reigned that no one had any just knowledge of this 
ail iir who has yet de.scriijcd it. Thus terminated one of the most 
silly and misjudged affairs that took place during the war.'' 

The editor here quotes from Tarlcton's Campaigns, who says : 
** The events of this day were particularly important and claimed 
more attention thau they obtained." He thinks that C^omwallis 
''might certainly have derived more advantage from his victoiy 
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that, if the light iofautry and cavalry had bcvii rUtaolicd next 
morning before dawn of day to pursue the Americans, "La Fay- 
ette's army must have been annihilated," and this "would have 
pn vetited the combination which produced the fall of Yorktown 
and Gloucester." 

Col. IMeicor informs us that "The next day the IVfarquis 
tliought proper to cxjmpliment my corps highly in general orders 
which, indeed," continues he, "they aiwitvs deserved, hut on that 
day none of them were with me till towards the close of the action 
of small arms, and although afterward they were exposed to great 
danger, they eon 11 ii t possibly render any service," and he 
concludes his nanaiivu of tiie action near Green Spring: "Many 
of tlie gentlemcu of this corps being dismounted, and all exhausted, 
and tindiiig that tlie armies were about to oj)erate on the south 
side of Jauica Kiver, I obtained ]>ermission for the corps to return 
to their homes, and 1 know nothing farther of the military 
transactions of this campaign till the siege of York and Gloucester, 
but believe they were altogether unimportant and almost devoid 
of military incidents." 

We see from this narrative of Col. Mercer, and from tliat of 
Col. Tarletou, that Cornwallu did not take advantage of his 
success near Green Spring; and if he had taken proper advantage 
of it and routed Lafayette's army, which seems to have been in 
bia power, he might bave escaped the snbseiiiieiit disaster at 
Yorktown. 

The final section of Col. Mercer^s letter gives his experiences in 
the siege of York and Gloncestery which had been invested hy 
Washington and Bochambeau^ with the fleet of Count de Grssse 
at the mouth of York river. He says: "Early in September 
[1781] Gen'L Weedon, being aboat to take the command of the 
troops destined to act against Gloucester, applied to me to 
accompany him, promising me a command of select militia. 

" I consented and Genl. Weedon .... took post at Dixon's 
mill about the middle of September, and, soon after, Genl. Ghoisy 
joined us with the legion of the Duke de Lauxun and 1000 
marinesy having now command of 1600 French regular troops 
and about 2000 American militia.'' . . . "Agreeably to Genl. 
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Weedon's order 1 had selected from die militia such old addMia 
as I could find, who, having retired from the army after the 
ezptiatioii of their terms of servioei were now performing their 
tours of duty with the militia as other dticens. To these I added 
the most likely young men that volunteered their services, and 
such young gentlemen as offioers as appeared most promising; 
personally I was acquainted with none of them. Of such material 
I collected a corps consisting of 200 rank and file, and a 
proportionate number of officers. Without mndi rdation to sise, 
as a distinction that appeared beet calculated to create an aprii dt 
they were termed the Grenadier regiment. After arming 
and disciplining them in the best manner time and circumatances 
would permit, tiiey were attached to the l^<m of Lauaun, the 
infantry of whidi did not exceed 350 men fit fiir duty. 

" Until this time I had acted wi^ont any commission, but the 
Court of my native county of Stafibrd, probably being apprised 
of the oircnmstsnces, recimimended me to the Executive, who 
Ibrwarded me a commission as Lieutenant'^loncl of die militia 
of that county, but which was not necessary to confer an anthority 
that was never disputed.'' 

Here fi>llows an account of tlie action before Gloucester of 
October 2, 1781, the only action in whidi Mercer's troops were 
engaged before the surrender of CornwaJUs. 

He says : " Early in the morning of the 2nd of October, I was 
ordoed with my corps to join Lieut.'Col. Count fiobert Dillon, 
who, with 150 of the Dragoons of Laazun, was directed to gain 
the road that led to Gloiu'o«=tf r by York River and to move OB 
towards that post, whilst Gen. Choisy and the Due de Lauzun, 
at the head of 150 Dragoons, proceeded down the Severn Road 
in the same direction, followed at a considerable interval by the 
French and American infantry, the whole intended to take up a 
position as near as practicable to the town of Gloucester." 

Oen» Choisy overtook tlie foraging legions of Tarleton and 
Simcoe, and, as he had no infantry with him, he requested me 
to hasten my march by dismounting and setting an example to 
the corps by running ; " which Col. Meroer did, and he soon 
joined the French Dragoons, who found it neoessuy to fall back 
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before the British Imrse. " This they did slowly, with oi^der and 
firmness, under the fire of the enemy until they found that my 
corp.s was just emerging from the luue, when they fell in behind 
them and faced about to receive the charge of the Britit-h horse 
now formed again and advancing with their iufantry in the 
wood/' "My little corps of new troops, whifh ditl not ei;eeed 
IGO rank and filo fit for duty, were at first Sdiuewhat startled to 
find the French hortie retreating so rapidly by tlicni in the open 
field, exp»)sed to at least 460 horse of the enemy and a body of 
infantry in the wood ; and their situation was evidently rendered 
more critical by having u very high fenixi in their rear, and the 
lane they advanced through blocked up by the French hors(\ 
Howevei , they were immediately ordered to deploy, so as to push 
their lelt ilauk into the wood, which they did witli great celerity 
and good order, and commenced firing, one-half on tlie cavalry 
on the right, and the other half on the infantry advuin ing rapidly 
through tliis wood. Tlie horse of the enemy had aj)j)roaehed 
within 250 yards, and the infantry were not at more than 150 
yards distance when the firing begtin. Xo regular troops could 
behave with more zeal and alacrity than this corps of militia. 
Their spirits had been raised by running them up, and being 
hurried into action without time to reflect on their danger, they 
discovered as much gallantry and order as any regular corps that 
I ever saw in action. Fortunately Tarleton did not like the 
reception prepared for him, and at a critiGal moment sounded a 
retreat) when not 100 cartridges remained unexpended in the 
regiment." ... " From the fire the oorps kept up, CoL Tarletcm 
no doabt oonduded Hiem much more numerous than thej were, 
but nothing could excuse his not proving the fiuit, with his great 
superiority. 

That night I took possearion of the advanced redoubt on the 
main road with 150 French and 150 Americans, and the French 
and American troops encamped in the fields on each side of the 
lane.'' He resumes : " The aiege continued a tiresomei uninterest- 
ing blockade on the Gloucester side, without military incidents, 
except that men were repeatedly and nselesdy sacrificed by the 
Ftenofa General in idle reoonnoitiing. The day before the sur- 
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render, and when the capitulation had been agreed on at York, 
Col. Tarleton came out and dined with Gen. Choipy. . . Orders 
were given " that no infantry except that of the legion of LatUEun 
and my corps should be present at the surrender. We marched 
for that purpo^ two mil^ in front of ihe camp, and tiSter the 
arms were piled on the outside of the breaatworksy OoL Hi^ 
q£ the legion and myself took possesion of a redoubl, and thus 
ended the campaign in Virginia of 1781. A few days after 
Genl. Washington In General Orders noticed this aetJon of die 
2nd, and retomed bis thanks to the legion of Lauann and the 
Grenadiers of Meioer ibr thdr condnct." 

The editor of this letter quotes from State Department lASS. 
Washington's General Orders of October 4th, 1781, retaining 
thanks to the Duke de Lauxnn and his gallant officeis and men, 
in which he states specifically that " the corps of the allied Army 
were Doke de Lauzun's Legion and the MUitia Grenadiers oi 
Mercer .» 

From the Jonmals of the Contmentsl Congress it appears that 
on the 18<ih of December, 1782, John Francis Mercer was elected 
to represent Vii^ginia in that body in the room of Edmund 
Randolph, Esq., resigned, and took his seat on Feb. 6th, 1783. 
Farther, in the following Congress, on Nov. 3rd, 1783, we have 
a record that Mr. J. F. Mercer and Mr. A. Lee produced an 
extract from the Journal of the House of Delegates of Virginia, 
by which it appears that on the 6th of June, 1783, l^omss 
Jefferson, Samuel ^rdy, John Frauds Mercer, Arthur Lee and 
James Monroe^ Esqs., were elected, by joint ballot of the Senate 
and House of Delegates, delegates to represent Virginia in 
Congress for one year from the let Monday in November; and 
again, on March 19th, 1784, Mr, Mercer, a del^ate from 
Vir^nia, is mentioned in the Journal as attending. We know 
that John Francis Meroer was a delegate from Virginia to the 
Continental Congress for three years successively, from 1782 to 
1785, In the latter year occurred an event whidi ended his 
political services to his native State and caused him to transfer his 
allegiance from Virginia to Maryland. This was bis marriage on 
February 3, 1785, to Sophia, daughter of Bichard and Margaret 
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(CSaile) Sprigg, of Cedar Park, on West Biver, in Anne Anmdal 
County, — ^later hia wi&'a eatate, — ^which soon became hia reel- 
denoe, and ao remained until hia death thiity-six yean afterwarda. 

Hia marriage ooonrrad when he vas not yet twenty-six years 
of age, by which time he had served as Lieutenant, Oiptain and 
LteuteDant-CoIonel in the Revolutionary War, in the intorvals of 
wiiioh service he had studied law with Gov. Jefferson and 
practised it in Fredericksburg, Va., and soon after the olose of 
the war he was elected a member of the Continwtal Congress, in 
which he remained until hia marriage. This was a remarkable 
and varied experience for a young man of twenty-five, aud to have 
been chosen a member of Congress by the Virginia General 
Assembly, along with Jefferson, Hardy, Arthur Lee and Mouroc, 
would show a high regard for his abilities on the part of his 
constituents. 

Within two years after his removal to Maryland he was sent as 
a del^;ate to the Convention which framed the Federal Constitu- 
tion, along with James McHcnry, Luther Martin, Daniel of 8t. 
Thomas Jenifer, and Daniel Carroll. Mercer waa the youngest 
of the delegation, their respective ages, — as given in an article on 
the " Framers of the Constitution " in the Magazine of American 
History (xiii, 313) for April, 1885, — ^being Martin, 43, Mer(«r, 
29 (this should be 28), Carroll, 32, McHenry, 34, and Jenifer, 04. 

Along with his colleague, Luther Martin, with Edmund 
Baudolph and George Mason, of Virginia, and a dozen others, he 
refused to sign the Constitution, doubtless, from having been 
trained in the principles of Jeffersonian Republicanism, fearing 
oonsolidation and encroachment upon State Rights. 

Luther Martin, in his " Genuine Information " (which will be 
found prefixed to Yates's Secret Procrrrfings and Dchatrfi of the 
Federal Oonvention of 17S7, and elscAvliere), has set forth his 
reasons for withholding hia signature^ and I presume Mr. Mercer 
agreed with him. 

TJio question, however, betw cen the Maryland Federalists and 
Anti- Federalists remained to be fmio^lit over wlien the State 
Conveution met on April 21, st, IViS.s, to consider the ratification 
of the Constitution. The fullest account that I have seen of the 
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action of this Conventioii h in Br. Steinei^s excelkiit articleB on 
Maryland's Adoption of The Federal ConsUtutton" (Amerioan 
Hidorieal Bmew, Vol. Y, pfK 22 and 207, being the numbers 
for October, 1899, and Janoarj, 1900); and it is npon this 
acooont that I shall draw in the necesgarily brief notice of the 
subject that can be taken in this sketch. Opinion was so one- 
sided in Maryland that there were scarcely enough Antl-Fcdcml- 
iststomake it interoiting; but, as might be expected from \m 
anteoedente, Mr. Meroer was found on tliat side. The MnrvluDd 
Convention met, as jost stated, on April 2l8t, 178S, and 
continued iu session until the 29th. Of its seventy-six members, 
there were but twelve Anti-Fedemli^ts, four from Anne Arundel 
County, Samuel Chase, Jeremiah T. Chase, John Francis Meroer, 
and Benjamin Harrison, four from Baltimore County, and four 
from Harford County. The Anne Arundel delecrntf? were the 
leaders of the opposition, and we have a letter from Daniel 
Carroll to Madison, stating that if the Anne Arundel election 
had not taken the extraordinary turn it did, I may say there could 
not have been a straw of opposition ; perhaps adoption would 
have been unanimous." Maryland's action was awaited with 
interest because of its supposed effect on the action of Virginia. 
On accoinit of the large majoritv of Federalists in the Convention, 
they contented themselves with listening to the aiguments of the 
opposition without replying, Alex. Contce Hanson alone being 
mentioned as the leader of the Federalists. On the final vote 
William Paca, of Harford, an Anti-Fedemli<t, voted with the 
Federalists in the hope of securing amendments ; and he had 
prepared at least twenty-eight. A Committee of thirteen on 
amendments was apiK)iuted, consisting of nine Federalists and 
four Anti-Federalists, the latter beiug Samuel Chase, Jeremiah T. 
Chase, John Francis Mercer and William Paca, but, with a two- 
thirds majority, more than half of Paca's amendments were easily 
rejected. There was prcat rejoicing by the Federalists over the 
result. The Anti-Federalists published an address to the people 
of Maryland, which is reprinted iu E/liritfs Dehnfm. Mr. Hanson 
prepared a reply, and Daniel Carroll sent a v\)[)y of it to "Madison, 
which is now among the Madifion papers in the Library of the 
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State Department (more recently removed to the M88. Department 
in the Congressional Library), and it is, we are told, the only 
copy known. In a letter to Madison soon after the adjournment 
of the Maryland Convention Washington writes that he "had 
learned that Mr. Chase made a display of all his eloquence, Mr. 
Meroer disdiaiged his iriiole artill^ <tf inflammable matter, and 
Mr. Bfartin did somethiiig, I know ivot wha^ hat fMreaitme with 
vehemenoe, and jet no oonverts were made, — ^no, not one.'' 

NotwMwtanding the action of BCaryland, it may be lemembored 
that the result in Virginia was veiy close, the final vote standing, 
—after a lengthy debate lasting three weeks,— Ayes 89, Noes 79, 
and Edmund Randolph, then Governor, changed sides. 

In the Proceedings of the Massachosetts Historical Society 
in 1903 (Second Series, Vol. xvii), we find a letter of John 
B. Gutting to Thomas Jefferson, then in Paris, dated London, 
11 July, 1788, in which occurs the fi>llowing reference to the 
Maryland Convention: Meanwhile Mr. Martin and Mr. John 
F. Meroer, a young gentlemen whom yon well know, went to the 
General Convention, opposed the great leading featares of the 
plan whidi was afterwards promulgated, withdrew themselves 
from any signature of it, and from the moment when it was pro- 
posed for ntificaticn, in oonjnnctkm with Mr. Chase and his onoe 
coadjutor, Mr. Paca, exerted every efibrt to hinder its adoption. 
When the Convention met on the 21st of April, whatsoever 
propodtion came from Messrs. Chase, Paca, Martin, or Meroer, 
was viewed with jealousy or disgust, and generally rejected by a 
great majority also, since the adjournment of the Convention, 
the Anti-Federalists, — ^whose doaen names are all given, — **}u.vt 
appealed to the puUi<^ complaining of tiie Convention, defimding 
thrir own conduct, and asserting that they consider the proposed 
fiirm of national government very defective, and that the liberty 
and happiness of the people will be endangered if the system be 
not greatly changed and bettered." 

After Mr. Mwottr's participation in tlie Federal Convention of 
1787 and hi the State Convention of 1788, he served in the 
House of Delegates during the session of 1788—89, and ag^in in 
that of 1791-2, nntil he was sent to Congress in 1791 in the

room of WilUam Pinkneji resigned, where he remained over two 
yw9, u e,, from November 22, 1791, to April 13, 1794. The 
Annals of Oongress state that on November 9, 1791, the Speaker 
laid before the House of Representatives a letter from the Gov- 
ernor of Maiyland, inclosing a letter to him from William Pmk- 
ney, a memb«r returned to serve in this House for the said State, 
containing his resignation of that appointment; also, a return of 
John Francis Mercer, elected a member to serve in tiiis House in 
the room of the said William Pinkney, which were read and 
ordered to be referred to the Steading Committee of Elet tions. 
On November 22nd the House met in Committee of the Whole 
to r n: -M(>r the report of the Committee on Elections. It appears 
that Mr. Pinkney had never taken his seat, nor had the requisite 
oath been administered to liim, hence it was a question whether 
he could resign from the House, having been only a member- 
elect. This state of affairs led to a discussion which continued 
the day following and ended in the acceptation " of the report 
of the Committee, which was in fitvor of Mr. Mercer's election. 
An amendment was, however, made to the report of the Com- 
mittee the next day, which suid report and amendment were twice 
read and agreed to by the House, as ffvUows : " It appears that, 
at an election held for tlic State of Maryland, on the first day of 
October, 1790, William Pinkney was duly elected a Representa- 
tive of that State to serve in the House of ll^presentatives of the 
United States ; that the certificate of his election has been duly 
transmitted by the Executive thereof, and heretofore so reported 
by your Committee; that, by letter, dated the 26th of September, 
1791, directed to the Governor and Council of that State, William 
Pinkney resigned that appointment, and that, in consequence of 
such resignation, the Executive issued a writ for an election to 
supply the vacancy thereby occasioned, and has certified tliat 
John Francis ^fercer was duly elected, by virtue of tliat writ, in 
pursuance of the law of the State of Maxylaod in that case pro- 
vided, [therefore], 

"Resolved, That it is the opinion of this Committee that John 
Francis Mercer is entitled to t;ike a seat in tills House as one 
of the Kepresentatives for the State of Maryland in the stead

of Willuun Pinkncj." So finally Mr. Meroer took his seat. 
AltiMWigfa diere was no dispute tm to the fiiots of the case, it gave 
the speakers a fine opportunity to wrangle, and it took them three 
days to decide how be should take his aeat^ all doe to the fiust 
that William Plnkney had never taken his seat, nor the oath of 
office. 

Qa January 27, 1792, in CSommittee of the whole House, 
Mr. Meroer addressed the House on the bill for making further 
and more efieotual provision for the protection of the frontiers of 
the United States, and on Mardi 30th he spoke at greater loigth 
on ^e PuUio Debt Again, on Mansh 1, 1793, we find him 
speaking on Mr. Giles's resolutions,— (which are given in fhll),— 
relating to the official conduct of the Secretary of the Treasury, 
who was diarged with having made disbursements of money in 
violation of law; Mr. Meroer manifestly agreed with Mr. Giles 
and severely condemned the Secretary of the Treasury. The last 
mention we find made of Mr. Mercer in Congress is wheu he was 
appointed, April Is^ 1794, on a Committee to brin^^ )q a bill 
"to organize and raise a military force — to consist of 25,000 
men, rank and file, to serve ^— years, or during a war between 
the United States and any European power." This was the hist 
service, doubtless^ that Mr. Mercer rendered in Congress, for he 
lesigoefl lus seat April 13th, 1794, and retired to his residence, 
Cedar Park. It may be remembered that this number, 25,000 
men, was the maximum limit of the regular U. S. Army until 
1861. 

It is a matter of regret that so few private letters of Mr. 
Meroer remain, and we are entirely dependent upon his public 

career and letters for our idea of the man. In the correspondence 
fiormerly in the Library of the State Department at Washington, 
and now in the MSS. Department of the Congressional Library, 
will be found letters of his to Washington, Jefferson, Madison 
and Monroe. It would prolong thb paper to too great length to 
quote freely from them. There is one letter, however, to Jeffer- 
son, which must serve as an exposition of his political principles, 
written soon after he left the Governor's chair. 
Some years after his retirement from Congress he entered the 
2 
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Stiite Legislature n<T!iin. On November 4, 1800, we find him 
represeutiug Anne Arundel County in the House of Del^atos, 
serving as chairman of the Committee on Finanee and on several 
otlier committees, but lack of space will not permit details. At 
the November sesssiou, 1801, he was elected Governor of the 
State, receiviDg 59 votes to 2(3 for Mr. James Murray, and at the 
November session, 1802, he was re-elected, receiving 53 votes to 
22 for Mr. James Murray, who alone was nominated in opposi- 
tion on each occasioa. After the expiration of his term as 
Governor, he was again sent to the House of Delegates from 
Anne Arundel County, and one of the important committees on 
which he served at this session was that to incjuire into and 
report wiiettier any and what further ni< a-iin a are necessary nnd 
proper on the part of this StiiLe iu order to establish the western 
boundary thereof, that j)erennial question of the lK>undary line 
between Maryland and Virginia, which, however oflen settled, 
always boba up serenely on some future oc(?asion, but this time 
it was the western, and not the southei u boundary that was in 
question. On December 24, 1803, "Mr. Mercer from the Com- 
mittee delivers to the Speaker the followinit report," but it must 
suffice to (}ti it<_> only the appended resoluri ii : 

"Resolved — That the governor and * uucil be and they are 
hereby authoriiieil and required to adojit the measures necessary to 
carry into effect, as soon as may be, iu concert with the State of 
Virginia, the resolution of the legislature of this State, passed 
during the November session, 1801, so far as the same can be 
effected eonf<)niuibly with the resolution of the legislature of 
Virginia of the 2Gth day oi J.aiuary, 180L', by causing to be run 
by commissioners, as therein proposed, a line from the most 
western source of tlie north branch of Patowmack, due north, till 
it intersects the Pennsylvania line, which line, when agreed upon, 
run and marked, by and under the authority of the said commis- 
sioners, shall be considered and held as the icestem boundary line 
between this State and the State of Virginia, until farther and 
definite measures shall be taken tQ ascertain the southern boundary 
of this State." 
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It is DOW more than one hundred years since this report was 
made, and we have still to await **d^niUm measures — ^to asoertain 
the southern boundary of this State/' so it might be oonoluded 
that said boundary is undisooverable. 

The last reooid that I ean find of Got. Mercer's serrioes in thn 
L^jiaktue is his monbaship duriug the sessions of 1804r-5 and 
1805-6, so that he served oontinuoosly in the House of Delegates 
for three yean after the expiration of his term as Governor. I 
do not know whether it was then common for governors of 
Maryland to return to the Legislature after the expiration of their 
terms as Governor, but this instance shows that it was not then 
oonndered beneath the dignity of a Governor to serve his county 
as a m^ber of the House of Delates. 

I must now recur to the letter referred to above from ex-€rover- 
nor Mercer to President Jefierson, begun at West River, Ootober 
19, 1804, and completed at Annapolis, October 27. It seems 
that Gov. Meroer had recommended for appointment as Commis- 
sioner of Loans a certain Mr. Harwood, but it pleased President 
Jefferson to appoint a certain Mr. Hall, which mortified Grov. 
Meroer very mnch ; but the special interest of the letter for us is 
the eiqpontion it gives of bis political principles, so the major part 
of the letter will be omitted. Gov. Mercer writes : " My Politics 
[are] now and always have been very mmple; they have been 
fundamentally the same thro' life and ever openly declared. I 
was dendedly opposed to the adoption of the Federal Government, 
and was termed an Anti-Federal with about as much justice as 
one generally experiences from party. All the objections I then 
niged against the Constitution have been smce confirmed by 
experience j they chiefly were that they changed the principle of 
onr Government from Bepublican to Monarchical. I had ever 
believ€id, and still do believe, that the People themsdves are the 
best Electors of their own Officers, and where thqr cannot well be 
brought into action, I would prefer those large AssonUages of 
fbnotionsrles who partake most of the qualities of the people. 
When the source of the appointment remains with the people 
th«nselves, or even a numerous body of Representatives, the route 
to office must be by open, generous, disinterested and independent 
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efforia to serve them. Pablio virtue and patriotism will ooiiBtitate 
the best oUtms to offioe, and that species of virtue which alone can 
sapport republican institations becomes gndually the baas of 
private diameter and the onlj means by whidh even Ambition 
can mount to Power ; but when one man or a few men appoint^ 
the access to office is too generally by intrigue, cunning, flatteiy 
and servility. How seldom have we read in history of a single 
magistrate or a secret Oonnoil, employing the disinterested or 
independent ? They are rjected because too unaooomnMjdating ; 
it appears to be more flattering to self-love to seek out some 
servile, cringing dependent^ and to say, 'This man owes his 
greatness all io me ; die more weak or even the more wicked, the 
more dependent he must be on me ; as he has riseni so he must 
fidl with me; I may therefore safely rely on his attachment,' 

'<Snch has been generally, and I fear too often wiU be, the 
sentiment and language of power in all ages and all dimes. 8ndi 
is die genius of monarchy, and I lamented that, altho* it was not 
the basis, it was made the dome that connected and crowned the 
Pillars of our Coustitution. I lamented also that the great and 
indeed only security of a confederation of Republics was destroyed 
by so far consolidating the general Government as to sink the 
diBtinctive spirit of separate Stotes. A diversity of State-interests, 
prejudices and parties, (for parties will exist in some degree where 
thwe is freedom,) acting without uniformity and frequently 
counteracting eadi other, leaves the great majority of the Compo- 
nent Members sound and cool to repress the agitation of a part 
Parties in politics, like sects in Keligion, can only be div&sted of 
their danger by multiplying their number and diversifying their 
objects. Now one universal sympathy pervades the whole 
Continent on every public question ; the individuality of States 
is solv'd into two great parties, which, as they alternately com- 
mand the majority, will inflict increasing injuries on each otlier, 
UDtil violence and rancour, with their coneomitanti;, anarchy and 
bloodshed, can admit of no other remedy than the bayonet of a 
military despot. 

"General Washington might have ended the drama before it 
well began, but a l&oyal or Hereditary Qovemment cannot be 
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established bore now without some military force, and it will not, 
1 appreheud, require a large one, but finni the ront* in[)t of the 
military for the civil character, I suppose it must be by a mili- 
tary Leader. Unless therefore etlcctual measures are taken to 
calm the auimosity and rancour of party, I do a|j[)i eliend that the 
first war we are eniraL'^ed in will verify my pnidictions that the 
Federal Governaicnt imi-t foon terminate in a military despotism. 
An unambitious, uai'uierprizing man may be selected to command 
the Army, but he can never hold the station. An Army presup^ 
poses somethino; more than mortal in him who commands, and 
little more tlinn paa^ive mechani-sm iu those who obey. As the 
strongest ^pinis must ascend when mixed with a weaker medium, 
90 genius and enterprize will find their way to the head of the 
Army, or there will soon be no Army. Au able enterprizing 
military Leader at the head of a few troops between two coutend- 
ing hostile factions, who would prefer anything to the success of 
their adversaries, will not require the talents of a Bonaparte to 
play the same game tliat has been repeated over and over from 
the beginning of the world. 

"As to tlic changes which you consider as contemplated by 
one of our parties, or a British form of Goverumeut, which justly 
has its admirers among the best of all parties, I cannot but con- 
sider them as idle dreams ; they can never be carried by suffrage, 
and they never will be carried by the bayonet ; the man who has 
power to place himself at the h«id of an Kmpire, will never in 
reidity limit his own authority, for Helvetius has very truly s;\id 
that every man would mther be Graud Seignior than King of 
England. 

**Such was my language respecting the new Constitution 16 
years ago ; my disapprobation was founded on what I thought 
fundamental errors, and altho' I had many minor objections, 
they were but as boils and blotches on the body of a criminal 
already sentenced to die. 

From the progress, however, which I had observed in public 
opinion, I had no doubt that any dhange that could be made 
would be from bad to worae, and when the Conetitation was 
established, as I could see no other vesting-place, I determined 
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to abide by it, belie viug that it might last longer than T ghould, 
and, tired of revolutions, T tni^jtctl tliat a good ndrninistnitiuu 
might palliate its? defect^, \i' it could not rectify its vices, the 
most destructive of which has been that it ban carried discord 
and ualmppine«8 into the bosom of almost every private liujiiiy 
united as brethren before. 

"In fa<'t, the attempt to unite the States has (lisuniuJ all the 
People, From a mild temper, philosophic turn of mind, and 
benevolent heart, I did expect (and I so exj^ress'd myself) that 
you would du mucli to heal the wounds alnady inflicted by party 
spirit, and which I rejUly th<niji;lit had been designedly exacer- 
bated to pave the way for a revolution ; if tlic event has not 
answer'd my expectation, I am willing to attribute it in some 
measure to the conduct of the Federal Presses, but the great 
oaiise must be sought elsewhere, aud, I believe, in an irremediable 
vice of the Constitution. Still I would be one of the last men 
in America who would attempt to change or mend it. The only 
change I now look to with any hope is the strengthening of the 
Stete (SovOTments by rendering their offices more eligible in 
order to divert the current whidi now aweeps evcfytfaing into the 
vortex of die General Government" 

The letter concludes with the statement that he has given an 
exposition of his political views, and will soon be no more seen 
or heard of in polities, bnt wishes to remain in the memory of 
his friends, of whom Jefferson is one. 

We have seen that Gov. Mercer served in the House of Dele- 
gates two years longer, and this position he seems to have pre- 
ferred to tliat of Congressman or Governor. 

During the latter part of his life his health gave way, and he 
visited Philadelphia to consult a p hysician, where he died on 
August 30th, 1821, and there he was buried, having served his 
day and generation to the best of his ability. His remmns were 
later removed to Cedar Park. Whether we agree or not with his 
political principles, we must concede that he ever r^nained true 
to them, and that in his political, as well as his social, relations 
he exhibited the characteristics of a high-toned, honorable gentle- 
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man, of wii m the St;it<' hp served, aud in which he spent thirty- 
six years of his life, m;i\ 11 be proud. 

Gov. Mercer was survived hy his wife, Sophia Sprigg. She is 
biiri«id at Cedar Park, uear her great-grandparents, Richard 
Galloway and Sophia, his wife, her grandparents, Thomas and 
Elizabeth Bpri^p:, and her parents, Richard and Mai^ret (Caile) 
Sprigg. He waa also siirvivtxl l>y liis sou, Major John Mercer, 
aud iiis daughter, Margaret Mercer, who devoted her life to the 
education of girk and was known as the "Hannah More of 
America." She died unmarried, in 1846, at Belmont, Loudoun 
Co., Va., and is buried at Cedar I'ai k. Her Life has been written 
by Dr. Caspar Morris, of Philadelphia. 

Major John Mercer was educated at St. John's College, 
Annapolis, aud having received a military commission as Major, 
accompanied GJen. Winfield Scott to Euroj)e on an inspection of 
military fortifications. He married in 1818 Mary Scott Swann, 
daughter of Thomas Swann, of Alexandria, Ya., aud sister of the 
late €roy. Thomas Swann, of Maryland. 

Major Mercer died in 1848 and his wife in 1864, and tliej are 
both buried at Cedar Park. Thejr left a large family of chOdren, 
who, with their descendants, are noted in tiie Meroer genealogy 
printed in ''The Son of September 17tih and 24th, 1905. 
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The b^iuuiugs of die ooIonizatiiMi of our sboreSy the caasn 
whkdi led to them, the yaried ways of their fblfiUm^tp and too 
often their tragic endiogs, form a theme so fiudnating that one 
might well be pardoned if^ like the pilgrims of old, the attraetions 
of the portal should so endiain him that his days might he ended 
in its oontemplation, rather than in that of the inner shrinew 

In the vast aggregation which spreads out before the student it 
seems well to select two threads from out of the warp and woof of 
colonisation and along them to trace the influrace of women. 
Those commonly chosen in historical research have been Spanish 
and English beginnings, and surely no brighter ray has ever been 
thrown upon theae shores than the coruscations from the casket 
of Isabella, whose womanly intuitions stood her in good stead 
when she cheered the heart of her irresolute consort and ex- 
changed her jewels for a continent. The contest, however, for 
ibis goodly heritage, was more hotly made — ^more thoroughly 
prolonged, and indeed only ended, between France and Enghmd 
with the &11 of Quebec in 1769. While to Spain undoubtedly 
bdonged the first substantial right of discovery — a claim respected 
and allowed in all the earlier English settlements^while John 
and Sebastian Obot were sent out by Henry VII a year before 
Columbus made his second voyage, France, availing herself of the 
enterprise and endurance of Yerraasani, was more tenacious in 
her grasp, and while from her internal condition she could pursue 
no daborate plan of conquest, she obtained a stead&st footing 
upon the territory which became ''Nova" in turn to eadi — as 
nation after nation filed past in the march of colonisation. 

Although the bleak shores of Labrador and Newfoundland 
had littie to attract the hardiest adventurer, the fishermen of 
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Normandy Jind Brittany lost no time in settling along tlie north- 
eastern coiUit of the Terra Incoguita. Verrazzani in tlic service 
of Francis I, had in 1524 reoonnoitreil several of the natural 
harbors, now our finest 8ejij)orts, and his log contains the earliest 
reliable information extant relating to the coaiit of the present 
United States; and the wildest dream of the romance-maker has 
never exceeded the relation of the first white woman — -a daughter 
of France — wiio inhabited for any length of time the shores of 
North America. 

In l')42 tile Sieur de Roberval, intrepid successor of Verraz- 
zani and (.'artier, in his voyage of discovery and intent of 
colonisation steered to the northward to the Straits of Belle Isle 
and the Isle of Demons — so calle<^l, from the traditions of the 
Indians, coulirmed by tlie French voyageurs, of its possession by 
fiends from the nether world. His crew seems to have bciu an 
extraordinary one, embracing as it did, not only nobles and 
adventurers, but women as well. These were high-born dames, 
and among them sailed Marguerite, a niece of the viceroy. In 
the ship was a young gentlemen of France who had embarked for 
love of her. This love was only too well requited, and the stem 
YiGetoj, 80 Parkman teHs vm, "scandalized and enraged at a 
passion whidi scsomed oonflealment and set shame at defianoei cast 
aodMH* hf the haimted island, landed his indiscreet rdative with 
her old Norman nurse and left her I Her lover threw himself 
into the surf and gained Ihe diore. The ship vanished. The 
demon lords of the island soon asserted thdr supxemacy, and in 
the form of beasts and other shapes unutterably hideonsj howling 
in baffled fury, tore at the branches of the sylvan dwelling ; but 
repentance having come to the young pair, a celestial hand ever 
interposed and there was a viewless barrier they might not pass. 
The fiends grew frantic, but all in vain. Maignerite stood 
nndamited amid all these horrors, bnt her lover, dismayed and 
heart-broken, sickened and died ; her child soon followed; the old 
nurse was laid to rest in tibe unhallowed soil, and Marguerite was 
left alone. Neither her reason nor her courage iiuled. When 
the assailants came too near, she shot at them with her arquebus ; 
they defied her with helUsh mirth. Thencefbrtli she trusted in

Heaven alone. The beoia proving more substantial foes, she 
killed ihre&— 'ail as white,' sajs the old chronidl^; 'as an c>gg/ 
It was two years and five months from her landing when, far oat 
at sea, the crew of a small fishing oraft saw smoke curling upward 
from the haunted shore. They warily drew near and descried a 
female figure in wild attiro dgnalling to thm. Thus was 
Maiguerite rescued and restored to her beloved Franoej where 
Thevet met her, and heard the tale of wonder from her own lipa." 

Such brave navigators and adventurers as those already named, 
and many others, with their actual occupation of the soil, g»ve to 
France a priority of daim which justified the bestowal by her 
monarch upon Madame Antoinette de Pons, Marquise de Guer- 
cheville, of an original letter of possession for the whole of North 
America from the St Lawrence to Florida. Her expedition set 
sail from Dieppe on the 26th of January, 1611, and with no 
worse adventure than the encountering of icebeigs *' larger than 
the church of Notro Damei,'' on the day of Pentecost anchored 
befi>ro Port Boyal, now Annapolisy Nova Scotia. Here her arms, 
with the cross and the lilies of France were planted by her 
people, conducted by two Jesuit priests, Pdre Biard and P6re liSaaae, 

Thus our own " Land of Mary" was for a time in tenure of a 
woman, and that woman so distinguished for her piety and virtue^ 
in a court and age where such graces were most rare, that she was 
presented to Marie de Medici by Henry of Navarre with the 
statement: " Madame, je vous donnc pour dame d'honneur, une 
veritable femme d^honneur." The history of her settlement is so 
interesting that it deserves a more extended mention thau time 
now permits. Suffice it to say that owing to disagreement between 
the Jesuit fathers and Protestant officials, a foreshadowing in some 
degree of the affairs of the Maryland foundatbu, Madame la 
Marquise was forced to send La Saussaye from Honfleur to 
conduct her colouy to an island which Champlain had endowed 
with the name of Mount Desert, but which her colonists, ignorant 
of their whereaijouts, renamed St. Sauvcur, and where Captain 
Argall under the name of the Virginia Company, in which George 
Calvert had become a grantee, brought terror and Jestrnotion 
entire np<m Madame de Guercheviile's emigrants and plans. 
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In or about 1604 George Calvert had married Anne Mynne, 
and he might have gone to Venice in 1014 as English ambassa- 
dor, therchv diverting his energies from thef?e parts. He is, 
however, chronicled as "not likely to affect such n jonrney, being 
reasonably well settled at home, having a wifeaud many children, 
which would be no easy carriage m far." 

The women of the day, niotliors and wives of tlie future 
Colony, were not exeDi])t from goj^sip and scandal, and the spirit 
of intrigue which pervaded the C'ourt atmosphere. Indeed the 
appointment of Calvert as Secretary wa.s alTected in no light 
degree by tlic domestie infelicities of his predecc^jsor in office, 
Sir Thomas Tiake. Nothing in the annals of the century was 
more remarkable than this cauae celibrc between two noble dames, 
in which poison, witchcraft, and attempt at murder, were among 
the leadiug accusations. This trial, involving as it did a large 
circle of masculine relatives, to say nothing of political and 
religious complications, hud so movr l Jai m s I to wrath that in 
a star-chaiuhcr diseoursc he adjure-? all Mcretaries "to tieware 
of tnisting their wives with state secrets;" using the highly 
orthodox but most uncomplimentary simile with regard to the 
family connection of the retiring secretary, that Sir Thomas was 
Adam, Tjady Lake, Eve, while to Lady Loos, their daughter, was 
allotttnl the unenviable position of the serpent. James seemed 
to stake mtrch upon the examination of Secretary Calvert with 
regard to the virtues of his spouse, and must have been relieved 
at the domestic picture painted in few words by tiie sturdy 
courtier from Yorkshire: "She is a model wife. Sire : she hath 
brought me ten children, and 1 assure your Majesty she is uot a 
wife with a witness." 

Under the steadfast ho}»e and expectation that the Nortlnvest 
Passage would prove a speedily successful accomplishment, Sir 
George Calvert obtained a patent tor Newfoundland. Owing to 
the severity of the weather, sickness among his people and the 
depredations of French crui.sers, who conti? i illy liarassed him 
and disputed the possession of the coast, he did uot long remain 
on these hyperborean shores. The Avalon grant having been 
made in at which time he was unable to leave Court to 
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visit his posijesijions iu person, and his first aocjuuiutunt'e with the 
rigorous climate of Ferry iaud beginning not ciirlier than 1626 or 
1627 — his departure for sunnier Virginia and Carolana occurring 
in l(i29. He came back to England to secure his charter for 
Crescentia ; but again a woman's influence movwl the jiiet-es upon 
the board and tiie new province, first Mariana, and Uieu as we 
know it to-day, was made Terra ^Mariie. So loyally was this 
baptism rti-eived that women are living among us to-day called 
after their ancestresses, who, not cont^juted with the title of the 
Colony, named their giris Henrietta Maria. Before, however, the 
cliarter for Calvert's new dominion had passed the Great Seal, 
the Baron of Baltimore had set sail upon his longest journey. 
His son reigned in his stead, aud no name is more familiar to 
the ^r of a daughter of Maryland that that of the fair woman 
whom Cecil Calvert took to wife, perpetuated as it is in the 
connly on the bsalcs of the Severn. 

Meanwhile the Engliaii c»oloiii2at£on Ind been progresaing 
under the several Yiiginia Companies, and among long liste of 
patrons the names of some of Engknd's distinguished women 
are enrolled: — 

Mary, Countess of Shrewsboiy ; EUsabetity OoontesB of Derby, 
ancestress of that heroic Charlotte who so well defSmded her own 
castle; Margaret, Coontess of Camberland; Laoy, Goimtess of 
Bedford ; Mary, Coantess of Pembroke ; l^y £3iabeth Grail, 
Elinor Lady Oirre, and others. 

In the early plantation of Maryland there was no such 
provision as we find for Virginia, when in the autumn of 1621 
the Wtxrmt^ and Tiger sailed from Gravesend, England, with 
supplies and thirty-eight young women, selected with care^" as 
wives for Virginia planters. These had but a narrow escape 
from the Turks, by whom they were actually captured, but were 
rescued by a inendly vessel. Many of the women, however, who 
came out as servants into the Maryland settlement from 1634 to 
1670, married well and became persons of wealth and distmctiott 
In the Colony— as "Hdenor Stephenson, who came out from 
England with Sir Edmund Plouden as his servant, was lawfully 
joined in matrimony with Mr. William Brsinthwaite of St.

Marie's." He was a kinsman of Lord Baltimore, and held a 
commission as "Commander of Kent," "Commander of St. 
Marie's," and other important positions. There is also mention 
of Anne Bolton, of St Martiii in the Fields, who was sold to 
Mr. Francis Brooke — (a Burgess of St Mary's in the Assembly 
of 1650) fw his wife. These servants (who weie often innooent 
Qoontij girls Iddiupped by men. who nuide this their nefiuioas 
profession) if under twelve, were bound for seven years; if ova- 
twelve, 4mly four years wore required. Upon the release of a 
''mayd" she was to receive ''one new petty-coat and wast-ooat| 
one new smocki one pair new shoes, one pair new stockings, and 
the doathes formerly belonging to the servant" — and if these 
seem but a meagre showing for a wardrobe, we must remember 
with bow little our predeoessorsi even in the Court circles of the 
Gblony were content, compared to the modem dame. An absbsct 
from '<a Rate of goods'' allowed to a Colonial woman on May 
)9th, 1647, by the Governor and Ooundl may give some idea of 
what they had to pay for what they got, when they did go shop- 
ping on shipboard : 

"Item. Browne-Hollande att 01 8| shillings per yard, 

Diit<;h shoes att 30 sliillings per pair " — 

and so on. The Indenture between Thomas Greene and Hannah 
Matthews in 1647 calls for more substantial requital for her 
service, as it names " fifty akers of land and one yeare's provision 
according to the custom of the country. She may, however, 1^ 
acquitted of all obligaoon if she pay or cause to be payed to 
Thomas Greene one thousand weight of good merchantable leaf 
tobaooo and oasko, and three barrels of goode come; but she must 
not dispose of herselfe in manyadge without consent of Thomas 
Greene." 

The dark shadows of the Middle Ages were still resting upon 
the world, and in two of the early voyages from the modier 
country there are entries of executions for witchcraft. In 1654 
the Charity^ Jul in Bosworth, Master, before they reached the 
Chesapeake, had been exposed to tempests, not, in the opinion of 
the crew '<on account of the violence of the ship or atmosphere. 
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bat occasioned by the malevoknce of witchea. Forth with 
they seise a Utile old womaoi suspected of sorcery, and after 
ezamining her with the strictest ecrutiny, guilty or not gaiUy, 
th^ slay her, suspected of this yeiy heincHu sin." To this 
Father Frands Fits Herbert and Heniy Corbyn both depose. 
Also on October 5th the Provineial CSourt summoned John 
Washington of Westmoreland Coonty to testify in the case of 
Elisabeth lUchardson, who was hanged on the voyage oat, as a 
witch and a sorcerer. The laws of the Oolony show that in 
penalty for crime, barbarism had many survivals. For sorceiy, 
blasphemy, and idolatry, burning was to be the &te of the victim. 
For treason, a woman was to be drawn and bnmed, and that the 
necessary implements for minor offences should not be lacking, 
an Act was passed providing irons for burning malefiustors. 
Blanche Oliver for wilful perjury is condemned to stand in the 
pillory and lose both her ears, and the entry reads " was eze- 
cnted." One can readily understand that the urgent neoesnty 
for women to have protectors, as well for considerations of 
Church nud State might have produced what seemed to Thomas 
Copley, [the trustee for the possessions of the Jesuit Fathocs], 
great iujusticc in the Legislation of the Brst Assembly in IG34. 
To this he calls attention in his letter to Lord Baltimore : " That 
it may be prevented, that noe woman here vow cliastity iu the 
world unless she marry within seven years nficr land shall fall 
to her. She must either dispose of her land or else she shall 
forfeit it to nextc of kinne. Whereas she cannot alienate it, it is 
gone unless she git a husband. To what purpose this ole law is 
maiil your JU)'''' porliaps will soo better than L" Mrs. Saunders 
had less gr.ieo tiian thie, as Charles Calvert writes to Cecilius : 
*'Mrs. S, hath been received under my roof, where I prp-iime she 
will remain for one yeare and I hope she will thinkc iitt to 
dispose of heiselfe by way of marryadge afore that time bee 
expired." 

In the Assembly Proceedings of March, 1G38, is entered : 
" Then was heard an action of Mistress Gertrude James, against 
Captain Evelin, and the Court ordered that damage demanded 
should be alledged and drawn up in form next day att St. Mary's 
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Fort;'' aDd od the iBt of August, 1640, we find the entry . 
''CSaptaiii Claibonie, admmistnitor of Bichard James, Minister, 
bxoDgfat into Ooort at James City hie inyentory and account. He 
alledged that the Governor of Maryland had eeized on the greater 
part of the estate and detained it from him," and Mrs. James 
thereupon entered her protest against sudi action in the sdsure 
of her cattle and household store. Some one wiokedly comments 
that all the colonial women seemed to do was to go to law about 
a cow or a cal£ Such cavillers would do wdl to rememlier that 
in all primitive communides, wealth consisted mainly of cattle. 

On July 30, 16f38, we have the first entry of land apportioned 
to women in Maryland. In the original document among die 
unpublished Oalvert papers, entitled, "A note of all the warrants 
for granting land in Maryland,'' is found : — 

**To Mistress Winifred Seaborne 100 acres." Then follows : 
^ Mistress Tronghton to grant her as much land as any of the first 
adventurers had in respect of the transporting of five posons thither 
and the rent mentioned in the fitst conditions," 2nd August, same 
year: ''To Mistress Mary and Margaret Brent the same with 
llKstress Tronghton." Later on the number increases, but it has 
been a matter of surpixse to many who are thoroughly conversant 
with the history of Maryland that there were women who shared 
the early reqNmsibilities of the finances of the colony. In 1942 
there were four female householders numbered amoi^ the taxable 
dtisttis. Elisabeth Beach was assessed in St. Mary's Hnndred, 
August, 1642, for "expenses of Assembly and drummer boy " of 
1260 llie. of tob.iooo 30 lbs. Mistress Tranton assessed for a like 
amount ; Mrs. Frances White coming next, mulcted in 20 lbs. 
of tobacco; ^Trs. Brent following with 5 lbs. A second assess- 
ment for John Lewger's expenses by him made in the " late 
expedition against Kent" reveals the fact that Mrs. Tranton and 
Mn. White were widows, and their levy for tliis time denotes an 
increase iu their estate, the proportion being 1 00, 50 and 40 lbs. 
respectively. Frequent mention is made of Mistress Troughton, 
and always in a fashion which proves that she imew her rights 
and meant to have them. She was evidently a person of distinc- 
tion, as Lord Baltimore sends greeting to Leonard : " London, 
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23d November^ 1642. — pray yon oommeod my kind raspeete 
to Mistress Trougbton and thank her for mee for the letter she 
sent mee Uiis year in answer to another which I sent to her lasts 
year." Not a very rapid exchange of courtesies, but meaning 
somethiug in those days. Women were now begmniog to make 
themselves useful in the pnblio service as keepers of ordinaries— 
a most important function at that time — and also as proprietors 
of ferries. The names of Mrs. Frawick and the widow Beadey 
occur in this connection, the former receiving "200 lbs. of 
tobacco for her trouble in entertaining and setting people over 
the Ferry in a waft.*' 

About this time the neoessily for bridling the tongues of the 
women of the oolony seems to have been imminent, since an aet 
providing for the erectian of a pillory and daekbg-stools in every 
county in the province is now passed* Later on an exception is 
made in fovor of Baltimore and Talbot Counties, not because the 
fominine element in these r^ions was less £ree with its speech, 
but because they are not sufficienUy setded." Some glimpses 
of the terrors to whidi our odonial wives and mothers were 
subjected may be gained from the orders in case of an attack by 
Indians, for the peaceable acquirement of the territory from the 
aborigines could not prevent all the consequences of contact with 
the whites, and these directions bear suggestions strongly in 
contrast with the purchase of the entire village of Yaocomico 
from the tribe then in possesrion, many of them continuing in 
occupation of their wigwams nmonn: tho settlers until their com 
should have been gathered in. The bulletin posted up on the 
fort read thus : " Upon the discharge of three g^ns, every house- 
liokler shall answer it and every house-keeper inhabiting St. 
Michaels Hundred between St. Inegoes Creek and Trinity Creek 
siiall immediately upon the knowleilge thereof cuvvy his women 
and child i*en to St. In^es Fort, there to abide one month." 
These hostile Indians were usually stranfjers, as appears in the 
affecdng momorial of Thomas Aioock, whose wife and child had 
been murdered by " sixtera strange Indians " who had appeared 
in the colony. He doses with the adjuration : " Since that blood 
cryeth to Heaven for vengeance, yr Petitioner hereby throweth 
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himself, together with the blood of his murthered wife and child 
att your feete, craving justice — which blood he humbly begs of 
the Just Judge of Heaven and earth, never to remove from 
your Bouls uor the souls of your childreus children until it be 
satisfied." 

The first will registered in the Provincial Court Record is that 
of a woman, Mistres.^ Anne Smith ; and while she did not have 
a great deal to dispose of, an extract from one only a little later 
may prove of interest. After the usual quaint prcliminariei^, "I 
leave to the Chancellor my square diamond ring, and to his wife 
my bracelets. To William Bogue my other diamond ring. To 
Mary Bogue my green tabby petticoat and my mourning gown — 
Hoed wiUi silver laoe — also four of my best smocks, and four of 
mj best aproDS— also the bed and bedding and other furniture 
in my Padonr Chamber. To Susan Herritig two cloth petticoats, 
one smock, one apron, and also my serge safeguard. To John 
Bogue a lot <^ gold bntlms fbr doublet, breediea and ooat. To 
my negro Fflora my large petticoat and uniste-oaat that I wear 
evetj day. To my daughter Mary, my fur mantel in whidi she 
was wrapped at her birth — her fittber's watch and mourning ring 
and all ibe rest and residue of my property.*' 

One of the most beautiful tributes ever paid, is given to a 
nameless heroine in the missionaiy letter of 1638: "A noble 
matron has just died (1638)^ who coming with the first settlers 
into liie colony, with more than woman's courage bore all diffi- 
eulties and inconveniences. She was given to much prayer, and 
most anxious fbr the salvation of her neighbors. A perfect 
example as weU in herself as in her domestic concerns. She was 
fond of our society while living aud a bene&ctor to it when 
dying. Of blessed memory witb all for her notable examplci 
especially of charity to the sick| as well as of other virtues." 

And next among others of sndi fleeting acquaintance, that we 
can only widi it greater, is Madame Elinor Hawl^, the wife of 
Jerome Hawley, one of the two Commissioners who came oat 
with Leonard Calvert^ and whose sterling qualities challenged 
even the admintion of that sturdy figure in the colonial fore- 
ground, Captain Thomas Comwallis, He writes to Lord Balti* 
3 
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more in 1638 in regard to lus ooadjntor — ^who is aocused of an 
nndne bias toward the Virginia Plantation: '^Well may the 
discfaargiug of the office hee hath undertaken invite him some- 
times to loolc towaid Yiiginia but certainly not with prejudice to 
Maiyknd from whens he reoeivee the greatest oomfbrts that the 
world aflbids him, both from sowie and bodie, the one fifom the 
diurdi, the other from his wife, who by her comportment in these 
difficult affayres of her husband's hath manifested as much virtue 
and discretion as can be expected from the sex she ones wboae 
industrious housewifery bath so adorned this deser^ that should 
his discouragonents force him to withdraw himsdlf and hir^ it 
would not a little eclipse the Glory of Maiyland." 

And our contact with lAaryland women of this grouping would 
be imperfect indeed if it omitted the commanding figures of 
Mistresses Maiy and Margaret Brent, two most important mem- 
bers of the Golony. BOugaiet requires &r more room than we 
can here affi>rd her, and it is possible to sliow how mistaken 
is the estimate commonly held of her conduct on many trying 
occasions. They enjoyed the firm friendship of Baltimore and 
the fiunily, and attended the last hours of Leonard Calvert^ 
libigar^ receiving his nuncupative will, and administering on 
his estate. Their residence in St Mary's was an establishment 
of great elegance. It was called St Thomas, and the house 
erected on a portion of what was known as St. "Mary's Forest, 
containing 70| acres, a special grant from Lord Baltimore to 
the sisters. It was surrounded by a beautiful grove of anoient 
oaks, and here these distinguished women dispensed a generous 
bo^itality to the gentlefolk of their day and generation. That 
Maij^ret Brmt should new have married when inferior women 
wen so largdy sought after, involves something of a mystery, 
whmh nay periiaps gain a ray of light from the entry on the 
records of the Provincial Court in 1658, when she testifies that 
*' Thomas White, lately deceased, out <^ tiie tender love and 
affection he bore the petitioner, intended if he had lived to have 
married her, and did by his last will and testamoit ^ve unto the 
said petitioner his whole estate which he was possessed of in his 
life time." She conducted the Colony through a dangerous stiait 
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with abilitjr «nd patience, and we may leave to a more ample 
occasion the career of tiiia remarkable woman. 

The last figure in the group awaiting our reoognition is ICaiy 
Taney, the wife of the Sheriff of Calvert County, who, taking 
flocely to heart the distressing condition of the Protestant popnla- 
tkm, wrote to the Arohbiafaop of Ganterbnry the followring letter: 

" May it please your Grace, I am now to repeat, my ro(juest 
to your (inn I for a church, in the place of Maryland where I 
live. Our want of a minister and thr many blessint^s our Saviour 
de~sii;ned us by them is a misery which I ami a numerous family 
and many others iu Maryland have groaned under. We do not 
question God's care of us, but think your Grace and the Right 
Rev. your Bishops, the proper instrument of so great a blcissing 
to us. We are not, I hope, so foreigu to yoiir jurisdiction but 
wc may be owned your i*tray flock, however the C'onnnission to 
* Go and baptise all nations * is lar^ enough. But I am sure 
we are, by a iate custom on tobacco, sufficiently acknowledged 
subjects of the King of England and thert'iore, by his protection, 
not only our persons and estates, but of what is iar more dear to 
us, our religion. I question not but that your Grace is senpible 
that without a temple it will be impracticable. Neither can we 
expect a uiiiiisLer to hold out, to ride leu miles iu a morning and 
before he cau dine ten more — and from house to house in hot 
weather, will dishearten a minister, it not kill him. 

"Your Grace is so sensible of our sad condition and for your 
place and piety^s sake have so gresit au iiitlucuce ou our most 
Religious and Gracious King that if I had not your Grace's 
promise to depend on, 1 could not question your (J race's inter- 
cession. 500 or 600£ for a church with some sniall encourage- 
ment for a minister — will be extremely less charge than honor to 
Hi^ ^^nJesty. Our church settled according to the Church of 
Englan 1, which is the sum of our request, will prove a nursery 
of religion and loyalty through the whole Province. But your 
Grace needs uo argument from me, but only this : it is in your 
power to give us many opportunities to praise God for this and 
iouumerable mercies, and to importune His goodness to bless 
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His Majefity witli a long and pfDsp^tis rdgii OTer ns, and long 
oontinue to your Grace the great blessing of being an instrament 
of good to His Church — and now, that I may be no more tnmble- 
some I hnmblj entreat yonr pardon to the well meant seal of 
yoor Graee's most obedient servant.

There was also a petition, "To the Most Rev. the Arrh-Bisliop 
and the rc,-*t of the Bishops the humble petition of Mary Taney 
on behalf of herself and others, hia Majesty's subjects, Inhabitants 
of the Pro%'iuce of Mnr^-land." 

These produced an appropriation froin the King's private purse 
for the fulfillment of the wisli of this courageous women, and the 
KcY. Paul Bertrand's paasaj^e was paid to Mari'land from the 
Secret Service fund. There exists a report from this clerjrymnn 
written in French addressed to tho. Bishop of London, and printed 
in the 31nnjlnnd Arrhives, Vol. viii. 

With these simj)le Chronicles of the lovely housewife Elinor 
Hawley, the brave Stateswoman Margaret Brent, and the devoutly 
missionary-spirited Mar>' Taney, we take our leave for the 
present of the Women in the Colony of Mary land.

Finding on my Arrival^ that the Burgesaes of Yiiginia had 
rqMated thdr fiynner Beaolvesy aasertoiy of their Chum, and had 
heen, m Gonseqnence thereoff, dissolved hj Lord Botetoart^ an 
Aooount of which has been transmitted to your Lordship, I had 
great Reason to apprehend, shond onr Assembly meet at the 
Pmod of their last Prorogation, that, influenoed by the seal and 
Rzample of their Keighboors, animated by their Ideas of Liberty, 
and perhaps engaged by an opinion of their honorable G>nnezion 
with Yiiginia, they might also prooeed to repeat their Resolves^ 
in whidi Gsse, I should be driven to the Necessity of dissolving 
the Assembly^ a measure I am voy averse from, especially in the 
Beginning of my Administration ; By the Advice iherefore of the 
Gonneil of State whom I summoned on this Occasion, to whom I 
stated in Writing whatever ooenired to me relative thoeto, I have 
issued a Proclamation fhrther proroguing the Assembly to Tues- 
day the 14*!' Novf And hope that their Passions against that 
Period, may as well as the Weather, be cooller than they are at 
present, though I beg leave to assure your Lordship, they are not 
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BO violent a8 X expected, from some Aocoimts I had beard of 

them. 

T hope this meaBure may bo approvecl of by his Majesty aud 
lii.s Ministers, especially your Lordship, in whose Dopartniout tlie 
Colonies aro. No ill Effect can arise from it, as there are no 
Bills wlii li will expire before the Time fixed fur the Assemblys 
Meeting ; and to Inive met sooner, would not have been more con- 
venient to the Planters, for though their Corn Harvest is generally 
over before the middle of July, yet as the Tnhaeco and sowing 
seasons would have interfer^Ml, a Prorojration in the middle of the 
Sessions would have been uece^isary on that Account, had nothing 
else required it. 

Another Reason for deferring it had great Weight with me, 
which was the IIo|M's of receiving bv the Return of hard Jlote- 
tourt's Exj)re';s (-cut to Englan<l with the Accoimt of the Virginia 
Proee^'dings) some Instruction from your Lordship, or at least 
Lights to guide niy Conduct on tiiniilar occasions.

From what I. can observe, I do not 
imagine that the taking off the Duties on Glass, Paper, and 
Colours will put an end to the Association, while the Duty on 
Tea continues ; although there are some here desirous of ending 
it, and Associating not to import Tea ; amongst whom, I have 
heard is M!

Relief, Ihe 25 p CSent drawback exoeedmg the I>atyi Tea being 
now muoh cheaper than it was before that was laid on, And that 
we onght not at any Bate to complain of an Act that was Bene- 
fimal to ns, as this is. Bnt this Aignment has not the Wdght I 
could wish; I am pretty certain that the laying six pence in 
Eng^d, or keeping back the Seven Pence Half Penny, and 
takibg oiF the Three Pence here, would Answer the wishes of the 
Americans entirdy.

Ult? 00 the Subject of mine of the 25^* February respecting the 
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proceedings of the Committee on tbe Arrival of the Brigantine 
Good Intent from London. 

Permit me again to Observ'^ t ? vonr Ijordship that Mess? Dick 
& Stewrart, Consignees and Importers of Goods in this Vesj^cll, 
and the Agents and Attoroies of ^ST" John Buohannan, Merchant 
in London, the Owner or rather the Employer of the Brig, by 
their Advertisement in the Mnrylaud Gazette sollioited ae a favor 
that a Committee from the Three Counties Conoemed would meet 
at Annapolis for the very purpose of having a fall and strict 
Examination made whether the Goods had been shipped contrary 
to, and with an Intention to coimteract the General Association of 
the Traders and other Inhabitants of the Province* 

The Determination of the Committee thus convened in Conse- 
quence of tlie Sollicitation thus publickly and earnestly commu- 
nicated was, (I believe) contrary to the Expectation of the 
Importers and Agents of M' Buchannan, and I informed your 
Lordship of the stc}>s I took to prevent that Determination. The 
only steps, as far as I am able to jin%e that I cou'd take with 
Pffjpriety. The Importers and Agents submittetl. They liad 
tlieir Retisons. They chose rather to make an immediate sacrifice 
of their Interest, than not stand fair in Opinion of Those on 
whose Esteem their Success iu Business depen<leil. No Complaint 
or Application was made to myself or any other Person in Otiice 
of Injury or for Protection, from the Merchants, or from His 
Majesty's Custom House Officers. No Disorder or Outrage was 
Committed or even tlireatened. It is, My Lord, my earnest 
Dasire, my Determim d liesolution to do my Duty. It ever has 
been My Lord, and when I fail iu it, I shall have the excuse of 
being mistaken ; but that I wish to avoid, and therefore to know 
how it was in ray Power or would have been in the Power of any 
Governor in America whether of a Tloyal or Proprietary Province, 
to hinder the Importers of Goods lrv)m reshippiug them, to pre- 
vent their Acquiescence under the Decision of a Committee they 
called for themselves and appealed to. They liad their motives 
such as were natural to men in their Circumstances, such as the 
Authority of no Government could control. 

4 
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AflsooiatioBS have been formed, OomniitteeB have been appointed 
to examine the Cdndact of Uuwe who have engi^ed in them, and 
Goods imported into Ameriea, have been leshipped; But, My 
Lord, these Oircumstanoee are not peculiar to Maryland, and an 
therefore, yoor Lordship moat allow me to remark, no Indioatiena 
that the Authority or Vigor of Government is less influential here 
than in thePtovinoes to the Northward or Southward ; They only 
prove My Lord, that Maryhmd has not been eo happy as to escape 
the Fhune of Discontent which has overspread the other Colonies. 

It ia no small mortificati<Hi to me that your Lorddiip should 
think the measure adopted by the Menhants of remitting the 
Vessell and Goods to London to have been owing to any particu- 
lar want of Vigor in my Government How soon there may be 
a similar Ooourrenee I csnnot foresee, nor consequently how soon 
I may apun be obnozious to the Censure of not exercising the 
Powers with which I am vested ; for to myself I must take the 
Oensnre of want of Vigor, and not seek for Excuse in the Incom- 
petency of my Official Authorities, should the Laws be violated, 
and Redress be withheld from those who are entitled to it. 

Had your Lordship been pleased to point out in what manner 
Government ought to have interposed, I should mora clearly see, 
by comparing my Conduct with Your Lordships Sentiments, 
wherem I &Oed in point of Duty, and be prepared to guard 
against the Appearance of ^^w'^"^ upon any future similar 
Occasion. 

It is not, at least I think it is not, in my Poww to do more 
than lament that the unhappy IKflferences subsisting between Great 
Britain and her Colonies are not at an end, which I fear the 
partial Repeal of the Reveuue Act has not efiected. That they 
may soon subside, is. My Lord, the sincere Wish of

will autliorize me to expect the s[)e<»dy return of the good people 
of Maryland to their duty, and the piir^^nit of their own interests, 
and that they will resolve to be no I' iil^'t guided by, or made 
subservient to the factious purpoaes of the enemies of their happi* 
ness and prosperity. 

In the meantmic, aiul until this de^iral)le Event shall happen, 
it will be yonr duty to |)erseverc in your commendable eudeavours 
for removing tlic prpjtidice so unjustly and unfortunately enter- 
tainefl of the dispositions of Government towards the Colonies ; 
and to watch over and guard against with your nsual attention, 
every procee<ling which may have a tendency to obstruct the 
return of confidence and harmony between the King's Subjects 
on both sides the water, whose int<.'rests and well being are so 
intimately connected, and whose happiness it is so much His 
Majesty's Royal purpose and endeavour to promote.

I have the Honor to acknowledge the Beodpt of your Lord- 
ships oiroular Letter of the 11*^ December on the Subject of 
which I have also reodved a Letter ftom General Gage, and I 
asBoie your Lordship I will do all In my Power to give Efficacy 
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and Dispatch to recrnitlng and oompleating His Majesty's Forces 
in America, as soon aa the>Offioex8 ordered to Maryland on that 
Service arrive here. 

By this Opportunity I transmit to your Lordship the Votes 
A Proceedings of Our two last Sessions, together with the Laws 
Uien past. I cannot boast of great Harmony having subsisted 
amongst us during these two Sessions. The Reduction of the 
Officers Fees, and Clergymen's Salaries in the New Inspection 
Law, was an unsnrmountable Stumbling Block to the passing the 
same, which the Upper House could not possibly consent to, nor 
even bring on a Conference thereon. ' 

The Address to me which your Lordship will see, in Couse- 
quence of my putting an End to the Scptera^ Sessions by Pro- 
rogation on the 2".' November was probably intendetl as the 
Commeneement of an Altercation in liopes of drawing on a Dis- 
solution, which I took care to avoid, by keeping back my Answer 
thereto, which I did not send to tlie Speaker, till the Inspection 
Law was sent down with a Ne^tivc, aud I had determined to 
put an End to the Session the next day. 

The Receipt also of your Lordships Circular Ijetter of the 
15'*' Nov! enclosing an Extrar-t from Sf William Johnsons Letter 
to your Lordship and Coaoquicsons Talk to him, i am bound to 
acknowledge, and am sensible of His Majesty's most gracious 
Consideration for the Benefit of the Colonies in leaving to th^ 
the Settlement of the Indian Trade. 

Tiiis Province, My Lord, is undoubtedly equally bound witii 
tiie others to acknowledge His Ma'psty's Paternal Goodn on 
this and oa all Occasions, but has very iitile to do with the huiiaa 
Trade, being surrouudc l by Virginia, Pennsylvania, M"! Penn's 
late Purchase from the Indians, and the Outlaws or Runaways on 
Redstone, who are infludtnl in the New Grant ; nevertheless if 
our sending Commissiouers to meet those of the other Coh)nies 
can at all contribute to settling this matter on a permanent 
Foundation, and establishing tranquillity on the Frontiers of His 
Majesty's American Dominions, be assured. My Lord, I will in 
the strongest manner exhort the Assembly to take the same into 
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Consideration, and to make the necessary Provisioa for defraying

T have n\m Received your Lordships Letter 20 and am 
happy in the Assurances it contains that however liasty aiid 
blameable the Conduct of some here was with llespect to the 
sending Home the Brig GockI LUeiUf mine is not considered as 
meriting the Censure, which I was apprehensive Your Lordships 
Letter X'' 18 conveyed. Your lA>rdhlup tiue-s lue great Honor, 
in assuring me of your Friendsliip in all matters within your 
Department, which I liope to merit a Continuance of. As to 
advancing in the Military, the Loss of my much est* < med Friend 
Lord Granby makes that now indifferent to me, further than my

The record of births, dwiths aud marriageti of St. Margaret's, 
Westminster Parish, begins as follows : — 

"Philip Jones Clk of Westminster Parish was bom on the 
29*? Sept. in the year of our Lord 1673. Philip Jones." 

In the Proceedings of the Council of Maryland (Arch., Vol. 
XXIII, p. 17) under date October 23, 1696, appears '^an account 
of the several Parishes within this Province (according as they 
were by act laid out) together with the bounds of the samoi the 
names of <Jie Yestrymoi and Ifao nvmto of Titliablea vitlim each 
Bsriali." In this account tihe pariahes of Anne Arundel CSoonty 
are named as Herring Creek, Sooth Biver, Bliddle Neek and 
Bfoad Neck, and the hurt ie described as sitnated on the north 
side of Severn River, indnding Town Neck and Broad Neok 
Hundreds. The tazables of this parish, which its tSkA design 
nates as Westminster Parish, were 223. Among the Vestry is 
found the name of Mr. George Eager. The adjoining Ftoish on 
the north was Patapsco (St. Paul's) Parish m Baltimore County. 
The boundary between Anne Arundel County and Baltimore 
County as ascertained about this time may be bri^j described 
as beginning at Bodkin Creek and following the hdght of land 
which separates the water Bowing into the BCagothy River from 
thoee flowing into the Patapsco. 

Philip Jones and Mary Bowles were married the third of 
January, 1700. Philip Jones, the first son of Philip Jones and 
Mary, his wife, was bom the 16th of October, 1701. A daugh' 
ter, Hannah, was bom in 1706, and Mrs. Maiy Jones, the wife 
of Capt. Philip Jones, died in 1717, Capt. Philip Jones took for 
his second wife TTanwh Battenbuxy in 1719, who died after 
giving birth to a son, John, in 1720. 
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Commissions of the Peace for Anne Arandel County were 
issued to Philip Jones the elder from 1732 to 1743. Philip 
Joues, Jr., served in the same capacity for fialtimoie County from 
1731 to 1736. 

Capt Philip Jones departed this life the tenth day of March, 
1753. 

The Maryland Gazette has the foUowing notioe: 

" On Satimliiv last died at his plantation on the north side of 
Severn Capt. I'liilip Jones in the 80'** year of his age. He was 
for many years in the coimnission oi tiie peace. From tlie natural 
mildness of his temper, he was a good master to thot^ under 
him. and was so strict a rredestiuariau, that upon any sickness 
attacking himseii or family, he had no confidence in human aid, 
asserting: tl»at cverv man was destined at a certain time to die, of 
consetjutncc never would apply to a physician, ((^uere, whether 
this odd whim did not contribute to lengthen his years to i'our- 
score.) 

Philip Jones was married May 29, 1723, to Jemima Eager, 
widow of John Eager, son of George Eager, before mentioned 
vestryman of St. Marg.net's. Before her first marriage Jemima 
Eager was Jemima Murray.' When Philip Jones, Jr., married 
the widow Eager, she had two minor children, George and Ruth 
iUiger. Ruth became the wife of ComeliuB Howard and the 
mother of John Esger Howard. Jemima Jcmes^ wife o£ Fhil^ 
Jones, Jr., died in 1725, shortly after the birth of their second 

*TboiM8 Morgun of Bait Co., Gent, mentioos in Ids will, 1697, his daughter 
Jemima Mormy, to whom he loaves "a piece of eilrcr called a shilling;'* md 
Jame« ^^orrny of Patnpsco Xeck nifntions in his will, 1704, four minor son?, the 
second Morgan Morray, and his wife Jemima Morray. ilia widow is sole exe- 
cutrix, and Richard and Thomas Cromwell are appointed trtwteeti, but "if tixey 
thonld die befove my childien come of age, I leave it to the cere of Wcet'Blver 
meeting." The personal estate was to be equally divided among his children aa 
they came of a^, but no children are mentioned except the four sons to whom 
real estate is left. The adijj. acc. of March 2, 1707, are made by Thomas Croni- 
wdl, who married Jemime, the relict end exeeotrix of Jemee Hmxej. Wac thie 
Jeniina mother of Jemina Hnxray Emor Jonei7 
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daughter. October 2, 1727, Philip Jones, Jr., married Ann 
Rattenbury, daiigliit r of Dr. Johu liattenhury the elder and iiis 
wife Margaret (iksson), who was daughter of Thomas Beeeon, 
Jr., and his wife Margaret (Saughier). 

The children of Philip and Aim Jones were numerous. Tlie 
first, Henrietta Maria, bom August 18, 1728, who married Nicho- 
las Rogers the younger, and Thomas, born Mareh 12, 1735, tlie 
subject of this sketch, are the only ones that I need mention in 
this connection. 

Philip Jones, Jr., was for a number of years in commission 
of the peace for Baltimore County. He was also deputy surveyor 
for that county. Griffith, in his Aimala of BaHiinorey says : "On 
the 12'!' of January, 1730, new style, assisted by Mr. Philip 
Jones, the county surveyor, the commissioners laid off the town." 
Phili]) Jones died in 17G2. Cornelius Howard writes to Philip's 
son Thomas : " I have received two letters from yon lately, the 
first was an Invitation to the funeml of your worthy father, my 
long experienced good friend, whose death T am heartily sorry for 
and do join in condolation witii your mother and ail hid family 
for the loss of him. Jo vonr last bv mv wife vou mention a 
lease, etc." The remainder of the letter relates to bnsiness mat- 
ters concerning laud, especially Todd's IJange, and eonelndes : 
'* Mr. Orrick has his surveying instruments. You will find among 
your father's papers a copy of Todd's range which he took from 
that I had from the office. Please to give my kind love to your 
mother and all the family." 

Thomas Jones was born March 12, 1735. His education was 
completed, it is thought, at the school of the Rev. Thomas Crad- 
dook of St Thomas' Parish, Baltimore County. In the list of 
subscribers to "a new version of the Ftalms of Dayid by Thomas 
Gradoc^, Annapolis, 1746," are ^nd the names of Philip Jones 
and Thomas Jones. With whom he read law I have not been 
able to ascertain. In the March session, 1767, of the Baltimore 
Ceunty Court is found this entry : On motion Mr. Thomas Jones 
is admitted as attorney of this oonrt and thereupon the said Jtmes 
takes the oaths to the government, repeats and signs the test and 
oath of abjuration and takes the oath that hewou'd wdl and truly 
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tliscliarge the duty of attorney of this (X)urt" At the November 
session in the same year, Bcjijuiuin Rumsey, Gentleman, his future 
associate on the bench and life-lonjr friend, is admitted attorney. 
1 liiul the name of Tiiuiuu- .1 ik < n tlie records of Baltimore 
County Courts as attorney — at iiv^t principally for his father. 
November ses.siou, IT")!), he appeared as attorney for the plainiiil' 
in an interesting ease in which Sabritt Sollerji sues Amos Hol- 
brook for violation of an indenture to serve two years. The 
verdict of the jury was for the plaintiff. 

In 1768, Nicholas Rogers of Baltimore County, merehaut, 
hasband of his sister Henrietta Maria, named in his will his 
brother-in-law, Thomas Jones, sole executor. 

There is still in existence a home-made book in the handwriting 
of Thomas Jones, in which he has entered the fees received by 
him for dnwing deeds, conveyances, powers of attorney, &c.f and 
for giving advise. His fees raogt imm 10s. to £3, lOs., the 
greater number being ISs. or £h His cliarge to David Brown 
for dmwing a will was £1. 7b. $d,, and he notes in parenthesis 
fooeived 14| lbs. coflfee. The book represents olBoe proctioe only 
from 1768 to 1773. His most prosperous year in this respect was 
1771, when his fees for the year aggregated £42. Ss. 9d.* 

W. Young, Deputy Commissary of Baltimore, died in the latter 
part of Pfovember, 1772, and Tfaomaa Jones snooeeded to that 
office early in December of the same year. The following letter 
refeiB to this matter :

The papers in tlif^ poi^sessiou of tlmt part of the family of 
Thomas Jones, to whom tlie homo j)lnutation ilebceuded, have 
extremely little to my in rigiird to matters connected with the 
War of Independence, llis journal, to which I shall refer later, 
is primarily a farm journal. The following entries are made rather 
as pohsibly concerning his farming operations than ajs events in 
the great struggle — except the last : 

''1781 — Mar. 14. Two British ships came up to the bay to 

Poole's Island. 
Mar. 16. The shi[» went down with 5 Prixes. 
Mar. 17. Two Privateer schooners came up the Bay to 

P. Island. 

Mar. 18. Privateers took a boat in Gunpowder river. 
KLur. 22. Part of my family moved to town. Privateers 

returned with three prizes. 
April 3. Four of my negroes went off hst night to the 

British. 

April 10. My negroes br*^ home from Queens Town goal. 
April 22. Three ships and 2 Briggs in the Bay opposite 

Patapsoo River. 
April 23, Mov'd my cattle and sheep. 
April 26. Ships & Briggs went down the bay. 
April 28. Mov'd my Cattle & Sheep home from J. 

Baxter. 

Oct 19. Xf CbmwalHB mirrendertdJ* 
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The above and a few entries, such as "paid 1000 Dollara for 
a pair of brcet^hes," "sold A. Stigar 3 calves for 1500 Dollars," 
arc the only signs of extraordinary times to be found upua the 
journal. 

Upon examining such references to Thomas J(ines as I find 
ui>on record, T nn\ inclined lo thiiik tliat he was useful tn the 
cause of America in ways thni require quiet and «^rcful ntt* ution 
mther than iu more warlike paths. At the special meeting of the 
Committee for Baltimore Town, July 13, 1775, when James 
Christie was summoned, and being confined to his bed was unable 
to attend, Messrs. James Calhoun, Wm. Buchanan, Thos. Harri- 
son, Thos. .Jones, Will'" Goodwin and Isaac Vanbibber were ,-eiit 
to wait on him at his house and inquire whether the letter wliich 
formed the matter of accusation against him was written by him. 

Geo, Woolsey, writing to the Council May 6, 1776, says: 
tho you seem to think by what you say in your letter, that I 
have not laid out the public money properly, if I had been one of 
those kind of men, ISlr. TIiom. J<(ues of this town, would not have 
given nie a letter to any friend he had, and that time I contracted 
with you he gave me a few lines to Dau'l of St. Thomas Jenifer 
your president." May 25, 1776, a commission was issued to 
Thomas Jones as 2nd Major in the Baltimore Town Battalion of 
Miiitia. July 18, 1776, Nathaniel Smith writ^ to Charles Car- 
roll, Barrister : " Majoi Jones applied to me to know what the 
militia is to do for catridges in case of an attack, as the regulars 
took away the greatt i jKirt of the catridges when they left. lie 
would bu glut] lu ItHuvv whether the council of safety would allow 
Major Jones or himself to employ careful hands (on account of 
the Province) to make a number of catridges for the small aiiu>," 
November 22, 177(), Jonathan Hudson and Thomas Jones write 
from Baltimore lo the council otTering to exchange a quantity of 
good lead for a quantity of Bristol shot pound for pound. April 
11, 1777, Thomas Jones and James Calhoun, Esquires, of Balti- 
more Town, are requested to view the house of Geo. Linden- 
berger, occupied as a Laboratory and Guard House at that place, 
and ascertain the reasonable rent of the same ; also certify what 
damage has been done the same honse while in public service. 
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Hie Maryland OasuUe of April 29, 1777, ftnnotmoeB that 
ThomflB Jones, Esq., is appointed register of wills for Baltimore 
Cbunfy. Aa he was deputy oommiBsary under the old govern- 
ment, this mw little more than a oontinuance in the same offioe, 
under a different name. The first entiy of the prooeedings of 
the Orphans^ Court of Baltimore is in the beautifbl hand of 
Thoe. Jones: 

''Maryland. Bait Town, Aug. 12, 1777. 

In Pursuance of the Direction of an Act of Assemby of this 
State made and })rovided for the establishment of an Orphans' 
Court in and for the County of 13altiraor<% n commission directed 
to Andrew Buchanan, .lolin Moale, Benjamin Rogers, William 
Bnchannn, William .Spear, Thomn? R<illers and John Beale How- 
ard, for that Purpose is now liere produced, whereupon the said 
Benj'l' Rollers, Will"' S\>ei\r and Thos. Sollers qualify themselves 
to tiie execution thereof by taking the oaths and subeoribing the 
declarations prescribed by law. 

Thomas Jones Register of W^ills for the said County of Balti- 
more, produces to tiie Court here a certificate of his qualification 
aa Register of Wills and having executed a Bond with suilicicnt 
security for the faithful chscharge of the said office is hereupon 
admitted the Register of this Court'' 

6o b^^ins the new order in things testamentazy. 

A few days before this the following was addressed to Thoe. 
Jones : 

In Counoil, 8 Aug. 1777. 

" Sir : 

" We have resolved to appoint Mr. William Hayward, Mr, 
Levin Gv.\r and yourself Judges of the General Court and have 
wrote to Mr. Hayward & Mr. Gale to know whether they will 
act We shall be verj glad if 3rou can make it oonvenient to 
aooept of this very honorable office and request you to give us 
your sentiments. If you accept, we think it aeoessaiy you should 
rengn your place of Roister of Wills before the commission 
issues. " We are i&c'' 
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The nev Ooostitatioa then being put into opoation leqoiied, 
Art 56, " That there be a CSoort of Appeals^ composed of penooa 
of int^rity and Bound judgment in the law, whose judgment shall 
be final and oondusive in all oases of appeal from the General 
CoQrt> Gouit of Ghanoeiy and Court of Admiealtjr. . . . That 
dirae persons of integrity and sonnd judgment in the law be 
appointed judges of the Court now called the Provincial Court, 
hereafter to be known as the General Court." Art, 48 gave 
authority to the Governor for the time bdng^ with the advice and 
consent of the Council, to appoint the «dumodlor and all judges, 
justices^ Ae.f but Art. 61 provided " that for filling in tbe first 
instanoe only all the offices in the disposition of the Governor, 
with the advice of the Council, the House of Delegates may also 
propose to the Senate a list of all officers in the appointment of 
the Governor, with the advice of the Council, and on the Senate 
concurring therein or on the recommendation of any of the peiv 
sons therein mentbned, such persons so recommended shall be 
oommissicmed by the Governor." In case of a disagreement 
betweoL the two houses a joint ballot was to settle the matter. 
April, 1777, the Legislature had named Chas. Carroll, Barrister, 
Benjamin Rumsey and Solomon Wright judges of the General 
Onirt, but none of these gentlanen aco^ted. The Governor and 
Cbuncil then made their appointment as above, all of whom 
declined. Finally on the 9th of Maroh, 1778, William Paca, 
Nicholas Thomas and Alexander Contec Hanson were appointed 
judges of the General Court and severally qualified in presence 
of the Governor and Council. 

When the list of oflicena was made by the Legislature in April, 
1777, the naming of judges of the Court of Appeals was passed 
over, and the reason given was tlie great importance of the choice 
of the very best qualified persons for this oifioe. It was not until 
De<^mber 12, 1778, that the House of Delegates named Benjamin 
Kumsey, Benjamin Mackall the 4th, Thomas Jones, Solomon 
Wright and James Murray, £6quires, to be judges of the Court 
of Appeals, and the S^iate promptly agreed to the appointment. 
Thomas Jones was succeeded in the office of Begister of Wills by 
Wm. Bu<^ianan. 
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The Court of Appeals was not exempt from criticisin in the 
course of its proceedings. Judge Rumscy, writing to Judge 
Jones, November 27, 1800, begins: "Fool, knave, drankard. 
May it please your honour to take your ohoioe, the General 
(Ifaokall) may take the next eleotioD, and what yon wQl leave 
will probably be intended to fit me." 

Judge Jones yemained on the bench of the CSourt of Appeals 
until 1805 when the judioial system of the state was leorgauised. 
The Geneial Court was abolished and the Court of Appeals was 
eompoaed of the Chief Judges of each of the six districts into which 
the state was divided. When the courts were reorganised Judge 
Jones ibund himself at the age of three sooie and ten with his 
firimd and assodato Benjamin Rnmsey upon die beni^ of the Sixth 
Judidal District consisting of Baltimore and Harlbrd counties. 

In 1810 an eflbrt was made in the House of Delegates to 
remove Judge Jones teem office on aooount of non-attendance at 
court. One of the resolutions reads : ** Resolved that it is eontrary 
to the genius and spirit of a republic to toloato a sinecure and 
tbat therefore no citixen of this state should retain a judicial office, 
who does not give a ftithful and due attendance on the courts of 
whidi he may be constituted a member, however distinguished bis 
taints or however brilliant his services may have been." 

The Committee of Grievances and Court of Justice reported ibr 
the consideration and adoption of the General Assembly, the 
following address, 

**To the Governor of the State of Iifsiyland. 

"The General Assembly of Maiyland conceive it to be their 
boundoL duty as the Guardians of the public safoty to call your 
attention to the offidal delinquency of one the memben of the 
Judidaiy. It appears to the Genend Assembly from the most 
eatisfiwtory testimony that Thomas Jones> Esquire one of the 
Associate Judges of the Sixth Judicial District has neglected to 
give that attendance on the Courte which the nature of his appoint^ 
ment and the interests of the public absolutely require. 

'< You are therefore requested immediately on the receipt of this 
address to remove the said Thomas Jones, EMjuire from his office 
of Associate Judge of the Sixth Judicial Distriof 
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Judge Jms writing to ooe of the memben of the AmmiAy 
njB : "Itlg not probable ffom the present state of my health and 
from what it has beoi for aome time past that I shall be enabled 
to attend the legblatnre in person at the time fixed &r the second 
readiDg of the report of the Gmimittee of Grievances and I have 
not as yet made up my mind to avail myself of the indiUgenoe 
offwed to substitute Gbunsd." He recalls that it is now upwards 
of thirty years since he received his first appointment to public 
office firom the representatives of the people— having declined an 
appomtment by the governor and council, refers to the records of 
the Gburt of Appeals to prove his application to duty, adding in 
paraithesis : '* I would wish them to inform thonselves at the 
some time of the compensation made to the Judges of that 
particular tribunal fi>r their service for many years." He oondudes : 

I now most solemnly aver that I am not conscious that in the 
whole of that period I have ever intentionally neglected to dift* 
charge the duties of the office so far as I was competent— one 
instance only excepted — ^unless I was disabled by bodily infirmity 
or inclemency of the weather.*' The result in the l^iislature was 
conveyed to him in the opening sentence of a letter dated Dec 14, 
1810, written by Walter Doney, who defended him before the bar 
of the house: ''I have the pleasure of informing you that the 
resolution reported by the Committee of Grievances in reUition to 
your official conduct has not succeeded.'' 

Before leaving the official life of Judge Jones I have deemed it 
well to inform myself concerning the conpensation of a judge of the 
0>urt of Appeals in those times. I find the salary fixed in 1785 
at £200 currency, and finally increased in 1799 to flOOO. It is 
obvioaB that with sudi a salary the time and attention of a judge 
could not be exclusively devoted to the duties of his office unless 
he were a man of independent fortune. The fortune left Thomas 
Jones by hb fiither was not laige even for those times. His 
assessment for taxes in 1781 was something upwards <tf £6000. 
His property consisted of real estate lying principally in Patapeoo 
Xedc, near Soldiers Delight, and in Baltimore Town, and in the 
slaves and stock thereon. The most valuable property consisted 
of fiurms in Patapsoo Neck. To obtain from these fiums the 
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means of support for his iamily re^juired constant personal 
attrition, and so we tiud much of his attention giving to farming. 
His .Journal, kept from 1779 to 1812, the year of his death, and 
uutil the husL icw months entirely in hiB own hand, preserves a 
most interesting record of firm life in hi.s day. As the plan 
adopted in tlie beginning Im lollowed throughout 1 shall eudeavor 
to give some account of it in general. 

On the first page lie begins au iuvcntory of the servants, slaves, 
stock, implements of industry, <&o., &c. In this he gives the 
servant by name and age, the slaves by name and age, the horses 
by age and color, the cattle by age, the hogs by age, and tlie sheep 
as ramfl, weathers, lambs, <&c. Then follow the household furniture, 
utensils, Ac., even to the number of napkins, towels, <&c., then the 
kitchen furniture and utensils, and last the plantation utensils, and 
implements of hoslMmdiy* Each month has two pages devoted 
to itBi record. One line across the two pages is ruled for each dty. 
Vertical lines are ruled dividing the first page into seven oolamns ; 
the first contains nnml)ers Jndicatmg the d»y of the month the 
seoond letters to indicate the day of the week, the durd records the 
direction of the wind, the fourth the weather, the fifth is headed 
stock, the sixth is suhdivided for the number of horses, oows, hogs 
and sheep, the seventh is headed casualties (to the stock). The 
seoond page is divided into two columns headed respectively 
employment, and remarks, occurrences, contraets, &o. In the 
last column only is found the record of his personal goings and 
comings, opinions, Sie* In 1780 he records one servant, 14 
slaves, 20^ horses (he was half owner of one horse), 37 cattle, 
32 hogs, 75 sheep. The employments for January are getting 
wood, threshing, shoemaking^ dressing flax, Ac In the last 
column he records " my rascel Richard (a white servant) ran away 
for the 14*^ time,'' and after seven days "my lascel Bichard 
returned." 

I have collected together upward of fifty deaths motioned in 
these Journals, and the records of remarkable storms, tides, &e, 
as an appendix to this paper. A few remarks not easily classified 
I shall reproduce here. ^ " N. B. Kec^d Ids. of Mr. — for pas-

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taring bis two hones last year instead of £B — pastnre no bones 
for W — in future.'' ** Settled with mj sooundrel of an overseer 
and accepted 13 gals, of peach brandy in satis&ctioD of the damage 
he had done me to am! of £150 at least. N. B. He cheated 
me with apple brandy." "Siclt^N. B. Time lost in fanning is 
inecoveeable. Three weeks lost with sidmess A wet weather has 
lost I of the crop.'' ** Feb. 11, 1789, Gen'l Washington's birth 
day, 1732." "Nov. 9, 1796. On Tuesday began the election of 
a anooessor to our most worthy president throughout the united 
States who had made known to the pe(^e his intention to retire 
from public business," 

In addition to overseeing the work of his farms, traveling from 
one to the other, Thomas Jones b^an about 1786 to build the 
house which is still standing at Walnut Grove. The preparation 
foT this included the making of brick, getting out of timber, Ac, 
and much trouble with a variety of workmen. Hie house is 
situated at <he junction of North Point creek and Welshman's 
creek, and commands a fine view of bay and river. From the 
year 1789 his journal contains the record by months of the vessels 
going up the river to Baltimore, daasified as Sh^ Snows and 
Br^gs, Sloops and Sdiooneni, and Bay Craft. The black-board 
still hangs in the hall upon which the daily entries were made, 
which were summed up at the end of the month and entered on 
the last page of the yeariy journal. 

Among die many friends of Thomas Jones, Richard Sprigg of 
Strawberry Hill, West River, occupied the first place. He is 
constantly mentioned in his journal until November 23, 1798. 
"On this evening — ^this mdancholly evening, the firmest of 
friends, and in my estimate the best of men — did my valuable 
friend R^ Sprigg of West River make his last respixation^with 
one hand denchal in mine — and may the omnipotent of his 
infinite mercy receive him into tb<> niansions of eternal bliss." 
Richard Sprigg wn-; appointed ClKuicellor by the legislature in 
1777 but resignetl March 20, 1778. He owned the Sparrow's 
Point farm which adjoined a farm of Judge Jones. 

The first wife of TIi(»ma.s Jones was Elizabeth Baxter of Cecil 
County. She bore him four daughters, two of whom died in 
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in&nojr. Of the two who arrived at mataritjr Henrietta Maria 
married Josiah Dallam of Haribid County, and Eliabeth Waugh 
married Capt, afterward Col. Lloyd BeaU, U. S. A., son of 
Benjamin and Mary Beall of Prince George County. The eeoond 
wife of Thomas Jones was Elizabeth McLore, whom he married 
November 26, 1779. She was the widow of David McLnre of 
Baltimore Town. Bat three of their seven children married. 
FliiUp Jones married Mary Beam, of what is now Carroll County ; 
Tiiomafl Sprigg Jones married Susanna Trotton, danght^ of Dr. 
John Trotton and Sarah (Boilers), his wife; Anna Barbara Jones 
married Jacob Schley of Baltimore. Thomas Jones died Septem- 
ber 27, 1812, at Fort McHenry, while visiting his son-in-law, 
CoLBeaU. 

I shall oondude this sketch with a letter of Judge Jones to his 
wife, which throws light upon the times and the man. The Bev. 
Mr. Hasna therein mentioned was rector of St Margaret's, West- 
nunster Fiimsh, from the year 1778 to 1785. 

Strawberry Hill, Thursday Night. 

My Dearest Love. 

Thauks to an all gracious superemineut Being, whose mercies 
are as boundless as bis Existence is incomprehensible for the 
Preservation of your unworthy tho' tenderly affectionate husband, 
and his permission to address yoii once more on paper, and the 
probability of the blcsin": of ri^ N isitinj; of what is nearest and 
dearest to his heart on this terrestrial planet his most valuable 
friend and wife, and ofTsprinjx. 

Pause here, thou bc^t of your sex, imd be compo??e<l ; aud here 
woud I gladly suspend the relation until T folded you in these 
arni« nnd pressed you to this bosom ; but you will reeeive the 
report from some other hand before that joyful period can arrive 
—turn over ami reiid with composure. 

You are prepnri^l. I will prom^d. 

We weigh'd anchor from the mouth cf the creek an hour 
after I took leave of you, and after mueii labour and uneasiness 
we reached the opposite shore near the mouth of the river, and 
came to au anchor just at dark. I procured some milk and excel-

lent pone bread from a hut near the shores made a very comfort- 
able sapper, afterward wrapped mTself up very snog' in my great 
ooat and the foresail of the boal^ and lay down very oompoeedly, 
and aboat 12 o'dock wak'd from a comfortable dooe ooneidering 
situationi when I diaoovered the wind had shifted and blew a fine 
modmtebreese and as favorable as heart ooud wish. I then hud 
my aooount witli bdng in Annapolis in three hoars at frrtbest— 
called np the hands and we all agreed to wdgh anchor again, and 
take the advantage the wind had presented us. We immediately 
stood oot and when we had gain'd the bay, and got the boat on 
her course, down I went under the fbrqsirt of the boat, oot of the 
night air, leaving the numagement in good hands as I thought— 
fbnr negro fellows, one a skillful pilot bdongbg to Oap^ Pitt^ 
employed in the business. In a few minutes I began to dose, and 
continued in that state about an hour, when I was alarm'd with 
a bustle above. I got np and the first sound I ooud listen to 
were— heave out the wood ^ stuff, or we must go to the bottom 
— we cant be sav'd, throw out the wood ; and the first view that 
presented was the boat sinking at the stem — ^the sea making a 
breach over and filling her ; the above negro pilot informing me 
at the same instant, that the pump woud not work. I gave np 
my hope then and was stripping to take the last chance when the 
negro revived me by saying, there was a chance of her grounding, 
if she ooud be cleared of the caigo, on a flat ground he supposed 
we were near. I then with a presoioe of mind not to be accounted 
for, went in search of my bap^gs and found them on a chest float- 
ing in the fore part of the boat, but perfectly dry. In about 15 
minutes afler we struck on the flat, in about six feet water, the 
sea running high, but by the dexterous management of the negro, 
we were secured from its fatal effects, and by day light we had 
beat into two foot water. I then felt myself very sick and pre- 
vailed on one of tlie negros to wade ashore, and get a boat to take 
us off whioh he effected about ati hour by sun, — when I fiumd 
myself in the neigh lK)rhood of the Rev. Mr. Hanna who received 
me in the most friendly mann< r, pn c me a good breakfast and 
fumii^M me a horse and guide to -^Uinapolis. I came over this 
evening to my friend, when I am much better recovered than I 
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ooud expect to be. — ^There is, my best belov'd, but little proba- 
bility of the court rising this week — we have not euter'd on busi- 
ness as yet— to-morrow we expect to begin but it is doubtful to 
me whether we shall even commence business this week. ... I 
pievail'd on myself to give the above detail, that you might not 
be durtressed with the recital from ^o?i)(> other quarter — Fair&s 
nay letam with my horses Tom and Abingdon — ^riding Tom, as 
soon as posuble, for I will leave the court as soon as my attend- 
ance can possibly be dispensed with. Join your tribute of praise 
to the omnipotent for the delivery of your

MARYLAND ACADEMY OF SCIENCE AND 
LITERATUBE. 

J. G. M0BBI8. 



The Historittil Society of Maryland in its broad ami com- 
prehensive conbtitution embraces the history of literature and 
science in our State as well as of j>olities and {jovemment. 
Hence, memoirs of institutions of any public and useful character 
properly come within its domain. 

I have thought that some notice of a society whicli existed in 
this city for many years and which exerto<1 a nio^i wholesome 
influence on a respectable portion of the ciumminity, Mould be 
very appropriate. It belongs to us as a society to rescue from 
t>l)livion all papers, reports and proceedings of such associations 
and to embody their history as far as the materials within reach 
will warrant. 

Prompted by these feeling:?, I have taken the trouble to collect 
and arrange some £icts relative to the late Maryland Academy of 
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Science and Literaturp, a society which was composed of mo?t of 
the friends of nc'itural science in this city during its exi-t* m e but 
which unfortunately waa suffered to deoline and finally to become 

totally extinct. 

RiniiLir :i'<>^ofiations had been contemplated and sevenil had 
actually gi»ue into operation, but thev soon disa])})<':ui (i after an 
ephemeral existence ; but the lirst sucee;^si'iil t tl irt- (-> organize a 
Rociety of this character were made in the year 1822. Though 
disheartened by the unsuccessful attempts of their pre<lecessors, 
yet sevenil energetic geotleraen determined to make one more 
vigorous trial to redeem the chamcter of lialtimore and to culti- 
vate and prouioti' a t;iste for scieatilic pursuits. There was no 
association of the kind in the State, and yet here were men of 
cousidemble attainiueuts in science or of strong inclinations in 
that direction ; some of them were men uf liberal means and 
refined education ; some of them posses-sed collections of natural 
history objects, espt-eially minerals and fossils ; some of them 
had libraries of scientific boijkii, and all of them were animated 
by a generous desire to extend the domain of science abroad in 
the eommimity as well as to imj^rovc themselves. Some of the 
moFt ]MTiminent men engaged iu this enterprise were the late 
Kobert (Jihnor, Dr. P. Macauley, Dr. Ducatel, Dr. Sprostou 
Hall, M<>u.>. Girardin, and among those living were Drs. Ketmer, 
Cohen, Frick, Buckler, Andrews, Gibson, J. 1*. Kennedy, 1*. T. 
Tyson. 

These gentlemen met and organized in the year 1822. Their 
first place of meeting was in the upper stor}' of a house which 
occupied the present site of fiarnum's Hotel. When that house 
was taken down, they moved into rooms fitted up in a house 
previously used as a stable, which stood at the corner of Court- 
land Street and an allej, north of Lexington. 

At this time the aoademy possessed an artenuTe oolleotioii of 
mineiftls and an berbarhun and the niiclm of a mlogieal 
cabinet Regular meetings were held and a commendable seal 
animated the members, but they were not satisfied with their 
unaided efforts, and a strong appeal was addressed to gentlemen 
of the learned professions in the city and throughout the State^ 
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whioh was in some measure responded to. The number of oon- 
tributing members soon became sufficiently large to justify the 
step of piociiring an apartment where the meetings of the 
academy oould be permanently held ; furnishing at the same time 
a place of aeoirity for the oolfection, whieh was b^^ning to 
acquire both extent and interest. Still, difficulties of a fi^rmidable 
ohaiacter pcesentad thenuelvee. The limited pecuniary means at 
oommand, forbade the erection or purohase of a suitable edifice 
to be appropriated »dudvely to the uses of tiie aoademy. At 
length, the academy removed to a spacious hall in the luge 
building then known as the Athenanm, which stood at the comer 
of St Paul and Lexington Streets, now occupied by the Law 
Bnildings. Hie fiite of the old Atheneum is wdl known to us 
all, who were lendente of this city. A new impulse was given 
to tiie society and its collections of natural history objects and 
books were considenbly increased. 

Here I may pause for a moment in the progress of the history 
to pay a tribute of respect to its distinguished first president, 
Mens. Louis Hue Qiraidin. 

He was a native of France, and his real, original name was 
Louis Francois Pioot. Even as a school boy, he &r excelled all 
his fellow-pupils in classical and aeslhetical studies and displayed 
an uncommon talent fi>r poetry, but he was strongly recommended 
to direct his researches into bistoxy as he grew up. He was 
patronised by a French nobleman, but he was arrested in his 
career towards honors and emoluments by the occurrence of the 
Frencb Revolution. He maintuned a constitutional monardiy in 
the editorial columns of a political journal and was, in conse- 
quence, arraigned before a revolutionaty tribunal. He was com- 
pelled to abandon Rouen where he then lived and afterwards 
taking a more decided and active stand in favor of the monarchy, 
he was obliged with many others to seek safety in this conntxy, 
and he landed near Norfolk. Poor, friendless and in a strange 
country, he was wretched indeed. A French gentieman, who was 
the proprietor of a small farm in this State, employed him as a 
' laborer, and the Marquis de Cairon, who escaped with him, was 
entrusted with the care of the poultry and swine. It was then 
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that Mods. Picot, from a fiilse impressioD, that the tyrants of his 
Gountxy would pursue him to tbia^ changed lus name to that of 
Giraidin. As he already poaseesed a oompetent knowledge of 
the English langu^^ he was advised to open a school. He was 
soon after invited to become a teacher in the coll^ of George- 
town, D. 0. Thence he removed to yirginia, where he presided 
at different times over several academies. He afterwards received 
the appointment to a Ftofessorship in WiUiam and Mary CoUfige^ 
where he commenced in 1804 the publication, in connection with 
a German artist, of a work entitled, Amomtatet Qrapkieae, in 
Fkenoh and English, which work ms not continued long. ' 

In 1806, he commenced the tianslatbn of the Revolutionary 
Annals. About this time also, he published his Latin poem, 
De JIbnomac&Ms, which did him credit as a moralist and as a 
votary of the muses. He contributed also to the columns of the 
(M Bachdcr, over the signature of T. Lovetmth, which papers 
are highly oommcnded by Mr. Wirt He likewise published a 
series of moral and literary essays in The Vwginia Arguif which 
furnished, fresh evidence of the extent and versatility of his 
talents. He was at one time, joint proprietor and sole editor of 
the lUohmond JBnqvurer, About this time, he wrote a lift of 
John Adams, at tiie solioitation of the daasical Dennic^ which was 
publidied in the Port FbUo. In 1811, he lost his wi& and only 
son, in the conflagration of the theatre at Eichmond. This terrible 
calamity unnerved the man ; he sank under the heavy blow ; his 
health rapidly declined; he was fi>rced to suspend his professicnal 
exertions and retired to the upper part of Vlr^nia in pursuit of 
health and repose, neither of which he ever r^ained. Yet in 
this shattered state of body and mind, he completed bis continua- 
tion of Burkeh History of Virginia, one volume of which only 
has been published. He was elected a member of the American 
Philosophical Society, and the title of LLi. D. was centred on 
him by one of our universities. 

He was subsequenUy elected to the presldoncy of Baltimore 
College. He here wrote a pamphlet entitled, Falaski Vindieaied, 
in reply to some supposed misrepre«eutations of the character of 
that distinguished man, made by Judge Johnson in his life of 
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Gen. Greene. He also prejian d a roiirse of lectures on l)otany 
for the Maryland Agricultunil Sociely, but was more particularly 
eii^^:iL: d when taken ill, in writing a life of Lafayette, from docu- 
ments furnished by the General himself. 

It was shortly after Mens. Girardin's arrival in this city, that 
propiKSiila to organize a society for promoting the study of the 
natural dcieuces were started. lie wn« elected its first ]ircsident, 
and in a history of this institntion it is l ut a matter of justice to 
record liis extensive learning, his acconn>lishraent as a scholar, his 
urbanity and the high esteem in which he was held by lii.-" asso- 
ciates. He died on the 17th of February, 1825, in the 54th year 
of his age.* 

Tjet me now return to the narrative. When the academy 
removed into the Athenieum, everything promised continued 
prosperity and complete success. Through the agency of ita then 
president, Robert Giluiur, Esq., a sum of money amounting to 
$1200, being the accumulated fund of a pre-cxistent society, was 
transferred by its surviving members to the academy. A portion 
of this fund was expended in the purchase of standard worlcs of 
reference, and the library was also enlarj^ by the liberal dona- 
tion of several costly and useful works by tlie president. Other 
presents were also received from various gentlemen, autl the whole 
formed a collection of about 800 volumes of the best publications 
in the different branches of natural s^'ience. In the meanwhile, 
there was added to the cabinet an extensive series of geological 
specimens obtained from Germany, together with samples of the 
mineral formations occurring in this State ; and subsequently, a 
considerable number of shells, recent and fossil, with numerous 
preserved specimens in other departments of natural history, had 
been procured, all of which, while it gave evidence of zeal on the 
part of tiie active members, had become an object of interest to 
the seientifie tntveller^ and proved that the natural sciences were 
not altogether n^keted in Maiyhuid, But how soon and unex- 
pectedly the highest hopes of mm are blasted and how sndd^^r 
may the fmita of jean of arduous labor be destroyed. In two 
hours the whole of this valuable property was oonsumed hy fire.

was set on fire In broad daylight by an inoendiary, and in a few 
hours it WH8 a heap of emouldering a^es. Another valuable 
library belonging to another aesuciation and much other valuable 
property were destroyed at the aame time. As &r as ean now be 
ascertained, nothing whatever of the academy's ooUeetion was 
saved, not even the book of reooids. At least it cannot be fbund 
anywhere at present One solitary spedmen was subsequently 
picked up out of the ruins by Dr. Cohen, It is a meUorUe, still 
in his possession. He cherished it ardently when it was In the 
oollectlon and after the fire; his search for his fiivorite was 
rewarded by discovering it among a mass of stone and mortar 
that had been thrown out of the cellar. This difld of mysterions 
fire that fell to the earth, from an unknown region, has lost none 
of its fair proportions or indestructible properties after having 
been subjected for days to the consuming heat of a terrible con- 
flagration. 

What oould the academy do now after this deplorable 
cahunity, their cabinet, their library, their fhmiture, all burned ? 
They paused for a while and we might excuse them for some 
hesitation, but we find them unintimidated by the calamity and 
to their credit be it recorded that they det^mined to reorganise 
the sociefy. Persuaded of the intrinsic importanoe of tbeir 
scheme, its utUily and the character it would confer on the oity, 
they resolutely set to work, not only to restore the academy to 
what it had been aflsr twelve years of existence but to re-establidi 
it on a basis of permanent prosperity. 

The first recorded meeting after the destruction of their 
property was held In a private bouse on February 9, 1835, at 
which were present: Dncatel, KcCSanlcy, Geddings, Keener, 
Frick, Edmondson, Gslvert, Alexsnder, Campbell and Gibson. 
At this meeting it was resolved to address a circular to the 
various scientifio and literary societies of Europe and this countiy 
and to private individuals, setting forth the late loss of the 
acsdemy and soUoiting donations of books, minerals, ditUs and 
other objects. Some time after this the sum of |1300 Insurance 
was paid over to the treasurer by the Firemen's Company, which 
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euabled the academy to recoiniiience the purchase of a library 
and other necessary uilicles. It was contemplated also to erect 
or puiclia.se a suitable building for the academy, but this was 
never carried out. 

In the year 1836, the rooms on the second story of the build- 
ing on the northeast comer of Fayette and North Streets were 
rented, where the academy met until its dis.solutiou in 18 l.'^». At 
tljis eiirly period, learned papers were read by some of the mem- 
bers, lectures were delivered before the academy, experiments 
were performed and reports made on nearly every bo(»k atul 
object f)f natural history that was presented or j)urcha8ed. The 
meetings were thus made instructive, for at every one, something 
interesting was laid on the table which became the f^ubject of 
conversation or discussion and at^^rwards it passed the ordeal 
of an appropriate committee. The members were divided into 
various classes 

1. Mathematics, astronomy and physics. 

2. Chemistry. 

3. Mineralogy, geology, including physical geography and 

the history and classification of fossil remaiiu, 

4. Zoology, embracing the eomparattve anatomy and physi- 

ology of animals. 

5. Botany, including vegetable physiology. 
All theae claases were filled by able men* 

Donationa of vazioas kinda now oame in every week and shelves 
and cases were erected for their reception. At one meeting an 
appropriation of $650 was made for sudi fixtures. I mention 
ibis to show the eneigy and seal which dwnicteriaed the academy 
at that time. 

To this sodety is dne the honor of instituting the first series of 
popular public lectures ever delivered in Baltimore. The system 
has since become very general, bat it owes its origin to the 
academy. Yarions individuals had delivered lectares before, but 
this was the first organised asso<nation that began it. The lectures 
were delivered in what was then known as Warfield's Church in 
St. Paul Street, which now constitutes a portion of N. C. Brooks' 
school buildings. This course was an e coe o fiil, although the system 
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«88 not 80 popular tiien as it lias alnoe become. (This wu in 
1838-39). 

Abont this time a memorial was sent to the L^eilatiire, peti- 
tion iug for aid in promoting the objects of the academy , bnt it 
was unsuccessful. 

It would be interesting to speak in detail of the additions made 
to the library and cabinet «nd especially of the numerous experi- 
ments in chemistry and physics performed before the acadonj 
\jj such men as Dncatel, Geddbgs, Edmondson, Green, Blsfaw 
and others, but it would require more sptvoe than can be allotted 
in this brief memoir. 

Some cS the valuable papers whidi were read from time to 
time were published in Silliman's and other scientific journals. 
Some of them had been deposited among the archives, and in 
January, 1837, it was resolved that a volume of Transactions 
should be published. A oommittee made a selection of the papers 
and the volume appeared in print. It ^braces : 1. A biographi- 
cal notice of L. H. Oirardm, first President of the Society, by 
Dr. Daoatel ; 2. Outiines of the Phyacal Geography in Mary- 
land, embracing its prominent Geological Features, by Dr. Buca- 
tel ; 3. A Oatalogue of Phaencgamous Plants and Ferns, growing 
in the vicinity of Baltimore, by Dr. Wm. E. A. Aikin ; 4. A de- 
scription of the Frostburg Goid Formation of Allegany County, 
Md., with an account of its geblogical position, with a plate^ by 
Philip T. l^son; 5. A descriptive catalogue of the prindpal 
minerals of tiie State of Itfaryland, by P. T. Tjrson ; 6. On the 
CSomposition of Plrussian Blue> prqiared ttom different oxides of 
iron, by T. Phillips Alkn ; 7. On the Detection of Arsenic in 
Medioo-Legal investigation^ by Wm. R. Fisher; 8. The Latitude 
of Annapolis, by Hector Humphreys, D. D. ; 9. Report of the 
Meteorological Committee; 10. Directions for preparing Speci- 
mens of Natural History ; 11. On the Metaliic Coating for Electric 
Rubbers, by Wm. R. Fisher; 12. Transactions of the Academy ; 
13. Donations to the Libniiy. 

This volume gives abundant proof of the ability of the con- 
tributors and reflected creditably on the whole academy. Papas 
enough to fill several such volumes were on hand, but die acsdemy 
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was not able to bear the expense of paUieat^. It is the only 
Tolnme of Transactions ever published by a scientific association 
in llaiyland. 

So great iraa the seal of the membm in inoreanng their cabinet 
at tibis lame that a legolar taxidermist was employed to prepare 
and mount the nnmerons skins of birds and other animals that 
had aecnmnlated &r sevecal years. 

In this year the society sustained a severe loss in the removal 
to Charleston of Dr. Geddings, one of its most active and learned 
members, and his loss was most seriously felt. He had been con- 
nected with one of our medical schools and was a man of distin- 
guished talents and attainments. 

In this year the cabinet was greatly enriched by a splendid 
collection of foreign minerals, in a large mahog^y case, which 
was bequeathed by Charles Carroll Harper, Esq., together with 
the instruments and books relating to minendogy, all constituting 
a rich and interesting addition. 

An active oonespondeuce with learned foreign societies and 
individuals was conducted and many donations from them were 
received. 

About the year 1840 the academy b^an to dedin^ owii^ to 
the removal and death of some active members and the indiffer- 
ence of others. Here was a Ubraxy of rare and costly books, of 
nearly 1000 volumes, on every branch of natural science, — ^here 
wue comfortable and convenient rooms,— here was a large col- 
leetioD of natural history in almost every department, and yet 
about this time, for nine successive weeks, not a quorum of five 
members could be brought together. The glory was b^inning to 
depart. The few who remained found it inconvenient to pay the 
rent and keep up the meetings, and in the beginning of this year 
the expediency of disBolving the whole concern was intimated. 
Desperate struggles were made to sustain it. The trustees of 
Baltimore College offered the academy apartments free of rent, 
which offer some of the members were exceedingly anxious to 
accept, but it was finally refused after long, frequent and animated 
discussion. 

For a short time after the settlement of this question, a new 
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spirit of enterprise seemed to animate the members, and there 
were several resolutioDS passed on Mr. Vattemare's plan of inter- 
national exchanges, which was much talked of in the country at 
that period but from which no permanent benefit ever reBiilte<l. 

At this period also the old Baltimore Museum was offered for 
sale, and the academy appointed a committee to enquire how it 
might be preserved to the city, but nothing eatis&otory was ever 
done. 

The proceedings of 1842 show that the financial condition of 
ihe academy wan growing desperate and various methods of 
increasing the funds were suggested and adopted, but not one of 
whidi produced any beneficial result. Levies were made on the 
members, but many of Utem refused to pay. Uxgent appeals were 
sent out but to no purpose. 

This state of things continued for some months, during which 
various plans of infusing new life into the academy were pro- 
posed, until finally in 1843 a direct proposition to dissolve it was 
made. The discussion of this subject was continued for nearly a 
year, during which a considerable portion of the 7X)ological collec- 
tion was sold. A hard struggle ensued, and nio^ht after night tlie 
conflict was cnntinued. The opponents of dissolution exerted 
themselves to the utmost to prevent the catastrophe and the 
friends of the measure were ei^ually zealous. For a long time 
science had no share in tin:' pro'^ecdings ; the question was, shall 
we live or die? Each party rallied its friends. Resolutions were 
offercfl only to be negatived or reconsidered or laid on the table. 
Committees were appointed which did not report; various propo- 
sitions from other societies in the city were presented but they 
were not accepted. One < uiir from the Historical Society but the 
majority voted it dowii. Tiiis thnn was the stat« of things, when 
on the 3d of February, 1844, it was resolved to dissolve the 
academy. The last blow was given and it fell. 

The question now arose, how should the property be disposed 
of? This also occasioned warm and protracted discussion, but 
it was tinaily determined to sell the furniture and the cases, to 
return to depositors as far as they could be ascertained, those 
article^ presented or deposited by them. The remaining articles 
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and bo<^ wen divided into lots and each lot vdned, whioh were 
drawn for hj tlie members aooording to an equitable rale adopted. 
Shares were allotted to eaoh member according to the ratio of the 
number of annual contributions paid hy each. The names of 
all the memben were written on separate pieces of paper and 
deposited in the ballot box. The first drawn name then selected 
from among the artides the whole number of shares he was enti- 
tled to, and so on, until all had chosen. It was done. That fine 
library, that extensive collection was broken up^ dispersed, never 
to be re-oollected. The labor of years was scattered, — the gifts 
of many liberal persons to the academy for public use, went into 
the hands of individualB Ibr private use. Books and specimens 
bought with large sums of money were given away by lottery. 
The halls were deserted, — the donrs w«re closed, and the Miary- 
land Academy of Science and Literature died. There were not 
many at its foneral, and those few came not to pay respect to 
the deceased but to divide among themselves its effects. They 
parted its garments among them and on its vesture did thejr cast 
lots." Hicjacet; memoria ^vs €fto perpdua ! 

No successful attempt has ever been made to resuscitate it. 
The &ct is there are fewer cultivators of natural science nmong 
us now than there were twenly years ago, but we will not d&spair. 
When proper accommodations shall be afforded, as we are author- 
ised to believe will be, and when a splendid collection of books 
on natural history shall be accessible to students, we trust that 
a new impetus will be given to such studies and that there will 
be a ]ai]ge number of collaborators in the delightful and profitable 
pursuit.

The Histoky ok the society of Jesus in Nortit America, 
Colonial and Federai* By Thomas Hughes of tlie same 
Society. Vol. I. Clevelaud : The Burrows Brothers Co., 1907. 

A complete history of the Jo-inta would be one of the moat 
cxtraordinarj and fascinating works in the world. In Europe it 
would deal with the secret policies and hidden springs that led to the 
making and tmniaking ol kingdoms and empires ; in Asia and 
Canada, with (k^eds of splf-sncritice and heroism compared with which 
the exploits of chivalry would seem children's play ; in South 
America with achievements stranger than romance. 

CSompand irith these, the doings And the tffails of liie Jesnita in 
Maxyhwd seem iDdgnifleant enoi^h : a dispute eboat qnit-renta^ or 
about militia duties ; the question whether certain lands nere ftudal 
or allodial ; the extent of oourt-processe^ etc., seem now to be what 
tlie General of the Order himself called them : reeulae, "trifles," 
about which, especially since thej were amicably settled more than 
two hundred and fifty ywrs ago^ nobody now need agitate himself 
much. 

At the .«anie time, these matters do form an epi.«ode in Mar}dand 
history that cannot be overlooked ; and a thorough inve^tigjition of 
them, such as Father Hughes has undertaken and c^irried out with 
the most praiseworthy diligence, should be welcome to all students of 
Maiylaod Mstoiy. 

The author, being a member of the Order, has had exceptional 
oppcfftunities of consulting its aiduves and records evaywhoe^ as wdl 
as those of the Propaganda and other reUgbus bodies^ and his 
industry in research seems to have been indefatigable. In fact, the 
reader is aimo«!t overwhelmed with references and citations, usually in 
the very words of the original documents. This^ if a fault at all, is a 
fault on the right side. 

But, while his connection with the Order has p'wf^u the Rev. author 
an advantage in one re.s{M'Ct, it has injured him in another, in making 
him rather an advocate Uiau a historian. Ho can sec nothing wrong 
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in the acts or attitude of the Jesuit Fathers, nor anything right in 
those who took the opposite view. There is no intentional unfairness ; 
but a sort of mental astigmatism that sees every thing distorted. If 
we are BatuntBd with the belief that a nan is a tynnt and a hypocrite, 
aQ Ilk vigoiow aetwne wDl be tyranny and his gentle ones bypocrupjr i 
and behind bis most r^hteons deeds we shall spj luiking rinister 
motfWSi 

The chief points at issae between the Fkopnetaiy and the Jesuit 

Fathers were these : — 

1. They thought it a liardahip to have to pay quit-rents (in oom) 
on their lands. 

2. They thought it a hardship that they should be called upon to 
coiitriluite to the defence of the colony : that is, contribute tu\\;ir i the 
building a fort, and allow the pcriurmance of the regular militia 
duty by their servants. 

8. They thought it a hardship that land given them by the Indians 
shonM be held under the Proprietary's charter. 

4. They thought it a banlsbip that they and tbdr servants should 
be sutgeot, as were the other colonists, to the temporal law in matters 
temporal. 

Kow to the ordinary unprqudiced mind these matters present 

themselves thus r — 

1. As the Fathers were holding many thousands of acres, mo^t 
part of which was unproductive, doubtless a rent of a barrel of corn 
yearly per hundred acres was more than they could afford to pay. 
But they knew the conditions of plautatiou when they took thent up. 
And it was easy at any moment to resign so mueh of the laiid as was 
usdess and burdoDsome. 

2. As their property and persons were indnded in the common 
pwil, there seems no reason why they should be exempted from 
contributing to the common defence. 

8. As Baltimore held all the Province under his Charter, to admit 
that titles to lands could come from any other source, would not only 
be to impeach his charter, but to assert that thr-re was another BOUroe 
of authority in the Province bolides the Kiiio: of England. 

4 To exempt any class of tenant.'=. froni the operations of the 
temporal law in matters temporal, would have bceu to create an 
imperiwn in imperio — pleasing, perhaj^ to the beneficiaries, but most 
unjust to the rest of the people. 

To the present reviewer Baltimore's podtion seems not merely 
6 
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reasonable and just, but the only one that it was j)OKsitM for him to 
take ; and so it must have seemed to a rmrch better judge, uainely, the 
General of the Order, who decided in his favour aud thus ended the 
oontroTersy. 

It has long been observed tliat contcoyenies on mattws theological 
are apt to beget in 1A» contestants feelingB of peieonal animodty. If I 
dispute mth aaj one, saj on sapTatapsarianiem, it is not long before I 
discoTer tbat my opponent is as deficient in moral principle as he M in 
intellectual grasp. And Father Hughes' otherwise urbane style gets 
an infusion of gall whenever he speaks of Baltimore or his friends. 
He cannot refer to him without at least a sneer or an innuendo, and he 
has the art of so choosiiiij; l)i.s phrases as to im})ly odium. One instance 
will '^^unice : On p. 535 he marginates his text : "Baltiniore on 
kidnapping Copley," and paraphnvses an instruction of iiakiiuore 
thus : — "If Copley do not execute your orders, you kidnap him and 
aoad him away." Contrary to his usual laudable custom. Father 
Hughes does not quote the text of tiie order, wluch maj be seen in 
OnhfeH Papergf t, 218. Baltimore ivrites to the Governor that if a 
certain contingency occurs, '* I praie do not fiiile to send Mr. CSopley 
away fiom thence by the next shipping to those parts." Now this 
instruction (which was never carried out) may have been arbitrary or 
harsh, but it was not kidnapping." But then the word *'kidnap " 
ha.^' nn odious colouring. 

He harps upon Baltimore' i> supposed desire to "feudalism" his 
Province, though, as it was completely fetidal already, one does not 
see how that could be done. We have seen, not so long ago, a writer 
on Maryland hbtory who supposed that a socage tenure was not 
feudal ; but such ignorance is not poerible in the case of the piesent 
author. Hence one cannot but be surprised at a sentmoe like this 
(p. 399) — "Baltimore, having failed to impose his tenure m etgpUe 
on the colony at lazge, endeavored for years to force it on the Jesuits." 
Surely the Rev. author forgot the words of the charter which expressly 
says that Maryland is to be held *' in free and common socage" — thst 
is, by a fixed compensation instead of uncertain services — "and not 
in capite.*' 

So very strange is this statement, that the reviewer, on reoonsidera* 
tion, is inclined to suspticL an inaccuracy of expression, and that " Am 
tenure in capitc** should read "o tenure in eapite" ; that is, that 
Baltimore, holding hb lands by socage (rent), tried to impose on his 
^onists a tenure by services. If this be the meaning, I can only say 
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tbat I see no intimation anywhere that so preposterous an idea ever 
entered Baltimore's jnind, nor can I imagine how h& could have carried 

it out if it hnH. 

In severnl places the author adverts to the tyranny of Baltimore in 
exacting Irom his colouistii au "Oath of allegiance to himself** 
(pp. 391, 501). But BalHmon never required anything of the sort ; 
in ftud, fae oonld not, for by his Charter (§ 10) all the ooloniata were 
in aUeg^noe to the King of England. What he did at one time exact 
was an **0atli of Fideliiy/' whidi k a very different thing. It 
required the ookmiata to awear that thejr wonld be faithful to the 
govemment, and not be parties to any conspiradea against it. It waa 
a harmless thing enough, and neither the lax-conscienced Fendall and 
his malcontents, nor the strait-laced Puritans on the Severn, ever felt 
any scruple at breaking it. But here again the Rev. author lias 
unfortunaielj departed frouj hia cubtom of citing the text of a document 
on which he is commenting. The oath may be seen in Maryland 
Archives, lu, 196. 

So embittered against Mtimcne doee the Bev. hiBtorian grow aa he 
proceeds, that he comes to believe tbat he was not a Catholic at all. 
He WAS only "a so-called Gaiholic*' (p. 485), he "posed as a 
Qrtholic'* (p. 511). Such was not the opinion of the venerable 
Fatlur Vitelleschi, General of the Order, who in a letter to the 
English Provincial testifies to Calvert's piety. But here we see the 
results of that mental astigmatism adverted to before. Calvert, not 
treating the Jesuits as the author thinks they slionld have been treated, 
must have been a hypoerite, and if .«o, then Ins proft'ssion of the 
Catholic faith mu:?t have been hypocrisy. But what had he to gain 
by it? On the contrary, he stood to lose everything. During his 
whole life his charter was fiercely attacked by powerful and insidious 
enemies without and within, and the most Tulnerable point, at which 
all anows were aimed, was the fact that he was a ** Papist," and his 
goremment therefore a ' ' Popish tyranny. " ** Papist, " to the English 
mind in those days, meant a potential if not actuar tnutor, and a 
colony governed by Papists, a seminary of treason. He had but to 
declare himself a Protestant^ to seal the aoeosers' lips. But he never 
did. 

It wfi« but ]i;itiir:!l thut the worthy Father:', escaping from a land 
where they wti o pi rsecuted and proscribed, often in peri! of their lives, 
and always under the shadow of the penal laws, to a land whose lord 
was himself a Catholic, where they might openly profess their laith 
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and safely jxTforni tlio rites of their religion — that they should expect 
to be reiiiijtated iii Lhcir ancient privileges : right of sanctuary, 
^emption from the public burdens, control of nutttem ttAtrimonkl 
and terttmeptary, immunity from the tttnponl lam and OfNUtu^ and 
the right to aocamulate in the hands of their order vast and inaliwiahle 
territorial poHesnonB. But they looked at theae natfceva only fiom 
one aide, while Galvert had other rides to consider. He had to see 
that equal justice was done to all, and to promote, as far as possible, 
peace and harmony among his colonists, in a Province where the 
Protestant? were Inrgcly in the majority. lie hud to avoid, as far as 
possible, giving any opportunity for the malcontents in Maryland to 
play into the hands of Ids powerful and vigilant enemies on both sides 
of the Atlantic, and streni,'theu their attacks on his charter. The 
oouce.^iuu of the Fatherb' demands would have been the instant signal 
for a Quo Wtartanio, 

What thej owed to the Proprietaxy and the Charter they learned 
rix yean later, when Galver^s authority bong paralysed, thrir stations 
were broken np, the priests driven into hiding, and Father White sent 
in inm to Eagland ; and again in 16d5, when Bennett and Claiborne 
were in power, and they "only escaped slaughter by God's mercy" ; 
and their fellow- believers learned still more bitterly, in 1692. 

It is much to be regretted that the bias of which I have spoken, and 
the inability t<> bt'vond a certain narrow field of vision, detract 
from the value of h wm k jn which so much labour and leamiiiL" have 
been expended. Apart Irom thiii defect, the book is a ver)- important 
onei and is full of matter that sheds light on the time and events 
spoken of, and that cannot be overiodked by stadents of Maryland 
histoiy. 
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Balch Geniivlck,!* a, by Thomas Willing Balcb. Fhiladelpliia, 
Allen, Lane and Scott, 1907. 

In the introduction, the author states that it has not been his aim 
to write a c^raplete genonlojrT "but to publish nil the information at 
present available of the fiunily in Enfjland and of the desceiiflants 
of John Baich of Maryland." The book, in fact, is not merely a 
genealogy but a family history in the best sense of the terra, and 
the author has done his work well and thoroughly. The account of 
the English Balches (pp. 1-85) is yexy AiIl, «nd madi iteeeweh ia 
ezbibited in the mass of doeumenta cited in evidence^ and in the 
nwnefous biegmpbical details gleaned ftom many aouieea. While 
the oonneclion of the Amerionn fiunily with the pamt igaglUl' atem 
haa not been definitely ascertained, the probnbilitj is strong that they 
were d^cendants of the Batches of Somenetahite whoae eonnected 
pedigree is carried back to the year 1477. 

The author*? ovm line is traced from .John Balch who settled in 
Maryland in 1 B58 and, on the authority of family manuscripts, is 
said to have been the father of Thomas Balch who, after going to 
England and participating in Monmouth's rebellion, returned to 
Maryland and died there in 1730. It is to be regretted that the 
evidenoe for the first two American generationa ia not givai with the 
aame oompleteneas that characterises the dtation of prooft elaewhm 
in the work. The descendants of this Thomas Balch, nombuing 
not a &w men of emineno^ are yeiy fiiUy treated and the copioas 
biographic are decidedly interesting. The book is profusely illus- 
trated, and its ^rpography and general make-up are admirable.

1. Chrutopheb Lowndes,' fifth son of Richard Lowndes of 
Bostock House, in Ha-ssall, Cheshire, Knglnnd, and Margaret 
(Poolf) liis wjfV, was baptized at Saiidbach, 10 June 1713, 
and is> mcntiuued, 1748, in his fatlur's will. As early as 
1738 he was living in Priuw Geot^'s County, Maryland. 
20 Jnly 17^8, William Beall Sen., of Prince Qeorg/a Co., 
conveys to Christopher Lowndes, who acts in behalf of him- 
self and of Henry and Edward Trafibrd of Liverpool, 
meff'hants, one acre of !and called " The 22d Lot," on the 
Eastern Bnmch of Potomac (Pr. Geo. Co., Lib. T, fol. 633). 
2f) May 1741, "Capt" Christopher Lowndes conveys his 
interest in this lot to Messrs. Henry and Edward Traflbrd 
of Liverpool (Pr. Geo. Co., Lib. Y, M. 293). Further 
evidence of his residence in Maryland at this time is found 
in a bill of sale, dated 20 Sept. 1730, wherein James Free-

use of Christopher Lowndes and Company, which said com- 
pany consisted of John Hardman, William Whallcy, nnd 
Edward Lowndes in Liverpool, and Christopher Lowndes,

Additional Infobmatiov upon Rev, Sawtel Kvoz. 

A sketch of the life of the Rev. Sanmel Knox, to whose essay 
on education Thomas Jefierfon was iii{iei)ted for mjiny of tlie 
details of his plan for the University of Virgiijia, is found in 
the chapter on secondary education in Maryland, by Mr. Basil 
SoUers, written for Steiner's HiMory of Education in Maryland 
(p. 43 ff.). A much more extensive slcetoh of Rev. Mr. Knox, 
by Bernard C. Steincr, is contaiiv^d in vol. I of the Report 
of the U. S. CommisRioner of Education for 1898 and 1899, 
p. 677 ff. Neitiier Soliers nor Steiner had any information as 
to Knox's life, from the time of his birth in Irehmd In 1766 
nntil his matriculation at the Univernty of Glasgow, Scotland, 
thirty-three 3rear8 later; but a recent examination of Carey^s 
Americnn Mnsettm by Mr. Sollcrs has shown that Knox had 
come to America before his matriculation at the Scotch Uni- 
versity. He was previously known to have come to the United 
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States as early as 1795, and then to have been teaching a school 
at Bladensboig, Md. He accepted a call to the Presbyterian 
Church then in 1795. It now appears that in 1788 and 1789 

he had been at Rladciisbnrg in diarge of a school there. In 
vol. V of the Amrrican Musnim, p. 406 (April, 1780) is piib- 
lislicd a communication .signe<l Richard Ponsonby, containing a 
p<)ein written by Mr. Samuel Knox in seven stanzas, and i^poken 
by an equal number of boys, whose nam^ are given, "alter- 
nately, on the oondnsion of the elocntiooaiy ezereiMS of Bladena- 
burg Grammar School under his judicious care, at an exhibition 
held the 18th and 19th of December, 1788." 

Mr. Knox's admiration for Washington, which was later 
shown in a fuaeial oration delivered by him at Frederick (Jity 
on February 22, 1800, is also shown in a poem written by Knox 
and aent £N>m Bladenaburg on April 16, 1789, to the Ameriam 
Muteum, in wMoh it appears in vol. VI, p. 85. The poem is 
entitled, " An ode most respectfully inscribc<l to his Excellency, 
General Washington, on bdng chosen President of the United 
States." 

Another publication by iiev. Mr. Knox iias recently been seen 
by the writer for the first time in the library of the Gkurett fiunily 
and is entitled, *'A. disoouiBS delivered in the First Baptist Church 
(Baltimore) on January 12, 1815, a day reoonunended by the 
President as a day of fiisting and prayer." 



<t Mabyuutd. 

In this Province one fourth Part of the Inhabitants or more 
are ronian Catholicks. seven Churches of England arc erecte<i 
& established and some Missionaries are sent here. I presume 
abont one Third Fart or more, are IHsoenters of various denomi- 
nation, but chiefly Praesbuterians. There may be seven or ei^t 
Praesbuterian Ministers setled In this Province and there are 
many very Important praesbuterian Vaoantcies." 

Bev. Elam Potter, who graduated at Yale College in 1786, 
travelled through the Southern colonies in 1767 and, on his 
return, gave the Rev. Ezra Stiles, then pastor of a church in 
Newport, R. I., the results of his observations. Under date of 
Aug. 22, 1768 are found the above remarks as to Marvlaud, 
which have been furnished us through the courtesy of Prof. 
F. B. Dexter of the Yale University Library, where the Stiles 
manuscripts are preserved. 
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It is with especial pletisiire that I am able to present the 
interesting conclusions of Mr. William "Wallace Tooker as to 
the origin and interpretation of Patapsoo and some other con- 
spicuous geographic names of Maryland. 

Mr, Todkcr, whose home is in Sag Harbor, New York, is one 
of a Miiall uumber of students who have in recent years been 
patiently endeavorin<; to interpret the aborij^inal namCvS of places, 
according to the methods of a critical scholarship. Them has 
been far too little attention paid to this subject from the liistorie 
side ; and in approaching it from the linguistic side tliere have 
been two fruitful sources of error : (1), the wish to aeoomplish 
a sentimental or sonorous interpretation ; and (2), a too general 
desire to explain all such names of' places by the particular Indian 
tongue with which the interpreter was most familiar. 

That old notion that the Chesapeake meant ' the mother of 
waters ' is a 8ami)le of tin- kind of interpretation that has been 
done away with by the newer schularship. And one by one Mr. 
Tooker and his Icllow- workers have punctured holes m the con- 
clusions of liev. Johu Gottlieb Ernest lieckewelder, the Mora- 
vian missionary of Pennsylvania, who was chiefly respcjusibie for 
the interpretations that long passed current as to the names of 
1 287 
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places in Matyland aod aeigfaboring States. The trouble with 
Mr, Hedcewelder was that he made too much out of itesemblances 
to the hinguage of the Lenni-I^uape Indians, among whom, he 
labored. Nowadays it i.s believed, that almost without exeeptioii, 
the key to our Maryland Indian names ia to be found in a com- 
pantive study of the Algonquian dialects and especially of those 
tribes who funiislied Capt John Smith's guides and infoimanta 
as he explored the Chesapeake and its tributaries in 1608. 

Mr. Tooker has been working in this field for many years. 
His theories have been presented in pnjxT^; roa<1 before the 
American Antiquarian Association aod kindred bodir":, and the 
most important of them published in a set of attractive booklets, 
entitled ''The Algonquian Series." Many bear on the Indian 
names of his own neighborhood and State, but a valuable part of 
his work has been obtained by trailing John Smith and pondering 
over the nam* s 8mith records, in the lii^ht of a study of tlie 
Algonquian dialects of Virginia and southern New England, 
which arc closely related. 

In explaining his ni^^tliod*? in £!cnonil tcrni^, Mr. Titoker y>ninfs 
out that t!ie error? of tornier interpreters luive most ofteu grown 
out of their not getting sufficiently close to the original spelling, 
uu(i, where i><>'«-iible, to the exact facts uu<ler whi.-h tiie nrime was 
first t«iUl to tlie English. *' The Indians did not gt'iieruli/A .'' he 
says, " Their names were invariably descriptive. Ever}' name 
described the sytot or subject to which it was applied ; " i>ut tlie 
Euglit^h have so <»fton transferred the applications oi the names 
that the difficulty of uuderstanding the sense of the original is 
greatly in* roa^wl. 

With the.se main principles of Mr. Tooker in mind, let us see 
liow he explains the name Patajin o. ikckcwelder said it was 
originally * PcLiipstjui,' and that it meant *a back or tide water 
where waves cause a froth.' Kuuwiug how generally Hecke- 
welder has been di.scarded, I addressed Mi-. Tooker a letter of 
inquiry a few weeks ago. I explained that Patapsco first appears 
on a map as the name of the river on that of Alsop — IGGO — and 
in the land rec4>rds of a few years before, when the first grants 
were located he^e, J gave him 19 variatious iu spelling, as 
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foaod by me in the ooiooial archives. Id reply I received tiie 

following very kind and detailed explanation : — 

" It happens that I have devoted some stiirlv to the name 
Patapsco, and believe I can give you its true etymology and 
meaning, which is pofir 'to jut out/ 'to bulge'; -psk 'a ledge 
of rock ' ; and the locative ut 'at'; hence Poia-psk-ttt 'at the 
jutting lcd<^c> of rock/ which may be translated 'at the rooky 
point or corner.' 

"This, as yoii will observe, applies to n lopality on the river, 
and not to the river it.^elf. As you are lamiiiar with the river 
and the rec<irds of the State, you may be able to identify the 
exact location which i^nive birtli to the name/' 

And in a subsequent letter he added : — 

"The name was bestowed by the Indians, and adopted by the 
settlei-s without rej^ard for tlie meaning, like all Indian names 
which have been r(^tained. Same way with the F<vrtuxent of 
John Smith, whicii descrilied an Indian town 'at tlie falls on a 
tidal stream/ and not the river it.-,elf This name appears in 
Rhode Island as I'ltwtackdy siiowinj^r that the names in Maryland 
and Virginia are very closely related to the Narragansctt and 
Massachusetts, and, like them, belong to the Algonquian lan- 
guage. 

"Smith probably never liauJ lIic name Pntap.sco, as he called 
the river Bolus. It may have beeu in use long before it was 
recorded, to designate a well-known landmark on the river. 

"My etymology Patapskut or Potapskut 'at the jutting rock' 
or 'at the projecting rock' is in accordance with Algonquian 
ideas and ia easily identified. Its prefix Potor- is found in another 
Maryhnd name, viz., Potopaeo of Smith, ' a jutting of the water 
inland,' *a bay'; Potuppog, (Natick, Eliot), Petapagh (Unkeebang, 
Jefl^rson), <a hay/ vith a narrow entrance firom the sea. 

" Tbie second dement -jMit is very persistent in all dialects of 
the &mily, and is an inseparable generic appearing in compound 
words only, with a very little variaticm. In some of the Canadian 
dialects, like the Cree, Nipissing and Otchipwe, as modified by 
contact with the whites, the element has reference to metals, or 
something metallic, as ii^icated by its prefix. It is used by Eliot 
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in Biich words as Chi^pipdt or Ch^ipUquif 'a aepaxate n>ck/CA(pp» 
meaning ' eeparate ' $ Pimipak * along a rodk,' etc. Examples can 
be quoted quite nnmetonely. 

looative ut is oommon in all dialeots, and sometimes it 
is dropped entirely by use in the alien tongue, like the name 
Montauk, which was early M«mtauh^, It sometimes is found 
as -cf, -ot, -ootf etc. 

**The above will give jou some idea as to how I arrived at 
my etymology of the name.'' 

And now arises the question of identification. What was the 
locality called Potapakut, whose name in oourse of time was 
appropriated for the entire river? To any one familiar with the 
river near its outlet into the bay, the question, it seems to me, is 
satisfactorily answered at once. Is not Fotapakul Uie * White 
Bocks/ so well known to local fishermen of this and past genera- 
tions, — that group of limestone rocks jutting out of the river 
opposite where liock Creek joins the Patapsco ? — To-day they are 
a prominent natural feature in a river whose bed is mainly mud 
and sand, and whose bank.s are clay bluffs. But in past centuries, 
— say when the red men held Hwav and the wliite men were about 
to come, — they n>se lusher out ot (he water and showed tliem- 
selvcB above tlie surftice over a larj^er area. Dr. P. K. Uhler, 
who confirms me in this opinion, points out tiiat they are steadily 
disintec:ratinp: under weather conditit)ns and chemical action, and 
also makes tiic intere'5tin<r point tliat they are the outcropping of 
a stratum that extefid;^ atuosa the river uiid which may have shown 
itself above the water in bygone days at other poiul.s than ' White 
Rocks.' In every essential, it seems to me, * White liocks ' 
answers to the Indian 'Potapskur,' as we under.stand it from the 
interpretation of Mr. Tooker. When I wrote to him, mentioning 
my conjc<"ture and expluiuing my reasons for it, he replied : 

" There is no doubt in my mind but that you have discovered 
the original Potfipskut in the ' White Rocks.' It was just sucli 
natural o)))ecls that au Indian would name so that it could be 
easily identified. I congratiduie you on fixing the spot to which 
tlie name belongs.** 

Let us take it theu tiuiL the induus called the * White Rocks ' 
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Potapskut and that the white pioneen appropriated the native 
name to the entire river. It u a pfooree similar to that which 
has given us hundreds of otlier names in American geography of 
Indian derivation, and there seems little doubt that Mr. Tooker's 
etymology is the proper explanation of the derivation of our 
Baltimore waterway, 

lu this conuectiou I regard it as quite tittiuij to recall some of 
Mr. Tooker^s txirlier eondusions as to otiicr iainiliar Maryland 
names. You have heanl how lie explain.H Patuxcnt as originally 
applied to an Indian village the falls on a tidal <tream,' and 
not to the river itself; and how he regard-^ Port Tobacco as 
originally Fotopaco 'a jntting of the water inland/ *a bay.' In 
botli of these instants lie was reading his John Smith. And he 
did the same with Potomac and Susquehanna in the booklets he 
published concerning tliuse two famous rivers. Potomac, he 
pointed out, was originally Pat/txrnmehc and was the designation 
aj)^>lied not to the river, hut to the trilje Smith found on the 
Virginia banks and later encountered by Leonard Calvert when 
the Ark and Dove arrived. Separated iutu its parts it is Fatow- 

* to bring again,' om 'go,' cJx 'people,' — literally ' tlie people 

who go and bring atrain freely iiun^iated 'the piHjple who travel 
and trade.' And vvhai was it these Potomac Indians trafficked 
in? Why, graphite or plumbago, aecordiug to Mr. Tooker. They 
sold it to other tribes far and ue;ir to paint their bodies, faces and 
emblems. That antimony mine of which Smith and other Po- 
tomac explorers got v ague ideas was, according to Mr. Tooker, 
who quotes government ethnoic^jists who have traced the pomt, a 
deposit of plumbago. And these PcUawomekes sold Qie output, 
among others, to those partieular red men who told Smith the 
Potomaes were trading Indians. 

The Massawomekes whom Smith met in the up[)er Chesapeake 
and described at some length have a name of somewhat similar 
derivation. Thej were, says Mr. Tooker, * the people who come 
and go iu great oanoes.' A reading of Smith's text about them 
will duddate this point. 

Susquehanna, too, is derived not from any Indian name for the 
river, but from the Susquehannocks, the tribe that dwelt along 
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its banks. Smith had a Tockwogh lodiao guicle when he met the 
Snsquehannocks. They had, so he nanates, hatchets and kuivea 
and pieces of iron and brass, which, aocordiDg to Mr. Tooker, 
they had cuptured from some more northern people who got these 
articles of European manufacture from the French in Canada. 

* Who are these people ? ' asked Smith, and his guide replied : 
**They are the Smquesa-hanougks — 'the {leople with the booty 
obtained in war.' " At least that is the way Mr. Tooker puts it 

^nie name Nanticoke, he says, was originally Nai-iaqu-ack and 
mciint ' a point of land on a tidewater stream/ t. e., the villi^ 
where Smith first encountered these Eastern Shore Indians. 

His explanation as to the name of our bay is another Interest^ 
ing one. It goes back to a period antedating that of John Smith, 
for the Chesapeake was so recorded on maps before the James- 
town colony. Tiie Spaniards called it Santa Maria, but after the 
ill-fated English attempt at colonization on Roanoke li^land in 
1584--5, the En^^lish at least knew it as the Cliesa{>eakc, variously 
spelled. A<xain, according to ^Ir. Tooker, we have a ease where 
the name of tlie seat of an Indian trihe has been greatly extended. 
Originally, lie says, the word was K'cJte-sepiHick and ^^a8 fur- 
nished to the first English eulooists in America as the designation 
of a tribe living on Elizabeth River, which, as we know, empties 
into the lower bay. K\-h<' means ' great ' ; f^rpi or scpu *a river' ; 
and "Uck is a locative or termination signiiyiug land, or place, or 
country. So that the K'vhc-,sqn~uek Indi ans were the Indians 
living *at the phice on the great river,' Elizabeth River being (lie 

* great river' to its immediate Indian neighbors. From this small 
and obscure tribe the name, with the aid of ssixteenth-ccntury 
mapmakers, became afhxe<i to the bay. Mr. Tooker's reasoning 
on this derivation may be pursued at length in another of his 
booklets. 

We have so many Indian geographic names in Maryland — 
from Sinepuxent and Chincotcague to Autictatn ami Aliighauy, 
tiiciL there is a great field fur further investigjition by Mr. Tooker 
or by local scholars who have the time and patience to familiarize 
themselves with the Indian dialects and pursue Mr. Tooker's 
methods. It is a laborious mental effort involving days of conceu-

trated thought upon a handful of letters. But the field is almost 
unoxplored, aud the results are historically important. Even 
where the conclusions cannot be accepted without reserve they 
are liighly inter^ting.

W hitehall, 6*? June 1771. 

Deputy Gov^ Eden 
Sir, 

I have rec"! and laid before the King your Dispatch of the 4*!* 
of April N? 9 aud most sincerely regret tliat any thing should 
have happened to obstruct that Harmony which it is so much for 
the Interest of Maryland should subsist amongst the difierent 

Branches of the T>ocrislaturc. 

I can by no moans think that tiic Rcfjnlntion of Trade with the 
Indians, tho' an Object of jj^n'at TmjKirtanee to some of the Colo- 
nies, is a Bu-iiiess of such » ti i;iire as to re<piire a Congress of 
Commi*5<''*, nor do J tliink that tlie Aj)pointmcnt of Commissionere 
for such a jnirpose, or indeeil for nny other of a general Concern, 
is strictly reijular without express Orders from His Majesty for 
that [turpose, and is under all Events a Mcaf?ure to which there 
are in sound Policy so many Ohjectiotis us that it ought never to 
be adopted but in ci\ses that eaunot be provided for by any other 
means, which I apprehend is not the Case ol" the J business referred 
to the Consideration of the Colonies respecting Indian Trade, as a 
T/iw passed in any one Colony, aud approved by the Suj)erin- 
tendant, would be a sufficient Example for enucling a like Law in 
another. 
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It is with great Pleasure I acquaint you that the Queen was 
happily brougiit to Bed of a Prince this morning, & that Her 
Majesty and tlic voting Prince are as well as can be dcfirwl. I 
most heartily congratulate you upon this Increase of the Royal 
Family, an Event which gives the greatest Satisfactioii to all Hi« 
Majesty's Subjects.

My Lord. 

I had the Day before yesterday the Honor of receiving your 
Lordships Letter of the 5*^ June, which I talce the Opportonity 
of adcnowledj^ng by a Ship that Sails To morrow, and rejoice 
with your Lordship on Her Majesty's safe Delivery, sincerely 
oongntnlating you on tiiis happy Licrease of the Royal Family. 
Permit me also, through your Lordship, to have the Honor of 
COngratolatuig His Majesty on the Suppression of the late 
dangerous Insurrection of tlie Regulators in Nortii Carolina by 
Governor Tryon's timely and spirited exertion of the Power he 
was iu vested with ; and I sincerely hope Governor Martin will 
have no Occasion to take up Arms on the same Acemuit. T ean- 
not say I envy him his Situation, the Back Parts of that Colony 
where these Disturbances l)egan having been long the Receptacle 
of Fugitives for Debt and Felony from the Adjoining Provinces, 
and Runaway Convicts from Virtrinia and Maryland. It is 
difficult, My I^ord, very diflficult, to bind People of that TCind, 
by any Laws; I wish that a Regulation in the iiiteri(ir Courts of 
Justiee there, (which is much wanted, and I hope will soon take 
Place) may be able to maintain Order among them. Your lord- 
ship will I hope, excuse my touching upon this Subject, so foreign 
to my own Business, having, I make no Doubt, much letter 
Information than I could give of the constitutional Defects in the 
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North Carolina Governraent, which human Prudence could not 
foresee, and will find perhaps dilficult to correct Defects, previous 
to their late \\ urihy Governor's Administration, wliicli was only 
disiipproved by the lA^aders of the nnhaj)py infatuated Ivegula- 
tors. When Leisure from tlie more immediate Duties of my 
Situation will permit it, I skull at all time!: be happy in com- 
municating to your Lordship any general Information in my 
Power which may promote the prosperity of His Majestys Do- 
minioDB, or the Tranquillity of any p&rt of them. On that Prin- 
ciple, I shall perhaps take a future Occasion to trouble your 
Lordship with aome short Strictures on Amoioan Afbars, hop- 
ing my Intention thereiui if it deserves not pnuse, will escape 
Censure. 

The Bonnl^ on White Oak Staves imported ftom Amenoi, 
granted the last Session cannot fail giving great Satis&ction to 
His Majesty's American Subjects : It has long been wished for, 
and will, I have no Doubt be found equally advantageous to 
the Colonies and their Mother Country. 

I agree with your Lordship that the Regulation of tlie Indian 
Trade is an Object of great Importance to some of the ColonieSi 
though not to this, as I had the Honor of mentioning in my last, 
which your Lordship will admit, when I assure you I have never 
been troubled with a Complaint from the Indians or against 
dittu once I came into the Province. I was indeed present at a 
Talk at Williamsburg, when the Cherokees came down to Lord 
Botetourt with Comphunt» against some of the back Settlers 
beyond the Frontiers of Virginia and this Province alluded to 
in S* William Johnson's Letter to your Lordship, as also against 
some of the Northern Indians, who they said, were tmom par^- 
larly patronized by B'. William Johnson, and at that Time making 
War against them. My Recommendation to enact, and Assent 
to, when enacted, any Law the L^;islatnre here may adopt to 
restrain the Indian Traders if we have any shall not be wanting. 
Our Assembly meets early in October, And I hope will cordially 
take into serious Consideration the (to them) more important 
Object of the expired Inspection Law. 

Before I conclude, I beg leave to congratulate your Lordship 
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on the return of that Confidence and Harmony between the King's 
Subjects on the different sidess of the Atlantic to promote which 
has so long been the Object of His Majesty's Royal Attention. 
That a like Return of Peace and Quiet at Home may soon take 
place and that a factious Rabble may no longer disturb the Tran- 
quillity of Ilk Majesty's Goverumeot, and His Ministers in the 
Ezecataon of the same, is

Feb7 And can only add My Lord, that 
I shall ever endeavour to merit a Continuance of your Lord- 
ship's favorable Opinion, in my present or any other Situation. 
How long I may continue in this, is at presoit veiy uncertain, 
as I cannot foresee how soon, from the critical situation of my 
private Affairs with Kegard to the "Disjiosition made of this 
Province by Ijord Baltimore's will, 1 may be under a Necessity 
of Soliciting your Lord««hip t« procure nie His Majesty's I^eavc to 
be a short time in Enghuul to att<.'nd tliereto.

U QovK Eden 
Sir, 

Your Dispatch to the Earl of Hillsborough of the 21** of 
August last has been reoeived and laid before the King. 

A regular transmlsDOn of the Acts and prooeedii^ of the 
Legislature of Maryland is of great Advantage to the King's 
Service, as it would be difficult without the help of those doeu- 
ments to ibrm any Just Idea of the true state of the Colony. 

At the same time that your conduct appears in a veiy fitvor- 
able light to the King, it could not &il of giving His Majesty 
great concern to see that the Assembly had taken np the business 
of the Fees directed by Proclamation to be reoeived in the Land 
Office, with so much warmth, and that they have by the manner 
in which they express themselves in their Message and Besolves, 
not contented themselves with denying the Right of the Pro- 
prietaries to establish Fees or b any way to tax the Inhabitants ; 
but have also by introducing in thdr Keaolution Page 20, of the 
printed Votes, the words ** Or other Authority,*' and by the tenor 
of ihdr Aigument and reasoning in their Address to you. Page 
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63, evidently drawn into question the Aatborttr)r of the Parliament 
of Great Britain in those Cases. 

It is possible this may have been tlirough Inadvertence, and 

not with any Design, and T am willing to hope that is the Case; 
but should it be othcrway.s, this Matter may require further Con- 
i-iiderution, and therefore it is my Duty to request tliat you would 
fnrtlier explain to me those Proeeedings : I am also in a particu- 
lar manner eallcd upon to desire you will inform me upon what 
Ground and with what View the Legislature passed the Act Cap. 
1. for vesting in such foreign Protestants, as are now naturalized 
or shall be hereafter naturalized in that Province, all the Kights 
and Privileges of natural born Subjects, which act, upon the Genl 
Provlsiou.s of it, appears to extend the beuetit of naturalization 
beyond what the iiritish Parliament have allowed, and to set aside 
the limitation contained in the Statute of the l.yi' of Geo: the 2* 
You may be assured, Sir, that I shall consider any application 
from your friends here, for leave for you to return to lOngiand, as 
coming from yourself; but I apprehend that wlieuever any such 
proposition is made it must ncoessarily induce a consideration of 
a very serious nature.

My Lord. 

I am to aoknowledge the Honor of your Lordships Letter of 
the 4"^ Nov^ 1772. 

The Litunation, with which yoor Lordship has fitvored me, of 
His Majes^s most gracious Approbation of my Conduct gives me 
the utmost Satisfiuition, And I sincerely wish the measures pui^ 
sued by the Lower Hoose of Assembly had been less intemperate 
and offensive. Li popular Assemblies, particalar men generally 
govern the Rest, and the proceedings take their CSoloor from the 
Temper and Views of a few Leaders. The moderate and diffident 
are carried with the Stream j and their Silence and Aoquiesoenoe, 
by swdling the apparent Majority, indicate an Approbation of 
Violences th^ really condemn. This was too mnch the Case in 
our October sessions, as well as in the Seesbn next before !t 

I shall, particularly as your Lordship has expressed your 
Opinion of the Utility of it, take the earlyest Opportoni^ to 
transmit from Time to Time, whilst I shall continue in my 
present Station, the Acts and Proceedings of the Legislature of 
Maryland. In the year 1733, as is observed in my Message to 
the Lower Hou«e, page 86, Lord Baltimore by Proclamation 
settled the Fees of Officers. On that Occasion the Lower House 
entered a Resolve in their Proceedings dmilar to that your Lord- 
ship has taken notice of, page 20. It seems probable that in the 
year 1733, the Lower House had no View beyond the Subject 
before them, viz. the Regulation of Officers' Fees by Proclama- 
tion, but whether the Lower House in their Bepetidon of this 
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Besolve in October 1771 had, or not, any farther Views, I can- 
not certainly infoim your Lordship; But the Design of their 
Message was, T apprehend, to represent the Regulation of Fees, 
and the R^triction laid upon the Officers by my Proclamation as 
an effective Tax, and of the general Reasoning of it, to prove, 
not only that a Tax cannot he eonftitutionally raised without the 
Assent of the People's Representatives, but also, the peculiar • 
privilege claimc<l by the Lower House in the Article of Taxation. 
This Claim of Privilege is furtlier explained by the mes>;ages 
between the two Ilou-fes, p. 53, 5G, and was one of the Reasons 
that induced me to recite in my Message, p. 80, the opinion of 
Lord Campden when he was the King's Attorney (ieucral. That 
both Houses of Assembly in Maryland would with tlieir utmost 
Exertion endeavor to maintain their Position that tlie People of 
Maryland are not constitutionally liable to any Tax laid without 
their Assent, I have no Doubt ; and believe the same principle 
and Idea to be geueraily prevalent ia tlic other Colonies. The 
Resolves of the different American Assemblies on the AU'air of 
the Stump Act, and the pnx eedingA of the Congress (as it was 
called) at New York, seem to be clear proofs of their Disposition 
and stroug Attachment to this Principle; But vet, My Lord, the 
Notion that the Regulation of Fees and the laying of n Tax are 
the same thing has not been carried so far as to begel an Opinion 
that tlie Fees established for the support of the Officers of the 
Customs, appointed by the Crown, are not due : for these fees are 
paid in Maryland without Hesitation, and tho' the Regulation of 
Fees by my Proclamation has been violently exclaimed against, 
your Lordship perceives nothing has been said with Respect to 
the Fees chum^ and reoeiTed by His Majesty's Officers of the 
Customs. 

X diould be extranely sorry if the EzpIanatioD I am to give 
to your Lordship of the motive for passing the Acts, Cap. 1. 
should not prove satisfiustory ; for I can venture to assure your 
Lordship that this Act was not intended to contravene the Statute 
in any degree, and that the People, in whose Favor it was passed, 
have the Merit of being most useful subjects. In Consequence of 
the Enconngement given by Statute, a great Number of German 
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EmigittDts have settled ia North America, particularly in PensyU 
▼aDia, and the frontier County of Maryland. They are generally 
an industrionSy laborious People. Many of than have acquired a 
oonsiderable share of Property. Tlu ir Improvement of a Wilder- 
ne>^.s into well stockM Plantations, the Example, and bcaieficial 
Effects of their extraordinary Industry, have raii^ed, in no small 
Degree, a Spirit of Emulation nmont; the other Inhabitants. That 
they are a most useful People^ and merit the public Itegard is 
acknowledged by all who nre acquainted with them. 

It happened that one M' Hagar, a German who had been 
naturalized according to the Statute was elected one of tiic Bur- 
gesses to serve in Assembly for the frontier County. When the 
Assembly met, it became a Question whether ho was eligible or 
not, and it was determined in the Negative by a Majority of one 
only, as your Lordship will observe on having recourse to the 
tta.iif'mitted Copy of the Votes and Proceefllngs. 

It was understood tliat, if the Tiiniitation or proviso in tlie 1.'^"' 
of Geo. 2^^ Cap. 7. liad i)een omitted, by the genenil [)urvic\v of 
the Act Hagar wouhl have been eligible, and that the Limita- 
tion or proviso "that no Person who should become a natural 
born Subject of this Kingdom by virtue of this Act shall be of 
the privy Council or a ^lember ui' either House of Parliament or 
cafMible of taking having or enjoying any Offiee or place of Trust 
within the Kingdoms of Great Britain or Ireland, civil or mili- 
tary, or of having accepting or taking any Grant from the Crown 
of anv Lands Teneinentt?, or Hereditaments within the Kinffdoms 
of Great P)ritaiu or Ireland." I say, My Lord, that this Limita- 
tion or proviso alone did not extend to disqualify M' Hagar to be 
a Member of the Maryland Assembly, l)ut an Act of Assembly 
having provided that no person, disal)led by the L;iws of England 
from sitting in Parliament, should be elected to serve in .isscm- 
bly, the Question arose on the Proviso in the Statute, and the 
Reference of the Act of Assembly to the Laws of England, con- 
junctly ; and though a Majority of the Ijower House of As^^cmbly 
thought ^P Hagar on this Ciuestiou to be ineligible, yet the Act 
Cap. 1, uuanimoui*ly passed for the very purpose, that a Person 
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in this Situation might in future be chosen a Member of the 
A&sernbly, and your Lordship will j)erecive on turning to p. 53, 
54, that Ml liagiir wa«5 re-eketetl. Such, My Lord, was my 
motive for passinp^ the Act, Cap. 1, and permit me to assure your 
LiOrdship if I had eutertaiued any Su8j)ifinn that this Act im- 
pugned in any Degree the Statute, I would have dissented to it 
avowedly on that very ground. 

Tn Pensylvauia, Foreigners naturalized may be chosen Mem- 
bers of tlfc A.ssembly, and there is Reason to apprehend that if 
they should not have (sinee the point has been stirrwl) the .«ame 
privilege in Maryland, it would be a great disadvantage to this 
Colony, especially as (notwitlistanding they maintain their Mm id- 
lers by Contribution) they are equally taxed with others to sup- 
port the established Clergy; a Charge to which they are not liable 
in Pensylvauia, where there is no such Establishment. 

The Effect of this Act is merely local, the Design of it was in 
no degi'ee to set aside the Limitation contained in the Statute, 
and the provisions of it are almost necessary on account of the 
Privilege enjoyed by Foreigners naiiiralizt'd in Pensylvania. On 
these Considemtions i hope for your Lordship's most favorable 
Construction. 

I acknowledge myself greatly obliged to Your Lordship for 
your polite Attention to my request, should any Business call me 
home ; and only b^ leave to add that I hope any Consideration 
aoeh a Proposition may Induoe will not remove me ftom mj 
Government so lon^ as my Conduct therein merits the Approba^ 
tion of His Majesty, and His ministerB for diis Department which 
shall always be the Endeavor as it has ever been the Sincere 
Wish of,

Tiaiford 
would the Commissioners' Iletum, and instruct you to join 
ID such rroclamatioD. I am now to inform you Sir, that that 
Point is retluoed to a certainty M' Wilmot our Solicitor having 
lately advised me that the Guardians have expresgly refused an 
Application made to them for that l'ur])ose, conceiving it to be a 
matter in which from the nature of their Tni8t, they cannot 
legally intermeddle. Altho' I have always been advised that the 
ProprieLury Agreement enforced by the Decrees in Ciiancery, 
and nitifyeti by his Majesty in Council, on the joint PelitioD of 
both Proprietors, is of itself final and conclusive on all Parties ; 
and that nothing Ls essentially wantiiig lo substantiate these Pro- 
c^^"g^> yet I should been glad your ExoeUeucy could have 
thought yoandf justified in Joimng with me in a Prookmation to 
extend Uie Jurisdiction of both Provinces according to the lines 
thus Settled ; as it would leave wi^at Excuse those irho mi^t 
be disposed to give Opposition to the Measure on dther side. 
Bnt as it is now Evident that M' Harford's Gnardians will give 
you no Instructions on this Head, I cannot, consistrat with the 
justice due to the People settled on our side of those lines who 
have been and jet are in a gieat measnie in a lawless State, any 
longer defer aflfordiog to them that Protection they have so 
repeatedly applied for, and which they have a right to claim from 
this Goveniment.

The Guardians of the Proprietor of Maryland appointed by Ae 
Lord Chancellor of England, dedined I presnme, signing the 
letum of the Oommiseioners in their Capacity of Guardians, 
becaoae they might think it improper to do the Act without the 
Especial Direction of the Lord Chancellor upon an application 
bringing the matter before his Lorddiip in a regular Course of 
Proceeding, ih&r ward bdng under his particular Protection, but 
whatever may have been the reason whether that whidi I have 
suggested or any other, why the Guardians have dedined the 
Measure^ I conceive (and the Council of this Province whom I 
have consulted are of the same Opinion) that it would be most 
improper for me, in my Station to undertake in any Degree, the 
Exercise of a power, whidi the Guardians have refiised upon the 
declared Prindple, that it is a matter, in which, from the Nature 
of their Trust, thej cannot intermeddle. What may be the Effect 
in Respect of the Peace of the two Provinces of an ex parte 
Proclamation issued by your Goverument I do not undertake to 
say, nor do I doubt but that the Tendency of such a Measure 
will be most maturely considered before the Execution of it tho^ 
for my own part I am not without Apprehension^ that some 
disagreeable Disturbances may be the Consequence of such an 
ez parte Proclamation and I can't but express my Wish that it 
may be deferml.

VISIT TO GENERAL LAFAYETTE AT LA URANGE, 

NOVEMBER IH, 1826. 

[EXTBACT FJUUI A URTEIt OV D. & WlUOUT, ElV).] 

This has been the most interesting visit which I have ever 
made. We were most kindly re<'e5v(*<i hy the Geuenil and treated 
witli the jrreatest attention hy all of hi.s lar<,r<> and nmiable family, 
by tile young ladies too who are yery njxrciahlc and two of them 
particularly vcrv handsome. They are iiidee*) a dcliglitlid family 
and it i*ec;iih the rncniory of patriarchal times to see the General 
surrounded by his eluldr(?n and frrandcliildren, all of whom mani- 
fest towards him the most respectful and aifectionate attention. 

\\'lien wo enteml the room in which he was (havinjr met G. 
W. Lafavette in the ante-room) he ini mediately arose and advauc- 
ing with a [)eni^nant smile to receive us, took me by the hand 
and \vd me towards the tire. As soon as he had reatl the letter 
which I delivered, he begun to enquii"e alxint his liakimore 
friends, exhibitiug the greatest interest and the most perfc?ct 
recollection. He enquired particularly about the young ladies of 
hiii acquaintance and wi.shed to know who was married since lie 
left us. He spoke of Miss liidgely who is a great favourite of 
his and wished tliat her father would bring her to France ; of 
Miss JohnaoD;^ "a very pretty lively girl ; " of Miss Montgomery 
who disapproTed of his going to the UDitarian church, against 
wfaidi many of the young ladies of his noqaaiiitaDce remonstrated. 

In the course of half an hoar G. W. Lo&yette ofiered to 
show us to oar rooms, to which we went They were in the most 
distant part of the hoase, in the round turreted building on the 
left of the carriage entranoe to the court around three ddes of 
which the Mansion is built La Grange is 900 years old and is 
the seat of the Gen'^ ancestors. Soon after going up DT Clark 
was seized with a severe pain (colic) and was so unwell that he 
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wu obliged to go to bed, and I went down to the dnwicg room 
alone. 

Upon entering I was mnoh surprised at the number <tf ladies 
whom I ibund there, amounting to quite a laige party. General 
Lafayette advancing to meet me, took me by the hand and intro- 
duoed me to moat of them — among them were three American 
ladies Mm. Shaw and M? Greene of Geoigia and M? AUya wi& 
of Oapt. A. of the Oadnme. M? G. was originally from Scotland 
and married a nephew of Genl Greene. Madam La&yette (wife of 
G. W. L.), Madam Latonr-Manbouig danghter of the Gen!^ six 
of his grand-danghtersy M! Benj? Constant and lady, M. Levaaseor 
(his companion in his visit to the U. 8.) and several othera were 
there. Benj? Constant, the Gen! told me, is not only one of the 
first political but also (me of the first literary diaracters of the day, 
and is a particular friend of his.— Dinner was soon announced and 
we went down to the SaUe d Manger* At table there were 12 
ladies and 10 gentlemen and there was also a side table where eat 
6 or 7 of the younger members of the fiunUy for whom there was 
no room at the larger table. I sat between Madame Lafayette 
and one of the daughters of M"** Latour-Maubourg and on the 
left of the latter sat Mademoiselle ^Matilda Lafayette, one of the 
daughters of M. G. W. L,, from all of whom I rr<'eived the kindest 
attentions during dinner. Gen! Lafayette sat in the center of the 
table opposite to Mad? L. and M. G. W. L. at the end and one 
of his sisters, I presume Mr L. M. S., at the other. M"","* Ma- 
tilda L. is a most beautiful and fiisoioating little creature, having 
a tut ccmiplexion, lovely bine eyes and a profusitHi of ratiier light 
brown hair Insnrhmtly shading her &ir forehead. She is very 
lively, her manner extremely charming and she speaks English in 
the prettiest manner imaginable and very correctly. She is quite 
accomplished, understanding something of Italian also and having 
read a great many Enp;lish books, all Walter Scott's works, Lord 
Byron's, Cooper' &c. Two others of the Genl's ^rand-daughters, 
are also very pretty, one of them speaks Kn(2:lish very well and 
they all spenk it more or le'^«. None of them however would 
speak it much to me when tliey tbund that I understoml French ; 
but they spoke it to C. the next day as he could not speak any 
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French. After a very pleasaut time speot at table we retomed to 
the drawing room and the evening was passed by me veiy agree- 
ably in conversing much witb the General and with many of the 
ladies partic'-T M. Gen! L. spoke of Bait? eajiag that it was always 
an el^iant place. "I went there soon after my first arrival in 
America," said he and found it an elegant village ; I went there 
after the war shortly before my return and found an elegant small 
town ; I went there on my last visit to the U. States and found it 
an elegant laige city. In 40 years its population increafsed from 
4 or 5000 to nearly 80000." He admired the volunteer troops of 
Bait" — he said that Nilcif' Register was the best work of the kind 
ever published ;uk1 spoke of the ability und excellence of the 
American Farmer — Bentaloii — ^Mrs. Gilmor. I found my atten- 
tion frequently wanderinLi; from the Subject on which lie s|Mjke, to 
the character of the Sjicaker himself nncl to tlie man}- admirable 
passages of his eventful life. Kxcelh'ii! iiKiii ! after all the toils and 
sufferings which he has endured s»i cheerfully in the holy cause of 
liberty, may the eveninjr of his days continue to pass on as calmly 
as is now does, encircled by hi.s beloved and amiable family. 

After a very interesting atid agreeahle evening I rctirctl to my 
room about 11 o'clock, hut it was loni; before I could close my 
eyes, my thoughts ofteu recurrini; to th(> society in which I had 
just been and dwelling upon the mansion the hospitality of which 
I was enjoyiDg. T could hardly realise that I vtixs actually at 
Ln Grange, the ahodi' of the great and good benefactor of our 
country, that I was at the ancestral residence of him who had so 
recently crossed the ocean and made one long, continued triumj)hal 
progress thro' my native Ian I, now so distant though so well be- 
loved. Tlieiie ideas wiiii luaiiy others of a similar nature crowding 
in succession upon my mind, chased sleep from my pillow to give 
place to them, so far more interesting visitants. 

On Sunday morning, a warm fire was made iu our porcelain 
stove at au early hour. At the breakfast hour (near 10 o'clk) 
J)'. C. l)eing recovered, we went down to the drawing room where 
we found the interesting family and their visitors again assembled 
and we soon went down to breakfast, all occupying the same places 
as the evening before. On coming up again aft^ bieakftst, our 
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fltfcention was called to the " Star-spaogled bftoner/' the beautiful 
flag of the Braiylywhie suqiended in the ante-ruom above the 
portraits of our Washiogton and Franklin, the eod of it grace- 
fully thrown over the top of the former. The emotions created 
by this spectacle were grateful indeed, and it was long before I 
eould withdraw my eyes from gazing upon the flag of our beloved 
country, which has so often waved triumpliantly amidst the shock 
of battle, thus graced with an honoured Station in a foreign land 
and in the abode of one who has Iboght so gallantly for that 
country's freedom. This flag was presented to Genl L. by the 
officers of the frigate upon his leaving the ship at Havre, accom- 
panied with a request that it might be displayed on the anni- 
vprsiiries of the birthday of Washington and of onr national 
in (Impendence, which has been more than complied with, as it is 
constantly display('<l, havinp^ always hung where it is now plneed. 

Around the walls of the drawing room are hung the portraits 
of all the rresidents of the U. States except Washington, viz. 
Jn* Adams, Jefi'erson, Madison, Monroe, and J. Q. Adam.s tog tin r 
with that of Gen'. Grceuc. This too is highly gratifying to tiie 
feelings of an American. 

Wo \s-pvi' invited to go out to shoot with M' G. W. L., I/evn.«- 
sTur aiul >«.onie other gentlemen, but we deelined preferring to 
walk out with the vouno- ladies. The morning was damp and the 
walking rather wvi and niutldy, but this does not deter the ladies 
of France Irott) going out, and as soon as they liad equipped them- 
selves we set out and took a very pleii.sant walk around and thro 
a large piece of woods wliieh extends on one side of the Chat' ;iu. 
After walking for some time it hog«n to rain and we returned a 
different path. We re-entered the chawing room and the Gen| 
giving ns the late New York papers which he had rec^ the evening 
before, he went out, with an old Scotch gentleman who was on a 
short visit, to plan some improvements in the grounds about the 
Chateau. He first called his grand-daughters around him for the 
purpose of consulting with them how they would wish to have 
them made, asking them if they would like to have the trees 
planted here, others there, a walk lengthmied in <me part, <Sec. — 
this was leoUy an interesting bight, to behold one who bad been a 
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eliicf actor in so manv scenes of the most trying character and of 
the utmost historical ImportaTifv, kindly consulting the taste and 
the wishes of his lovely descenciants as they gathered aroinni liini, 
upon .subjects of comparatively such a trivial nature. Aii the 
young ludicH too retiR'd to their rooms leaving D' C. and myself 
in possession of the drawing room where we remained for a long 
timi: rciidiug the papers. When he had tinished reading them we 
walked ont to llic front of the Ciiateau which we had but 
imperfectly seen the evening before. This is the most beautiful 
part of it. Paiibing thro* the arched way by which cai riages drive 
out from the Court yard to the road to Kosey, we got to the out- 
side and tuniing round had a fine view of the front. On each 
side of this gateway is a large round building in turretcd form, 
surmounted by conical cupolas, and most richly and beautifully 
covered with luxuriant ivy cliugine to the grey walls of this 
time-honoured edifice and linely contiu.-tiii^ its deep green with 
their venerable hue. The central part recefies, which imparts to 
the wings a finer appearance. After admiring this for some time 
we retf! to the house and on the way saw the Gen! at a distance 
walking about his grounds with two others. 

A little before 6, the ladies and iamily again assembled in the 
drawing room and we aoon wmt ^wn to diimer where as laige a 
party assembled as did yesterday. Ailter dianer returning to the 
drawing room, coffee was brought in and after the lapse of an 
hoar or two^ tea also. I passed a highly agreeable evening in 
oonversing principally with the ladies and diiefly w^ M. widi 
whose gaiety and lively sallieB I was much amused. Having men- 
tioned to the Genl & W. G* W. L. that we intended returning to 
Paris to-morrow, they desired us to remain longer and at all 
events not to leave La Grange until the next morning* We 
excused ourselves from staying another day under the plea of 
^Df Cs engagements, and diey promised to send us in the morning 
to Bosey. The Gen^ also said that he w'. see us again in the 
morning, but I remonstnited agunst his disturbing his rest on our 
account, but he said he was always an early riser. Having taken 
leave of the rest of this interesting fiunily we retired, and indulged 
in many pleasing reooUeotians of our short abode at La Giu^ 
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before sleep visited our eyes. Rising very early on Monday 
morning and descending to the SaUe d Manger, we tuund Mr. (i. 
W. L. already there and the cloth spread to L'ive us some coffee 
before we set off. Wliile we were sitting ul labk:, early as it was, 
our venerable host came down to see u^j mid his carriage was 
already at the door. After conversing with him and his sou for 
a short time, wc arose to bid them farewell and at parting the 
Genl requested me to remember him to his Baltimore friends. 
He kiudly expressed his regret that our visit was so short, and 
G. W. L. Invited me to revisit them next September during the 
vintage. They bo& aooompaided us to the door, and stepping 
into the carriage we drove off, thus leaving perhaps forever the 
hospitable mansbn of La Grange and its venerable and most 
estimable proprietor. — Thus terminated a visit in eveiy re^jpect 
truly delightful and interesting, one which will ever be most 
deeply engraven on my memcoy and the remembrance of whidi 
can be e£Eaeed only by death. We have not only experienced the 
kindest reception from die Gen! but we have received from every 
member of his most amiable and charming &mUy every attention 
that oonld oontribate to render our visit agreeable.

Wc here present you with our proceedings since our last of the 
12"' of June, desiring you will please to communicate it to Lord 
Baltimore, to whom pray give our Duty. 

On the 18^^ of June we received our Instructions to continue 
the West Line to the end of 5" of Longitude &om the River 
Delaware. 

On July the 7'^ the wagons arrived at Fort Cumberland with 
the Listruments, Tents Having collected Hands we pro- 
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ceeded to the place in tlie Allopuiy Mounf! where we left off last 
year, and on tlie 13'!' we began to <. uiiuuue the Line we«tAV^

At 1G8, 78 from the Post marked West in Mr. Bryaa'a Field 
the Top of the Gteat Hidgo of the Allegany Mountaina.

At 169, 60 crossed a small branch of the Little Toehio Genl. 
This is the first water we have passed that runs westw^ 

On the 16*^ of Jnlj we were Joyned by 14 Indians of the 
Anadaga and Mohock Nations deputed by the Chiefi of the Six 
Nations to go with us on the Line. With them came Mr. Hugh 
Grawfiml, Int^reter. 

At 178 Miles the Little Meadows bore So., about 2| Miles.

Finding the Indians could not be prevailed 
upon to go fiirdier westwl we set up the Seetor on the summit of 
a loffy Bidge to determine the place of the Parallel. 

In the true Parallel at the top of the said Ridge we made a 
lai^ Heap of Ikrdi and Stones.

This Pile is at the Distance of 230, IS, 21 from the beginning of 
this ParaUel where it commences to be a Boundary between the 
two Provinces.

On the 20"* of October we be^'an to <)j>en a Vi)«to in the tnie 
Panillel eaatward, and as we returned (besides the Mile Postf) we 
erected Mark? on the Tops of all the High Hidwe^i and Mountains. 
The ^farks arc of Karth or Stone, three Yards and one Half or 
Four Yards Diameter at the Bottom, and 5 or 6, and some of 7 
Feet high. 

The of Nov*; we tinitshcd opening; the Visto. Now there is 
one couiiuued Visto 8 or 9 Yards wide iu the true Parallel fr(jui 
the Tntcrseetion of the said Parallel with the Meridian from the 
Tano''. Point. This Dav the Indians left us to return to their own 
Country. On the 28"" of Nov*, we huished erecting Markti on 
the Tops of the Ridges to the Top of Sidelong Hill. To the 
East side of this Hill the Stones are all set, being 132 Milcii of the 
West Line. There are now lying at Fort Frederic near the N"! 
Mountains Sixty Stones, which were intended to be set thi.s 
Summer, but we acquainted the Gent. Commi-s-s? that we could 
not get our Stone to the Place designed for it to the westw? of 
Sidelong Hill for less than 12 £ per Stone, ou which information 
the Qent. Comnussiouers thought proper we should desist from 
eettii^ Stones fiirther at prieaent. In all the Mountains we have • 
past over this Year, and almost at evexy Mile Poet, there is as 
good stone if not superior to diose sent from England. 

Tlie Carriage of Stones thro' the Mountains will be a great 
Expense and almost impiactieable. The Marks we have erected 
may be seen from Ridge to Ridge in most Places, and it wUI take 
a great length of Hme (if ever) to destroy them, so as not to point 
out the Course of the line. 

On the 26*^ of Dec? 1767, the Gent. Commissiooers, at a 
Meeting held at Christiana Bridge Newcastle County, read to us 
thdr Minutes, by which we understand they have no further 
Occasion for us to run Lines. They gave us Instructions to 
draw a Map or Plan of the Lines to be delivered to any of the 
CommissionerB. 
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We have this Day delivered Plans of the Lines to the Bevf 
Richard Peters. 

If the Indians would but have preceded 12 or 14 Days more, 
we should have run the leugth of Pennsylvania. We had many 
of the Natives of different Nations come to see us, and were all 
Brothers in every kind and friendly Manner. 

At about one Mile and ^ Xurtli of the Line the River C heut 
joins the Muiiuna^chchi. By Iiiloriiiation the Mouth of Redstone 
Creek is due X"' about 25 Miles from \\iicre we cross'd the 
Monauiigehela, and about 5 or (J miles west of where we crosb'd 
the 8? River. Pittsburg bears N'!' about 50 Miles (but frura better 
Authority than the Above) it is due N? of the Place we cross'd 
the Monaungehela. 

£7 all Accounts both from White Men and Lidians the End 
of the West Line will not be above 20 Milea from the Ohio in a 
West Course, and not above 15 in a N W Gonne. 

We shall now proceed on the meaaureme&t of the Tang* Lbw 
Ac fi>r the Royal Society, havii^ no further Instructions from 
the Gent. CommissionefB to execute.

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AN ATLA19TIC VOYAGE IN THE SETENTEENTH 

GENTUBT.

Among the maoaBcripts in the lihcaiy of the University of 
Oxford, generally known as the Bodleian Library, are many 
docnments relatiog to the marine affiiirs of Great Britain and hsr 
ooloniee, and the log-books of vessels trading to all parts of 
the world. Of these log-books, eleven relate to voyages fnnn 
London to the Chesapeake Bay, and of these eleven two are 
''loumalls," as they are termed, of voyages which are especially 
interesting to Maryland^, b^ng, as they are, " loumalls of llie 
Otttward and Homeward-bonnd passages" of the ships Oondani 
Friendship and BtUtMnore, which were in Maryland in the years 
1671 and 1673. 

The vessels which were in use in the seventeenth century were 
small, w hvn judged by the ideas of sea-going ships of the present 
day, I'ur there were iew over two hundred tons, as an inspection 
of the few returns (which are extant) of the naval officers of the 
Patuxent and Potomac Rivers will show. Although a few ships 
were from three hundred to five lumdred tons, the greater 
number of them were from one hundred and fifly to two hundred 
and fifty, and more were under than over two hundred. 

They were broad in the bow, the forecastle and the poop 
were raised high above the main deck, the mainmast was placed 
in the middle of the ship, the foremast as near the bow as possible 
and the mizzen where the builder thought fit. The books on 
navigation and shipbuilding, all speak of top gallant masts and 
sails but in no one of the l(^-books is there any mention of a sail 
above the topsail, although, of course, they speak of making and 
taking in the sails as well of sending down topmasts and yards. 
They were but slow sailers and although instances occur of as 
muoh as eight miles an hour being made, it was when there was a 
3 
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fair wind and jilenty of it, and with a Hniootli sea, but at no time 
was that rate kojyt up for twenty-four hours. "\V hen the wind was 
ahead, l>nf sh)w prot^ress was made, for no ship could siiil ''close 
to the wind," and often four or live miles was all there was to 
show for a whole day, and tliere were even times when they were 
further from their destination at the end of twenty-four hours 
than they were at the hejj^inuiug. iiathcr than kt on against a 
head wind they wouhl heave to " or try " as ihey suid in those 
days. The Bristow arrived in York River on tlie 8th March, 
1701, liaving left London on the 22nd October, and her Master 
writes " a more terrible ])ass;ij;e has hardly been known by mao. 
I have been on this coast ueur twelve weeks within forty or fifty 
leagues by all estimation." He had l»ecome separated from the 
fleet, fur although the Glostcr did not arrive until the day after 
the Bristmc, tlie lulter fuuud on her arrival iauveral ve-sseld which 
left London with her, but which had been in port eight or nine 
weeks. 

Indeed, there is uothiiig in which a voyage, two himdred years 
ago, differed more from one to-day, than in the great uncertaiuty 
as to the time which was to be spent in going from one port to 
theoth«r. 

When a passenger started from London, he oonld not say 
within many weeks, bow long he was to be on board the ship 
which was to take him to Maryland or Virginia, for, of the eleven 
voyages of which we have the records, they were from forty-seven 
to one hundred and thirty-(>ight days from London to the Capes, 
and from thirty-two days to one hundred and thirteen on their 
way home. 

The same vessd varied from forty-seven days to one hundred 
and two days, in coming from London, and from thirly-two to 
fifty-two in retumuig home. 

A ship would often be three or four weeks from London before 
she took her departure from the Lizard, detained in the Downs 
or some port by head winds or storms, and it must have been an 
inspiriting sight, after a storm, to see the numerous vessds 
getting under way from the Downs; for there would be hundreds 
of vessels 9torting out for all parts of the world, the vessel bound 
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£ir the Chesapeake Baj often numberh^ £brty or fifty, and aa the 
captain of one of them aaya, We YiigiDiaiia keeping togtlibee,** 
the name Yiiginian being often applied to all the vessels bound 
in the Ciapes. 

Whoi the fleet was clear of the land, they steered for the 
Azores, and one or more ships genomlly Bighted Flores and 
Corves, tlie mofit Westerly of the islands. Then thgr steerwl for 
Cape Henry, and deviated as little as possible ftom a straight 
course, for their latitude they could find every day at noon, by 
means of their quiidrants, but their longitude they oould only 
estimate by calculating the distance run and the course steered, 
making allowances for currents, leeway or a heavy sea knocking 
them off their course. Notwithstanding this rather uncertain 
calculation they were not far out of the way when they began 
sounding to find out if they were nttur land. 

Although a large fleet of fifty or sixty vessels might leave 
England, they soon became more or less scattered, although there 
were some vessels always in sight of each other, and frequently 
in calm weather there were visits between the officers and 
passengers of the different vessels, who dined or spent whole days, 
of which custom the following extraet from the log-book of tlie 
Johanna gives an example: "Mr. Baker hoysted out his boat 
and came on board of us. We spared them some t<ihaeeo to pipe, 
for it was very scnree \\'ith them. About o oelocke they went 
aboard a^in : the master of her was sufficiently in drink before 
he wetit." 

It may be suppo-erl that the great uncertainty as to the dura- 
tion of the voyn«2;e would have caused so!iip trouble in providing 
sufficient lood and water for so mauy persons, but tlie iood was 
composed principally of bread or slii|)-biscuit, salt meat, peas 
and elietse, all which would keep well for many months, and 
therefore it wui; ouly the space required for enon^di fowl and water 
that gave any trouble, and when it is recollected that it would 
be necessjirj' to carry food ami wuter for one hundred persons 
(including i^assengers and crew) for a voyage lastiug perhaps five 
mouths it is evident that tlie provisions which were necessary 
would ogcupy a greut deal of space. 
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In a contract made with the owners of the ship AVm^yt//, of five 
hundred tons, to cvarry one liundred and fifty or more pas.«ieugers 
to Virginia, the following stipulations were made in regurd to 
food. The piisseugers to Imve the same allowance of food as the 
sailors, that is to say : " they were to have their allowance of bread, 
batter and cheese weekly, and the rest of tlie provisions were to 
be distributed daily : each passenger, over six years of age, was 
to hive aeven pounds of bread every week, eaob mess of eight 
to have two pieces of pork (eadi pieoe to be two pounds) with 
pease five days in the week, and on the o&er two days four 
pounds of beef widi pease each day, or ibur pounds of beef with 
8 pudding, with pease for the two days, and in ease the kettle 
could not be boiled each passenger was to have one jxiund of 
cheese every day. Children under six years of age to have such 
allowance in flour, oatmeal, fruit, sugar and butter as the ovei^ 
seers of them shall judge fit'' 

There were in this ship one hundred and ninety-one pasaengerB, 
of whom twenty-five were under twelve years of age, and although 
there were some of all ranks in life there seems to have been no 
difierenoe made between them as to diet and lodging. Amoi^ 
them were the Rev. Mr. Latau^, with his wife and child, whose 
descendants are still to be found in Virginia, as probably are the 
descendants of many otbei» of these French refugees. 

The oidinaiy price of a passage to Maryland or Virginia was 
six pounds, but for this large party the price was five pounds, 
for each person over twelve years of age, and half price for 
children under that age. 

The ship Johanna was on her way from London to Virginia 
in March, 1674, when the following incident occurred, vis*: 
*' About 12 oclock last night some of our people saw Bomcthing 
walke in the .shape of a dog and after that it was heard betwixt 
dex cry like a child and sometimes knocking without bord and the 
dog that belonged to the ship run wiiineing up and down and crept 
in among the passengers T ])ray God dyliver us from all evil." 

Nothing happened to them on the voyage, and thqr arrived in 
Virginia after a quick passage, and without any accident, but two 
years later on the same ship something happened which caused 
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the death of two men, hut what it was, is not very clear. " One 
of our servants was missing, judged he fell overboard and drowned: 
and another had his other leg cut ofc, his other being cut of B(Mne* 
time before — ^they were Wth Cap. Beales servants." 

If the vessels were a long time in crosang the ocean, they were 
also sometime in port, before tliey were ready to return home. 

The Comlard Friendship arrived in the Saint ^Tary's river on the 
20th December 1671, and the next day, the Master went ashore 
and eiitored the ship at the Custom House. They lay there 10 
days, landing passengers and goods, and then sailed for the 
Patuxent " to do some business there," and while there they 
buried a passenger, the 2nd mate, and one ol" the seamen. At the 
end of the week tliey sailed for the " SeavorTie " which they 
reached at 2 a. in., sailin^^ in Ivoldly, "there Ijeiiij:; moonlight and 
fair weather." Fnr t'.V(i months and a half, they were delivering 
good.-- nnd takini^ in tobacco. Some of the EiTglish goods were 
conbigued to different person*', and some were sold from the ship, 
payment beinu; made in tohaeeo. The ship lay at anchor in the 
river, and the tobacco wais lirontrht off in shallops fix)m the land- 
ings to which it had been rolled from the ])lantations. By the 
25th Mareh, they had on hoard about iivc huudix*d and fifty 
hogshead."*, au<l they sailed for the Patuxent. where they took in 
more tobacco, and then went to St. Mary's where l)y the end of 
April, thiy ihiished their loading, having seven hundi'ed and eight 
hogsheads on board, and cleared the ship, when they were ready to 
sail. 

The jjhips irenerally spent three or four months in the rivers, 
delivering tiieir goods and taking in tohaeeo, which was laktn on 
freight, or obtained by " trucking " as it was called, tliat is to siiy, 
bartering the English goods for the tobacco, or sometimes the 
skins of wild animals, of which a gootUy number were exported in 
tiie early days of the Colony. "When the loading was finished, 
and the ship was cleared and ready for sea, they went to Lynn- 
haven Bay, where the fleet fbr England was made up, and 
leoeived their sailing orders. One of the fleet was named as the 
Flag ship, and her commander was appointed Admiral with a 
certain anthorify over the Masters of the othor ships, subject of

course to the orders of the ComtBiinder of the Moi of War vtho 
conveyed the fleet off the coast or at times nil the way to EDgland. 
A Man of War lay in the Chesapeake, whose duty among other 
things was to convoy the ehipe 25 or 30 leagues off the coast, for 
there was great danger of an attack by Pirates who hovered about 
the ooasty and sometimes nm into the bays and harbours to make 
a capture, but seldooi, if ever, roamed over the ocesn in search of 
their prey. The Governor of Virginia, at times^ went out in the 
Man of War to see the fleet safely on their way, and when he 
arrived on board, most of the ships fired a saluti . f< >r they all had 
guns, and a gunner was a member of every ship's company as 
surely as a carpenter or sailmaker. 

A "fleet" frequently mimbered fifty vessels, or more and on the 
3l8t July 1702 one hundred and forty vessels sailed out of tho 
Capes convoyed by four Men of War, on one of which, the 
Wanrir-J:^ were Col. Blackiptnnp, Governor of Maryland, and 
his lady, who were on their way home. 

Even wlioii there was war between Great Britain and some 
other odiintrv, lliore was not imirh danger of capture on the high 
pea.«;, ijut when they ^itt near the land tiie privateers, or "Capers," 
as Duteh ]>rivateers were called, wen- erui>in^' about, watching for 
the incoming >hip8, and sometimes eajduring and carrying tiiem 
off. One such incident is told iu the h>g-book of the Johanna, 
under the date of Jnly, 1(M(y — "\V)ion Twart of Beachy Head 
saw severall shallops Freneh Privateer?^ ei^nie up with ns and com- 
manded our boat out and us by the lee i)Ut T wouUl not being able 
to Deale with them : we t>i\\\ tliem clap several Ve:?sels aboard 
and plunder them and carj'etl two away at 10 o'clock in the nigrht 
two came up with us together which command us to striek and 
by the lee wiiieh T would not they fired ?> gunnes at ns but hitt 
us not the shot fell by the t-liips side, then they came close up and 
said they would clap us abord both together I bid ihem keep ofe 
or elb€ \vc would fire att them we gott two of or guns upon the 
forecassell and poynted theiu all at them for tliey intended to eome 
abord upou the quarter we conld not bring a gun to beare upon 
them with [until ?] we hud duue : the french seeing us in 
preparation to defend ourselves bid us good uigiit and left us aA«r 
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many bad words which pascod between us. We fired not at them." 
The encounter with the privateers ended happily enough, nothing 
worse than an exchange of " bad words ** having happened, but 
owing to the preparations ibr defence, one of the men on the 
Jchtmw, lost bis life, as the log-book tells in the ibllowing words : 

Att 3 of Clock this morning the Carpentera mate being laid 
down to eleep upon the ferdiatch hj the windlass and one of the 
gans upon the forecaseel standing upon a pease and my mate 
goeing up on the &r Gassell tooke holde of the mnssdl of the gun 
which oversett it it not being lashed Bumbled doune upon the 
deck and bruised the head of the Carpenters mate and broke his 
scull very much he dyed presently which was a very sad accident. 
We keept him until he was oonld and stiff and buijd him in &e 
sea of the South forland which I pray God have mercy upon his 
soule ior he was suddenly taken out of this world:*' 

There were other dangers that menaced the ships, even when 
the^ were thought to be past all the perils of the sea ; and there is 
one more extract which tells of the end of the BaUmoref which 
had made many voyages to Maryland, and was considered a strong, 
well built ship. In 1673 she had made the passsge home in vexy 
good time, and with the rest of the London Fleet had gone into 
Plymouth harbour — on the 18th September, all thinking, no 
doubt, that they would soon land their tobacco in London. Th^ 
lay there for three days, and then started to go <m to London bat 
as all the ships could not get out in time a signal was made, for 
those that were outside to return. When the Baltimore got back 
the log-book says : " it was darke we run in behind the Island 
and ankored in 6 £id the wind abt S S E and blowed hard and 
rained we struck our topmasts and yards and rod about 2 hours 
fast but the wind blowing harder and harder we let go the sheet 
ankor and in vering away upon the best bower started the best 
bower ankor and nether that nor the sheet ankor wold take hold 
againe but we drove ashore upon the rockcs about 3 ships lengths 
to the westward of milebay and being a high water and falling we 
presently sued and stuck j&st and bilged upon the rocks the next 
tide the water ranne over part of the gun deck : we saved about 
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60 hhd'^ dry and all the ships materialls as guns cables aukors and 
rigging and sayles : and ^ould not pave the shipp although it wass 
indevoured by the plymouth men : but she stove all to peeeea.

liiE EESTOKATION OF THE OLD SENATE 
CHAMBEK IN ANNAPOLIS.

It is a story familiar to most good Marylanders, that in the 
year 1649 and soon thereafter many giuups of Puritans moved 
from y irgiuia'a firmer enforcement of her laws upholding union 
of Cbnioh and State and leBtriotSon of religious wonhip ezo^t 
in die forms of the Church of England, and found a sanctuary 
in Maryland, whose Charter had heen granted by a Brotestant 
King to a broad-minded man, who, having been a convinced 
Ptotestant had become with equal conviction a fioman Catholic^ 
and had planned, what his son achieved, the founding for the 
first time in any portion of the English-speaking world — ^fiill 
freedom of religious worship according to any Christian form, and 
(he entire separation of Church and Btate* 

Into Maryland then came the Puritans in 1649 and soon 
thereafter, and settled about a place successively called "Provi- 
dence," Proctors," "The Town Land at Severn," "Anne Arun- 
del Town," « The Port of Annapolis," and finally the '* City of 
Annapolis." Tb^ soon became a thiifly nucleus for a settlement 
engaged chiefly in growing that tobacco which was then the great 
staple of Maryland. Annapolis, the capital and great shipping 
port> soon aoq^uired all the fiidlities of a fiourisbing and elegant 
colonial city. Among those &cilities was a State House, some- 
times called Court House, or Stadt House, which was completed 
in 1697, two years after Annajiolis became the capital of the 
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Provinoe, and took the idaoe of the original Maryland State House 
built m 1674 at the old o^ital in 8t Maxy's City. 

This State Howe was struck by lightning in 1699, and one of 
the delegates kUled, and it was totally destroyed by fire in 1704, 
bat it was at onoe rebnilt and continued to be occupied until 1769 
when it was denudished and yet anodic State House authorised 
to be built on the old site at a cost of £ 7600. Qovemor Eden 
laid its corner stone on March 28th, 1772 and it was soon com- 
pleted exGq»t the dome which was not finished until 1793. From 
1772 until now that State House has persisted, here changed, 
there added to, sometimes injured, sometimes improved, but ever 
fraught with historical interest. In the north-eastern comer of its 
lower floor was and is now a room forty feet long, thirty-five feet 
wide and about twenty feet high, lighted by two large windows 
on the east and two on the north, containing 24 lights each, pro- 
tected by innde shutters, and, with one ezcq>tion, set in embrasures, 
and having seats at a height of nineteen inches firom the floor. The 
room is pierced on the west by a door to the north of a high 
wooden colonial fireplace oonnectiBGl with a veritable chimney and 
furnished with firc-dof^, shovel and tongs of antique design. To 
the south of this fireplace was and is a false door similnr in con- 
struction to tlic other. Tiic southern wall is pierced by the main 
^trance door, and along that side uf the chamber extends a gallery 
uf^eld by pillars and thir^-five feet long, eleven feet high and 
sevoi fieet wide, with entablature in middle front atul rounded 
near each end to the southward about twenty-four inches, a few 
feet from its ends, whence it runs stmight to the west and eastern 
walls. 

The gallery is reached by a flight of steps in the old Senate 
lobby to the west of the room I am describing. Along the floor 
beneath the gallery's front is a solid railing to define the waiting 
place for the public ; and in that space are a few benches projecting 
from the wall. In the middle of the north wall immediately 
opposite the entrance door is the orifjfinal sinull niche buttressed 
with piaster and crowned by an entablature an i risinjx from a <lais 
on which in a commodious hig^h-backed chair was afcust<>ra(Kl to 
sit the Presiding Officer overlooking his de^k and the Clerk whose 
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broad low desk was immediately in ftont of the daiSy and over- 
looking, too, the ltLVg(6 table near the middle of the room upon 
which the members of the body using that room— until the 
Revolution they were the Oound^ appointed by Lord Baltimore 
and then for many years the Soiate choe^ by electors dioeen by 
tiie people— were wont to have their books and papers and to do 
what writing they pleased npon leavmg their ordinary positions in 
arm chairs clustered near it 

I have been told that in the olden times the evening sessions 
were lit by many candies held in sudi a bmss chandelier as then 
swung) and now, too (but at present in feosimile), swings from the 
middle of the ceilings and by some candles standing in candlesticks 
npon the table and on the desks of the Preaidti^ Officer and of 
the Clerk. Be that as it may, we know that whatever light there 
was in that room fell upon waxed floor, and npon walls and lattice 
window shades of green, and on ceiling and gallery and wood-work 
including fire-place, nil white, except the chair-bourd which was 
painted black. Portions of plaster were found back of the 0(»iiice 
nntouchcil since December 23rd, 1783, despite tlu^ restoring of 
that cornice in 1858, and beneath two thickness of brown paint 
covering the plaster in the niche back of the President's chair, 
remains the green color, thus confirming the TnimbuU picture 
painted in 1814 and now in the Capitol in Wnshiogton, and 
representing the historic Resignation of December 1783. 

As I have sketched tlie old Senate Chamber in ATuiupolis it 
existed on the memorable 23rd of December, 178.*i. It was first 
refurnished in 1 838 and the desks, chairs and table then in it were 
sold. Mr. George R. Shafcr of Annapolis has kindly searched for 
me the records as to any expenditures for refurnishing that 
Chamber between December 23rd, 1783 and 1838 and reports 
that there is no mention of any such furnishing. 

We may accept the fact, tlicrcfoiT, that tlic furniture indicated 
was in tliut same room and wu^ used on tlie threat occasion of that 
23r(l (lay of Deceml)er, 1783, and on .January 14th, 1784 when 
the trwily with Great Jii itain was there ratified ; and on Septeml>er 
11th, 1786 when in that same historic room, t<w), tlierc sat the 
delates from six of the States in a oonveution to consider how to 
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bring aboot a more effective Federation, which efforts we know 
resulted in the oalliog of the Fedeml Gonstitational GonveotioD 
oflTSl. 

Perhaps on those oocasioiis individnal desks were provided for 
membors ; bat I am not possessed of evidence to that effect. 

Of the furniture used on those occasions the Clerk's desk is 
again in that diamber. The chair which Washington used on 
December 2drd, 1783, has been traced and can be bought Some 
ten or twelve of the other chairs have been traced and can 
probably be bought This last I learned through an inqaiiy for 
general information as to the appearance of the old Soiate CSham- 
ber which the Baltimore Sun inserted at my request under 
instruction of the Advisoiy Commission upon the Bestoration of 
the old Senate Chamber. 

The Bestoration of the old Senate Chamber f Yes. Its res- 
tomtiott praetioally to its original condition and using many of its 
original parts, discovered here or there, for having remained 
pmcticaUy intact through the various changes I have mentioned, 
and numerous small and more negligible ones, and its second 
re-funiishing in the re-adaptation of 1 858 and its sharing with the 
State House generally in the instalment of a new stoam-luating 
arrangement, which resulted in dosing the old fire-])lace and 
removing the chining* It was practically changed altogetb^ in 
aspect in 1878 through the reshaping of the dais, and the removal 
of the gallery, the window scats, and inside window shutters, fire- 
place and chhuDcy, and by the covering of the niche, the redistri- 
bution of window lights, new hardware trimmings, and the reoolor" 
ing of the walls. At the same time it was refurnished. 

The extreme wall measurements of the old Senate Chamber 
remained, but practically all the rest had been changed. But there 
had been many public and private objectors to that transformation 
who made their views felt through talk and writing. Jn) time 
passed with public opinion di'<satisfie<l on tliis question. Finally, 
on February 2ik1, 1894, the Senate ordered, on motion of Senator 
Tlioma.s G. Have?, " That J. Appleton Wilson of Ikltimorc, and 
Mr. Frank B. Mayer, of Annapoli*?, be requested to investigate 
and report the feasibility of restoring the Senate Chamber to its 
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original condition and the probable oort of making the required 
dmnges. Provided the aaid gentlemoi are wUliog to perfonn such 
service without oompeosatioa." 

And on March 19th, 1894| en the presentation of Senator 
Hajes, there was read to the Senate the following report of 
Messrs. Wilson and Mayer : 

2b TheBanorM, 

Tht Smato of Marj^andf 

Gendeuien: — The Committee appointed by your Honorable 
Body, to consider the feasibility of restoring the Senate Chamber 
to its condition when Washington rcisi^cd his Commission within 
its historic walls: in 17J>3, and to asc;ci'Uiiu liie cost of such rcistoru- 
tioii, beg leave to respectfully report: 

First. That they consider the restonitiou feasible, and that 
there is a widespread desire tliroughout tlie State to see it accom- 
plished ; that it is yet practicable to restore with accuracy the chamber 
to its original condition, as material and memories which may soon 
be lost, still exist, and yonr committee have been singularly 
fortunate in obtaining data, both for the architectural detail, as 
wdl as Ibr the fumisliing, as the result of posistent research. 

Secondly. Your committee recommend that the work of 
restoration should be entire to be satts&ctoiy. Any partial 
restoration, while better than none, can only have an incompl^ 
and unsatirikctoiy effect, and will M in aooomplishing the end 
sought They would respectfully advise the following : 

1* Bepladng niche behind Speaker's chair^ with columns and 
entabkture. 

2. Enlacing ladies' g^dlery and stairway to reach it from lobby. 

3. Rebuilding chimney breast, only twelve inches projection, 
and repladng mantel and fire-place. The latter will be fbr 
appearance only, unless the flues remain in the wall, which is 
believed to be tiie caae. 

4. Bepladug panelled window seats, and the restoration of 
the original shades. 

5. The mnoval of the beam in the centre of ceiling, by sinking 
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it in the depth of the floor. It is at present a serious disfigure- 
ment, and entirely changes the original character of the ceil lug. 
It caa be arranged as proposed, without impairing tiie strcugtli of 
the floor above in the slightest. 

Toar oommittee Ins diligmtly med the time at its difiposal in 
getting reliable estimateB at the oost of the proposed work, whioh 
they find can be done aa belbie mentioned, by responsible persons, 
in the best manner and of the best material, for the aom of 
|4,250.00 including the preparation of the necessary drawings, 
tfavelling and clerical expenses and supervision. 

Search for any of the original fumituie in existence has engaged 
the attention of your committee, and among other objects thej have 
been able to locate the Speaker's chair and desk, as well as one of 
the member'a chain, with a desk, and the desk of the clerk. This 
furniture is of solid mahogany and of handsome design. The 
chandelier is an important feature in the appearance of the room. 
It was placed in the centre of the ceiling, and its restoration may 
even he regarded as an architectural dement It can be made 
and supplied with electricity in imitation of the original candles. 
The furniture and chandelier can be reproduced for the additional 
sum of 11,900.00. 

We would suggest, lhat in view of the historical value and 
importance of the work, that these sums appear small. They 
could be made avmlable in annual instalments, and your committee 
earnestly recommend that the work may be autborieed at once.

But nothing further was done. Gradually public interest in the 
rich and various phases of History made in, by and through 
Maryland, found organic expression through the many cflicient 
Patriotic Societies which have done such good service in tl:uit 
fertile and strangely too long n^lected field. Oue of the most 
practical and efficient Executives in that work was the Honorable 
Edwin Warfield, now Governor. With such a chief executive 
things historical in our State ahone brighter. And as Governor 
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he seized tli<' upportuimy w nnliu-a the State IToust- Buildiug 
Comniissiou to make possible tho rpstoration of the old Senate 
Chaml)er in Annapolis to ita coiuliiion when therein General 
Washington resigned his commission as Commauder-in-Chief of 
the Contineutal Army. 

That State House iiuiidinfz; Commission eon!5i«!ted of His 
Excellency (iovernor P^dwiu Wartield acting as ehaiiaian, Thomas 
J. C. Williams, Esq., who acted as Secretar), and Messrs. Gordon 
T. Atkinson, Murray Vandiver, James McSherry, Samuel D. 
Schmucker, Spencer C. Jones, Peter J. Campbell, John P. T. 
Mathias, and Ferdinand C. I^trobe, and came into existeooe 
through a resolutioii offered by Senator Spencer C. Jones in 1902 
jfor the purpose of " fxmslnicting and erecting an additkui to the 
preeent State Housei in which shall be located the State Senate 
Ghamber and the House of Del^;ates and appropriated $250,000 
with which to begin the work." In 1904 $600,000 additional 
was appropriated to oomplete the work above indicated and for 
repairing the old State House. 

Governor Warfield secured their consent to restore die old 
Senate Chamber as I have said, and to have that work directed 
through an advisory Oommission representing a number of Patri- 
otic Societies each of which appointed its rq)resentative. Of that 
CSommiseion also His ExceHenoy Governor Edwin WarlBdd was 
chairman. The dd^te of the Maiyland Historical Society was 
J. Appleton Wilson, Esq., CHayton C. Hall, Esq., represented the 
Sodety of the Bevolntion, Jas. Davidson Iglehart, M . D., repre- 
sented the Society of the American Revolution, Jno. S. Gittings 
Esq., the Society of the Cincinnati and DeCourey W. Thorn, 
chosen secretary, rqiiesented the Society of Colonial Wars in die 
State of Maryland. And as additional members there were 
appomted by Governor Warfield, Messrs. Josias Pennington of 
Mewrs. Baldwin and Pennington, architects, constructing the State 
House annex, etc, Hon. J. Wirt Randall, and George H. Shafer, 
Esq. Tiiat Advisory Commission held a number of formal meet- 
ings and many informal, and took into consideration sudi data as 
the Trumbull picture painted in 1814 after carefiil study of the 
old Senate Ghamber and representing the great 9oene of I>eoember 
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S.'ird, 1783; the Cofuml}ian Magazine published iu 1789 in 
l'liiladtl|*lii;i aud showing iii iair detail a ]>laii of tlie room and 
some ut" its architectural trcutmeiil; the detail plan of 18o8 of 
Messrs. Bartlett and Hay ward incidental to the steam heating of 
1858 and enluigiug and confirming the above, the location of the 
historic furniture, aud of portions of the old galleiyj etc., the 
coloring of the Chamber on December 23rd, 1783, and also die 
suggestionB that beneath the plaster repladng the aocient fire-plaoe 
should be sought In the briok urork, indioation of where the old 
fire place and the mantel and its pilasters had been placed, and 
that similar investigation would guide as to the original positions 
of window seats, gallery, etc., and that the photographs of the old 
Senate Chamber should be utilised, and gave instruction that in 
all except one negligible detail, which I shall presently mention, 
a precise restoration of the Ume>honored Chamber should be 
perfected as I have indicated.. That one negligible detail was the 
lowering of the ceiling about three inches, necessitated by the 
introduction of sufficiently thick steel girders, inter-spaoed with 
concrete to support the floors above. These girders substituted an 
upholding by a s^es of chains descending from the roof of the 
State House and passing through hollow iron pillars to the floor 
above the Senate Chamber, This expedient is probably no novelty 
to engineers, but to a mere layman it seems as unique as unsound. 
However, the costly charcoal iron of the early days was less full 
cf flaws and of a more verified pofonnance than its cheap sted 
successor of today ; and about 1858 when the joists it supported 
broke away from didr wslls it sturdily refused to break and 
deposit the agitated crowd in the Senate Chamber below. 

The Advisory Commission's plan of restoration was duly 
approved by the State House Building Conmiission. Omitting 
what repairs to it as a mere porUon of State House preservation 
had to cost, the restoring of the interior of the old Senate Chamber 
80 that it should reproduce in detail the aspect of December 23rd, 
1783 has been affected for about $3,500. 

Messrs. Josias Pennington and J. Appleton Wilson constituted 
the efficient architectural committee which carried out the plan of 
restoiatioD agreed upon. 
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The memory-hauuted old Senate Chamber is oiicc more in 
apjK'arance, fcave &s to funiiture, precisely as it was ou that day 
when George Washiiij^ton, soldier and gentleman, gave final 
account of his glorious work for our native land. 

What oljould be housed in that memorable room? Only those 
things (or their facsimiles) which were tin re on the great occasion, 
and the Washington-Lafayette-Tilgli:uaii picture and copies of the 
resignation speech and the reply of Thomas Mitliin, " President of 
the United States in Congress assembled," and a small reproduc- 
tion of the Trambull picture. 

In the two rooms just beyond is ample and proper space for 
any other hislario i«iic8 of Colonial or Revolutionary times. 

Witli the memovable vorda aecompanying die eulmiiiatmg 
action of the greatest American, this paper may well ooDclnde. 

''Aooording to order H. E., the Oommander^iii-Ghief was 
admitted to a poblic andieooe of GongresB ; and being seated, the 
Preaidenti after a pause, informed him that the United States 
assembled were ready to receive his oommunications. Whaieupon 
lie arose and spoke as follows: — 

" Mr. President : — ^the great events on which my redgnation 
depended having at length taken place, I present myself before 
Congress to surrender into their hands the trust committed to me, 
and to claim the indulgence of retiring firom the service of my 
country. 

" Happy in the confirmation of onr independence and soverrigntj, 
I resign the appcnntment I accepted with diffidence; which, 
however, was superseded by a confidence in the rectitude of our 
cause, the support of the supreme power of the nation, and the 
patronage of Heaven. I dose this last act of my official life, by 
commending the interests of our dearest oocmtry to the proteotion 
of Almighty God, and those who have the superintoidence of them 
to His holy keeping. Having finished the work assigned to mei, 
I retire from the great theatre of action, and bidding an affectionate 
farewell to this august body, under whose orders I have so long 
acted, I here offer my commission and take my leave of the 
employmente of my public life." 
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To which the Fkesident replied : — 

''Sir : — Shaving defended the standard of liberty in the new world, 
having taught a lesson useful to those who inflict and those who 
feel oppressioo, yon retire with the blessings of your fellow dtiaens : 
though the glory of your Tirtues will not terminate with your 
mililaiy oommand, but will descend to remotest ages." 



TfilBULATIONS OF A EOYAL COLLECiOfi.

Maryland, Set. 

Came before the Subscriber, one of the Ix>rd Proprietary his 
Justices of the Provincial Court Robert Stratford Byrne, Sur- 
veyor of His Majesty's Customs for Sassafras and Bohemia, and 
made Oath oa the Holy Evangels of Almighty God that on 
Thursday, the second day of March last, being in Kent County, 
Maryland, ou the great Road leading to Duck Crock, in Pennsyl- 
vania, he, this Deponent, fell in with two loaded Waggons. 
Upon enquiring from whence they came, and Destination, was 
informed by one of the Drivers they belonged to Duck Creek, 
and that their Loading consisted chiefly in Hum, Sugar, Coffee, 
a Drum, Colours, two boxes of piece Goods, etc., chiefly the 
proiKjrty of Messrs. Lorain, Bolton & Anderson of Chester Town. 
That after enquiring of the Drivers if they h.ul Cockets for their 
Lading, thi? Deponent was informed in the Nej^ative; upon which 
he was inuler the uecepsity of making a Si'lzure. Tliat after this 
Depouent had escorted them on Foot for about ^Six or Eipht 
Miles, the Waggoners desired to Bait their Horses ; that this 
Deponent, with reluctauee, was obliged to comply, as one oi" tlie 
Drivers swore he would act as he pleased ; whose Name, he was 
informed, is Shahahan ; that being apprehensive of au attack 
from t!ie Drivers' behaviour and frequent assembling of People, 
it growing Dark, and having no assistauce made him the more 
4 
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watdiful. That gtnng down to the lower Waggoo, where were 
some People examining the Contente, upon this Beponent^a 
desiring them to keep oft, he oould perceive a small Cask, which 
he solemnly believes ooniained Gunpowder, and was Noticed by 
several of thenii saying they wished it their Property. That in 
the dark he was attacked by a number of People who were 
assembled at the Mill of Oliver Gallop ; that afto: getting him 
down by Force and taking a new Purse from him, they began to 
rifle his Pockets, and took about Twenty Eight Shillings, a red 
morocco Pocket Book, two yards of Black Riband and a Powder 
Horn ; that a number of People got upon this Deponent and 
treat(<^l Iiim io a very inhuman manner, and then the general CSry 
was, Drive on the Waggons and we will take Care of him ; oo 
whidi this Deponent immediately saw the Waggoners put their 
Horses expeditiously too and drove off. That this Deponent 
being almost senseless from the pressure of their Bodies, when the 
Cry of Tar aud Feathers echoed, be attempted to struggle hard 
to avoi<l the Operation, and could perceive them brought from 
the Mill of the said Gallop, who by this time had absconded ; 
and that after putting a quantity on his Head and Cloathes they 
dragged this De^yoneut several times on the Ground to the danger 
of his Life ; that they threatened to Drown him if he would not 
drink with tlicm, which he reluctantly comply'd with. At tliis 
time they were dragging this Deponent to a Ponrl, that after- 
wards they got n Horse saddled and mounted this Deponent 
several times with liis face to the Horse's Tail, shouting Liberty, 
and drivini]^ him about said Mill Ynrd. That at Intervals this 
Deponent hud tieverai Swabbs of Tar ])iit upon his Cloaths and 
Stocking ; that he several tinief cried out not to Murder him, 
and particularly to the Miller Gallup ibr Ap'^istanee, aud refpiestefl 
him to admit this Deponent into hi.> HouiH', which was refused, 
tho' lie promised faithfully not to pursue the AVag^gous ; they said 
they would take care this Dejionent sliould not; that they then 
by Force mounted this Deponent s« \ t ral times on a raft of Wood 
supported bv a niuaber of People on their shoulders, carrying 
him about in that brutal Manner. That this Dej>onent often 
entreated Mercy, and accused them of robbing him, but in return 
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received the most opprobrious language. That this Deponent 
being almost exhausted with the Treatment he had received, 
begged a drink of Water several times, which was refused him ; 
that lie often entreated several People on Horseback to intercede 
for liini, wlu) at first he imagined were only S|)ectators, but found 
himself ini.stuken, as they seemed to be abettors of the Treat- 
ment he received. That after this they conducted liim, or 
rather draLrp;ed him to another Pond of Water as this Deponent 
in\:iL'^iiiej? to be about a Mile from the naid Mill, where they were 
going [n execute more of their Barbarity. Here this Dejwnent 
was so exhausted he was obliged to entreat Mercy on his Knees 
most fervently ; that this Deponent received several Kicks on the 
Feet, some violent Pressures and a little Tar, eontinually af»«anlt- 
ing him aud spefdcinjy Words tending to hitrli Treason. Tliey 
then conducted this De^xjuent about a ^liie further upon the main 
Koad leading to George Town, and struck otf into the Woods, he 
believes about half a Mile froui the Road, damning him re- 
peatedly, shouting r.il)erty and Duck Creek for ever. That after 
hauling this Deponent some distance, several Motions were made 
agaiu^t this Dejwnent's Life, threatening to Execute him or at 
Iciist tye him to a Tree til Morninp, if he did not coiiii ly with 
the following infamous Requisitions, on compliance with which 
this Dejwnent was to be set at Liberty. — Who gave him his 
Commission? Immediately to quit the Province and inform 
North if he had been in his place he would have met with worse 
Treatment. Never to accept the like Office again, with many 
other words tending to the same Purport, all which this Depooent 
peremptorily refused, alledgiug they had treated him so very 
inhumanly that he disregaided his Life as not worth holding on 
BQch Terms, and was now resigned to suffer saeh forther Ponisfa- 
ment as hie Fate decreed. The Speaker for the Mob upon this 
Occasion (who this Deponent believes belongs to the Mill) made 
a motion for conduetii^ him to Dock Cieek in order that he 
might undergo another new Suit, and led him from the Woods 
back in the same crad Manner, escorted as before, to the main 
Road, but this Depon^t could observe that many of the Former 
Horse Men had absconded, and otbefs coming from the Cross 
Boads shouting and whistling. That this Deponent being so veiy 
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Weak ftom the bailianMU Usage, often entrated to 8it down a 
Minute^ but was refused ; that they then dragged this Deponent 
through a Pool of Water on the Boed, and that, from appearance, 
many of them were Men of Property. This Deponent, being 
certain of further Injury to his Person, as Horsemen were pass- 
ing and repassing continually, bemg then near George Town, this 
Deponent entreated Bdeasement, bnt was refused, alleclgiug he 
was to be given up a second time to the Brutality of another Set 
of Men. This Deponent approaching the Town, he began to 
apprehend his Life in the utmost Danger, the People assembling 
and crying out an Informer, Tar and Feathers ; that this Depo- 
nent providentially seeing Light in the house of one Pillotson 
in George Town, cried out Incessantly Murder, upon which his 
Mouth was attempted to be stopped, which brought forth numbera 
of People with Lights. The Assailants crying Out Ughts, and 
dragged this Deponent along. He then made a vigorous I^rt and 
pushed amongst some Gentlemen whose Protection he implored. 
That he believes he was upwards of three Hours in the ^nds 
of a Moby suffering the most inhuman Treatment. Notwithstand- 
ing this Deponent's sufferings his Lodgings were surrounded all 
Night, and he was apprehensive of being again Attacked, he 
therefore stood on the Defensive *t\\ almost Morning; that on the 
ensuing Day he received frequent luforniation of another Assault 
being intende<l that Evening by a Number in (leorge Town, 
which caused this Deponent to retreat to the Woods and secret 
himself until the Fiilh. That Geoige Town being in his District 
and where his Duty may frequently call him, this Deponent 
apprehends from the Language of the People if he returns he is 
not to expect Lenity, nor can he think of returning to his Depart- 
ment 'til pnipcr Measures are adopted for his Security in prose- 
cntliit; His Miiji-.sty's tiervioe. That this De ponent has reason to 
believe said Oliver Gallop was concerned in this Deponent's 
barbarous treatment for Reasons assign •'^l before. That this 
Deponent has never or yet received any oi' the Stolen Goods, but 
has received Information that the Names of the Waggoners are 
Shahahan aiul Wiiitc, the former a strong looking Man, and the 
liiUov lownr sized, aud that they both belong to Duck Creek, and 
further mth not.

Dear Sir, 

Wlieii I waited on ym the other EveniDg, before yam 
departure to Philadelphia, I found you too much engaged to 
impart my sratiments on two subjects, which I have ever had in 
yiew to mention at the dose of the Campaign. There are cirenm- 
gtanoes in my present situation, which have long wounded my 
Feelings, and have become so injuriou6» that they musty I ftar, 
force me (tho* with Reluctance) to quit the service. The Injury 
in the first Instance rests with Congress and the Members therein 
from our State to remedy — ^the other it^s in your Power to 
R[emedy3, but may more properly become the Subject of another 
litr, as I am fully penntaded of your Disposition to act with 
Propriety in eveiy Instance, and do justice to evexy Individual. 

My motives and complaints have hitherto been suppressed, 
teom an Impression that our Afiairs wou'd not justify my desert- 
ing the service of my Cbuntzy, but now our Proqiects are better, 
and our Liberty and Independanoe, I hope, established on a 
pretty sure Basis, An Officer who has ftithfuUy served three 
years to efiect thi^ may with a good Grace Bengn his conunis- 
sion, when he suffers unmerited Indignity and Neglect 

I have served the Continent upwards of two years as a Brigar- 
dicr, the only General Officer from our State, which has had in 
the Field alnM)st during that Time, a Major and two Brigadier 
Genemls' Commands, and I appeal to yon and the Public, if these 
Officers ill genoral have not meritd as nuuh from the Continents, 
as the Officers of uny other State. Yet they have been most 
shamefully neglected, and the Troops in some Instances have 
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suffered for mokt of that Attention whidi woa'd have been more 
naturally r^der'd by Offioera immediately from tJie State. This 
mnet be oondder'd not only ub a Beflection on the Officers In the 
Maryland Line^ but on the State, as it must be infei'd her 
Natives in point of capacity and merit, are either inadequate to 
the Command, or are thought to be so by her Members in Con- 
gress — tho the Presumption is scarcely admissible in either In- 
stance, upon a RetrospcK^tive View of sundry AppointmoitSy and 
some few Promotions which have taken Place. 

Allow me to suggest, that Col? Gist who has been an equal 
Time in service, and has distinguished himself as a Gallant 
Officer, has not been less neglected. 

The Partial and rapid Promotion of Foreigners, whether from 
motives of Policy or misconception, have been at least incon- 
siderate and disgusting to every honest American (over whose 
Heads they have been promoted) who have and must still bear 
the brunt in this contest 

I never did nor never shall address Congress or my Country 
on the subject of Promotion ; there is a Delicacy which forbids 
this, in the Breast of even' man of modesty and tnie merit, tho 
we arc told that a little Attention and Adulation have made no 
small AdvanocH even in the Continental Line of I'romotion — 
Yet I cou'd never entertain a Sentiment so dero^^atory to the 
distinguished merit and known scn?«f» of so venerable and respect- 
able a Body as Congress, and Tfeaven forbid that an Amcrit^n 
Officer shon'd eviu dese( nd so low, as to commence Courtior to 
obtain his just Views — a Character which tlie true soldier must 
ever hold in the utmost contempt.

Bear Sir 

I am much indebted to you for your favor of the 26 Ocf 
which after a passiitre of tiiree Mouths mmc safe to hand. Your 
Ideas, (after the SuiiciKler of Cornwallis) of the next plau of 
operations ha? been perfectly consonant witli those of uur grt»tt«t 
military Genius's and must afford you pleasure to find them adopted. 

Should the Fleet of our ally be in a capacity to favor the 
designs of our next Campaisrn, the Troops under command of 
the Count Roehamheau have an eligible position to assist our 
operations either iu this oi the Northern department; but if the 
Guardian Spirits of the British Nation have not entirely for&aken 
their Charge they must on this crisis exert their Influence with 
the Ministry to negotiate an immediate j)eacc. 

It is now time for us to expect suuie iutereating Accounts 
from England ; the capture of a large part of their Army 
in America, the recovery of the Southern Stat^, their losses iu 
the West Indies, and above all their loss of Sovereignty on the 
Seas must be mortifying subjects fur their consideration. Add 
to this the Insurrection (said to be) in Ireland; and if the 
Nation is not obstinately implacable, they moat desist from 
the proseentton of a war b^n in error, and has continued 
so long in folly. 

But if Providence for Wbe purposes^ shoo'd admit them, to 
continue in an infatuated peneveranoey it would be wise in us, 
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to profit hj experieDoej and stand prepai'd Hat the woist events, 
by displaying a respectable Army in the Fidd, independent of 
our Allies. Sbou'd we under the Idea of Security, relax our 
exertions for this end, the consequences may procsastiiiate the 
War, while the interposition of some Neutral power may render 
the issue doubtful and preoarioua. 

Our Army is now in the dear stream of Snooess; but the 
exertions of the different States will determine if we are to con- 
tinue with the Current 

The General Assembly of this State met at Jacksonsboiigh 3 
miles west of this place the 8th Ul^, dected The Hon^ John 
Matthews Governor. Richard Hudson Esqf L* Governor, seques- 
tered by Law, the property of sudi individuals as continue to 
adhere to the Britidi Government, and are now adopting measures 
fbr raising their quota of Troops. 

John Martin Esquire is elected Governor of Geoigia, and the 
Assembly of that State is now oonven'd within 30 Miles of 
the Enemie^ post at Savanah. 

The Troops from York under the command of General S! 
Clair form'd a junction witli the main army at Bound O the 5th 
Ultimo, after a fatiguing inarch of Sixty Days. On the 12t]i. the 
whole Army marchd to Stone. A Detachment was ordci e<l that 
night to cross the river to Join is Island to surpri.se tlie British 
Troops at that post, but tlie Tide rising with a S. E. Wind to an 
unexpected height, the attempt fail'd. Yet those Boasted Heroes, 
(Terrors to the Rebels), fled with precipitation to their Boats and 
retired to Charles Town. Their outpost is now at the Quarter 
House 5 miles from Town and within Ten Miles of our Light 
Infantry and Cavalry. We have just received intelligence that 
they are calling in all their Invalids and Artificiers and i»eparing 
their Troops for Action. If they venture out I hope my neaci 
letter will announce their defeat.

Washington Goiintj 'was eieeted, hj a zesolution of the Gon- 
vention, on September 6, 1776, and is aaid to have been the first 
oottoty in the United States to bear the name of the Fadier of his 
country. It is one of a group of Bevolutionaiy counties, all 
adjacent: Montgomeiy in Maryland, Franklin and Adams in 
Pennsylvania, Jeffoson and Moxgan in Virginia. Washington 
County is separated from Frederick, of which it was formerly a 
part, by the Gxeat South Mountain whidi extends across the 
State from Mason and Dixon's line to the Potomac^ a distance of 
thirty miles. 

The first settlement in Maryland west of the Blue Bidge 
Mountains, was made in ihe centennial year 1734, at the month 
of Conoooohesgue Greek, where it flows into the Potomac, and 
was a mere trading port. Not until 1 732 was the attention of 
the Proprietaries drawn to this valley ; but in that year Charles, 
Lord Baltimore, offered liberal terms to all who would settle oti 
any of the back lands on the northern and western boundaries of 
the Province, where, it was stated, there were several large tracts 
of land fit for tillage. There was a prompt response to this ofier, 
many of tiie settlers ooming from northern Ireland, Germany and 
Pennsylvania, while some wealthy residents of the Eastern Sliore 
also took up large tracts. 

One of the first to come was Jonathan Hager, a German, who 
laid out Hagerstown in 1762. He was a man of some promi- 
nence, was associated with Washington in several enterprises, 
and was so highly esteemed that a special act was jiassed to 
enable him to sit in the Legislature. A large tract was taken by 
Thomas Johnson, the War (iovcrr.or of the State, who with 
LauAoelot Jacques established an iron foundry at Green Spring,

before the Bevolutiun, aud sent the product down the river by 
flat-boats. Thomas Cresap also took up a tmrt near Hagerstown. 

Upon a more beautiful country than this, the valley of the 
Antietam and the Conocoeheai^ue, the suu never dione; and it is 
not remarkable that the land should have been eagerly taken. 
The soU was very fertile, and a good part of the valley was opoi 
country cov«ped with high grass affording food and cover for 
abundant game. Here and there springs of purest water gushed 
from the rocks, and around these springs the early settlements 
were made. The site of the present Hagerstown was determined 
by a group of line springs. 

The baek-bone of South Mountain is broken by two passes or 
gaps : Crampton's Gap toward the southern end, Turner's Gap, 
through which mn the old western pike, six or eight miles north. 
Through Turner's Gap the first army of regular troops that ever 
appeared in the j>resent ITnited States, marched in l7o5. In 
these passes the battle of South Mountain was Ibufrht in 1SG2, 
and through Turner's Gap Lee's army passed to Antietam field 
in the hot September days. Following him came Gen, McClellan 
at the head of 90,000 men with their trains and artillery thunder- 
ing over the stone road, leaving in the Gap as they passed piles 
of dead who had fallen in fight with tlie Contedenite? stationed 
there to obstruct their passage. Tlio next summer tlie battle of 
Gettysburg was fought, and Meade led liis army through the Gap 
to confront Ix^e again, in a line of battle extending from Hagers- 
town nearly t/o the Pot^)mac Kiver. 

Braddock's array, when he passed through the (iap in 17o5 
on his march to Fort Du Quesne, consisted of two regiments of 
British regulars, a body of provincial troops from Virginia and 
Mar}'land, aud a number of marines. One regiment was sent 
westward from Alexandria, up through Winchester toward \\'ills 
Creek. The other regiment and some of the provincials were 
landed at the mouth of Rock Creek, and marched to Frederick, 
where they waited for wagons to be colleeteil. This regiment 
was under tlie personal command of General Braddock, who 
was accompanied by Washington as his aide. They crossed the 
Potomac at the mouth of the Conococheague, where a kr^e <^uaQ^ 
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tify of stores was awaitbg them, and hete the two regiments 
reanited and proceeded westward together. 

When Washington was placed in command of the Revolu- 
tionary forces encamped near Boston, Maryland hastened to send 
him aid, and he saw with great satisfoetion the arrival of the 
Maryland and Virginia riflemen, whose marksmanship and spirit 
he knew wdl. Two oompanies of these riflemen were recruited 
in what is now Washington County. Michael Cresap was captain 
of one, and Otho Holland WOliams was lieutenant in the otibw. 

Onsap was born near Hageistown, and when but a youth had 
fought under his fother in the Frendi and Indian war. Later he 
Itad been sent by the Ohio Company to the Ohio to form a settle- 
ment tm their lands, and he was out there when a messenger 
brought him the news of his af^intment. Betuming at once to 
Maryland, he took command of his company and marched them 
through the wilderness to Boston. Unhappily, soon after his 
arrival he was seised with illness, and was compelled to retntn 
on flirlough. He had only reached New York when he died, 
and was buried in the churcb-yaid of Old Trinity, where a monu- 
ment marks his grave. 

Major-General Grates, after the war, liv- J in Berkel^ Comity, 
Viiginia, five or six miles from the Washington County line, 
near a place now known as Shenandoah Junction. Here three 
Major-Gteneials of the Revolutionary army were living on farms 
adjoining, or nearly adjoining, each other, all three of whom had 
been court-martialed and dismissed from the army. These were 
Horatio Gates, Charles Lee and Adam Stephen. 

G^eral Gates had fouud a wife in Washington County, though 
she was not a Maryland lady. She was a Miss Mary Yaiens, 
daughter of a wealthy merchant of Liverpool, and was at that 
time a resident in the family of the Kev. Bartholomew Booth, 
a clergyman of the Church of England, who had settled in 
Wnshingtoa County and opened a school which bore a high 
rcputatidn. 

This, however, was not the (leneral's first love ailuir in (he 
county. In pass-injj: thron^^h at an earlier period, he stopped at 
the home of Major Christian Orndorff near Sharpsbuig, and 
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there met the Mejoi'a daughter Maiy, who was then only fifteen 
years of age, fell in love with het at the first sight, and asked her 
hand in marriage. His suit was iinsucoessful, and tlie lady after- 
wards married Jonathan Hager, son of the founder of Hagerstown. 

I gather the following iteaiB from an old number of the 
Hagerstown TorekUglil : 

In 1777 a oonsiderable body of inunigrantB arrived in the 
0)unty, from a very unexpected quarter. These were a portion 
of Qen. Burgpyne's army, which had surrendered at Saratoga that 
year. They were soon assimilated by the population and became 
good and useful citizens. Among these was a young Irishman^ 
who had been pressed into the British Army. His name was 
John Whistler. A short time after this surrender, he came to the 
neighborhood of Hagerstown, and remained there for some time. 
He married an English lady, named Bishop. He was afterwards 
made a Sergeant and Sergcant-Major of Infantry in the Conti- 
nental Army and on the raising of a Battalion of Levies (volun- 
teers) in that section of the State in 1791, he was appointed 
Adjutant of Major Henry Gaither's Battalion in \A. Col, Wm. 
Darke's Regiment for frontier defence. He was wounded in the 
battle inider AFaj. Genl. St. Clair, with Indians on tlie Miami, 
November 1791. He was afterwards made Ensign, Lieutenant, 
Quarterniafiter, and Captain of the Re^jiihir Army ; was Brevet 
Major and died wliile serving as military 8torei<ec|>er at Belle 
Fontaine, near St. Louin, Mo., in 1827. From him descended all 
the Whistler family in this country. Col. Geor^re "Whistler, a 
distinguislied civil engineer in Russia was one of his wins. He 
also left several sons in the U. S. Array. Among his descendants 
is Whistler the distinguished painter. 

On the 18th of April 1796 a youth named Thomas Kennedy 
set out from Paisley, Scotland, to make his fortune in America. 
Eleven years before, his elder brother Matthew had sailed for 
America and had not since been heard from. The ship young 
Kennedy came in cast anchor at Georgetown D. C, and upon 
going ashore the first per.son he met proved to be his brother. 
Thomas Kennedy secured employment with the Potomac Naviga- 
tion Co. and finally settled at Williamsport, Washmgton County, 
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where he published & book of poems and went into politics. He 
was a member of the House of Delegates in 1818, and again in 
1822. In (he latter year be brought in a bill to diange the 
Constitution so that persouB upon taking office would not be 
required to declare their belief in the Christian religion. This 
was the clause in the Constitution of 1776 which excluded Jews 
from o£Boe. The bill passed in 1822, but in order to become 
operative as a constitutional amendment it had to be advertised 
before the succeeding election and, if approved bj the people, 
again passed by tlie Legislature. At the next election this bill 
was the issue in Washington County. Thomas Kennedy headed 
the "Jew ticket" (as it was called), and Benj. Galloway and 
Jos^h J. Merrick die "Christian ticket/' The passionate 
character of the campaign attracted the attention of the country. 
The result was the overwhelming defeat of the "Jew ticket." 
In 1824 Mr. John V. L. McMahon enlisted in the cause, and 
at that sesuon delivered a powerful spocnh of five hours' length 
in support of Mr. Kennedy's bUI. In ]825 Mr. Kennedy was 
again sent to the House, again passed his bill and the following 
year the legislature confirmed it. In 1826 Mr. Kennedy was 
Postma-tcr of Hagerstown and resigned the next year to go to 
the 8t;ite Senate. He died in the cholera epidemic of 1832. 
Benjamin Galloway who leil the Christian tioket in the Jew 
bill cnrapaign was an Englishman by hirtli, who came with his 
fnther and settled in Annapolis before the Kevolution. He was 
born in 1752, and was educated at Eton. He lived to the age 
of 79 and spent hi? latter days in Hagerstown whore he was a 
veneraV)le ami iamiliar fii^ure, with long, white hair. He was 
a violent controversialist and wrote constantly for the newspapers. 
While at Annapolis he fell in with John l*arke ( 'ustis, Mrs. 
Washington's son, who was at school nt St. .lohu'te College. 

In DeeeiTiber 1772, upon receiving a warm inviUition from 
"Washin<^ton, lie ac<*um|>anied young Custis home, ami spent the 
Christ [uus holidays at Mount Vernon. Of that visit, Galloway 
used to relate the following anecdote : 

"A few days after I arrived at Mount Vernon, Lord Stirling 
and Captain Foye, (the latter being the then secretary lo Lord 
5 
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Dunmoro, Govornor of Vir2;ini;i) being on their way from Wil- 
liamsburg to Xpw York, callwi on Col. Washington, with wliotn 
tliey sojourned lor three or four dny-, tl)e weather bcinp; very 
tempestuous and sleoty. A large ct iujimy . being at the supper 
table the last evening they were at Mount Vernon, Col, Washing- 
ton's well known servant man, named Billy, entered the room from 
Alexandria, to which place he had been '^ent by Col. Washington 
for newspapers and letters, and deli\ « ici ^oine new.si>a{>ers to Col. 
Washington, who cast them about nndway the table, and requested 
those who took tliem up to read aloud sueii artieles of iutelligeiice 
as they mii^ht judge would be desiral)le to the company. I being 
seated iu a chair which enabled me to lay my hand on one of the 
newspapers, took the liberty of so doing, and soou announeed to 
the company a very interesting fact, to-\vit : The tlestruetion of 
the King of Kugland's sl(X)p of war culled Gmpee, by a party of 
Yankees ; she having when in close pursuit (heavy gale of wind) 
ut a Brother Jonathan coaster (smugtjjlei ) misled ttays, and being 
so uear to the shore, the commander of the Gaspee lost all com- 
mand of her, and she was run ashore high and dry. The Yankees 
in a short space of time collected in sufficient force and burnt her. 
Captain Foye asked me to pass the Qewspai)er from which I had 
oommnmoated to the oompauy the forcing (I will v«itare to 
my to him) bitter piil, read the article and mstantaneously declared 
ore rotundo, that blood most be drawn from the Yankees before 
they would be taught to conduct themselves as obedient subjects 
ought to do ; and insolently said that he, yes, that he, would engage 
to put down all opposition to the execution of revenue acts which 
had been lately passed by the King and Parliament of Grsat 
Britain; and moreover that he would undertake so to do at the 
head of five thousand British trooj^ ; which he would march from 
Boston to Charleston, South Carolina. Col. Washington was 
engaged in perusing one of the newspapers, whilst Captain Foye 
was uttering these insulting and audacious words. Col. Washing- 
ton withdrew his eyes from the newspaper, pkced them steadfiistly 
on Captain Foye, and observed that he (CoL W.) entertained no 
doubt that Capt Foye could march at the head of five ihousand 
British troops from Boston to Charleston, South Ourolina^ but

added, that lio slionid be ohlij^ed to Capt. Foye to iuform him 
(Col. W.) wlietlicr he meaut aw a IVieuU or as an adversary ! " If 
as an a<lversary," said Col. Washinjart^n, "aud you, sir, would 
inform me of your iutention so to do, a few weeks j)reviou8 to 
your eutry into the ancient dominion, I would engage to give you 
a handsome check with the Virginia riflemen alone!" 

There were, on the fupper table, at the time when Col. Wash- 
ington lavored Capt. Foye with the above stated retort courteous, 
twelve or fifteen w'uiv ghis<es and two or three decanters of excel- 
lent old Madeira, At tlie instant that Col. Washington uttered 
the words Mrffinia riflemen rdone, he struck the tiible with his 
right hand so violently tluit the decanters and glasses leaped from 
their proper places and I expected to have beheld them all 
piostrate ou the table. Capt. Foye made no reply but imme- 
diatelj addressed his oonveraatioii to Mrs. Washingtuu, at whose 
left hand he was seated ; and during die lemainder of the evoiing 
be observed a deathlike dlenoe to CoL Waabington. Gapt Foje 
and Lord Stirling departed from Mount Vernon immediately aftor 
brcakfiiBt the next morning. 

Before the introduction of tailroadS| the great Western pike, 
passing through Turner's Gap, might have been called the 
Appian Way of America. Along this road, passing through 
fertile vaUeys, through wild defilesi and over mountain-ridges, 
there poured a nevernoeasing stream of busy life. There were 
droves of cattle, swine, and sheep from the blue grass of Ken- 
tucky, going to the shambles of Baltimore and Philadelphia. 
There went stage ooaehes with a doxen or more passmgers each, 
drawn by four horses dashing along at foil speed and sounding 
their horns as they passed through towns or approached the 
taverns where they changed teams. In the procession were line 
wagons with wheels 10 feet in diameter following each other so 
close that it was said with exaggeration Uiat the lead horses of 
one might have their noses in the tail gate ahead of them. 
^ Along this road passed men who have figured laxge in the 
history of the oountty and taken part in Its upbuilding. In 
1829 came old Andrew Jackson riding at the head of a cavalcade 
from the Hermitsge to the White House, In 1841 came William 
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Henry TI:irris^)ii to his inauguration and nnh'mt'ly dpath. Four 
years later came Zachary Taylor to be inaugumted rresident, and 
to die. Other historieal fig^iires present themselves to tlie miad's 
eye: ITcMiry Clay, who with his wife usually stopped for the 
night it Hagerstown, her old home. By thi^ rond came lilaek 
Hawk with his Indian warriors on his way to Washington ; 
Santa Ana of Mexico; Sam lioubtou, first President of Texas 
auii her first senator at Washington ; and many more who have 
Icfl their mark on history pai:sed through the great mountain- 
portal to the destinies that awaited them. 



MA£YLAND IN 1773. 



Answers to Queries that were sent hj the Right Hooounble 
the Lords of Trade and Plantations to the Lieutenant Qovemor 
of Maryland in the year 1761, some of which were similar to the 
Queries in Lord Dartmouth's Letter of the 5^ July 1773* 

1? Maryland is situated on both sides of Obeeapeak Bay 
between the Province of Pensylvania and Dominion of Vixginia. 
That part of it that lies to the Eastward of the Bay is a fiat level 
Country ; the Western part is more hill)-, and about one hundred 
Miles inland from the Bay grows pretty Mountanious» The 
whole Country is well watered, the Soil varies as it does in 
England : iu general fertile. Tlie Summers here from May till 
the beginning of September are generally very hot, so that the 
Mercury in Parenbeits Thermometers will frequently, especially 
in the Months of July and August^ rise to Ninety two Degrees. 
During that Season there are frequent Gusts or violent Thunder 
Showers which commonly come from the North West and coql 
the Air. From the middle of September to the Middle of 
December we have generally fair moderate Weather, between that 
time 4n4 Maieh ofi^n severe Frosts, so as to Freeze the largest 
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of our Ivivcrs; but it is ver}' seldom that mch intense Frosts 
contiuue more than a fortnight or three Weeks. The longest 
Day in this Climate is about fourteen Hours and fifty Minutes ; 
the shortest Nine Hours and nine Minutes. There are more than 
Twenty Rivers in the Province navigable for large Ships in most 
of which Rivera several Vessels are loaded every year ; bat there 
are not any partunikr PcMtg or Hari)ours, nor any oon^derable 
Towns or Places of Trade. Annapolis, the Metropolis, which 
oontatQs abont Two hundred Hooaes, by the latest Otmeytiidm 
taken was foond to lie in the Latitude of Thirty Eight Degrees 
fi>rty MinateSy and by Computation Is abont seventy six Degrees 
thirty Minutes West Longitude from London. 

2f In the Charter granted to Cecilius Lord Baltimora by 
King Charles the First, Maryland is thus described, "All that 
part of a Peninsula between the Ocean on the East and the Bay 
of Cbesapeak on the West and divided from the other part 
thereof by a right line drawn from the Promontory or Gape of 
Land called Watkins's Point situate in the aforesaid Bay near 
the Biver Wighco on the West» unto the Main Ocean on the 
East and between that Boundary on the South unto that of 
Dekiware Biiy or Biver on the Korth which lieth under the 
fortieth Degree of Northerly Latitude from the Equinoctial 
where New England ends ; And all that Tract of Land between 
the Bounds aforesaid that is to say passmg from the aforesaid 
Bay or Biver called Delaware in a right Line by the "Degne 
aforesaid unto the true Meridian of the first Fountain of the 
Blvor Potomaok and from thence tending towards the South unto 
the further Bank of the aforesaid River and following the West 
and South side thereof unto a certain place called Cinquack 
dtnate near the Mouth of the said River where it &lb into the 
Bay of Chesapeak and from tiaeace by n straight line unto the 
aforesaid Promontory or place called Watkins's Point." The 
Bouuds of Pennsylvania as deseribe<l in the Charter granted to 
William Penn Esquire by his Majesty King Charles the Second 
in Sixteen hundred Eighty two being such as interfere with or 
incroach on Maryland, Disputes soon afterwards aro?c between 
the respective Proprietarys and their Toiants whioli tbo* quieted

from time to time hj his Majesty's Orders in Council, have not 
as yet been finally settled, by reason that the Boundaiy lines 
between the two Provinees were never ascertained or actually nm ; 
but the present Lord Baltimore, Proprietary of Maryland, and 
Mess? Penn the present Frc^rietors of Pennsylvania in order to 
put an end to all Disputes about the Extent of thdr Territories 
and Jurisdictions have at I^ength entered into Articles bearing 
Date the fourth of July 1760, by which it is agreed betwem tiiem 
that from the West Extremi^ of a line already run West thirty 
four Miles three hundred and nine perches from a place called 
Fenwiok's Island lying on the Sea side in the Latitude of about 
38 : 36, and about thirty Miles Southward of the Mouth of 
Delaware Bay, a streight line diall be run Xorthward up the 
peninsula lying between Delaware and Chesapeak Bays so as to 
be a l^mgent to a Cbde of Twelve miles Radius round the Town 
of New Gkstle on DeUware. It hath been found by Calculation 

that the Course of this line will be ;j : u2 : 5 Westward of 

lutles cii&. links 

due North and tiiat it will be 81 : 76 : and 73 in length, it is 
also agreed that after this line shall be run, a due North shall be 
run from the Northern Extrf rnity of it or point of Contact to a 
place or point that sliall be found to lie just fifteen Statute miles 
south of Philadelphia, and that from such point or place as due 
East and West Line shall be extended so far Westward as the 
Meridian of tlie fountain head of the River Potomack which 
several ahove-mcntioned lines will I suppose be actually run in 
about Two Years. 

3'.' The Chief Branch of the Trade of this Province is the 
Tmportation of (Jowls from Great Britain, and the annnal Kx- 
portiition of about 28000 Hogsheads of 'J'ol)aeco Thither in Ves- 
sels annually sent hither from thenee to the number (I take tlie 
year 1760) of about 120 of the Burthen of about 18000 Tons 
and Navigated by 1900 Men. The Vessels owned by the In- 
habitants of the Province are about Thirty, most of them Sloops 
and Schooners navigated with alwnt 200 Men and of 1 300 Tons 
Burthen. They are generally employed in the West India Trade 
and iu carrying Corn, Bread, and Wheat to the Northern Colo- 
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nlo?. The uiiuibcr of these Vessels liath mueli decreased within 
t*-n years past, but as that hath l)een owiug to the Kiieniies having 
captured many of our Vessels tr:ifliri<r to the ^iigar Islands, they 
will, I doubt not, increase in number atter the Conolusion of a 
Peace. 

4*!* There are no Trades, Works nor Manufactures, which 
would prove hurtful to Great Britain already set up or about to 
be set up in this province. 

5*?" The Inhabitants take annually from Great Britain all 
sorts of line and Coarse Woollens and Tjirmens, great Quantities* 
of wrouudit Leather, wrought Iron and ahnosl all kinds of British 
Maiiulacuires and East India Goods, the particular Quantities 
of each cannot be ascertained by reason the same is Consigned or 
Shipped to a great variety of j)erson< ; but it is suppo«ed that the 
Goods which have been sent hitht-r annually from lirituiu for 
these six years past Cost us more than XI 60000. 

6* The Inhabitants of this Province trade very little to any 
foreign Plantations, a few small Vessels may be sent in a year to 
get SaII in some of the Portugeze Islands, and one or two 
perhaj)9 to the IsiaDd of llfodeim for Wioe; neither do the 
Inhabitants send any Vessds to other Phuses in Europe besides 
Great Britain except two or three loaded with Flax and Lumber 
to Ireland. 

7^ To prevent Illegal Trades the ComnuBsioners of bis 
MajostN s Customs in London appomt ColIectoTS and Surveyors 
of the Cnstoms to reside on tiie principal Bivors ; besides there 
are Naval Officers appointed by the Governor in the several 
Districts into which the Province is divided ; and considering the 
number of Rivers and Creeks that are Navigable this Method is 
as effectual to prevent illicit Trade as can well be. 

8^ The Inhabitants may perhaps, communibut antiU, for years 
post have got for the Tobacco (Onr Staple) which hath been 
annual^ exported to Great Britain, about X140000, while the 
Merchants get as much more for conveying it to Great Britain 
and selling it. The only Commodities exported hence besides 
Tobacco, are Wheat and Indian Com, Bread, Flour, Bar and 
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Pigg Irrai, Skins, Furs, Lumber, nnd mme Flax Seed, which 
Articlcjs iii:iy altogether be valucHl at about £80000. 

In the year 1747 An Act of Ai^senibly was made here to 
oonipel all the Ovvueis or Makers of Tobacco to FonJ it to certain 
lujjpectiou Houses whence it cannot be a^.viu removed till it is 
put on Board a Ship for Exportation. As to any other Com- 
modities the Exporters are not under a Necessity of having them 
Inspected ; hut the Acts of Parliament made for jireventing the 
ExfM)rtatiou of Wheat and Flour to foreign partem and all illegal 
Trade are duly obeyed and iuforced. 

OS** There arc a great many Iron Mines and several of them 
very good. In tins Province are i^iglu Furaaces for making Pig 
and Tea Forg* .- lor making Bar Iron— the Quantity of Pig 
made, eommmUbus an«w, may be about 2500 Tons and the 
Quantity of Bar about 600 Tons — ^tbere arc great Shews of 
Copper in many Places but tho' several Attempts have been 
made to discover Vems of that Ore, do Mines have been yet 
wrought that quitted Gost. 

10? and 11? The number of White Inhabitants is about 
114,332 and the number of BUcks about 49,675. In the year 
1748 the Whites were about 94,000 and the Blacks 36,000. In 
the year 1765 the Whites amounted to 107,963 and the BUuiks 
to 46,225; since that time very few have been imported from 
Europe, but about 2000 Mean have enlisted into his Majestys 
Forces. 

12? The Number of our Militia is about 18000, but as many 
of them are quite unprovided or veiy ill supplied with Arms, aud 
for want of a proper Militia Law not under good Begulation or 
Command (and a good Militia Law our Assembly will not make) 
the Militia of this Province is &r from bemg formidable. 

13? There are two Forts m the Western Part this 
Province on Potomack River, one called Fort Frederick and the 
other Fort CumberUud. The £>rmer is fer the strongest; its 
exterior Lines being 120 yards, the Curtain and Bastions are 
&oed with a thick Stone Wall and it contains Barradcs for 300 
Men, but is not at this time Garrisoned. The other called Fort 
Cumberland is 75 Miles further Westward, this is Built with 
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double Logs and Earth. I believe there are at pfeeent a few 
Soldiers theie sent horn the Garrison at Pittsbui^. 

14*^ There are about 120 Indians in the populous parts of 
the Province who reside on several Tracts of Land that were 
manjr years ago allotted them, and appropriated to their sole and 
proper use by Acts of Assembly which are still in foroe« These 
Indians live in good Neighbourhood with the Inhabitants and are 
vety orderly, paying due Obedioioe to the Laws of the Province. 
The Inhabitants carry on no Trade with any other Indians, nor 
are there any othw near us. 

15*^ Since the Beduction of Fort Du Quesne by hts Majesty's 
Forces under the Command of Brig^ Forbes there have been no 
French in tlie Neighbourhood of this Province ; the Ilistance of 
Louisania and the Spanish Settlements in America is so great that 
wlifle his Majesty's Forces keep Possession of these parts of North 
America which have in ^e Course of this war been reduced to 
his Bibjesty's obedience, the Inhabifeanta this Province, snr^ 
rounded as it is by the Neighbouring Colonies, cannot be affected 
by dther the French or Spanish Colonies. 

16^ The Revenue within this Government arises and is appro- 
priated by several Acts of Assembly, viz. : ever since 16G1 a Port 
Duty of Fourteen pence per Ton all Ships and Vessels tnuling 
into this province and not owned by Residents has been due to 
and rfffivc'l hy the Lord Baltimore, Lord Proprietary of Afnry- 
land; since the year 1694, three pence per Ton on all Trading 
Vessels, except such as belonged to Residents, has by virtue of 
an Act of Assembly then made been Collected for the use of the 
Governor or Lieutenant < t vemorfor the time being. In 1704, 
a perpetual Law was made to raise for the support of Govern- 
ment twelve pence per Hogshead on all Tobacco Exported. 

In the same year another perpetual Law was made for laying a 
Duty of Twelve pence Current Money on every hundred pounds 
of dried Beef and Bacon and Twilve pence on cvriy Barro! of 
Pork and lieef undried Exported by any persons not Inhal)itants ; 
the Money raised by Virtue of this Aet is applied to the nuiiutiiiuiDg 
a Free 8ehof)l. ]\y virtue of an Act n)a(le in 171 •') Twenty Shil- 
liDg;^ Sterling per Poll is imposed on every N^ro and Iribh papist 
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imported into this Province, the Money appropriated to tiie nse 
of the several Counties. In 1717 an Additional Duty of Twenty 
Shillings per poll on all Irish Servants bong pc^ists and an 
Additional Dniy of Twenty l^illings Coiraicy per poll on all 
Negroes Imported was laid to raise a fund for the support of 
Pnbliek Schools within this Provmoe. The Act imposing these 
Duties continues in force. In 1723 a Dufy of Twelve pence a 
Barrell and six pence per 100 lbs of Pork, Twelve pence on each 
Barrel of Pitch and six pence on evezy Barrd of Tsr imported 
by any other than Inhabitants of this province was laid and has 
been ever since collected for the use of the Free Schools. In 
1732 an Act was passed whereby a Duty of fifteen pence Sterling 
was laid on every Hogshead of Tobacco which should be exported 
during the Space of Thirty one years n^t ensuing the 29\'* day 
of September in the year aforesaid for supporting the Credit of 
and sinking £90,000 emitted and then made Current in Bills of 
Credit. Tn 1756 the sum of X'40,000 Currency was granted by 
an Act of Assembly for his Majesty^s Service, which sum was 
expended in raising and supp(»rting a Body of Troops during that 
and the subsequent year. In order that the Bills of Credit then 
emitted may be sunk by June in the year 1703 there was a Duty 
imposed on all Spirituous Liquors consumed in the province, a 
Tax upon Bachelors, or on Billiard Tables, and on all Horses 
imported, a Lund Tax, a Stamp Duty, also an Additional Duty 
on Negroes, pitch, Tar and Turpentine Imported. All publick 
Accounts are audited and passed by a Committee of both Houses 
of Assembly. 

17*!* The Establishments as well Civil a^i Military' within this 
Government deiieud on the l\)wers pjranted the J\oyal Charter 
to tiie Lord Baltimore under whom all the Oirieers (except the 
Collectors and Surveyors of his ^fajesty's Customs) hold their 
pla'ces. Their Fees are retrulated by Acts of Assembly and for 
the most jxirt pa_vaV)lt" in Tobacec*. Resides the Lieutenant Gov- 
ernor there is a Deputy Secretary (the Secretary residing in Eng- 
land) who keeps the liecords of the Chancery and Supreme or 
Provincial Court, a Commissary General to whom the probat of 
Wills belongs, au Attoruej General, two Treasurers, two Judges 
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of the Land Office, whenoe warrants and patents for Land iesne^ 
three Commiasioners of the paper Cnrreacj Office, five Naval 
Officers, two Sarv^oia General, an Examiner General, whoee 
Buainesa it is to Examine all Certificates letumed by the Land 
Snrveyors, a Clerk or Keepor <ji the Beoordg in eadi County, 
fourteen in number, and the same number of fiSierifib, Deputy 
Surveyors and Di puiy Commissaiys, a Clerk of the Provincial 
Court (who is a Ministerial Officer under the Deputy Secretaiy), 
a Begistcr in the prerogative or Commissary's Office, another in 
the Land Office, and a Cleric in the paper Currency Office. As 
the value of all these Offices (except the Naval Offices) depends 
on the price of Tobacco thejr are some years much more lucrative 
than in others ; but Qmmunibw Amis they may I suppose be 
thus Bated. 

The Governor including all perquisites and Fees as Chancellor 
£1200 the Deputy Secretary £300, the Oommissaiy General 
£250 the Attorney General £60, two Treasufen together £80, 
two Ju^pes of the Land Office £300, each Commiasioner of the 
Paper Currency Office £50, five Naval Officers from £50 to 
£150 each, two Surveyors Geueial £130, the County Clerkships 
from £80 to £200 each, the Sheriffs Offices about the same value 
as the Clerkshipe but the Sheriffs Oflice cannot be held by any 
poson more than three years. Several of tiie Deputy Surveyors 
Offices are of very little value, some of them not £10 per year 
but three or fi)ur of them who live in Cbunties where there still 
remams a goorl deal of Vacant Land may get from £50 to £150 
per Annum. The Deputy Commissaries* Offices may be esti- 
mated from £10 to £20 each, and the Clerks of the Upper and 
Lower Houses of Assembly, the Provincial Court, Prerogative or 
Commissarys Office, Land Office and paper Currency Office get I 
believe from £50 to £130 each. 

134* The Legislature consists of three Branches, viz. : the 
Governor, an Upper House of Assembly (of which tliere are 
Twelve Members nominated by the Lord Proprietary who com- 
monly continue for life) and a Lowar House composed of 58 
Members chosen by the people to represent them, four for eadi 
County and two for the City of Annapolis. The Courts are the 
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High Court of Appeala and Errora connsting of tiie Oovemor 
and Council, fihe Court of Chanoeiy, the Court of Yioe Admiialty 
which scarcely ever sits, the Supreme Court of Law called the 
Provincial Court which is held twice every year at AnnapoliSj 
the Judges thereof being seven in Number, are impowered hj 
Commission under the Great Seal to hear and determine concern- 
ing Pleas, whether real personal or mixed, and aU manner of 
Crimes Capital or not Capital. In Civil actions where the 
MAtter in dispute exceeds the value of £50 Sterling Appeals are 
allowed to the CK>vemor and Council. There are four Counly 
Courts or inferior Courts of common Pleas held evoy year in 
each County by the Justices of Peace. No Original Action 
exceeding the value of £100 Stg. can be brought in these Courts, 
but must be commenced in the Provindal Court as must all real 
and mixt Actions. The Justices at these Courts can try and 
determine all Criminal Matters not affecting Life or Member and 
even Oipital Offences when Committed by Negroes. Both the 
Provincial or Supreme and the County Courts have been held 
almost ever since the province was settled by virtue of Acts of 
Assembly. The Rules of Proceeding in these Courts are con- 
formable to the Rules observed in the Courts at Westminster — 
the Juil^s aud Justices are appointed by Commission from the 
Lord Proprietary under the Great Seal.

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KEPORTS OF THE BlUTlSU BOARD OF TRADE 
AND PLANTATIONS WHILE MAK\LA.M> 
WAS A ROYAL PROVINCE. 



The Board of Trade and PlaDtatioiu made a report in Novem- 
ber, 1702, to the "Bight Honourable the Lords Spiritoal 4& 
Temporal in Parliament assembled/' in response to a request 
from that angust body to transmit an ''account of the trade" 
of Gieat Britain since the last session of Parliament The war 
of the Spanish Saccession had then begun and, while the report 
diiefly deals with trade between England and other portions of 
the world, we find <me paragraph of particular interest to Mary- 
land: — '*That upon Representations made of the great importance 
of the Tobacco Trade from Virginia and Maryland, Her Mojestie 
was pleased to appoint five men of War, under wliosc Convoy the 
Shipping from those provinces consisting of about 150 Sail, have 
arrived Safe in England. Au[d],a8 we fnul hy accounts from 
Virginia, there were exported from that Province from the 10th 
of November 1701, to the 10th of July 1702, oT JOo hhds. of 
Tobacco, boint;^ the last Crop : And from Maryland for the same 
tyme 32000 hlids. or Thereabouts, which exceeds the Exports 
of former years.'' ^ 

In response to a similar request in the following year the 
Board submitted a very full report on December 16, 1703.- This 
second report is much more replete with Marj'laud material. 
William Penn had asked tor the surrender of his Province of

Pennqrlvama, which had been administered for some yean 
directly by the Crown, and that « a Patent pass to me and my 
Heirs for the three Lower Coanties .... aooozding to a Grant 
began by the late King James; and had been finished had he 
stayed one week Longer at Whytdiall.'' To lihe territory of 
Dekware, the Board report : ** We do not find he has any good 
titfey tho he has a long time Exercised the same anthorily there 
as in the Province of Pennsylvania." 

The matters of convoys for the tobacco ships, of the appoint- 
ment of Seymour as Governor and of the religions establishm^t 
in the Province of libiyland are discussed at length. ** In rela- 
tion to Couvoys for those important Trades, We have several 
times heard the Trading thither, as lykewise divers planters and 
others who had been Inhabitants of those Colonies and settled the 
times most proper for their Convoys, And being informed by 
the said merchts that at least 80 ships were then (vizt in december 
1702) lyeing in the Rivers of Virginia & Maryland; and that the 
lykc nnniber would be ready to go out from the severall parts 
of this Kingdom in January following with the manufactures of 
England, for the present supply of those Colouys ; We offered it 
as highly necessary that a Convoy of good Strength Should be 
appointed to Rail from the Downs by the End of January afor- 
said, with directions that they should Call at the chief ports 
between the I>lc of Wight and the Lands End, for the merchants 
Ships bound to Virginia and Maryland, and that the said Convoy 
should be ordered to return from the Capes of Virginia by the 
1st or 30th day of July at the fiirthost, bringing with them such 
merchant ships as should he thou ready to «jt1c : Whereupon it 
huveiuL' been ordered that the Said Shins be Convovcd hv two 
fourth Rates to be Jnyned by two others from Viee admiral 
Bemhows [.v/e] ^(luadron then in the wvst Indies' part of that fleet 
being lately arrivwl lu the ports of Kngland, We have understood 
that the (.Quantity of Tobaceo then Imported into the \>i)VtB of 
London from September 3 702 tt> november 1703 amounted to 
590o*3 lihd«. since which Another lieet l>eing all?»u arrivc<], V\'e are 
informed that the Quuiitit}' therein Shij)t from Virginia and Mary 
Land for the port of London is 11440 hhds. But the ^uantitys 
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affived this year or 7^ expected at Whytdiaven, Leverpool, 
Bristol^ Briddifordy and other out porte. We have not reoeaved 
a particular acoount. Upon a general Oalculatton we e^eem it 
may atnount to one third of what we have mentioned to be 
imported into the port of London, ao that the whole quantity 
may be about 93968 hhda. 

**It haveing been Bepresented to ns by some merchants of 
London as neoeeaary that another Convoy of good force should 
be sent to those part^ about the beginning of July following with 
a fleet of JVIerchant Ships intended to Saile at that time, for the 
further supplyeing of thoee Ck)louie8 with those neoeBsaries and 
bringing from tbaice tho product of the year, Wo lykewiso 
humbly reported such a Convoy to be requisite to saile at that 
time, or at the latent about the beginning of august and to return 
from thence the beginning of aprile nixt, which Convoy might 
have directions either to remain in the Kivers of Virginia and 
Mary Land, or to be ordered to Cruise dureing the winter Season, 
oflf of Barb;ulot's and the Leward Islands, or else where within 
the Tropicks, for the Security of the Trade of those parts ; and 
accordingly 2 fourth Rate ffrigats were apjiointed for that Service. 

" We have further Represented the necessity of a diie care in 
makeing the lyko «;eaFonable provision of Convoys fur furnishing 
those Colonies witii the nKinnfiK'fures of Eugiaii<l and bringing 
away the produet of tlio.se parts which without sucIj encourage- 
ment for the safety of tiieir Trade nii<rlit be iiecessited during the 
War to turn their industry from the plant iof of Tobacco (so 
beneficial to Ene-land) to the producing European manufactures. 

"Upon iuforuriatiou tiiat all the Ships of War which la>t sailed 
from Virsfinia, are ordered to come away with the Trade and 
none other a])])ointed for that Station, We humbly offered that 
one of those intended thither should Remain there as a winter 
Guard, whatever Service the other might be ordered upon till the 
return of the fleet. 

"And in further rehition to Convoys for those parts, haveing 
considered the ill coubequence of sliipe* couu-iu^ away from thmce 
without Convoy Dureing thif time of War, whereby niuuy of 
them have been taken and oilier wayes exposed to great hazards, 
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We humbly ofTerad to Her majeisly the drsught of letters to the 
Governor of Viiginia, and to the president and Counotl of Mary- 
land, in the absence of the Governor strictly reqmrdi^ diem to 
take especial care that dureing this time of War no Ships do Saile 
from those Colonys otherwise than with Convoy, sach only ac- 
cepted as shall have particular Licence from Her maty or from 
His Royal Highness the Lord high admiral to that ^SSkL 

"And whereas the Government of Maryland became vacant by 
the return of Colonel Blukiston from thence, We prepared a Com- 
mission and Instructions for Colonel John Seymour appointed by 
Her Majesty to be Governor of that provinoe, inserting therein 
sach clauses as were proper for the Conjuncture who availed 
himself of the opportunity of those Convoys for the Transporting 
himself and family to that province. 

** We add upon this head, that some defects haveing l>een found 
in divers acts transmitted from Mar^'-Land relateing to the estab- 
lishment of Religion and mnintainancc of ministers in that 
province, We prepared a new draught of a bill on that Subject in 
which we had the assistance of his Grace the Lord Arch Bishop 
of Canterbury, the Lord Bishop of London and their principal 
officers of the Crown, and accordingly Laid the said draught before 
his Majestic "vvho was graciously pleased, after haveing^ heard tlie 
Qnnlcpr'^ in Rohalf of their hrethern in that province against the 
drauglit of the said Bill, as lykewisc the reasons otl'cri'd for the 
passing it, to Direct by Order of Conncil, that we should transmitt 
the Said draught to the (lovernnr and Council of Maryland to be 
by them oftcrcd to the (iener?d ns'^cmbly, In order to the passing 
it Into an act iu the usual nianci-, which act iiaveing been accord- 
ingly passed there, and receaved her majestys Royal approbation, 
was again transmitted to i^fary I^and, and has had as wv are 
as^nre^l those good etleots, which were proposed, and desigutxi by 
that Law." 

The revenue of Maryland from the tobacco exportation tax and 
the maintenance of the governor are the other subjects treated in 
the report : — " As to the Government of Maryland We found the 
constant Revenue ariseiug by the 12 Shillings P. hhd. upon To- 
bacco Exported To have amounted in the year 1701 to about 
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3200£ one moiety where^)f Belonging to the Lord Proprietori and 
the other moie^ being for the Support of the Government one 
fourth part there(^ is by Act of assembly to be applyed to the 
buying of Arms and tiie other | amounting to 1200£ Is appli- 
cable to the Governor? Salary, Besides which an Act was past 
upon the arrival of the Last Governor in Mary Land for raising 
a Revenue of 3 pence per Hhd as an additional allowance to him 
for his better maintainanoe duiemg his Govemn^ti which may 
amount to 500£ Sterling per annum more, And there being no 
house in Mary I^and for his reception, We humbly Conoeaved Her 
majesty might allowe the assembly to Repass the lyke act for the 
better maintainanoe of the present Governor, provyded the same 
were for an unlimited time, or dureing his Government, and that 
the said Governor might not be permitted to Kecoave any pre:§ent 
or gratification irom the assembly upon any one whatsoever."

1. GEonoE Plater^ of St. Mary's County, the immigrant 
ancestor of this family, was born aliout 16t)4 aud came to 
Maryland before 1689. lu a deposition made in 1694 he 
stetes hifl age as apwards of thirty years (3f<2. Areh.f xz, 179) 
Mnil, 28 Nov. 1689, he signed the address of the Protestant 
inhabitants of St. Clary's County (ibid., viii, 146). He was 
commissioned, 8 Jan'v !♦)!•!, Receiver of the Rivenucs for 
Patuxent River (Lib.' WRC. no. I, fol. 588). In 1691 he 
was Attorney General of Maryland {^Md. Arch., viii, 247-248) 
and held thie position until 21 Oct. 1698 when he vesigned 
and was succeeded hj "William Dent (ibid., xxv, 13). On the 
following day he was commissioned Xaval Officer of Patuxent 
(ibid., XX, 528). He died in 1707 intestate, and letters of 
administration on his estate were issued 22 October in that 
year (Test. Proc., Lib. 19, fol. 257). He married, about 
1694, Anne daughter of Attorney General Thomaa Burford 
and widow of Robert Doyne. She subsequently married, in 
October 1708, John Rousby of Calvert County. Geoige 
Plater and Anoe (Burford) bis wife had issae : —

the Council of Maryland from 18 April 1732 until his death 
{U,H,J<nin\ ah). The Annapol is Mar^and OazeUe announces^ 
20 March 1755, that "the Hon. George Plater Esq. is ap- 
pointed S^^cretary of the Province in the room of the Hon. 
Edmund Jeuuiuga Emj. (now in England) who has resigned." 
The same newspaper, in its issue, of 22 May 1755, has the 
following obitnaiy notice : " Saturday last died, at hiis Seat in 
St. Mary's County, aged upwards of Sixty, the Honourable 
George Plater Elsq ; who was for many Years one of his lord- 
ship's Council of State, Naval Officer of Patuxent^ and lAteiy 
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appointed Seoretarj of thia Fnyrinoe; a GcntleDMui emitMiit 
for every soda! Virtue which oould render him truly TaltWr 

ble ; He was as Horaoe says, ad unguem factiis Homo. As 
his Life was a Pleasure, so was his Death a Gi*eif, to every 
one that knew him." In the (luzdle of* 17 June 1729 we read: 
On Tuesday last (10 June) George Plater Esq; was married 
to Mn. Bebeoea Bowles, the Beliot of James Bowks Esq; a 
Gentlewoman of oonsiderable Fortune." She was ihe daughter 
of Col. Thomas Addison, in whose will she is mentioned as 
"my dauglit^T Kebectti Bowles," and she died between 1742 
and 1749. The second wife of George Plater was also a 
widow. "I^t Monday (20 June), the Honourable Geoige 
Plater Esq ; of St Mary's County was married to Mia. Elisa- 
beth Oirpenter^ Widow of Oipt. John Carpenter, late of tins 
place deoeased." {Md. Gazette, 28 June 1749). She died the 
following year, tender date of 14 Nov. 1750, tlie (Utz*tle 
states : We heur from St. Mary's County, of tlie death of 
Madam Plater, tlie virtuous Consort of the Hon. Col. Geoi^e 
Plater, on the Thirtieth of October past; a Gentlewoman 
much esteem'd when living, and whose Death is greatly lam- 
ented." By his second marriage Greorge Plater had no issue. 
By his first wife, Mrs. Rebecca (Addison) Bowles, he had issue

3. George Plater' was bom 8 Nov. 1735, and died at 
Annnpolis 10 P'eb. 1792, being at the time of his death 
Governor of Maryland (Md.GazdU, 16 Feb. 1792). He was 
one of the Justices of St Maiy's County 1757-1771 (Oom- 
mission Book) and represented the County in the Assembly 
1767-1759 and 1762-1768 (L. H. Journals). He was a Mem- 
ber of the Council of MarvKmd 177 1-1774 ( T\ H. JournnfA^ 
and was Governor of the 8tnte from 1791 until his death. He 
married lirst, 0 Dec. 1762, Hannah, daughter of Hon. Kiciiard 
Lee {Md, Gazdie, 16 Dec. 1762), and she died 20 Sept 1763 
leaving no issue 29 Sept 1763). He married secondly, 
19 July 1764, Elizabeth, only child of John Rousby of Cal- 
vert County and Anne hia vrife, daughter of Perq^ne Frisby.

1. Hbnby Mobqam * came to Maryland in 1637 and settled on 
Kent Island (Land Office, Lib. ABH, fol. 131). He appears 
on the tax list of Kent County in 1642 (Md. Arch., iii, 121) 
and, 2 Nov. 1648, was commissioned Illgli Sheriff and com- 
niaiuler of the militia of the County (ibid., 197). He was one 
oi the Justices of Kent County from 16o0 to 1659 (Md. Arch., 
iii, 363, Kent Co. Records), and represented the County in 
the Aseeiubly 1669-60 (3Id. ArcL, i, 382). In a deposition 
made in 1648 he gives IiIs nge as 30 years or thereabouts 
(Md. Ai'oh*, iy, 452), while in another deposition made in 
1648/9 his is stated as 33 years {ibid., 478). Tho ktter 
statement is doubtless more exact, so that he was probably 
born in 1615 or 1616. His wife, Mrs. Frances Morgan, was 
30 years old in 1655 (Old Ka\t, p. 205). Henry Morgan died 
in or about 1663. His widow Frances married Jonathan 
Sybrey of Talbot Couuty, and died in 1672. A petition, 
filed 8 Jan*y 1673/4, by William Coursey and Peter Sayer, ' 
Gent., on Ix'lialf of Frances one of the daughters and coheirs 
of Henry Morgan late of Kent County deceased, recites that 
the said Henry Morgan died about the year 1 663. No will 
was proved, nor administration committed to any one. Not 
long after his decease his widow Frances married Jonathan 
Sybrey, who possessed himself of the estate, never taking out 
letters daring the liib of the said Frances, relict of the said 
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Konry, nor since her death which is now near two years since. 
Petitit)ner craves letter* ou lier lather's estate iu her own be- 
half, and ill bt'iialf of her sister Barbara Morgan now absent 
in England. Administration was granted as prayed, and bond 
was given in 40^000 lb. tobacco, with Willuun Omrsey and 
Peter Sayer as sareties (Test. Proc, Lib. 6, foL 62). 
Henry Morgan and Frances his wife, had issue as follows, the 
dates of birth bemg derived from the Kent County records: —

Peter Sayer (dated 29 Aug. 1697; proved 2 Nov. 1697) 
bequeaths one tliird of his estate to his wife Frances; one 
thbd equally between his nephew Charles Blake and his god- 
son John Blake ; and one third in three equal j arts to the 
Euglijsh Beuedictiue Nuns at Paris, the English lieuedictine 
Monks at Paris, and the English Friars respectively. The 
teetator also provides for his "old Aunt Varvey," and makes 
some special bequests, including £5 to "everv priest in the 
Province" (Annapolis, Lib. 7, fol. 334). The will of Mrs. 
Frances Sayer, dated 20 May 1098, was proved 27 Sept. 1698 
(Annnpoli«, T/ib. 6, fol. 108). She leaves to her sister Bar- 
bara'.s ciiildren John Kousby, and Walter, Frances, Susanna, 
and Barbara Smith, £20 apiece. To Mrs. Jenny Sewall, 
daughter of Major Sewall, a diamond ring. Her niece Eliza- 
beth Bously is constituted residuary legatee, with the proviso 
that in case of the death of said niece without issue, her real 
estate is to pass to the heirs of testatrix's flither Tfenry 
Morgan. A1)^«tracts of both wills are to be found in jBald" 
winU Calendar (ii, 131, 158.) 

3. Babbara Morgan,' daughter of Henry and Frances, was 
bom 5 Nov. 1660, and married, before 29 Sept. 1676, John 
Bonsby of Calvert County. 29 Sept. 1676, John Rousby and 
Barbara his wife, one of the daughters of Henry Morgan and 

Francis liis wife, deceased, exhibit a complaint against Peter 
Sayer and Frances his wife, the other daughter of the afore- 
said Henry and Frances (Test. Proc., Lib. 8, fol. 217). In 
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October 1677, John Bonsby and BarbaiB his wife, daughter 

and coheir of Heniy Morgan deceased, file a petition in tiie 
Land Office in regard to certain lands of s^iid Henry Mot^an 
on Choptank River (Lib. 10, fol. 603). John Rousby died 1

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KoTE ON "Colonial Women of Maryland." 

Perhaps there has been no character in the history of our 
Colony about whom so many anrl grievous misstatements have 
been mafl*' n*^ in tlie case of Mi.^iress Margaret Brent. Invested 
with a purely mythical environment, she lias been made to do 
duty as die first woman lawyer, the pioneer advooate of woman 
snl^ge, the beloved of Governor Leonard Calvert, and finally- 
111 ti( thed to Mr. Thomas White, a clei^jman of the Chupoh of 
England, sometime of Virginia and possibly coming in to Mary- 
land occn«ionally, but whom slie probably never ^jiw. The writer 
of the article on Colonial Women, which appeared in the last 
issue of this Magazine^ takes this opportunity to state that in the 
preparation of her paper some seventeen years ago, she rdied 
on the statement made by the Rev. Edward Neill with regard 
to the romantic episode last noted ; and it was only after quite a 
while that her attention was called to the original entry in the 
Provincial Court Records where the petition setting; forth that 
"Thomas While, out of tlu' tender love and affection he bore tlie 
petitioner (Margaret Brent) intended if he had lived, to liave 
married her, and had by his last will and testament — ^giveu unto 
her, the said petitioner — ^his whole estate which he was possessed 
of in his life time/' Mr. Ndll saw fit to omit the condnding 
sentence which nms : — 

Your petitioner pfsyB that this may be granted, She being 
a servant," <&c. 

On further investigation both the contractinp: parties in the 
case proved to be serving-people, Thomas White haviug, a short 
while h^ore, snffered the penalty of thirty lashes nndw tiie hnr 
for stealing from his master. 

Our Mistress Maigaret Brent, therefore, stands ont a central 
figure on her stage — the administrator and guardian of the 
Governor's chihlren and c-tntr, tho representative of Lord 
Baltinii II e's interests in troublous times, — the protector of her 
bruLher Giles's family and fortune during his absences over-seas, 
— an ardent and devoted daughter of the ''Holy Romane Gatho- 
liqne Ohnrch/' and a woman who needs no fictitious setting to 
be one of the most notable of oar women in the Colony of Mary- 
land.
